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CIVIC  WELCOME 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  Sir  John  Gibson — Most  Excellent  Sir, 
I  have  the  pleasure  and  honor  of  introducing  to  you 
His  Worship  Mayor  Coppley,  of  the  City  of  Hamilton, 
and  also  Controllers,  Davis,  Tope,  Treleaven,  and  Alder- 
man Morrison,  representing  the  Council  of  the  City  of 
Hamilton. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Ponton — R.  Ex.  Comp.  Gibson,  His 
Worship  The  Mayor  will,  I  think,  pardon  me  for  one 
moment  when  I  say  how  delighted  we  are  that  this 
introduction  should  have  been  by  yourself.  In  Sir 
John  Gibson  you  have  a  Companion  and  guide  who  is 
indeed  worthy  and  welcome  in  our  hearts.  May  we 
ask  you  to  approach  the  East,  you  and  your  colleagues? 

Mayor  Coppley  in  eloquent  terms  spoke  of  the  indus- 
trial development  of  the  City  of  Hamilton,  as  well  as 
of  its  educational  advantages.  He  also  referred  to  the 
wonderful  expansion  of  the  British  Empire  as  well  as 
to  the  progress  of  the  Masonic  fraternity.  He  bid  the 
delegates  in  attendance  a  most  hearty  welcome  to  the 
City  of  Hamilton,  and  he  expressed  the  wish  that  their 
deliberations  would  tend  to  further  strengthen  and  broad- 
en the  activities  of  the  Royal  Craft  in  Canada. 

The  Grand  Z.,  Your  Worship,  Members  of  the  Board 
of  Control,  and  Alderman  of  the  City  of  Hamilton,  we 
imperialists  should  be  quite  at  home  in  Hamilton, 
judging  from  the  wonderful  cosmopolitan  spirit  with 
which  you  have  linked  us  up  in  your  address  with  all 
parts  of  the  Empire.  We  appreciate  the  fact  that  there 
is  nothing  narrow  about  Hamilton.  We  feel  that  we 
have  broadened  our  horizon  through  your  speech,  and 
through  being  here.  I  may  say  that  I  have  had  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  the  Mayor  in  many  capacities,  but 
in  no  association  to  greater  advantage — to  the  greater 
advantage  of  Canada  and  the  City  of  Hamilton.,  than 
in  the  Association  Of  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  the 
Empire,  in  which  he  bore  a  distinguished  part  in  making 
it  a  success,  and  at  the  different  meetings  of  the  Associat- 
ed Boards  of  Trade.  We  quite  appreciate  we  have  come 
to  a  city  where  industry  is  the  chief  note.     But  there  is 
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the  civic  note — not  merely  an  economic  note,  but  also 
a  philanthropic  and  educational  note;  and  that  appeals 
to  Masons.  Sir  John  Gibson  and  his  colleagues  have 
interested  themselves  in  the  boys — that  appeals  to 
Masons.  The  Golden  Age  has  not  arrived,  but  it  will 
come,  and  is  ours  to  make,  if  we  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunities,  especially  in  large  cities,  like  Hamilton — 
and  Toronto,  that  suburb  of  Hamilton,  (laughter). 
"Without  vision,  the  people  perish,"  and  without  pro- 
duction the  people  perish.  The  people  have  the  will 
to  woik — that  characterizes  the  citizens  of  Hamilton, 
and  I  hope  will  characterize  the  citizenship  of  the  whole 
of  Canada.  We  thank  you  for  your  welcome,  and  for 
bringing  your  colleagues.  We  can  judge  that  Hamilton 
is  a  good  city,  with  wisdom,  strength  and  beauty;  set  on 
on  a  hill,  it  cannot  be  hid.

I  may  say  that  the  members  of  the  Hamilton 
Chapters  possess  that  modesty  which  is  so  characteristic 
of  Hamiltonians,  and  they  do  not  care  to  assume  the 
responsibility  of  reading  their  address,  and  so  cast  lots 
to  find  out  who  should  perform  this  duty,  and  the  lot 
Excellent  Sir,  has  fallen  upon  me. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Ponton — It  is  very  gratifying  to  me 
that  this  address  should  be  read  by  one,  with  whom  I  am 
•so  intimately  associated,  almost  day  and  night  as  the 
Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  You  have  chosen 
well — the  right  man  in  the  right  place. 

The  following  address  was  then  read  by  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  Logan: 

"To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal, 
William  Nisbet  Ponton,  K.C.,  Grand  Council  and 
Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Canada: 
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Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

We,  the  First  Principals  of  the  four  Chapters  meeting 
in  the  City  of  Hamilton,  extend  to  you  a  sincere  welcome 
on  behalf  of  the  Royal  Craft  of  the  city  on  the  occasion 
of  your  presence  he 'cat  this  the  sixty-fourth  annual 
Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

And  especially  do  we  offer  you  to,  Most  Excellent 
Sir,  our  heart-felt  congratulations  on  having  presided 
over  the  destinies  of  Grand  Chapter  as  its  chief  ruler 
for  now  almost  three  years.  While  we  would  deprecate 
any  attempt  at  invidious  distinction,  yet  it  is  a  matter 
of  common  knowledge  as  well  as  of  great  pride  among 
the  members  of  the  Royal  Craft  in  this  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion, that  never  before  have  they  had  a  Grand  First 
Principal  more  strongly  wedded  to  the  best  traditions  of 
Masonry  and  never  before  have  they  had  a  representative 
better  fitted  to  bear  the  banner  of  this  Grand  Chapter 
not  only  within  your  own  Dominion  but  also  into  the 
countries  of  our  neighbours,  where  you  have  achieved 
a  reputation  both  for  yourself  and  for  us. 

More  credit,  too,  is  deserved  by  you  inasmuch  as 
you  had  to  take  up  again  the  burden  which,  no  doubt 
with  relief,  you  had  laid  down;  but,  when  through  the 
lamented  death  of  your  immediate  successor  the  Masons 
of  the  Royal  Arch  had  lost  their  leader,  it  was  with 
unfeigned  satisfaction  that  they  found  you  willing  to 
obey  the  call  of  duty  and  to  take  up  again  the  task  you 
had  demised. 

Twenty-eight  years  ago,  when  the  Grand  Chapter 
last  held  its  annual  Convocation  in  Hamilton,  Most 
Excellent  Companion  John  Ross  Robertson  was  elected 
Grand  First  Principal.  At  that  time  there  were  sixteen 
districts;  now  there  are  twenty-one.  Then  B'irish 
Columbia  was  in  this  jurisdiction  with  one  Chapter  and 
Australia  with  six  Chapters.  Alberta  has  come  and 
gone,  while  Australia  and  British  Columbia  have  left  us. 
In  that  year,  1894,  Grand  Chapter  spent  $450.00  on 
benovelence  ;  last  year  it  expended  six  times  that 
amount.  The  receipts  in  1894  were  $3700.00  ;  last  year 
they  were  nearlv  $23,000.00.  In  1894  our  assets  were 
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$21,900.00  ;  last  year  they  were  almost  ^63,000.00. 
In  1894  there  were  99  chapters  with  a  membership  of 
4,600  ;  last  year  there  were  163  chapters  with  a  popula- 
tion of  over  25,000. 

Since  Grand  Chapter  last  grace  this  City  with  its 
Annual  Assembly  the  Royal  Craft  has  advanced  many 
steps,  not  only  here,  but  everywhere  throughout  its 
broad  jurisdiction.  New  Chapters  have  come  and  the 
old  Chapters  have  doubled  their  membership  and  their 
resources.  It  is  well  that  it  should  be  so,  for  there  is 
no  doubt  that  Masonry  and  Masonic  teaching  are  potent 
factors  in  the  solution  of  the  world's  great  problems  in 
these  days  of  transition  and  unrest. 

We  trust,  Most  Excellent  Sir,  that  your  deliberations 
will  be  directed  in  harmony  and  brotherly  love  and  that, 
having  as  their  object  the  prosperity,  peace  and  progress, 
not  only  of  Chapter  Masonry,  but  of  our  country  too, 
they  may  be  crowned  with  the  success  which  an  honest 
purpose  and  worthy  aim  deserve."

ADDRESS   OF   GRAND   Z. 

To  the  Officers  and  Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  : 

The  record  of  our  Executive  and  judicial — our 
collective  and  individual — functions  in  the  exercise  of 
the  trusts  reposed  and  duties  and  honours  conferred 
upon  us,  is  now  submitted  for  your  generous  judgment. 
It  has  been  a  year  of  good,  honest,  faithful,  co-operative, 
and  I  hope  fruitful  work  in  the  fertile  fields  of  Masonic 
endeavour,  culture  and  progress — in  the  labour  of  love 
in  which  we  have  all  been  engaged  together  for  the  Royal 
Craft,  whose  members  I  trust  will  always  strive  to 
measure  up  to  the  triple  standard  of  excellence  as 
wise,  gentle  and  just — full  of  faith,  hope  and  charity. 
It  is  fitting  that  we  should  meet  in  Hamilton — where 
so  many  Brethren  and  Companions  have  foregathered 
for  many  Masonic  cycles  —  marking  milestones  of 
achievements  along  the  Royal  Highway  which  we  are 
all  building  with  good  metal  and  good  will.  Urbi  et 
orbe — It  is  fitting  too  that  we  should  meet  here  where 
our  late  Grand  Z.,  Dr.  Herbert  S.  Grifhn — the"beloved 
physician" — lived  and  died — if  to  such  generous  and 
genial  souls  there  is  such  a  thing  as  death — which  in 
his  case  truly  must  have  been  a  suburb  and  portal  of 
the  life  Elysian.  May  "eternal  rest  and  light  perpetual " 
be  his  forever  more.  On  re-assuming  the  Office  of 
Grand  First  Principal  under  the  Constitution  and  at 
the  special  request  of  Grand  H.,  Grand  J.  and  other 
Past  Grand  Z's — I  directed  to  be  issued  to  all  constitu- 
ent Chapters  the  following  letter,  which  I  embody  in 
this  address  to  preserve  the  continuity  of  the  record, 
and  as  a  tribute  to  our  late  chief. 
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Toronto,  July  2nd,  1921 

To  the  Excellent  Principals  and 

Companions  of  the  Constituent  Chapters 

of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  : 
Companions: 

On  the  afternoon  of  Dominion  Day,  July  1st,  1921, 
in  the  City  of  Hamilton,  where  he  had  lived  and  served 
for  almost  sixty-seven  years,  the  mortal  remains  of  our 
Grand  First  Principal,  Herbert  S.  Griffin,  M.D.,  Most 
Excellent  Grand  Z.,  Most  Excellent  in  rightful  Masonic 
title,  and  Most  Excellent  in  character  and  friendship, 
were  borne  from  his  residence,  amid  a  wonderful  con- 
course of  sorrowing  men  and  women,  boys  and  girls, 
whom  he  loved  and  who  loved  him,  to  his  last  resting 
place  in  the  beautiful  cemetery  of  Hamilton.  From 
East  and  West  his  brethren  and  Companions  came  to 
pay  their  last  fraternal  tribute  to  his  worth  and  work. 

To  his  widow  and  family  is  extended  in  their  bereave- 
ment the  sincere  sympathy  of  the  household  of  the 
faithful — the  Members  of  the  Royal  Craft.  Canada 
has  lost  a  good  citizen,  the  Medical  Profession  a  beloved 
family  Physician,  who  had  in  life  alleviated  much  suffer- 
ing and  in  death  will  ever  be  gratefully  remembered, 
and  we  of  this  Grand  Chapter  have  lost  our  honoured 
Head  who  had  won  the  hearts  of  all  Companions  with 
whom  he  had  come  in  contact. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  the  duties 
of  Grand  Z.  devolve  upon  the  Immediate  Past  Grand  Z., 
M .  Ex.  Companion  W.  N.  Ponton,  who  with  the  Grand  H . 
and  the  Grand  J.  and  with  the  assured  assistance  and 
support  of  the  long  line  of  Past  Grand  First  Principals, 
and  the  other  Officers  of  Grand  Chapter  will  "Carry 
On  "until  the  next  Annual  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter 
in  the  month  of  February,  1922. 

Earnestly  soliciting  your  fraternal  consideration  and 
co-operation.

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Death  has  taken — and  will  continue  to  take — its 
toll  of  many  other  members  of  our  Royal  Craft,  some 
in  office — some  not — all  doing  duty  and  filling  their 
niche  in  the  walls  and  alcoves — perhaps  building  better 
than  they  knew.  Sister  Jurisdictions  also  record  many 
losses  from  the  Ranks.  To  each  and  all  the  Mourners 
we  extend  our  sincerest  sympathy — "Farewell,  farewell, 
Our  Brother,  farewell  !"  I  would  incorporate  the 
Report  on  the  Fraternal  Dead  (which  will  be  submitted 
to  you)  in  this  address — as  a  worthy  tribute  to  our 
Companions  who  have  answered  "adsum"  to  the  great 
Roll  Call. 

Despite  our  losses,  despite  the  stringency  of  these 
times  of  necessary  caution  in  expenditure,  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  in  our  borders  has  made  another  long, 
firm  and  sure  stride  forward,  upward,  onward.  I  will 
not  enter  into  statistical  details — I  leave  these  to  the 
G.S.E.  and  G.T.  and  the  Chairman  of  Committee  on 
Condition  of  Masonry,  but  let  us  realize  with  justifiable 
pride  and  substantive  consciousness  of  power,  that  we 
now  number  over  26,000  in  this  jurisdiction,  that  our 
net  increse  for  1921  was  2,461— that  we  have  $53,000 
invested  in  solid  and  productive  securities,  and  that 
170  Chapters  are  power-houses  in  the  lines  of  communi- 
cation that  link  us  up  together.  During  my  term  of  office 
over  9,000  have  been  added  to  the  rolls.  Truly  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  is  dynamic,  not  static.  May  each  Chapter 
find  adequate  and  satisfiying  outlet  and  expression  in 
deed  and  practice,  for  good  will  and  good  work,  and  may 
each  hand  down  their  sacred  trust — an  honorable  and 
unblemished  Charter. 

In  addition  to  these  Grand  Jurisdictions  so  well 
and  worthily  represented  here  to-day,  invitations  were 
sent  to  the  Grand  High  Priests  of  Massachusetts,  New 
Hampshire  and  Rhode  Island,  and  very  courteous  and 
fraternal  letters  of  regret  have  been  received  from 
these  three  States,  all  of  whom  have  extended  the  right 
hand  of  fellowship  and  hospitality  to  Canada.  With 
the  Grand  Representatives  of  our  sister  and  daughter 
Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec — full  of  bonne  entente — 
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and  lift-lock  power — of  our  own  tribes  and  families, — 
we  welcome  most  heartily  as  friends,  neighbors  and 
co-workers  in  the  great  cause  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch — 
"a  band  of  men  whose  hearts  God  has  touched" — with 
living  fire,  the  Grand  Representatives  of  New  York, 
New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Connecticut  and  Michigan, 
an  aggregation  of  States  that  we  are  proud  to  entertain 
together,  representing  as  they  do  thousands  of  staunch 
and  stalwart  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  those  Jurisdictions. 
We  are  to  have  also  the  unique  distinction  and  privilege 
of  installing  the  M.  Ex.  Hiram  Darling,  Grand  Z.  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Alberta  by  their  and  his  request. 
Visualize  them  together  at  the  Altar  of  Consecration — 
Hiram  the  King  and  Richard  Yea  and  Nay — To  all  our 
guests  we  say  with  all  good  cheer — 

Now  welcome  through  the  gateway 

Our  new — old  friends  and  true, 
Then  hearts  leap  up  and  straightway 

There's  open  house  for  you. 

I  believe  this  linking  up  of  the  Masons  of  the  United 
States  and  the  Masons  of  Canada — as  the  interpreters 
of  the  British  Empire — is  at  the  present  time  of  a  special 
value  and  significance,  and  one  of  the  many  factors  in 
securing  permanent  and  productive  peace — honest  and 
stable  friendship  and  closer  association  of  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  peoples  through  the  Masonic  media  of  interchang- 
ing and  interlacing  of  ideas  and  thoughts,  meeting  face 
to  face  and  heart  to  heart,  in  these  trysting  places — 
these  clearing-houses  of  ideals  and  sentiments  and  mutual 
good -will.  Let  us  realise  the  power  of  the  English  lang- 
uage which  we  speak  together — a  glorious  heritage — 
and  mark  the  generous  spirit  of  our  representatives  at 
the  Conference  at  Washington.  They  ring  true.  "United 
we  stand  " .  As  President  Harding,  President  and  Brother 
and  Companion,  said  recently  :  "A  common  language 
and  the  common  source  from  which  we  have  taken  our 
institutions  have  laid  the  foundations  of  accord", — to 
which  we  add,  the  common  aims  and  purposes,  common 
law,  common  lineage,  and  common  interests.  Be  ours 
the  task  to  furnish  and  build  upon  such  a  foundation  a 
stable  structure  and  mutual  understanding,  and  may 
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the  life  of  our  two  nations  under  Old  Glory  and  the 
Union  Jack  flow  in  a  gracious  stream  of  friendship  and 
peace  during  the  glorious  years  of  the  future. 

We  Masons  should  be  optimists — gatherers  of  happy 
days — with  faith  and  confidence — fide  et  flducia — 
holding  to  the  anchor  of  hope — never  lonely  because 
never  without  life  companionable — not  an  exclusive 
society  of  idealists,  or  traditionalists,  but  a  closely  united 
band  of  public-spirited,  red-blooded  men  in  a  world  of 
men,  —  yet  men  with  vision  clarified  —  sometimes 
scaling  the  heights  but  not  scorning  the  valleys.  We 
realize  ourselves  in  action, — more  in  joint  action  and 
expression — there  has  been  too  much  repression.  There 
is  a  time  for  silence — a  time  for  speech .  .  Let  us  feed 
Public  Opinion  with  good  thoughts — clear  thoughts  and 
kind  deeds — worthy  deeds.  If  we  fail  or  falter  in  this, 
the  enemy  that  walketh  in  darkness  will  feed  it  with 
bad  thoughts  and  evil  deeds.  If  we  walk  in  the  light  we 
have  fellowship  one  with  another,  as  our  own  St.  John 
writes  :  "I,  John  who  also  am  your  brother  and  Com- 
panion"— so  let  us  bring  our  work — our  thoughts — up 
for  inspection  in  God's  sunlight — sharing  the  best  each 
with  the  other — all  for  each  and  each  for  all.  Silence 
is  golden  at  times  —  but  God  has  given  us  the  English 
tongue — spoken  by  180  millions, — to  express  virile  senti- 
ments—  stabilizing — helpful.  Be  fruitful  and  multiply 
is  a  command  which  all  Masons  as  good  citizens  should 
heed, — for 

'  'This  is  our  heritage 

And  here  we  do  engage 

Each  man  unto  his  son 

Intact  to  pass  it  on  ' — 

But  let  us  also  with  thought-inspired  tongue  and 
potential  pen  be  fruitful  and  multiply  in  ideas.  If  we 
as  Builders  unify  with  the  cement  of  unity  and  good 
will,  we  should  also  vivify  in  speech,  yes  and  in  song 
also  if  God  has  endowed  us  with  that  great  gift  of  har- 
mony.   There  are  certain  living  letters  forming  words — 

"For  words  are  things  and  a  small  drop  of  ink 
Falling  like  dew  upon  a  thought  makes  thousands, 
perhaps  millions,  think." 
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We  Masons,  if  constructive  builders,  should  also  be 
overseeing — far-seeing  leaders,  and  social  engineers — 
building  bridges  for  the  future  with  living  stones — and 
establishing  the  impregnable  rock  of  social  safety  for 
our  dear  and  blessed  Country — our  kith  and  kin  of  the 
radiant  race.  For  this,  as  that  noble  hymn  puts  it, 
we  need  "valiant  endeavour  "as  well  as"  loyal  obedience." 
Let  us  be  plus  people — not  drifters  along  the  line  of 
least  resistance. 

In  the  flower  garden  of  Beauty — in  the  garden  and 
orchard  of  fruitage  and  productive  strength — in  the 
fields  of  intellect — let  us  not  forget  the  Gardener.  Other- 
wise it  will  be  a  garden  without  water.  Irrigate  with 
the  spirit.  "Take  my  intellect  and  use  every  power  as 
Thou  shalt  choose." 

Let  us  write  on  the  slate  in  this  school  of  National 
Life  only  that  which  is  worthy,  and  we  should  show  a 
vital  interest  in  securing  that  Immigrants  to  our  Canadian 
shores  write  on  our  National  slate  worthily  and  well 
as  good  law-abiding  citizens — and  in  clear  language — 
none  better  than  English — not  to  be  misunderstood.  If 
not  so  willing,  let  them  seek  another  flag,  another  clime. 
We  Masons  as  Community  builders  can  do  much  in 
making  the  Sojourners  and  Strangers  to  feel  as  the 
Home-born — to  realize  themselves  as  part  of  the  great 
living  Anglo-Saxon  Arch.  But  first  let  us  see  to  it  that 
we  exemplify  collectively  a  resolute  staunch,  stable,  gen- 
erous, vigilant,  virile,  vibrant  and  progressive  Canadian 
citizenship — precept  and  practise  hand  in  hand.  And 
practically  in  these  times  of  scarcity,  of  hardship,  of 
combative  competitiveness,  could  not  we  Masons  help 
one  another  by  giving  a  preference  in  trade  and  busi- 
ness, in  barter  and  exchange,  to  the  Brethren  of  our  own 
fraternal  tribes  and  families — nobly  born  in  the  nobility 
of  labour  (of  brain  or  brawn)  and  the  long  pedigree  of 
toil — which  is  the  life  experience  of  the  majority.  Let  us 
seek  the  greatest  good  of  the  greatest  number  of  our 
Companions — doing  no  injustice  to  others.  "To  every 
man  his  penny."  To  do  good  and  to  communicate 
forget  not.  Remember  my  commandments  —  to  do 
them.       The  golden   rule   runs    everywhere,  and  like 
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Masonry,  knows  no  latitude  or  longitude — but  it  does 
know  the  centre  —  and  keeping  touch  with  .this  and 
with  one  another,  we  may  —  if  we  will, —  realize  again 
the  Golden  Age  —  for  the  portals  of  equal  opportunity 
are  not  tiled  to  any  of  us  who  are  chosen  of  the  true. 

In  all  our  glowing  words  about  liberty — equality — 
fraternity,  the  Brotherhood  of  Man,  we  extinguish  the 
fire  at  the  Altar  if  we  forget  the  Fatherhood  of  God. 
It  is  of  the  essence  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  to  reverent- 
ly worship  Jehovah  ;  the  All  Powerful  and  All  Merciful 
Father  Lord — Word  Lord — Spirit  Lord — So  mote  it 
ever  be  in  rite  and  ritual — in  life  and  action. 

I  have  given  several  Rulings  during  the  year  on 
Jurisdiction,  on  Mark  Masters,  on  the  Ballot,  on  Foreign 
Rank,  on  names  of  Chapters,  etc.  It  would  serve  no 
useful  purpose  to  set  them  out  in  detail  here,  but  I 
would  suggest  that  to  render  them  accessible  to  all, 
a  codified  list  of  Rulings  to  date  of  all  Past  Grand  First 
Principals  be  prepared,  and  that  a  well  qualified  Com- 
panion such  as  M.W.  and  R.  Ex.  J.  H.  Burritt  K.C. 
as  Judge  Advocate,  be  asked  to  assist  the  G.S.E.  in  this 
important  work. 

I  have  given  many  Dispensations  without  of  course 
straining  the  constitutional  base  on  which  firm  ground 
the  Grand  Z.  stands  as  well  as  every  Companion.  I  have 
revised  and  amended  many  Bylaws,  and  I  would  suggest 
that  a  small  Standing  Committee  on  Bylaws  be  appointed 
who,  armed  with  a  model  set  of  these  necessary  Rules 
and  Laws  of  Internal  Economy,  could  with  clarity  and 
celerity  as  experts,  revise  all  Bylaws  submitted  to  them, 
and,  giving  due  consideration  to  local  requirements, 
could  produce  a  satisfying  uniformity  and  consistency 
which  would  enure  to  the  benefit  of  all  concerned,  and 
relieve  the  Grand  Z.  and  G.S.E.  of  many  hours  of  toilsome 
and  critical  work. 

The  close  contact  and  harmonious  intercourse — 
lengthening  the  cords  and  strengthening  the  stakes — 
between  the  Craft  Lodges  and  the  R.A.  Chapters — 
and  between  the  Grand  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  Grand  Chapter,  has  been  productive  of  incalculable 
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good  to  both.  The  services  of  each  have  been  invaluable 
to  the  other.  To  still  further  link  up  these  great 
powers  for  good  as  Brethren  and  Companions — in  perfect 
unanimity  and  concord — is  one  of  the  objects  of  an 
important  notice  of  motion  on  the  agenda  wtnch  it  is 
hoped  will  commend  itself  to  the  Companions. 

Let  me  again  commend  to  the  perusal  and  contempla- 
tion of  all  Companions  the  volume  of  Annual  Proceedings 
with  special  reference  to  the  Report  on  the  Condition  of 
Masonry,  the  Fraternal  Correspondence  Report  and  the 
work  of  the  Grand  Historian — a  wonderful  repository 
of  current  thought — a  vivid  and  cosmopolitan  chronicle 
of  current  events.  Let  me  also  commend  a  discriminating 
and  educative  Masonic  Press.  Every  live  Mason  who 
ever  feels  "growing-pains"  should  subscribe  to  and  con- 
tribute to  a  good  Masonic  periodical — to  keep  abreast 
of  his  own  times  and  the  annals  of  the  Craft. 

The  work  of  the  office  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  is  month- 
ly increasing.  Liberal  support  should  be  given  to  his 
office.  The  work  of  Grand  Chapter  multiplies  monthly. 
The  time  has  come  for  a  two  days'  session.  Time  will 
not  permit  me  to  more  than  mention  a  multitude  of 
subjects  ripe  for  consideration — such  as — The  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  Libraries — The  building  of  a 
great  Masonic  School  or  Home  worthy  of  the  Craft. 
The  great  opportunities  for  work  among  Bpys — ("the 
boys  thou  hast  and  their  adoption  tried") — The  cure 
for  rushing  and  grouping  of  Degrees — The  elimination 
of  Buffoonery  at  the  Refreshment  Table  and  in  the  so- 
called  Past  Master's  Degree.  The  checking  of  newspaper 
publicity,  giving  the  names  of  candidates  for  Degrees. 
The  cost  and  possible  simplification  of  Royal  Arch 
Regalia. — The  encouragement  of  thrift  but  not  of  parsi- 
mony— The  revival  of  the  laying  of  Foundation  Stones 
by  Masons — The  appointment  of  Chaplains  and  Grand 
Chaplains. — The  protection  of  our  children's  rights  of 
education  menaced  by  sectarian  disintegration.  The 
assignment  of  visitation  of  the  Chapters  to  various  Grand 
Officers  especially  in  the  West  and  North  where  they  are 
needed. — The  sympathetic  support  of  our  Companions 
in  Ireland  in  their  present  time  of  stern  strain  and  stress — 
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all  these  and  kindred  topics  suggest  food  for  thoughtful 
consideration  and  possible  action.  Let  us  read,  mark, 
learn  and  inwardly  digest. 

Only  two  unpleasant  incidents  have  occurred  through- 
out this  auspicious  Masonic  year  of  good  will,  good  work 
and  good  hope.  One  is  the  case  of  a  Mason  who  is  accused 
by  the  public  press  of  Toronto  of  openly  threatening 
to  use  the  sacred  ballot  of  the  Craft  as  a  weapon  of 
offence  to  compel  the  victim  to  make  his  peace  with 
a  certain  strike  Committee  of  a  Labour  Union.  Pending 
trial  now  proceeding,  we  must  not  prejudge  guilt,  and 
we  have  nothing  to  say  as  to  the  merits  or  demerits  of 
the  "strike":  but  enough  has  transpired  to  make  our 
Royal  Craft  doubly  vigilant  in  guarding  the  portals 
against  the  admission  of  fanatical  agitators,  trouble 
makers,  faddists,  and  grievance  mongers  who  never  can 
truly  belong  to  the  household  of  the  faithful, the  peaceful — 
the  restful,  the  prudent,  the  discreet,  and  the  temperate — 
and  who  would  make  of  this  calm  retreat  a  tumultuous 
and  storm  tossed  sea  of  trouble.  It  would  be  intolerable 
if  Free  Masons  were  to  be  dictated  to  and  disintegrated 
either  by  conspiracy  within  or  by  attacks  without  the 
gates  of  the  Temple. 

The  other  is  the  continued  predilection  shown  by 
a  few  members  for  dabbling  as  Masons — in  certain 
extraneous  Orders,  which  meritorious  as  some  of  them 
undoubtedly  are  in  and  by  themselves,  (their  philan- 
thropy is  altogether  admirable),  have  nothing  to  do  with 
pure  Masonry — least  of  all  with  the  Royal  Craft. 
Remember  it  is  only  when  members  associate  themselves 
with  these  organizations  (male  and  female)  in  their 
character  and  capacity  of  Brother  Masons,  that 
we  have  a  right  to  complain  and  if  need  be  to  discipline. 
Surely  the  thirst  for  official  outside  honours  cannot 
influence  members  of  our  Craft.  If  we  work  while  we 
work  and  play  while  we  play,  Masonry  itself  in  our 
Lodges  and  Chapters  can  give  us  ample  opportunity 
for  the  evolution  and  development  of  our  talents  and 
gifts.  If  not,  let  our  Lodges  and  Chapters  feel  the  pangs 
of  birth  and  the  joy  of  Motherhood  and  create  more 
Lodges  and  more  Chapters  which  will  add  new  zeal  to 
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work — new  zest  to  play.  We  dissipate  the  strength  of 
the  Brotherhood  of  solidarity  by  multiplying  our  distract- 
tions — alluring  though  they  be,  and  some  fruitful  of 
good  results — but  they  are  not  Masonry.  The  time 
given  to  these  "side  issues"  by  Brethren  and  Compan- 
ions would,  if  devoted  to  our  Lodges  and  Chapters, 
make  and  keep  them  reservoirs  of  light  and  delight — 
a  joy  for  ever — as  Brother  Chaucer  wrote  "The  lyfe 
so  short,  the  Crafte  so  long  to  lerne".

The  new  Ceremonies  were  issued  during  the  past 
year  and  apparently  have  met  with  the  approval  of  the 
Companions. 

The  new  Ritualistic  Work,  which  was  revised  by 
a  special  Committee  was  also  issued  and  favorable 
comments  have  been  made  upon  the  labours  of  the 
Committee. 

The  Chapters  throughout  the  Jurisdiction  especially 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  are  providing  themselves 
with  proper  equipment  for  the  conferring  of  the  Capitular 
Degrees,  and  the  new  Chapters  which  are  being  Instituted 
are  providing  themselves  with  complete  equipment,  such 
as  the  tribal  banners,  standards  and  complete  robes  for 
Officers.. 

What  is  Masonry  ?  What  is  Royal  Arch  Mason- 
ry ?  I  have  been  asked  more  often  this  year  than  in 
any  other,  to  crystallize  the  answer  to  this  universal 
question  in  a  "Short  Form  of  Conveyance"  of  thought. 
It  does  not  satisfy  to  reply  that  it  is  Wisdom,  Strength 
and  Beauty  all  in  one.  It  does  not  satisfy  to  say  that  it 
is  good   "in  substance  and  in  form" — and  stands  the

test  of  the  great  Overseer's  Square.  It  does  not  wholly 
satisfy  though  it  pleases,  to  say  that  it  is  a  guild  of 
friends  wherein  all  rank  is  levelled  save  such  as  may  be 
conferred  by  all  on  one : — a  living  organism  where  love 
relief  and  truth  dwell  in  the  hearts  of  boon  companions. 
It  does  not  satisfy  to  say  that  though  it  belongs  to  the 
ages  whence  the  memory  of  man  runneth  not  to  the 
contrary,  yet  it  is  not  a  fossil,  not  a  museum,  not  a 
stratum,  and  certainly  not  an  abstraction — not  a  mush- 
room ;  that  tho'  its  taproots  go  deep,  its  sap  flows  freely 
— its  leaves  and  sheaves  and  fruits  are  always  ripe  for 
harvest  in  the  vineyard  of  those  who  make  of  it  a 
real  labour  of  love.  It  is  a  living  force — with  dynamic 
penetrativeness  to  those  whose  hearts  are  not  adamant 
yet  it  has  been  well  termed  the  wise  and  gentle  Craft — 
composed  of  Nature's  Gentlemen  of "  brave  and  affable 
demeanour" — who  put  in  more  than  they  take  out  and 
who  should  strive  at  least  to  live  up  to  the  ideal  of 
mediaeval  excellence. 

"Nihil  tetigit  quod  non  ornavit"— 

He  touched  nothing  that  he  did  not  adorn.  Sixty-six 
years  ago,  Blackwoods'  Magazine  tried  to  answer  this 
question  by  paying  tribute  to  the  Wisdom  of  the  Ancients 
— who  passing  knowledge  and  fraternal  greetings  from 
lip  to  ear,  knew  as  we  know  the  "password  of  our 
forefathers",  and  knew  too  that  Masonry  was  and  is 
like  the  Church  Militant — a  ladder  and  line  of  communi- 
cation, a  channel  of  service,  whereby  constructive  men 
of  good  will,  with  good  working  tools,  are  privileged 
to  assist  in  rebuilding  the  temple  of  Humanity,  and 
restoring  confidence  in  a  world  of  doubt.  No,  we  finite 
mortals  cannot  adequately  answer  the  great  enquiry 
through  a  glass  darkly,  but  we  should  not  forget  that 
Masonry  is  a  fountain  not  a  cistern — and  like  life  not 
a  goblet  to  be  drained  but  a  measure  to  be  filled — 
nor  should  we  when  searching  for  the  answer  forget 
what  we  owe,  not  to  the  traditional,  but  the  vital  past. 

"In  ancient  days,  tradition  says, 

When  knowledge  was  much  stinted, 
When  few  could  teach  and  fewer  preach, 
And  books  were  not  yet  printed — 
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What  wise  men  thought  by  prudence  taught, 

They  pithily  expounded, 
And  sayings  sage,  from  age  to  age, 

In  every  tongue  abounded  ; 
O  blessings  on  the  men  of  yore 

Who  wisdom  thus  augmented, 
And  left  a  store  of  precious  lore 

For  human  use  invented." 

And  in  this  conquest  for  the  unknown  and  Elus  ver 
may  I  venture  to  hope  that  what  I  have  written  in 
another  place  may  prove  helpful  here  to  my  Companions 
— for  we  all  ought  to  carry  lanterns  which  show  us  even 
"by  this  feeble  ray"  each  others'  point  of  view,  and 
disseminate  some  rays  of  light  and  knowledge  to  our 
fellow  travellers.  And  this  is  how  it  appealed  to  me 
four  square  years  ago  and  I  have  not  advanced  or  been 
exalted  much  further  since.  What  I  have  written  is 
still  the  length  of  my  cable  tow. 

Masonry  is  something  more  than  a  secret  society 
though  secrecy  is  an  element  in  esoteric  work)  ;  more  than 
ritualism  (though  the  ritual,  simple  in  its  dignity  and  quaint 
and  rhythmic  in  expression,  is  a  factor)  ;  more  than  symbol- 
ism (though  symbolic  teaching  is  significant  and  trans- 
figures the  commonplace)  ;  more  than  philosophy  (though 
it  speculatively  teaches  how  to  live  wisely  and  well);  more 
than  religion  (but  not  greater  than  religion,  yet  discerning 
thedivinity  in  humanity) ;  more  than  merelandmarks  (though 
these  have  their  defining,  historical  and  traditional  place)  ; 
more  even  than  brotherhood  (for  as  in  the  Pythagorean 
days,  it  is  educational  and  intellectual  as  well  as  social  and 
fraternal)  ;  more  than  constructive  and  practial  philan- 
thropy (though  love  crowns  all)  ;  yet  it  is  all  of  these  to- 
gether with  that  something  more  of  which  language  is 
inadequate  to  express  the  subtle  mystery,  even  to  those  few 
choice  spirits  who  seek  to  penetrate  to  the  heart  of  its  often 
unconscious  power,  and  the  span  of  life  too  brief  to  enable 
those  who  endeavour  to  attain  the  ideal  perfection  of  that 
living  organism,  whose  countersign  is  "manhood"  whose 
inspiration  is  the  Godhead — that  Masonic  edifice  of  which 
love  and  truth  form  base  and  spire— Nisi  Dominus  frustra. 

Even  Capitular  Masonry  is  not  a  perfected  machine, 
though  with  its  aid  and  that  of  true  religion  we  hope 
to  attain  nearer  perfection.  It  is  not  merely  a  great 
lighting  system — though  it  is  wired  for  use — for  light 
and  warmth,  but  that  alone  without  the  spirit  would 
be  but  a  system  of  morality  and  potentiality  with  the 
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current  turned  off.  God  help  the  man  who  would  short 
circuit  the  electric  girdle  that  links  us  up  together  in 
one  indivisible  tho'  invisible  chain  of  sterling  worth, 
fellowship,  fidelity  and  truth.    Safe  bind,  safe  find. 


Before  Christmas  we  sent  out  far  and  near  nearly 
five  hundred  messages  of  good  cheer  and  good  will  at 
the  threshold  of  the  year  on  which  we  stood.  May  each 
New  Year  be  a  marked  milestone  of  progress  to  every 
constituent  Chapter.  Many  and  cordial  were  the 
reciprocating  responses  we  received,  hands  and  hearts 
across  the  Seas — and  hands  and  hearts  across  the  Lakes 
and  Rivers.     The  following  was  our  greeting  :

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ST.  CLAIR  DISTRICT  No.  1 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Com- 
panions of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Canada: 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith  my 
report  on  the  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  St.

LONDON  DISTRICT  No.  2 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Com- 
panions of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  upon  the 
condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  the  London  District 
for  the  year  1921. 

Wawanosh  Chapter,  No.  15,  SarniA,  Ont. — I  made 
my  first  visit  to  Wawanosh  Chapter  No.  15,  Sarnia,  on 
April  8th,  when  they  conferred  the  Mark  Master  Mason 
degree.  There  were  about  seventy-five  Companions 
present  and  the  degree  was  nicely  conferred.  Since  my 
last  visit  to  this  Chapter,  they  have  moved  into  their 
new  quarters  and  are  well  situated.  The  only  troXible 
that  I  could  see  with  Wawanosh  Chapter  was,  that  they 
were  a  little  low  in  their  initiation  fee,  but  I  Understand 
that  this  has  since  been  remedied. 

Sombra  Chapter,  No.  153,  Wallaceburg. — I 
visited  here  on  April  12th.  There  were  about  fifty 
Companions  present  when  they  conferred  the  Royal 
Arch  degree.  You  will  doubtless  recollect  that  this 
Chapter  had  previously  been  removed  from  Sombra  to 
Wallaceburg,  which,  of  course,  was  a  wise  move,  but  I 
cannot  help  thinking  that  a  little  more  consideration 
should  be  shown  this  Chapter.  They  are  very  zealous 
in  their  anxiety,  to  promote  the  welfare  of  their  Chapter 
and  yet  they  seem  to  be  handicapped.  Quite  a  few  of 
the  Companions  living  at  Sombra  find  it  a  hardship  to 
go  to  Wallaceburg,  and  have  taken  their  demits  and 
affiliated  with  Wawanosh  Chapter  at  Sarnia,  on  account 
of  the  train  service  going  there  being  more  favorable. 
Then  I  found  the  Boundary  Line,  between  McNabb 
Chapter  No.  88,  Dresden,  that  had  previously  existed 
before  the  removal  of  this  Chapter  to  Wallaceburg,  still 
being  recognized,  which  works  a  hardship  with  Sombra 
Chapter.  This  Boundary  Line  is  virtually  right  in 
Wallaceburg,  which,  of  course,  means  that  some  of  the 
Companions  living  in  Wallaceburg  have  to  go  to  Dres- 
den to  attend  Chapter  and  MacNabb  Chapter  claims 
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jurisdiction  over  territory  in  very  close  proximity  to 
Wallaceburg.  If  it  is  not  going  to  work  any  hardship 
on  MacNabb  Chapter,  I  would  certainly  recommend  the 
dividing  line,  between  these  two  Chapters,  would  be 
the  same  as  governs  all  other  Chapters. 

London  Chapter,  No.  150,  London. — I  visited  this 
Chapter  on  May  17th.  There  were  about  fifty  Com- 
panions present  when  they  conferred  the  Mark  Master 
Mason  degree,  in  good  form. 

Vimy  Chapter,  No.  214,  Inwood. — I  visited  this 
Chapter  on  May  23rd.,  when  they  conferred  the  Most 
Excellent  Master  degree  and  did  their  work  splendidly. 
This  is  the  baby  Chapter  of  the  District,  but  so  far  as 
work  and  good  fellowship  is  concerned,  you  can  con- 
sider it  a  "Grown  up  "  Chapter.  The  membership  is 
only  forty-two,  but  they  seem  to  draw  quite  a  few 
visitors  to  their  meetings,  and  if  the  meeting  on  the  night 
of  my  visit  was  any  criterion,  the  future  of  this  Chapter 
is  assured. 

Aylmer  Chapter,  No.  81,  Aylmer. — I  visited  this 
Chapter  on  June  3rd.  when  the  Royal  Arch  degree  was 
conferred  and  the  work  was  well  done.  The  only 
objection,  I  could  find  was,  that  there  were  several  of 
the  "Old  Timers"  doing  the  work,  whose  reputation 
had  been  established  in  former  years.  I  would  like  to 
see  this  Chapter  encouraging  their  younger  members 
to  take  hold  of  the  work,  as  I  believe  it  would  put  the 
Chapter  in  a  more  healthy  condition,  as  they  do  not 
appear  to  be  up  to  their  old  time  reputation. 

Beaver  Chapter,  No.  74,  Strathroy. — I  visited 
this  Chapter  on  June  6th.  when  the  Mark  Master  Mason 
degree  was  conferred.  There  were  about  fifty  Com- 
panions present,  and  the  degree  work  was  well  done. 

Palestine  Chapter,  No.  54,  St.  Thomas. — I  visited 
this  Chapter  on  June  9th,  when  the  Royal  Arch  degree 
was  conferred  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  This 
is  my  home  Chapter,  and  it  would  not  be  right  for  me 
to  say  too  much  regarding  this  Chapter,  but  I  will  say, 
that  they  are  doing  excellent,  and  during  the  past  year 
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have  inaugurated  an  Instruction  Committee,  which  sees 
that  all  Candidates  are  thoroughly  familiar  with  their 
work,  before  being  advanced  to  the  several  degrees.  I 
think  that  this  Instruction  Committee  is  something 
that  every  Chapter  should  have. 

St.  John's  Chapter,  No.  3,  London. — I  visited  this 
Chapter  officially  on  June  22nd.  when  they  conferred  the 
Royal  Arch  degree  and  good  even  work  was  shown  by 
the  officers.  One  of  the  pleasing  features  in  connection 
with  this  Chapter  is,  the  splendid  Choir,  which  assists 
materially  in  making  the  work  attractive.  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  visiting  this  Chapter  at  different  intervals 
and  witnessed  the  three  degrees  and  must  say  the 
officers  take  considerable  pride  in  their  work.  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  O.  Ellwood,  Scribe  E.,  of  this  Chapter  has  been 
an  enthusiast  in  promoting  the  Sick  Children's  Hospital 
and  if  he  has  not  been  successful  in  collecting  the  amount 
that  he  aimed  at,  it  certainly  will  not  be  his  fault.  The 
subscriptions  he  has  obtained  from  the  individual  mem- 
bers, of  the  various  Chapters,  throughout  Western 
Ontario,  have  been  good.  The  object  is  a  very  worthy 
one,  and  it  deserves  the  sympathy  of  all  the  Chapters. 

Bruce  Chapter,  No.  53,  Petrolia.— I  visited  this 
Chapter  on  October  19th.  when  the  Mark  Master  Mason 
degree  was  conferred  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 
The  fraternal  spirit  in  this  Chapter  is  everything  that 
can  be  desired. 

Minnewawa  Chapter,  No.  78,  Parkhill. — I  visi- 
ted this  Chapter  on  October  21st.  This  was  a  most 
enjoyable  visit,  as  well  as  an  instructive  one.  Quite  a 
few  of  the  Companions  from  St.  Thomas,  accompanied 
me,  a  few  from  Strathroy,  and  a  few  from  London.  The 
big  attraction  on  this  occasion  was  a  visit  from  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  Henry  T.  Smith,  Grand  Scribe  E.  This  Chapter 
commenced  at  5  p.m.  and  conferred  the  Most  Excellent 
Master  degree,  adjourned  for  luncheon,  and  then  con- 
ferred the  Royal  Arch  degree  in  the  evening.  The  work 
was  done  splendidly,  and  the  address  given  by  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  Smith  on  Capitular  masonry  was  enjoyed  by  all. 
The  annual  report  of  this  Chapter  speaks  for  itself  and 
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Grand  Chapter  need  have  no  fear  of  this  Chapter  falling 
by  the  wayside.  The  increased  membership  is  good, 
and  from  what  I  could  see  they  are  of  the  right  sort. 

St.  George's  Chapter,  No.  5,  London. —  I  visited 
this  Chapter  on  October  28th.  This  was  my  last 
official  visit  in  the  District,  but  believe  me,  it  was  not 
the  least.  There  was  a  very  large  attendance.  Some 
twenty-five  of  the  Companions  from  Palestine  Chapter 
accompanied  me  on  this  visit.  The  Royal  Arch  degree 
was  conferred  in  a  splendid  manner.  The  Grand  Chap- 
ter Regalia,  was  presented  to  R.  Ex.  Comp.  John  S. 
Barnard,  Past  Grand  Superintendent  of  the  District, 
also  a  Grand  Chapter,  Regalia,  to  the  V.  Ex.  Comp. 
T.  P.  Elliott,  Scribe  E,  of  the  Chapter. 

In  submitting  this  report,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say 
that  in  my  opinion  Capitular  masonry  in  London  Dis- 
trict is  in  a  very  healthy  condition,  and  most  of  the 
Chapters  are  full  of  enthusiasm.  I  found  in  some  cases 
a  few  weak  spots,  that  needed  a  little  correction.  One  of 
them  that  might  be  mentioned  is,  that  some  of  the 
Chapters  showed  a  tendency  in  trying  to  hurry  the  Mark 
Master  Mason  degree.  In  my  opinion,  if  the  degrees 
mean  anything  to  a  Candidate, it  is  the  lessons  that  should 
be  imparted  by  the  officers  and  received  by  the  Candi- 
dates, and  too  much  care  cannot  be  exercised  in  seeing 
that  the  lessons  of  each  degree  are  emphasized. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  London  District  No.  2, 
felt  very  keenly,  the  loss  of  our  Most  Excellent  Grand  Z, 
Herbert  S.  Griffin.  We  felt,  at  the  time  of  his  election, 
he  was  indeed  a  worthy  successor  to  those  who  had 
occupied  the  office  before,  and  looked  forward  to  having 
him  visit  our  District  during  the  year,  but  Providence 
deemed  otherwise.  I  was  glad  to  see  all  the  Chapters 
in  the  District  drape  their  Charters  out  of  respect  to  his 
memory. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  the  Chapters  of  Lon- 
don District  No.  2,  for  the  honour  they  bestowed  upon 
me  at  the  last  Aitnual  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter, 
and  for  the  cordial  reception  that  each  and  every  Chapter 
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gave  me  on  the  occasion  of  my  official  visit,  as  well  as 
ordinary  visits  to  the  various  Chapters. 

I  regret  that  we  were  not  in  a  position  to  carry  out 
your  wishes,  regarding  a  Chapter  of  Instruction,  in  the 
District.  We  did  a  great  deal  of  fraternal  visiting, 
between  the  various  Chapters,  during  the  year,  both  in 
and  outside  of  our  own  District,  and  the  various  Chapters 
of  London  District,  felt  that  we  could  accomplish  more 
in  not  only  promoting  the  fraternal  spirit,  but  in  improv- 
ing ourselves  in  the  work  by  these  visits,  than  we  could 
by  holding  a  Chapter  of  Instruction.

the  installation  of  the  officers  of  this  particular  Chapter. 
Prince  Edward  Chapter  is  just  starting  and  on  the, 
evening  of  installation  the  work  of  the  Royal  Arch 
degree  was  most  acceptably  conferred  by  the  officers  of 
Manitou  Chapter,  of  Collingwood,  for  the  benefit  and 
instruction  of  the  Companions  of  Prince  Edward  Chap- 
ter.

I  was  assured  that  the  Chapter  had  taken 
on  a  new  lease  of  life,  and  that  its  prospects  for  the 
future  were  very  bright  indeed. 

Ancaster  Chapter,  No.  155,  An  caster. — I  visited 
this  Chapter  several  times  during  the  year,  and  I  visited 
it  officially  December  20th,  and  conducted  the. election 
of  Officers.     I  wish  to  congratulate  the  officers  on  the 
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excellence  of  the  work  in  the  different  degrees  worked 
by  them.

Again  thanking  all  of  my  Companions  for  the  high 
honour  conferred  on  me,  and  for  their  loyal  support  to 
me  during  my  term  of  office,  and  to  Ex.  Comp.  M.  D. 
Warner  for  his  very  able  assistance  to  me  in  all  matters 
relating  to  the  District.

With  a  knowledge  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  office, 
and  with  a  full  appreciation  of  the  confidence  placed 
in  me,  I  have  endeavored  to  discharge  the  duties  to 
the  best  of  my  ability.  It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure 
that  I  report  a  year  of  harmony,  good  fellowship,  marked 
enthusiasm  and  activity,  and  a  general  desire  amongst 
the  Ruling  Principals  to  become  proficient  in  the  ritual- 
istic work,  and  to  make  the  conferring  of  the  degrees 
impressive  upon  the  Candidates  as  well  as  to  make  the 
Convocations  and  the  after  entertainments  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  induce  a  larger  attendance  of  the  Com- 
panions. The  work  is  being  conferred  in  accordance 
with  the  prescribed  ritual,  and  in  an  excellent  manner.

— I 
was  making  arrangements  to  visit  this  Chapter  before 
I  was  laid  up,  and  was  extremely  sorry  that  I  could  not 
pay  the  visit,  as  I  felt  I  might  be  able  to  be  of  some 
assistance  to  the  Companions  of  that  Chapter,  if  I  had 
been  able  to  visit  them.  I  am  very  sorry  that  the  Scribe 
E,  has  not  made  any  returns  to  me,  and  on  attempting 
to  telephone  to  him  about  the  matter  I  learned  that  he 
was  ill. 

I  do  not  wish  to  make  my  report  too  long,  but  there 
is  one  matter  that  I  believe  the  Masonic  bodies  should 
have  their  attention  called  to,  and  that  is  the  difficulty 
the  Visitor  has  in  visiting  them  to  find  where  the  Chapter- 
room  is  located.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  a  good 
idea  if  each  of  them  were  to  erect  on  the  out-side  of  their 
Halls  some  distinguishing  mark  by  which  they  could  be 
known. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  say  that  my  reception  on  all 
my  visits  was  most  cordial  and  friendly,  and  now  that 
my  duty  is  practically  done,  I  feel  a  sincere  regret  that  I 
may  not  have  the  opportunity  of  meeting  again  many 
of  the  Companions  whose  acquaintance  I  formed  on 
my  visits  to  their  respective  Chapters.

Itwas  withgenuine  sorrowthat  theCompanionslearned 
of  the  passing  away  of  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand 
Z.,  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada,  Dr.  H.  S.  Griffin,  on 
June  28th  last,  and  while  they  mourned  the  loss  of  a 
beloved  Ruler  of  the  Royal  Craft,  they  were  comforted 
by  the  knowledge  that  the  duties  of  this  exalted  office 
would  again  be  assumed  by  one  so  well  known  and 
revered,  as  M.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  N.  Ponton. 

It  was  possible  for  me  to  visit  each  Chapter  within 
the  District  officially.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  can 
make  mention  of  the  zeal  manifested  by  the  Chapters  in 
their  own  activities  throughout  the  year,  and  of  their 
loyalty  to  Grand  Chapter  as  evidenced  by  their  cordial 
reception  of  the  Representative  of  the  Grand  Z.,  on  the 
occasion  of  these  visits. 

A  gratifying  increase  in  membership  is  reported, 
the  total  now  having  passed  the  first  thousand.  The 
spirit  of  Capitular  Masonry  is  much  alive  throughout 
the  District,  and  there  is  a  strong  fraternal  bond  drawing 
the  Chapters  very  close  together,  socially,  as  well  as  in 
the  practice  of  all  the  virtues  of  the  Royal  Craft. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Grand  H.  R.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  H. 
Spencer,  for  being  present  when  I  visited  the  Chapters 
at  Belleville,  Napanee,  and  Trenton,  to  the  Companions 
of  my  own  Chapter,  some  of  whom,  accompanied  me  on 
each  visit,  as  well  as  to  those  who  represented  this  District 
at  the  last  Regular  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter,  and 
who  so  kindly  recommended  my  name  to  the  Grand  Z., 
for  the  honorable  Office  to  which  I  was  appointed. 
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The  Moira  Chapter,  No.  7,  Belleville. — I  visited 
this  Chapter  on  November  1st,  being  graciously  intro- 
duced by  the  veteran  Treasurer,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Dr.  J.J. 
Farley.  The  Mark  Master  Mason  degree  was  conferred 
by  Ex.  Comp.  W.  A.  Harden,  and  his  officers,  in  a  very 
exemplary  manner.  He  was  ably  assisted  by  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  Farley  and  Ex.  Comp.  F.  H.  Chesher.  This 
Chapter  has  been  very  active  throughout  the  year.  It 
has  the  largest  membership  in  the  District,  and  it  has 
added  to  its  own  prestige  by  lending  a  sympathetic  and 
ungrudging  support  to  the  recently  instituted  sister 
Chapter  which  shares  with  it  concurrent  jurisdiction  in 
Belleville.  It  is  fortunate  in  having  such  an  efficient 
Scribe  E.  as  V.  Ex.  Comp.  C.  B.  Scantlebury.  It  does 
not  lack  for  material  from  which  good  officers  are  made, 
and  as  harmony  prevails  here  as  throughout  the  District 
continued  progress  seems  assured. 

St.  Mark's  Chapter,  No.  26,  Trenton. — I  visited 
this  my  mother  Chapter,  on  November  15th,  accomp- 
anied by  Ex.  Comp.  Yeats,  Meiklejohn,  and  Bedford, 
and  Comp.  Wright  and  Hendricks,  all  of  Keystone 
Chapter,  Stirling.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  W.  Miller,  and  his 
officers  are  all  young  men,  enthusiastic  and  capable. 
The  Mark  Master  Mason  degree  was  conferred  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner,  and  the  business  despatched  with 
promptness.  I  was  reminded  of  the  ravages  made  by 
Time  when  I  observed  that  though  a  large  number  of 
Companions  were  in  attendance  there  were  but  three 
present  who  were  in  the  same  Chapter  room  twenty-two 
years  ago  when  I  was  initiated,  viz,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  H. 
Spencer  and  Ex.  Comp.  Booth  and  Robert  Robertson. 
Their  presence  was  an  honour  which  I  greatly  appreciated. 
The  Scribe  E.,  Comp.  H.  E.  McClung,  although  this  is 
his  first  year  in  the  office,  is  a  worthy  officer,  and  has  the 
necessary  ability  and  application  for  the  work.  This 
Chapter  has  good  material  available  for  future  officers.

The  Royal  Craft 
has  prospered  in  Picton  and  there  seems  to  be  good 
reasons  for  anticipating  that  continued  prosperity  will 
be  its  well  merited  reward.  The  Scribe  E.,  Comp.  J.  L. 
Graydon,  has  contributed  in  no  small  degree  to  the 
success  of  this  Chapter.  Long  may  he  continue  to  grace 
this  office  with  his  geniality  and  his  ability. 

Mount  Sinai  Chapter,  No.  44,  Napanee. — On 
November  16th,  accompanied  by  several  Companions, 
I  visited  this  Chapter  and  found  that  the  Royal  Craft 
had  made  spendid  progress  in  Napanee.  Ex.  Comp. 
A.  E.  Clancy  and  his  officers  conferred  the  Royal  Arch 
degree  in  a  very  creditable  manner.  This  Chapter's 
prosperity  appears  to  be  the  result  of  the  faithfulness 
of  officers  and  Companions,  both  present  and  past.  Its 
future  will  depend  largely  on  the  manner  in  which  the 
Companions  are  willing  to  place  their  ability  at  the 
disposal  of  their  Chapter.

— I  visited 
this  Chapter,  of  which  I  have  the  honour  to  be  organist, 
on  October  3rd,  and  a  good  attendance  of  Companions 
welcomed  me  as  the  Representative  of  the  Grand  Z. 
Ex.  Comp.  R.  W.  Meiklejohn  and  his  officers,  assisted 
by  Ex.  Comp.  Yeats,  conferred  the  Mark  Master  Mason 
degree  in  a  very  creditable  manner,  after  which  the 
Companions  assembled  in  the  banquet  room  where 
around  the  well  prepared  tables  "the  good  of  Capitular 
Masonry"  was  honoured  in  the  customary  manner.  The 
officers  of  this  Chapter  are  to  be  commended  for  opening 
Chapter  promptly  at  the  hour  named  in  its  By-Laws. 
R.  Ex.  Comp.  J.  McC.  Potts  fills  the  office  of  Scribe  E. 
most  efficiently,  collecting  dues  promptly  and  keeping 
the  records  in  a  manner  that  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired. 

The  prospects  of  this  Chapter  are  good  for  steady 
growth,  the  officers  for  1922,  whom  I  had  the  privilege 
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of  installing  and  investing,  are  capable  and  enthusiastic 
and  the  ensuing  year  should  be  marked  by  progress. 

Madoc  Chapter,  No.  161,  Madoc. — I  am  indebted 
to  Ex.  Comp.  W.  H.  Nugent  for  his  courtesy  in  calling 
an  Emergent  Convocation  for  November  29th,  in  order 
that  this  visit  might  suit  my  convenience.  The  Most 
Excellent  Master  degree  was  conferred,  followed  by  a 
banquet  which  was  served  in  truly  hospitable  style,  and 
some  splendid  short  addresses  were  made  respecting  the 
value  of  the  work  that  Capitular  Masonry  is  doing. 
General  thankfulness  was  expressed  because  of  Ex. 
Comp.  Nugent's  recovery  from  a  lengthy  illness  and  the 
services  of  Ex.  Comp.  W.  J.  Hill  as  acting  Z.  during  his 
term  of  disability  were  duly  appreciated.  This  Chapter 
is  fortunate  in  its  selection  of  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year.  Its  prospects  favor  steady,  if  not  rapid  growth, 
and  its  Scribe  E,  Ex.  Comp.  G.  M.  Wright,  is  energetic 
and  painstaking. 

I  expressed  my  opinion,  however,  that  the  officers, 
and  especially  the  First  Principal  and  the  Scribe  E., 
should  protect  the  Chapter  from  the  danger  of  so  much 
long  outstanding  dues,  and  also  that  the  Chapter  should 
be  opened  promptly  on  time,  to  both  of  which  matters 
Ex.  Comp.  Nugent  promised  attention  and  energetic 
action. 

Quinte  Friendship  Chapter,  No.  227,  Belleville. 
— I  had  the  honour  of  visiting  this  Chapter  officially  on 
November  22nd.  It  was  an  historic  night  for  Quinte 
Friendship  Chapter  for  it  was  honoured  by  the  presence 
of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  N.  Ponton,  Grand  Z.,  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  R.  H.  Spencer,  Grand  H.,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  J. 
Gibson,  Grand  J.  and  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Henry  T.  Smith, 
Grand  Scribe  E.  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada,  and 
many  Companions  of  the  District,  the  occasion  being 
the  Consecration  and  Dedication  of  this  Chapter  by 
the  Grand  Chapter  Officers. 

After  this  impressive  ceremony  had  been  performed, 
Ex.  Comp.  S.  S.  Lazier,  A.  R.  Schryver,  and  J.  O.  Herity 
occupying  the  offices  of  First,  Second,  and  Third  Princi-

I  beg  leave  to  submit  for  your  consideration  and 
approval  my  report  on  the  condition  of  Capitular 
Masonry  in  St.  Lawrence  District,  No.  12,  for  the  year 
1921. 

Permit  me  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  appreciation  of  the  high  honour  conferred  upon  me 
in  electing  me  to  the  office  of  Grand  Superintendent  of 
this  District. 

Everywhere  I  visited,  and  I  was  able  to  reach  all 
but  one  Chapter,  I  was  received  with  right  royal  wel- 
come, the  Companions  of  the  various  Chapters  seeming 
to  vie  with  one  another  to  make  the  receptions  and 
visits  most  pleasant;  and  on  my  part  I  shall  ever  look 
back  to  my  term  of  office  as  Grand  Superintendent  as 
one  of  most  happy  memory.  On  my  visits  I  was  accomp- 
anied by  several  officers  of  my  own  (Leeds)  Chapter, 
and  I  here  desire  to  record  my  appreciation  of  their 
kindness,  and  would  particularly  mention  Ex.  Comps. 
Ward  and  Staebler  and  Comp.  Howard. 

The  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  this  District 
is  certainly  healthy.  The  membership  has  shown  a 
steady  growth,  the  material  selected  has  proven  good, 
the  books  are  well-kept,  finances  flourishing  and  the 
outlook  for  continued  progress  and  prosperity  is  bright. 
The  Lodge-rooms  are  of  good  size  and  well  furnished — 
one  Chapter  has  already  moved  into  more  commodious 
quarters  and  another  is  about  to  do  so.  The  Past 
Grand  Superintendents  and  Past  First  Principals  by 
their  attendance  at  the  meetings  show  that  their  interest 
in  Capitular  Masonry  does  not  cease  with  their  term  of 
office. 

As  to  the  work  itself,  I  found  this  was  being  done  in

The  "Fourth  Degree"  and  entertainment  that  fol- 
lowed brought  out  in  a  marked  manner  the  harmony 
and  good  fellowship  which  exists  between  these  Chapters. 

Ancient  Frontenac  and  Cataraqui  Chapter, 
No.  1,  Kingston. — On  October  21st.  I  visited  this 
Chapter  officially.  Leeds  Chapter,  No.  132,  of  Ganan- 
oque, arranged  to  make  their  return  visit  on  this  evening 
and  about  fifty  Companions  with  Ex.  Comps.  Ward,  Z, 
Staebler,  H,  and  Dennison,  J,  motored  to  Kingston. 
Ex.  Comp.  Bearance  and  his  officers  opened  the  Chapter 
and  after  according  me  a  hearty  reception  proceeded 
with  the  routine  work  of  the  evening,  at  the  termina- 
tion of  which  the  officers  of  Leeds  Chapter  were  asked 
to  assume  the  chairs  for  the  purpose  of  exemplifying 
the  Mark  Master  Mason  degree.  The  work  of  this 
degree  left  but  little  to  be  desired  from  the  officers.

Ancient  Frontenac  and  Cataraqui  No.  1.  made  this 
the  occasion  of  expressing  its  good  will  towards,  and 
marking  its  esteem  of  Leeds  Chapter,  No.  132,  by  pre- 
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senting  to  it  through  Ex.  Comp.  Ward,  a  magnifi- 
o  nt  copy  of  The  Volume  of  the  Sacred  Law  suitably 
inscribed.  Ex.  Comp.  Ward  although  non-plussed  by 
the  unexpectedness  of  the  presentation,  on  behalf  of 
Leeds  Chapter,  expressed  his  appreciation  of  this  tangi- 
ible  evidence  of  the  mothering  care  and  solicitude  that 
Ancient  Frontenac  and  Cataraqui  Chapter  has  always 
displayed  towards  Leeds  Chapter. 

I  was  accompanied  on  this  visit  by  my  father  Ex.

London.

Ward 
and  Stevens,  and  Comp.  Howard  of  Leeds  Chapter  I 
had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  this  Chapter.  We  were 
heartily  welcomed  by  the  officers  and  Companions  of 
the  Chapter,  and  I  was  glad  to  find  a  large  attendance 
was  present.  In  the  absence  of  Ex.  Comp.  Barnard, 
Ex.  Comp.  Scobie,  P.  Z.  assisted  by  other  Excellent 
Companions  conferred  the  Royal  Arch  degree  on  three 
candidates  in  a  most  creditable  manner. 

This  Chapter  has  a  good  lodge  room  and  is  well 
equipped.  A  new  locker-room  has  been  added  which 
will  provide  for  the  better  storing  and  care  of  their 
paraphernalia.  The  books  of  this  Chapter  are  well 
kept,  finances  in  good  order,  and  plenty  of  Candidates 
are  offering  themselves  for  membership.  I  was  glad  to 
meet  R.  Ex.  Comp.  J.  A.  Fleming  again,  and  to  find  that 
his  duties  as  D.  D.  G.  M.  did  not  cause  him  to  lose  his 
interest  in  Capitular  Masonry.  A  considerable  attend- 
ance of  the  Companions  from  Cardinal  were  also  present. 
A  "Fourth  Degree"  was  then  served  and  an  enjoyable 
evening  came  to  a  conclusion. 

Covenant  Chapter,  No.  113,  Cornwall. — Accomp- 
anied by  Ex.  Comp.  Ward  I  visited  this  Chapter  on 
November  16th,  we  were  met  by  Ex.  Comp.  Farlinger 
and  well  taken  care  of.  In  the  evening  we  were  intro- 
duced by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Sheets,  Immediate  P.  G.  Supt., 
and  cordially  welcomed  by  the  Companions.     The  work 
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in  hand  was  then  proceeded  with  and  the  Royal  Arch 
degree  conferred  on  several  Candidates  by  Ex.  Comp. 
Farlinger  and  his  officers  in  an  impressive  manner. 
The  lectures  of  the  Principal  officers  were  particularly 
well  given.  After  a  short  discussion  on  the  work  an 
adjournment  was  made  to  the  banqueting  room  where 
an  enjoyable  luncheon  was  served  and  a  pleasant  evening 
passed. 

Ex.  Comp.  Ridley,  Scribe  E.  displayed  a  set  of  books 
that  were  models  of  how  books  can  be  kept.  Covenant 
Chapter  is  to  be  congratulated  on  having  so  careful  and 
painstaking  an  officer  as  Scribe  E. 

The  Chapter  room  at  the  present  time  is  not  all 
that  could  be  desired.  The  noise  from  the  lower  floors 
greatly  handicaps  the  officers  and  detracts  from  the 
beauty  of  the  work,  and  the  reverence  of  its  rendering. 
The  Companions  have  already  arranged  to  overcome  this 
however,  by  securing  new  quarters,  and  expect  to  move 
into  them  early  in  the  New  Year,  hence  we  may  expect 
a  continuation  of  the  Chapter's  advancement  and 
prosperity.

— I 
had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  this  Chapter  on  December

At  the  offset  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  expressing  my  appreciation,  of  the  honour  conferred 
upon  me  in  electing  me  to  the  distinguished  position 
of  Grand  Superintendent  of  this  District.

the  District. 

When  making  my  visits  I  drew  all  the  Chapters' 
attention  to  the  selection  of  Marks,  and  properly 
recording  same  in  the  Mark  Book.

Finally  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
various  Companions  who  accompanied  me  on  my  Official 
visits,  also  my  heartfelt  gratitude  to  the  various  Chapters, 
for  the  way  they  received  and  right  royally  entertained 
me.  I  assure  you  my  year  has  been  a  pleasant  one,  and 
that  my  visits  with  you  will  rank  as  one  of  the  outstand- 
ing features  of  my  life. 

Glengarry  Chapter,  No.  143,  Maxville,  Ont. — 
This  Chapter  was  very  unfortunate  in  having  been 
burned  about  the  first  of  June.  On  hearing  of  the  fire, 
accompanied  by  Comp.,  Lasalle  I  motored  to  Max- 
ville and  paid  them  an  informal  visit  on  June  8th, 
to  see  if  there  was  anything  that  I  could  do  to  help 
them.  As  far  as  I  could  ascertain  everything  was  lost 
in  the  fire  with  the  exception  of  the  books.  Comp. 
Scribe  E.  McDiarmid  in  his  report  for  the  year  advises 
me  that  they  are  still  without  a  home,  and  have  formed 
no  definite  plans  for  the  future.

This  is  a  matter  that  needs  attention 
and  should  be  remedied.

In  presenting  my  report  on  Capitular  Masonry  in 
Manitoba  East  District,  No.  15,  I  am  unable  to  report 
a  series  of  visits  to  the  several  Chapters.  For  this,  I 
have  no  apologies  to  make,  but  feel  that  an  explanation 
is  due  Grand  Chapter.  Through  a  force  of  circum- 
stances, for  which  no  blame  attaches  to  any  one,  I  was 
not  installed  into  office  until  late.  The  Chapters  do 
not  meet  during  the  Summer  months.  Plans  were  made 
for  visiting  during  the  Fall,  but  again  circumstances 
prevented  those  plans  being  carried  out.  Putting  it  in 
other  words,  ''Man  proposes,  God  disposes,  blessed  be 
the  name  of  the  Lord." 

I  attended  the  Thanksgiving  Festival  of  Prince  Ru- 
pert and  Connaught  Chapters,  an  event  held  annually. 
This  Festival  is  especially  mentioned,  because  of  its 
effect  on  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  The  whole  setting  was 
unique,  and  particularly  was  the  speaker  of  the  evening, 
Professor  Allison,  well  chosen  in  that  his  address  witty, 
humorous  and  of  depth  of  thought,  was  given  with  a 
clearness  and  simplicity  that  was  quite  understandable, 
leaving  an  impress  on  the  minds  of  the  Companions 
not  easily  forgotten,  thereby  creating  a  desire  on  part 
of  his  hearers  for  more  knowledge.

On  February  10th,  Bonspeil  and  Carnival 
week.  The  committee  having  this  in  charge  have 
mapped  out  a  programme  that  will  be  both  interesting 
and  instructive.  The  aim  is  to  have  it  full  of  snap, 
without  a  dull  moment,  and  where  each  and  all  may 
have  an  opportunity  to  take  part  while  special  features 
are  also  to  be  provided. 

To  sum  up  the  key  note  of  the  harmony  that  exists 
in  Capitular  Masonry  in  this  District,  while  the  member- 
ship is  rapidly  increasing,  lies  in  the  companionship  of 
the  Companions,  the  elimination  of  flunkeyism,  but 
above  all,  although  keeping  the  standard  high,  yet 
keeping  it  within  the  compass  of  the  average  Companion, 
thereby  creating  a  healthy  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
individual  member. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Companions  for  the  many  kind- 
nesses and  courtesies  that  was  for  me  a  trying  year.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  approval  my 
report  on  the  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Mani- 
toba West  District  No.  16  for  the  past  year.  I  wish  to 
thank  my  Companions  for  the  high  honour  they  conferred 
upon  me  by  electing  me  to  this  important  Office,  and  I 
fully  realize  the  responsibility  and  duties  incumbent 
upon  me.  I  have  endeavoured  to  faithfully  and  con- 
scientiously discharge  my  duties.  The  duties  of  my 
Office  have  been  exceedingly  pleasant  on  account  of  the 
kindly  manner  in  which  I  was  received  by  the  Com- 
panions of  the  different  Chapters  throughout  my 
District. 

I  have  visited  all  the  Chapters  in  the  District,  with 
the  exception  of  Mount  Sinai  Chapter,  No.  183  at  Rivers. 
I  intended  visiting  this  Chapter  in  the  month  of  October, 
but  owing  to  a  sudden  and  serious  illness  I  spent  the  large 
part  of  the  month  in  Brandon  Hospital,  and  when  suffici- 
ently recovered  the  roads  were  in  such  a  condition  that 
I  could  not  motor  there,  and  to  reach  Rivers  by  train 
would  require  four  days.  I  was  sorry  I  was  unable  to 
visit  this  Chapter,  but  I  met  the  Officers  and  several  of 
the  members  on  my  official  visit  to  Avondale  Chapter, 
No.  156,  and  in  conversation  with  them,  and  on  inspec- 
tion of  their  Report  I  am  satisfied  that  they  are  in  a 
good  healthy  condition  as  a  Chapter. 

Avondale  Chapter,  No.  156,  Hartney. — I  made 
my  official  visit  to  Avondale  Chapter,  No.  156,  on  June 
27th,  being  the  occasion  of  the  re-union  of  the  several 
Chapters  in  the  District.  All  the  Chapters  in  the 
District  were  represented  and  also  Grand  Superintendent 
Gibson  of  District  No.  22,  Saskatchewan.  A  Lodge 
of  Instruction  was  held,  which  resulted  in  discussions 
which  gave  information  to  the  large  number  of  members 
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and  visitors  which  filled  the  capacious  room  to  over- 
flowing. From  the  discussions  that  followed  it  was 
quite  evident  that  this  Chapter  was  well  versed  in 
Capitular  Masonry.  At  the  close  of  the  Convocation 
an  excellent  banquet  was  provided  by  the  ladies  of 
the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star.  After  the  tables  were 
cleared  a  most  instructive  and  enjoyable  time  was 
spent  in  speeches  and  songs,  assisted  by  the  Hartney 
Orchestra.  I  found  the  Books  of  this  Chapter  well  and 
neatly  kept,  a  Book  of  Marks,  and  all  the  paraphernalia 
of  a  well  equipped  Chapter  in  evidence. 

Corinthian  Chapter,  No.  101,  Boissevain. — On 
July  13th  I  made  my  Official  visit  to  Corinthian  Chapter 
No.  101 ,  and  found  that  the  Excellent  Z.  had  issued  notices 
calling  for  a  Chapter  of  Instruction.  Avondale  Chapter 
was  well  represented  by  the  Officers  and  members. 
There  were  also  a  number  of  visitors  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  North  Dakota,  including  the  Grand  High  Priest 
and  the  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  that  Grand  Body.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
my  Report  on  the  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Sas- 
katchewan North  District,  No.  20,  for  the  year  1921,  and, 
in  doing  so,  I  would  like  first  of  all  to  express  my  sincere 
appreciation  of  the  honour  conferred  upon  me  in  electing 
me  to  the  exalted  position  of  Grand  Superintendent  of 
the  District.  I  have  endeavoured  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  that  Office  with  fidelity  and  zeal,  and  I  trust  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Companions  of  the  District.  During 
the  year,  I  have  visited  all  the  Chapters  that  were  in 
existence  when  I  took  office,  and  I  have  been  much 
impressed  with  the  enthusiasm  of  the  officers,  the  high 
quality  of  the  work,  and,  above  all,  the  fraternal  spirit 
exhibited  by  the  Companions. 

Saskatoon  Chapter,  No.  165,  Saskatoon. — I  paid 
my  Official  visit  to  this  Chapter  on  March  18th,  and  was 
installed  into  office  on  this  occasion,  R.  Ex.  Comp. 
Crandon  performing  the  Ceremony.  The  Companions 
had  already  arranged  a  Past  Principals'  Night,  and  the 
Most  Excellent  Master  degree  was  beautifully  exempli- 
fied, every  office  being  filled  by  a  Past  Principal.  My 
predecessor,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  McLeay  referred  to  the  ad- 
vantage Saskatoon  enjoyed  in  this  respect,  and  it  was 
very  evident  on  this  occasion  that  their  Past  Principals 
are  a  great  asset  to  the  Chapter  I  would  like  specially 
to  mention  the  hospitality  extended  to  me  by  the  Saska- 
toon Companions  on  this  occasion.  I  have  visited 
Saskatoon  once  or  twice  since  my  official  visit,  but 
there  has  been  no  degree  work,  and  I  have  not  there- 
fore had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  the  regular  officers 
at  work,  beyond  opening  and  closing  the  Chapter.

King  George  Chapter,  No.  207,  Yorkton. — I 
visited  Yorkton  on  June  6th,  but  was  unable  to  arrange 
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a  meeting,  as  the  Companions  are  only  able  to  use,  their 
room  on  one  or  two  nights  each  month, and  I  was  com- 
pelled to  make  this  visit  on  the  same  trip  as  Wynyard, 
it  being  too  far  away  to  repeat.  However,  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  the  Principals,  and  a  number  of 
the  Companions,  including  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Acheson. 
Ex.  Comp.  Coster,  and  Comp.  Riach,  of  my  own  Chapter 
accompanied  me  on  this  occasion,  and  we  had  an  event- 
ful trip,  motoring  as  far  as  Saskatoon,  which  we  reached 
at  3  o'clock  in  the  morning  in  a  terrific  thunderstorm, 
and  thence  by  C.P.R.,  and  we  met  Comp.  Sheffield, 
also  of  our  own  Chapter,  who  came  from  Winnipeg. 
This  Chapter  appears  to  be  doing  pretty  well,  and  I 
regret  that  I  was  unable  to  see  the  officers  at  work. 
The  books  are  well  kept  by  Comp.  C.  Holmes. 

Victoria  Chapter,  No.  216,  Wynward. — I  paid  my 
Official  visit  to  this  Chapter  on  June  7th,  and  I  think 
this  was  the  red  letter  day  -of  my  year.  The  special 
object  of  the  visit  was  the  Consecration  of  the  Chapter, 
which  Ceremony  was  duly  performed  by  me  according 
to  ancient  usage;  after  which  the  Officers  were  installed 
by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Crandon,  who  accompanied  me  from 
Saskatoon,  in  addition  to  the  Companions  who  were 
with  me  at  Yorkton.  The  Companions  of  this  Chapter 
are  very  keen  and  enthusiastic,  and  wanted  to  get 
everything  right  from  A  to  Z.  Following  the  ceremonies, 
there  was  a  banquet  and  musical  entertainment,  and  the 
Companions  of  this  Chapter  are  to  be  congratulated 
both  in  this  line,  and  on  their  work.  No.  216  is  a  real 
live  Chapter,  and  should  have  a  great  future.  Ex. 
Comps.  Vause  and  Creelman  are  hosts  of  a  pre-war 
variety,  and  I  shall  never  forget  their  hospitality. 
Comp.  Brand  is  an  able  Scribe  E.,  and  has  his  records  in 
good  shape. 

Humboldt  Chapter,  No.  209,  Humboldt. — I 
officially  visited  this  Chapter  on  September  15th,  being 
accompanied  by  Ex.  Comp.  McMillan  of  my  own  Chap- 
ter. All  three  degrees  were  conferred  in  fine  style,  the 
Mark  Master  Mason  by  Ex.  Comp.  Calder,  the  Most 
Excellent  Master  by  Ex.  Comp.  W.  R.  Russell,  and  the 
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Royal  Arch  by  Ex.  Comp.  J.  C.  King,  assisted  by  Ex. 
Comp.  J.  G.  Yoerger,  and  this  Chapter  is  to  be  compli- 
mented on  the  work  of  its  officers.  Here,  and  in  some 
other  Chapters  in  the  District,  the  system  has  been  adopt- 
ed for  the  Third  Principal  putting  on  the  Mark  Master 
Mason,  the  Second  Principal  the  Most  Excellent  Master, 
and  the  First  Principal  the  Royal  Arch,  and  I  think 
this  works  well,  as  it  not  only  relieves  the  Ex.  Z.  quite 
a  lot,  and  gives  variety  to  the  work,  but  also  gives  the 
Ex.  H.  and  Ex.  J.  good  experience  in  conferring  degrees. 
Humboldt  Chapter  has  very  comfortable  quarters,  and 
an  enthusiastic  membership,  and  the  books  are  well  kept 
by  Comp.  H.  J.  Foik,  who  is  an  exceptionally  competent 
Scribe  E,  and  a  real  demon  after  the  dues.  While  the 
hospitality  of  all  the  members  was  very  gratifying,  I 
must  specially  mention  that  of  Comp.  H.  F.  Combso,  and 
his  charming  wife,  who  devoted  themselves  exclusively 
to  our  comfort,  which  was  much  appreciated. 

Battleford  Chapter,  No.  181,  Battleford. — I 
officially  visited  this  Chapter  on  September  29th, 
making  the  trip  to  the  old  town  by  motor,  accompanied 
by  my  wife,  and  Comp.  Riach  and  his  wife.  We  had 
a  splendid  trip  of  160  miles  through  the  greatest  wheat 
country  in  the  world,  in  the  middle  of  the  harvest 
season.  Battleford  Chapter  is  doing  very  well  under 
adverse  conditions,  the  First  Principal,  Dr.  W.  G. 
Wilson  having  violated  his  obligation  by  not  attending 
since  January,  without  any  explanation  or  excuse,  and 
he  is  absolutely  disqualified  for  rank  of  Past  Z.  R. 
Ex.  Comp.  D.  N.  McLeay  has  however  unselfishly  and 
efficiently  filled  the  gap,  and  kept  things  going,  and,  with 
enthusiastic  and  competent  Second  and  Third  Princi- 
pals, in  the  persons  of  Ex.  Comps.  Dodd  and  Ridington, 
the  normal  course  will  doubtless  be  resumed  in  1922. 
All  three  degrees  were  exemplified  in  a  capable  manner, 
the  Mark  Master  by  Ex.  Comp.  Dodd,  the  Most  Excellent 
by  Ex.  Comp.  J.  W.  McNeill,  and  the  Royal  Arch  by 
R.  Ex.  Comp.  McLeary.  The  records  are  in  excellent 
shape  in  the  hands  of  Ex.  Comp.  Burlingham.  Hospi- 
tality and  the  fraternal  spirit  were  shown  here  also  of 
the  highest  order,  and  special  mention  should  be  made 
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of  the  kindness  of  the  ladies  of  the  Eastern  Star  (most  of 
them  wives  and  daughters  of  the  Companions)  in  enter- 
taining our  ladies. 

Prince  Albert  Chapter,  No.  160,  Prince  Albert. 
— I  have  not  officially  visited  this,  my  own,  Chapter, 
but  have  been  present  at  every  Convocation  throughout 
the  year.  This  Chapter  is  snowing  gratifying  signs  of 
new  life,  after  a  period  of  depression,  and  I  think  has 
the  highest  number  of  regular  meetings,  and  shows  the 
greatest  proportionate  increase  of  any  Chapter  in  the 
District.  The  Principals  and  officers  are  handling  the 
work  well,  and  there  is  an  indomitable  spirit  in  the 
older  Companions,  which,  with  the  new  blood  being 
infused,  augurs  well  for  future  development.  The  books 
and  records  are  in  first-class  shape  in  the  capable  hands 
of  Ex.  Comp.  J.  McMillan. 

Eagle  Lake  Chapter,  U.  D.,  Kindersley. — This 
Chapter  did  not  get  in  shape  to  start  until  late  in  the 
year,  but  was  eventually  officially  instituted  on  Novem- 
ber 24th.  Owing  to  pressure  of  business  at  this  time  of 
year,  it  was  impossible  for  me  to  get  away  for  this 
occasion,  but  the  duty  was  kindly  performed  for  me  by 
R.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  R.  Orme  of  Saskatoon  Chapter, 
assisted  by  Ex.  Comps.  G.  Swain  and  W.  Todd  of  the 
same  Chapter.  These  Companions  reported  a  splendid 
reception  and  a  highly  successful  meeting,  and  the 
prospects  of  this  Chapter  appear  to  be  exceptionally 
good.  I  have  just  received  notice  of  their  January 
meeting,  with  16  applications,  and  I  would  recommend 
that  a  Warrant  be  granted  this  Chapter  at  the  forth- 
coming Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter. 

Immediately  after  the  end  of  the  year,  I  received 
application,  in  due  form,  for  Dispensation  for  a  Chapter, 
to  be  known  as  Whitesand  Chapter  and  located  at 
Canora,  Saskatchewan,  which,  after  careful  thought, 
I  have  recommended  for  favorable  consideration. 

On  the  whole,  the  Chapters  in  this  District  appear  to 
be  working  well,  the  true  Masonic  spirit  is  everywhere 
abundantly  evident,   and  the  finances  in  good  shape,. 
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in  view  of  the  existing  conditions.  The  officers,  in 
most  cases,  are  keen  and  capable,  and  staying  strictly 
with  the  authorized  work,  and  the  Companions  every- 
where keenly  alive  to  the  interests  and  welfare  of  the 
Order.  Increase  of  membership  is  somewhat  disap- 
pointing, but  I  think  this  is  largely  to  be  attributed  to 
the  great  distances  between  Chapters,  there  being  at 
present  only  seven  Chapters  in  a  District  comprising, 
I  would  imagine,  roughly  50,000  square  miles.  Of 
course,  without  the  members,  we  cannot  have  Chapters, 
but  likewise,  apparently  we  must  have  new  Chapters 
to  get  increased  membership,  as  Masons  are  dubious 
about  joining  a  Chapter  far  away,  which  they  ae 
unlikely  to  be  able  to  visit  but  seldom,  and  I  would 
encourage  the  institution  of  new  Chapters  in  all  cases 
where  there  is  prospect  at  all  of  success.  With  the 
Consecration  of  one  Chapter,  the  Institution  of  another, 
and  the  application  for  a  Dispensation  for  a  third,  in 
the  year,  the  District  would  appear  to  be  moving  in 
the  right  direction. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  to  thank  the  Companions  of 
the  District  sincerely  for  all  the  kindnesses  shown  to 
me  during  the  year,  and  I  would  also  like  to  express 
my  appreciation  of  the  prompt  attention  always  received 
from  R.  Ex.  Comp.  H.  T.  Smith,  Grand  Scribe  E.  I 
have  thoroughly  enjoyed  my  year  of  office,  which  I 
undertook  with  considerable  diffidence,  but  it  has  given 
me  many  fine  experiences  I  would  not  otherwise  have 
enjoyed,  and,  while  I  trust  my  term  has  not  been  without 
benefit  to  the  Companions  of  the  District,  I  am  quite 
open  to  confess  that  I  have  learned  more  of  the  real 
nature  of  Capitular  Masonry  during  1921  than  in  many 
years  previously.

ness with  us.  (Laughter.)  Just  as  they  had  righteous- 
ness with  them  in  the  War  of  Independence.  If  those 
events  happened  to-day,  there  would  have  been  no  war. 
Our  Companions  are  so  rilled  with  the  true  spirit  of 
Masonry,  they  would  not  have  provoked  battle.  And 
if  King  George  III  had  not  had  German  advisers,  they 
could  have  got  their  independence  without  question. 
We  hear  a  great  deal  about  the  "invisible  line."  There 
is  no  invisible  line — it  can  be  seen,  it  can  be  felt  ;  it 
is  bounded  on  the  North  with  the  North  Pole  and  on  the 
South  with  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  That  line,  Masonically, 
is  wherever  Masons  are.  Sometimes  it  is  in  New  York  ; 
sometimes  here  in  Canada,  and  wherever  the  Grand 
High  Priest  of  New  York  is,  there  is  the  head  of  the 
table  !  I  present  to  you  Most  Excellent  Grand  High 
Priest  C.  Tracey  Stagg,  M.  Ex.  Past  High  Priest  J. 
William  Prouse,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  A.  Russell,  Grand 
Captain  of  the  Host, and  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Henry  W.  Root, 
of  Buffalo. 

The  Grand  Z. — You  are  very  welcome  indeed.  I  am 
very  glad  you  have  come  four-square,  and  we  are  all 
so  pleased  that  you  have  such  an  illustrious  introducer. 
That  Irish  heart  of  his  always  brims  over — especially 
when  he  is  extending  the  hospitality  which  we  here  do 
extend  to  you.  We  trust  your  stay  will  be  full  of  pleasure 
to  yourself,  and  we  want  to  say  how  much  we  appreciate 
your  coming  to  share  with  us  in  this  great  labor  of  love, 
in  which  we  are  co-trustees  with  you  of  the  present  and 
of  posterity.  We  fully  realise  the  allusion  to  the  past  which 
your  guide,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Harcourt,  has  made.  You

Stagg  took  two  represent- 
atives of  Canada  into  the  ''Sanctum  Sanctorum"  of 
the  Government.  We  sat  in  the  Governor's  chair. 
We  welcome  you  as  a  brother  of  the  long  robe,  as  well 
as  a  brother  of  Masonry.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Prouse,  you 
are  not  a  guest  ;  you  belong  here,  and  it  would  be  a 
sad  day  if  we  missed  your  face  at  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Canada.

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our  greetings  to  the  other  officers  of  your  Grand  Chapter  ; 
though  they  are  not  here,  say,  in  our  words,  that  you 
were  a  host  in  yourself.  We  have  very  pleasant  memories 
or  our  visit  to  New  Jersey.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Macwatt  and 
I  hunted  through  Trenton  together.  Your  home  is 
officially  in  Trenton,  and  our  next  Canadian  Grand  Z. 
comes  also  from  Trenton,  Trenton,  then,  is  going  to  be 
welcomed  by  Trenton  this  afternoon  at  4  o'clock. 
The  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  is  very  proud  to  think 
New  Jersey  sends  so  worthy  a  representative  as  R.  Ex.

ADDRESSES   FROM   SOME   OF  THE 
DISTINGUISHED   VISITORS 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Edgar  B.  Ellis,  Grand  High  Priest  of 
Connecticut — I  was  a  little  embarrassed  at  my  reception 
this  morning,  when  it  was  announced  that  I  came  from  the 
largest  State  in  the  Union.  I  suppose  Connecticut  is 
one  of  the  smallest  States  in  the  Union.  I  know  Connect- 
icut had  an  evil  reputation  for  many  years  as  carrying 
the  banner  of  Yankee  astuteness,  of  getting  the  best  of 
the  other  fellow, and  that  it  was  known  as  the  "wooden 
nutmeg"  State.  But  I  am  glad  to  say  the  banner  has 
been  snatched  from  the  hands  of  Connecticut.  I  was 
reading  some  time  ago  of  a  banquet  held  in  one  of  the 
southern  states.  There  happened  to  be  one  of  the 
"wooden  nutmegs"  citizens  at  the  banquet,  and  he 
was  introduced  as  one  who  could  get  the  best  of  the 
other  fellow  more  successfully  than  anybody  else.  He  was 
a  Yankee.  But  one  of  the  southern  members  present  at  the 
banquet  rather  took  exception  to  it.  He  said  he  had  heard 
a  great  deal  about  the  "  wooden  nutmeg  "  State,  but  that 
his  own  State  had  it  all  over  Connecticut.  He  came  from 
a  State  where  a  firm  had  been  making  shoepegs,  and 
had  shipped  a  carload  of  these  shoepegs  to  a  certain 
southern  market  to  be  disposed  of.  But  there  was  no 
sale  for  the  goods, so  the  shippers  took  them  back  again, 
sharpened  the  other  end  of  the  shoepegs,  and  sold  them 
them  for  oats  !  So  the  banner  fell  from  the  hands  of 
Connecticut.  (Laughter.) —  But  I  want  to  tell  you 
that,  while  Connecticut  may  have  had  a  bad  reputation 
the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Connecticut  have  been  work- 
ing for  years — working  very  hard — to  see  if  they  could 
not  convert  the  inhabitants  of  the  State,  so  that,  instead 
of  trying  to  get  the  best  of  the  the  other  fellows,  they 
would  treat    them  as  brethren  and   Companions,  and 
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try  to  exercise  the  golden  Rule.  I  am  very  pleased 
indeed  to  be  with  you.  When  your  Excellent  First 
Grand  Principal  wrote,  inviting  me  here,  he  said  in 
his  letter  that, while  the  climate  of  Canada  might  be 
chilly,  I  would  find  the  welcome  warm  and,  Companions, 
I  have  found  it  warm.  It  is  indeed  a  great  pleasure  to 
be  with  you.  To  my  knowledge,  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Connecticut  has  never  been  represented  at  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Canada,  and  it  has  become  my  privilege,  and 
an  honour  I  deeply  appreciate,  to  be  able  to  be  with  you 
to-day.  Your  First  Grand  Principal,  as  he  said,  has 
visited  our  Grand  Jurisdiction  three  times  and  it  has 
been  my  great  pleasure  to  meet  him  on  several  other 
occasions,  and  I  have  formed  a  very  great  esteem  and 
affection  for  him.  I  trust  that  at  our  next  Convocation 
in  May, in  the  City  of  Hartford,  we  may  be  able  to  have 
hkn  with  us  again.  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Connecticut 
for  the  last  four  or  five  years,  has  been  working  overtime.' 
Candidates  have  been  fairly  clamoring  at  our  doors  for 
admission.  The  officers  have  been  overworked,  having 
anywhere  from  four  to  six  or  eight  convocations  in  a  week. 
We  have  been  grinding  them  out  by  the  score.  So 
much  of  grain  and  how  much  of  chaff  we  have  ground 
out,  only  the  future  can  tell.  But  we  are  hoping  for  the 
best.  I  am  not  going  to  take  up  any  more  time,  but 
want  to  thank  you  again  for  your  very  cordial  reception, 
and  tender  to  you  the  greetings  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Connecticut.  And  I  want  to  extend  to  you  from  the 
Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Connecticut 
our  most  sincere  sumpathy  in  the  great  bereavenent  you 
have  had  in  losing  one  of  your  principal  officers. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Ponton — Thank  you  for  your  words 
and  hospitable  invitation.  It  will  be  our  endeavor  to 
be  with  you.  Now  I  want  you  to  hear  an  old  friend  and 
a  new  friend.  Most  Excellent  Companion  Stagg. 
Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York, 
Your  Grand  Chapter,  Sir,  has  set  the  example  of  friend- 
ship and  affinity  between  Canada  and  New  York  State. 
In  the  great  days  of  1813,  when  men  from  your  State 
burned  York,  in  April  of  that  year,  a  certain  General 
Phineas  Riall  declared  he  would  burn  Buffalo  in  reprisal 
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before  the  year  expired .  He  actually  did  so  on  the  3 1st  Dec- 
ember following  and  after  that  occasion  a  loving  cup  was 
presented  to  him  for  having  burned  Buffalo  and  Black 
Rock.  I  myself  have  quaffed  from  that  loving  cup  in 
the  County  Wicklow.  He  was  great  uncle  of  my  children. 
After  my  son  came  back  from  the  war,  the  first  thing 
he  did  was  to  marry  a  girl  born  in  the  State  of  New 
York.  So  we  are  linked  up  in  war,  in  peace,  in  matrimony 
and  by  our  companionship  better  than  all. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  C.  Tracey  Stagg — Most  Excellent  Sir 
and  my  Companions,  there  are  two  classes  of  persons 
who,  by  all  common  repute,  are  charged  with  having  an 
unlimited  quantity  of  talk — namely,  lawyers  and  college 
professors.  Being  by  profession  a  lawyer  and  by  common 
occupation  a  college  professor,  I  certainly  should  be 
at  no  loss  in  the  selection  of  proper  words  to 
express  to  you  my  deeep  appreciation  of  the  reception 
which  has  been  accorded  me  as  Grand  High  Priest  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  State  of  New  York.  Noi  should 
I  be  embarrassed  in  putting  before  you  a  proper  theme 
concerning  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  But,  as  we  all  know, 
one  potent  poison  is  neutralized  by  another  potent 
poison,  and  so  in  my  own  case,  I  find  that  my  profession 
as  a  lawyer  neutralizes  my  occupation  as  a  professor,  and 
words  fail  me.  (Laughter.)  But  as  I  come  into  this 
tabernacle  with  my  companions  I  bring,  and  as  I  see 
your  friendly  faces  and  hear  your  friendly  voices,  I  am 
brought  to  a  realization  of  the  fact  that  I  am  within 
the  mystic  circle  of  the  Royal  Craft,  and  that  I  have 
nothing  to  fear.  And  more  particularly  am  I  assured  as 
I  realize  that  I  am  under  the  sunny  smile  of  your  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Ponton.  That  expression  "your  Most  Excellent 
Companion"  doesn't  seem  just  the  right  expression  for 
me  to  use,  because  we  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New 
York  have  come  to  regard  this  Companion  as  one  of 
our  Companions.  Ours,  because  he  has  taken  so  much 
from  us.  In  abundance  has  flowed  out  to  him  our  honour, 
love, affection  and  esteem, and  were  it  not  for  our  constitu- 
tional limitations,  I  am  confident  that  ere  this  he  would 
officially  have  been  a  member  of  our  Grand  Chapter, 
because  unofficially  he  is  certainly  one  of  our  prominent 
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Grand  Council  Officers.  My  Companions,  I  bring  to 
you  from  the  60,000  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  Empire 
State  our  deep  fraternal  sympathy  and  our  sincere 
fraternal  greetings.  I  am  honoured  by  those  Companions 
in  being  permitted  to  express  to  you  that  sympathy 
and  those  greetings, and  I  am  honored  by  you  again  in 
being  permitted  to  extend  them.  To  you,  my  Compan- 
ions, I  extend  the  grip  of  brotherly  love  and  affection. 
You  of  the  Union  Jack  and  we  of  the  Stars  and  Stripes 
have  demonstrated  to  the  world  that  peace  is  not  an 
idealistic  thing,  something  always  to  be  sought  for  and 
never  attained.  But  the  practical  application  of  those 
fundamental  moral  principals  upon  which  our  institution 
is  founded,  we  have  established  the  permanent  home  of 
the  Dove  of  Peace  somewhere  along  the  3,000  miles  of 
lake  and  stream  and  imaginary  fence  that  separate  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  from  the  United  States.  No  other 
boundary  of  such  length  has  been  free  from  war  for  so 
long  a  time  since  the  fall  of  the  Roman  Empire — and 
the  "Pax  Romana"  was  an  armed  peace,  maintained 
by  the  legions  of  the  Caesars.  The  world  has  erected 
many  a  memorial  to  its  war  makers,  but  few,  almost 
none,  to  its  peacemakers.  But  last  September,  far  out 
in  the  West,  where  the  49th  parallel  meets  Boundary 
Bay,  10,000  Americans  and  Canadains  met  to  dedicate 
a  massive  portal  to  Peace, and  across  the  front  plinth 
on  the  American  side  is  inscribed  :  "Children  of  a  Com- 
mon mother,"  and  on  the  Canadian  side  ;  "Brethren 
Dwelling  together  in  Unity."  (Cheers.)  And  on  the 
open  doors  we  find  the  inscription  :  "Open  for  One 
Hundred  Years, and  May  These  Doors  Never  be  Closed." 
(Applause.) 

Here  is  the  border  where  the  boundary  posts  are 
so  many  marks  of  good  faith, good  will  and  understanding, 
instead  of  so  many  signposts  of  hatred,  suspicion  and 
clashing  interests.  Now,  there  has  been  hardly  more 
thought  of  armed  conflict  between  the  two  countries 
than  there  is  between  two  neighbors  living  side  by  side 
in  a  quiet  suburb.  Albeit,  there  may  be  misunderstand- 
ings in  the  best  regulated  districts — over  the  roads,  the 
neighbor's  children,  or  the  dogs  or  the  chickens.       We 
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have  had  many  disputes  in  the  past  hundred  years,  almost 
as  many  as  any  European  nations  have  had  with  one 
another.  But  the  difference  has  been  with  the  settlement. 
Where  the  Europeans  have  invariably  called  in  the 
Reserves  to  settle  things,  thereby  settling  nothing,  in 
our  disputes,  we  have  each  hired  a  lawyer.  In  1842 
the  folks  in  Maine  got  all  "het  up,"  as  we  say,  and  were 
for  calling  out  the  police,  and  neighbors  hurled  exaspera- 
ting epithets  over  the  garden  wall.  But  Daniel  Webster 
and  Lord  Ashburton  were  brought  together  and  thrashed 
out  the  dispute  quitely  between  them,  and  the  neighbors 
went  back  to  hoeing  potatoes.  As  one  of  your  own 
writers  has  said  :  "To-day  this  monument  stands  on 
this  the  border  between  the  English-speaking  nations  on 
continent  as  a  testimony  of  gratitude  and  satisfaction 
for  a  century  of  peace.  All  the  war  monuments  pay 
honour  to  an  idea  as  well  as  to  men  and  women  who 
died  for  it.  The  Peace  memorial  represents  an  idea,  but 
also  commemorates  the  lives  and  deeds  of  all  who 
in  these  three  generations  of  human  life  wrought  for 
peace.  It  is  a  memorial  to  every  ruler  who  in  times  of 
stress  refrained  from  provocative  language  or  found 
the  soft  answer  which  turns  away  wrath  ;  to  every 
statesman  and  diplomat  who  had  the  good  will  to  seek 
and  the  gift  to  devise  a  peaceful  method  of  settling  an 
exasperating  dispute  ;  to  every  public  man  of  both 
nations  who  cultivated  the  habit  of  friendly  speech  and 
action  toward  the  other  ;  to  every  writer  for  the  press 
and  every  author  whose  printed  word  was  free  from 
offence  ;  to  all  preachers,  teachers  and  persons  of  light 
and  leading  who  helped  the  old  and  young  people  about 
them  to  know  the  best  rather  than  the  worst  of  their 
foreign  neighbors  ;  to  the  men  of  business  who  dealt 
honourably  and  in  a  spirit  of  co-operation  with  alien 
nations;  to  captains  and  sailors  of  both  nations  who  for 
a  hundred  years  have  fraternized  in  all  the  ports  and 
harbours  of  the  world ;  to  students  and  scholars  who  have 
studied  and  taught  together  in  the  great  schools  of 
both  countries,  and  to  the  tens  of  millions  of  undistin- 
guished men  and  women,  dwelling  on  each  side  of  the 
frontier,  who  have  lived  in  kindly  fellowship  with  foreign 
fellow-men.    No  monument  could  preserve  the  names  of

all  whose  lives  and  deeds  are  recognized  by  this  Peace 
memorial.  But,  as  the  church  festival  of  All  Saint 
commemorates  the  innumerable  and  nameless  faithful 
of  all  time,  so  the  memorial  dedicated  on  September  5th 
recognizes  the  merits  of  all  who  have  helped  to  keep 
the  peace  between  Britain  and  The  United  States." 
My  Companions,  in  all  these  things  great  moral  principles 
were  at  work  the  principles  of  the  great  institution  of 
Freemasonry,  and  to  carry  out  their  application  hence- 
forth, let  each  one  of  us  "look  well  to  that  Temple  of 
our  own  inner  life  and  see  to  its  completion  and  dedication 
in  a  strong,  clean  and  resolute  manhood,"  so  that  by  the 
regularity  of  own  behavior,  by  the  prefection  of  our 
own  individual  lives  and  conduct,  we  may  unite  ourselves 
and  our  fellow-men  in  the  strong  bonds  of  charity 
friendship  and  brotherly  love.     (Applause.) 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Ponton — We  thank  you,  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Stagg,  for  your  noble  address. 

M.  Ex.  Grand  High  Priest,  J.  E.  Quinby,  Pennsyl- 
vania— Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions,  I  have 
many  things  I  would  like  to  say  to  you,  because  it  is 
my  first  visit  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada,  and  I  think 
this  is  the  first  time  Pennsylvania  has  been  represented 
in  this  Grand  Chapter.  If  you  knew  how  well-known 
Canada  is,  not  only  in  New  York  but  in  Pennsylvania, 
where  we  come  from,  you  would  not  wonder  that  we 
want  to  come  here  to  get  better  acquainted.  Sir  John 
Gibson,  is  known,  I  think,  in  every  State  of  the  Union. 
It  has  been  my  pleasure  and  privilege  to  attend  Supreme 
Councils  for  several  years,  and  it  would  not  have  been 
complete  if  Sir  John  Gibson  was  not  present.  There 
is  always  a  spontaneous,  natural  outburst  of  applause 
and  enthusiasm  at  his  reception.  The  much  he  has  done 
in  th,e  Scottish  Rite  our  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Ponton  has  done 
in  the  Royal  Arch.  It  has  often  been  our  pleasure  to 
hear  one  of  those  magnificent  addresses  of  his,  and  our 
Companions  are  looking  forward  to  another  visit,  even 
though  he  is  a  "Past."  I  will  be  soon  a  "Past,"  and  I 
do  not  want  those  who  are  "Pasts"  to  be  forgotten. 
Have  you  heard  that  he  had  been  adopted  at  Albany 
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recently  ?  One  of  the  Companions  there  suggested  that 
we  should  have  a  community  of  Grand  Chapters,  to 
meet  once  a  year  and  discuss  matters  of  interest  to  Royal 
Arch  Masons.  He  inadvertently  left  out  Canada.  I 
asked  "Why  leave  Canada  out  ?  We  are  all  one." 
And  the  omission  was  repaired.  Companions,  may  I 
say  how  deeply  touched  I  was  by  the  death  of  R.  Ex. 
Com.  R.  J.  Gibson,  and  I  am  going  to  ask  the  privilege 
that  Pennsylvania  should  join  our  hearts  with  yours 
in  this  deep  affliction  which  is  ours  and  yours.  May  I  ask 
to  be  excused  from  saying  more  now.  Perhaps  a  little 
later  I  will  say  another  word. 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  Godfrey  Pittis,  New  Jersey — I  feel 
that  your  time  is  precious,  so  my  remarks  will  be  short 
and  brief.  The  hospitality  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Canada  would  remind  one  of  a  bird's  nest.  When  we  come 
in,  Companion  Ponton  takes  us  under  his  wing  and  then  he 
says  :  "Now  I  have  nurtured  you,"  and  he  throws  us 
out  to  this  vast — what  will  I  call  it  ?  — this  vast  spirit 
of  brotherhood — throws  us  out  to  the  Companions  and 
says  :  "Now,  you  can  fly  alone."  Companions,  down 
in  New  Jersey  we  may  have  mosquitoes,  as  our  good 
Companion  said,  but  they  are  growing  less  and  less. 
We  also  have  good  roads  down  there — come  down  with 
your  motors  and  receive  New  Jersey's  welcome.  I  wish 
for  you,  and  for  each  of  you,  a  little  word  that  we  hear  used 
in  England,  and  with  that  I  will  conclude  my  remarks. 
In  England,  the  Sentinel  at  the  end,  comes  to  the 
back  of  the  Masters's  chair  and  gives  this  little  toast, 
which  I  want  to  leave  with  you.  He  says:  "Here's 
to  Masons  wherever  dispersed  !  May  they  have  a 
safe  and  speedy  return  to  their  native  country  whenever 
they  feel  so  inclined  to  do."  And  that  is  my  wish  and 
my  parting  greeting  to  you.    I  thank  you. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Ponton  introduced  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Walter  J.  Francis,  of  Quebec,  as  "the  builder  of  the 
greatest  lift-lock  in  the  world,  and  one  of  the  greatest 
engineers  of  Canada." 

M.Ex.  Comp.  W.J.  Francis — It  is  about  seventeen 
years  since  I  had  the  pleasure  and  honour  of  sitting  in  this 
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Grand  Chapter,  and  although  another  jurisdiction  has 
signally  honoured  me,  I  still  feel  quite  at  home  amongst 
you.  My  memories  of  many  happy  days  spent  in  Corin- 
thian Chapter,  No.  36,  are  still  very  bright,  and  I  shall 
never  forget  the  innumerable  kindnesses  of  my  brethren 
and  Companions  in  Peterborough.  I  appreciate,  more 
than  I  can  tell,  your  very  kind  and  intimately  personal 
introduction.  Most  Excellent  Companion  Ponton,  and 
the  reception  which  you  all  have  given  to  Right  Excellent 
Companion  Willis  and  myself  as  representing  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Quebec. 

On  behalf  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec  I  extend 
our  thanks,  our  congratulations,  our  greetings,  and  our 
sympathy — our  thanks  for  your  goodness,  our  congratula- 
tions on  your  success,  our  greetings  as  a  sister  jurisdiction, 
and  our  sympathy  in  the  bereavement  through  which 
you  have  twice  been  called  upon  to  pass  since  your  last 
Annual  Convocation.  I  cannot  help  feeling  as  we  stand 
under  the  shadow,  a  very  personal  loss  in  the  untimely 
death  of  Right  Excellent  Companion  Gibson,  my  old 
friend  and  school-fellow,  who  was  so  suddenly  summoned 
to  the  Grand  Chapter  above  at  the  commencement  of 
your  Convocation.  And  while  we  contemplate  these 
matters,  let  us  not  forget  that  the  basis  of  our  wonderful 
Masonic  system  is  the  personal  temple,  and  that  it  is 
incumbent  upon  each  of  us  to  see  that  our 
work,  like  that  of  the  negligent  and  unfaithful  of  former 
times,  be  not  found  unfit  for  that  spiritual  temple,  that 
house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavtns. 

Capitular  Masonry  in  our  jurisdiction  is  progressing 
favourably.  We  are  looking  forward  with  confidence 
to  steady  progress.  We  are  endeavouring  to  inculcate 
the  value  of  small  Chapters  and  intimate  friendship 
and  companionship.  We  believe  that  greater  benefit 
results  from  the  smaller  Chapters  rather  than  the  la*rge 
ones. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  of  saying  that  I  believe 
one  of  the  greatest  missions  our  wonderful  Masonic 
institution  can  undertake  is  the  cultivation  of  a  better 
understanding  between  the  two  parts  of  Canada,  the 
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East  and  the  West.  I  feel  that  you  people  in  Ontario — 
I  was  born  here  and  lived  here  for  25  years — do  not 
quite  understand  us  in  Quebec.  Perhaps  you  are  sur- 
prised to  know  that  our  Grand  Second  Principal,  Right 
Excellent  Companion  Willis,  who  accompanies  me, 
born  in  Quebec,  speaks  English  as  well  as  you  or  I  — 
if  not  better.  (Laughter.)  The  more  I  live  among  the 
French  Canadians,  the  more  profound  is  my  admiration 
for  them.  Quebec  is  the  Province  that  stands  for  tolera- 
tion, and  toleration  in  all  things.  You  may  have  heard 
a  great  deal  of  what  the  French  Candians  have  not  done, 
but  I  am  proud  to  be  able  to  stand  here  and  say  that 
one  of  the  greatest  records  of  the  four  years  of  hell 
through  which  we  have  recently  passed  was  made  by 
the  22nd  Regiment  of  French  Canadians.  It  was  officered 
by  French  Canadian  gentlemen,  went  at  the  beginning 
of  the  war,  and  stayed  right  through  to  the  end.  More 
than  10,000  men  passed  through  its  ranks,  and  the  regi- 
ment came  out  with  but  twenty  of  the  original  alive, 
and  only  seven  of  them  were  unwounded — a  record 
that  stands  to  the  everlasting  credit  of  our  great  French- 
Canadian  compatriots.  (Applause.)  I  wish  that  a 
better  understanding  between  the  East  and  the  West 
of  Canada  could  be  brought  about,  and  I  cannot  conceive 
of  a  better  organization  to  do  so  than  Freemasonry. 
The  keynote  of  this  great  gathering  is  friendship. 
You  have  had  a  wonderful  convention.  Here  in  this 
body  you  improve  the  friendship  of  Companion  for 
Companion,  of  Chapter  for  Chapter,  of  Grand  Chapter 
for  Grand  Chapter.  You  have  all  heard  Canada  describe 
as  a  great  country,  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  rising 
sun,  and  on  the  south  by  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  on  the 
west  by  the  setting  sun,  and  on  the  north  by  the  Aurora 
Borealis.  Somewhat  similarly,  your  Grand  Chapter  has 
the  same  northern  boundary,  on  its  east  lies  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Quebec,  on  its  west  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Alberta,  and  on  its  south  a  number  of  Grand  Chapters, 
many  of  which  are  so  well  represented  here  today. 
Here  I  see  the  spread  of  companionship  between  Grand 
Chapter  and  Grand  Chapter,  and  between  nation  and 
nation,  helping  to  make  I  submit,  Most  Excellnt  Sir, 
for  the  peace  of  the  world.     (Applause.) 
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M.  Ex.  Comp.  Thomas  McConnell,  Jr.,  a  Most 
Excellent  Past  Grand  High  Priest  and  Most  Excellent 
Grand  Treasurer  of  Pennsylvania,  said :  Most  Excellent 
Sir  and  Companions  —  This  is  the  first  time  I  have 
had  an  opportunity  to  visit  any  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  outside  the  United  States  ;  but  I  feel 
quite  at  home  here  —  I  am  always  at  home  among 
Royal  Arch  Masons.  I  have  met  your  very  worthy 
Companion  Ponton  at  Philadelphia,  at  Albany,  N.Y., 
at  Hartford,  Conn.,  at  Trenton,  N.J.,  and,  I  think,  at 
Boston,  Mass.,  and  I  feel  at  home  wherever  he  is.  You 
sang  "God  Save  the  King,"  but  we  had  only  to  think  of 
other  words,  and  it  was  our  own  "America."  I  had  the 
good  fortune,  and  I  consider  it  very  good  fortune,  to 
be  born  in  the  United  States  of  America,  in  the  grand 
old  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  the  great 
city  of  brotherly  love,  Philadelphia.  I  am  proud  of 
it  from  the  soles  of  my  feet  to  the  crown  of  my  head. 
I  assume  that  all  of  you  are  just  as  proud  of  your  nativity 
and  the  flag  you  are  under  as  I  am.  If  you  are  not,  I 
have  no  respect  for  you.  In  your  session  this  morning 
I  heard  the  Irish  referred  to  several  times  ;  a  while  ago 
one  of  your  brethren  referred  to  the  Scotch.  Now,  if 
you  will  begin  with  Irish  and  put  in  a  little  Scotch, 
that  is  what  I  come  from,  so  I  am  at  home  on  that  too. 
Freemasonry  holds  a  unique  position  in  the  world. 
We  love  the  church  and  revere  its  teachings,  but  it 
is  divided  by  schisms  and  by  creeds  and  dogmas.  Some 
of  the  most  distressing  cruelties  have  been  practised 
in  the  name  of  religion.  Patriotism  is  one  of  the  finest 
words  in  the  English  language,  but  it  is  all  for  one  country 
and  against  all  others.  Freemasonry  has  no  divisions, 
it  knows  no  dividing  lines,  either  real  or  imaginary  ; 
it  stands  for  the  great  principle  of  brotherly  love  and 
is  broad  enough  to  cover  the  whole  world  and  take  in 
all  mankind .  We  are  living  in  an  Anglo-Saxon  civilization ; 
its  basis  is  the  same  as  the  underlying  principles  of 
Freemasonry.  It  is  not  a  perfect  civilization  ;  it  has  its 
faults  ;  but  it  teaches  justice  and  mercy  and  the  great 
standard  of  brotherhood.  Whenever  there  is  trouble  or 
distress  and  the  S.O.S.  is  sent  forth,  the  Anglo-Saxon 
nations  are  found  speedily  on  the  ground  with  help  and 
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assistance.  It  is  a  civilization  of  ideals.  We  have  been 
told  that  ideals  are  frequently  found  to  be  delusions  ; 
but  they  are  only  delusions  if  we  look  for  their  immediate 
full  realization.  The  world  is  slowly  working  up  to  its 
ideals,  and  they  will  be  eventually  realized,  and  the  labor 
of  Freemasonry  is  one  of  the  great  world  forces  working 
toward  this  end,  which  will  be  accomplished.    (Applause.)

HONORARY  RANK   OF  PAST    GRAND   Z.    CON- 
FERRED  ON   SIR   JOHN   M.  GIBSON 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  F.  W.  Harcourt, — Most  Excellent  Sir, 
you  have  permitted  me  to  do  something  unusual  ;  but 
I  would  not  be  myself  if  I  was  not  doing  something  which 
was  not  usual.  I  want  to  save  time  and  kill  "two 
birds  with  one  stone."  You  have  said  that  Sir  John 
Gibson  was  the  dean  of  Masonry,  and  in  saying  so  have 
stolen  the  words  out  of  my  mouth.  We  will  let  it  go 
at  that.  I  am  going  to  second  this  motion,  and  declare 
it  carried.  Sir  John  Gibson  is  about  the  wisest  man  I 
know.  He  has  gone  astray  but  once,  in  my  judgment,  and 
I  hope  he  will  live  to  see  the  error  of  his  ways. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  George  Moore  took  the  Chair. 

The  motion  was  then  read  : 

"That  Right  Excellent  Companion  Sir  John  M. 
Gibson,  a  Past  Grand  Superintendent  of  Hamilton 
District,  have  the  honorary  rank  conferred  upon  him 
of  a  Past  Grand  First  Principal."  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Ponton  and  was  carried 
unanimously. 

Most  Excellent  Companion  Moore — There  is  not 
much  time  for  me  to  say  more  than  this,  that  you  are 
not  only  beloved  by  your  own  city,  Sir  John,  as  a  man 
and  a  Mason,   but  also  throughout  the   Dominion  of 
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Canada.  The  expression  of  the  Companions  which  has 
been  conveyed  to  you  by  that  unanimous  standing  vote, 
Most  Excellent  Sir,  is  an  assurance  to  you  of  the  love 
and  affection  which  the  Companions  have  for  you,  I, 
therefore,  present  you  with  this  resolution,  that  was 
carried  unamimously. 

Right  Excellent  Companion  Sir  John  Gibson — Most 
Excellent  Sir  and  Companions  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
I  think  it  is  about  as  difficult  for  me  to  say  a  few  words 
under  present  circumstances  as  I  have  ever  felt  it  to  be, 
though  never  very  ready  to  speak.  I  have  never  had  the 
reputation  of  being  a  good  speaker  ;  I  have  never  won 
this  distinction.  I  have  not,  by  my  record  as  a  Royal 
Arch  Mason,  actually  deserved  this  honor  ;  nevertheless, 
under  the  circumstances  at  this  present  meeting,  and 
the  manner  in  which  this  honour  has  been  conferred 
by  you  unanimoulsy,  I  am  deeply  impressed  and  more 
than  deeply  appreciative.  Many  years  ago,  some  of 
my  choicest  experiences  were  as  Principal  of  Saint 
John  Chapter — as  its  First  Principal  for  some  few  years, 
along  with  some  of  those  distinguished  brethren  whose 
portraits  are  on  the  walls  of  this  Chapter  room.  I  think 
at  one  time  I  made  the  promise — I  certainly  many 
times  mentally  resolved  — that  at  the  end  of  my  term 
as  Z.  of  that  Chapter  I  would  always  be  a  faithful  attend- 
ant and  never  neglect  my  duties  as  a  member.  That 
resolution  and  that  vow  on  my  part  have  not  been  well 
kept;  but,  my  dear  Companions,  you  must  bear  in  mind 
that  circumstances  alter  cases — which  is  a  very  old 
quotation.  Through  my  experience  as  a  citizen,  business 
man  and  public  man,  I  have  been  pretty  busily  engaged 
in  various  walks  and  various  ways,  and  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  keep  up  the  continuity  of  active  Masonic 
work  in  the  Lodges  and  Chapters,  as  I  would  have  desired 
Of  course, I  have  been  in  office  in  other  branches  of  Mason- 
ry and  have  endeavored  always  faithfully  to  perform 
my  task  therein.  I  am  not  entirely  out  of  the  responsibil- 
ity of  work  in  some  directions  even  up  to  the  present 
time.  Although  I  feel  that  when  you  have  reached  my 
age,  past  eighty,  going  on  to  ninety — you  are  entitled 
to  be  free  from   responsibility  and  work.     I    never  was 
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a  very  apt  ritualist,  but  I  always  made  a  point  of 
endeavoring  to  acquit  myself  as  well  as  I  could,  and  to 
discharge  the  responsibilities  that  the  ruling  officer — 
the  head  of  the  Lodge  or  Chapter, as  the  case  may  be — 
is  expected  to  do.  I  have  had  opportunites,  from  time 
to  time,  of  witnessing  with  envy  the  work  of  others — 
witnessing  the  facility  with  which  they  pick  up  readily, 
and  discharge  their  duties  faithfully  and  rigidly.  Breth- 
ren, I  feel  your  action  to-day  has  been  a  great  honour  to 
me  and  I  shall  esteem  it  very  highly  and  endeavor  to 
show  my  appreciation.  I  have  been  taken  into  the  princi- 
palship  of  this  Grand  Chapter  on  the  present  occasion y 
and  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  — as  I  might  well  do — 
that  I  am  in  the  presence  of  a  large  number  of  very 
eminent  Masons.  There  are  those  who  reach  this  honour, 
do  so  and  pass  away  and  are  never  heard  of  again. 
I  look  in  the  faces  of  members  of  this  Grand  Chapter  who 
are  prominent,  necessarily  prominent,  in  their  immediate 
localities,  and  who  are — I  was  going  to  say  every  one 
of  them — able,  thoughtful,  good  and  sincere  brethren 
in  Masonry.  It  would  be  difficult,  I  believe,  to  select 
an  audience — to  look  at  an  audience  composed,  on  an 
average,  of  better  brains  and  better  hearts,  and  to 
receive  this  testimony  in  the  manner  it  has  been  conveyed 
to  me  is  indeed  a  very  high  honor.  Most  Excellent  Sir 
and  Companions,  I  thank  you  with  all  my  heart.  (Ap- 
plause.) 

Sir  John  Gibson  takes  the  Chair. 

Grand  Z.  Ponton — Companions,  Behold  your  Most 
Excellent  Grand  Z.  !  Most  Excellent  Sir,  behold  your 
Companions. 

TRIBUTE   OF   RESPECT   TO   THE   LATE 
GRAND   THIRD    PRINCIPAL 

A  few  minutes  after  twelve  o  'clock  noon  the  Grand  Z. 
called  the  delegates  to  their  feet  and  appointed  a  deputa- 
tion consisting  of  R.  Ex.  Comps.  W.  Y.  Mills,  R.  J. 
Reade,  J.  McC.  Potts,  V.  Ex.  Comp.  S.  G.  Newdick 
and  Ex.  Comp.  A.  J.  Brown  to  accompany  the  remain 
of  the  late  Grand  Third  Principal,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Robert 
J.  Gibson,  who  had  died  suddenly  the  preceding  evening 
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at  the  Royal  Connaught  Hotel,  from  the  place  where 
they  were  then  resting,  to  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Station,  while  from  there  they  would  be  accompanied 
to  Toronto  by  Ex.  Comp.  A.  J.  Brown.  As  a  tribute  of 
respect  until  the  deputation  retired  the  delegates  remained 
standing,  A  large  wreath  was  ordered  to  be  placed  on  the 
casket  in  the  name  of  Grand  Chapter.

Acknowledgments  were  read  from  H.R.H  the  Prince 
of  Wales,  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  Private 
Secretary  of  the  Governor-General  of  Canada,  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of  the  Province  of  Ontario  and  others, 
expressing  their  appreciation  of  the  Christmas  and 
New  Year's  greetings  that  had  been  sent  them  in  the 
month  of  December  last  by  the  Grand  Principals  and 
officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada.

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REPORT   OF   THE   GRAND   SCRIBE   E. 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Compan- 
ions of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
Canada. 

The  year  just  passed  has  been  a  most  successful 
one  and  we  may  congratulate  ourselves,  that  notwith- 
standing the  condition  of  unrest  and  business  depression 
our  Country  has  experienced,  during  the  past  year,  the 
reports  to  be  presented  will  show  that  we  have  had  a 
continued  healthy  growth  throughout  the  jurisdiction. 

While  the  activities  of  the  Chapters  during  the  past 
year  have  not  exceeded  the  unprecedented  achievements 
of  1920,  yet  we  have  reached  within  a  few  members, 
the  twenty-six  thousand  mark,  an  accomplished  fact  of 
which  we  may  justly  be  proud. 

Then  there  is  a  gratifying  feature  of  the  activites  that 
they  have  not  been  confined  altogether  to  the  larger  Chap- 
ters, nor  to  the  great  centres,  but  they  have  been  diffused 
generally  among  the  Chapters  in  all  parts  of  the  juris- 
diction. There  is  also  another  dominant  feature  prevalent 
in  the  Chapters  that  is,  the  Spirit  of  a  true  Companion- 
ship apparently  exists  among  the  members. 

From  enquiries  for  information  received  at  the  Office 
of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  especially  coming  from  within  a 
radii  of  a  few  miles  of  Toronto,  it  would  appear  that 
there  is  likely  to  be  at  no  distant  date  a  fruitful  field  of 
operation  for  the  development  of  the  Royal  Craft  in 
Toronto  and  the  adjoining  districts. 

RECORDS 

Discrepancies  in  the  records  of  the  Constituent 
Chapters  with  those  of  Grand  Chapter,  which  have  in 
several  instances  existed  for  some  time  past,  owing  largely 
to  changes  in  the  Office  of  Scribes  E.,  have  entailed  heavy 
correspondence,  but  these  are  gradually  being  cleared 
up  greatly  to  the  advantage,  both  to  the  Chapters  and 
to  the  Office  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E. 
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NO   DELINQUENT   CHAPTERS 

We  have  no  delinquent  Chapters,  every  Chapter 
throughout  the  Jurisdiction  has  forwarded  its  Return 
for  the  past  year,  to  the  office  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E. 

NEW   CEREMONIES   AND    REVISED   WORK 

During  the  past  year  after  considerable  difficulty, 
owing  to  labour  conditions  in  the  printing  trade,  the  new 
book  of  Ceremonies  and  the  "Revised  Work"  were 
printed  and  issued  to  those  entitled  to  receive  them. 
Both  the  new  Ceremonies  and  the  "Revised  Work" 
in  their  improved  form,  have  apparently,  if  one  can 
judge  from  letters  received  and  remarks  passed,  met 
with  general  approbation. 

DISPENSATIONS 

During  the  year  there  have  been  issued  one  hundred 
and  thirty-one  Dispensations,  many  were  for  qualifying 
Companions  elected  to  fill  positions  of  First  and  Second 
Principals,  for  changing  dates  of  Convocations  of 
Chapters,  and  a  few  for  holding  "At  Homes, "and  wearing 
Royal  Arch  regalia. 

MEMBERSHIP 

The  membership  of  Grand  Chapter,  December  31st, 
1920,  was  23,525,  with  163  Chapters.  During  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1921,  the  registrations,  joinings 
and  restorations  have  been  3,289,  the  withdrawals, 
suspensions  and  deaths  828,  leaving  a  net  gain  of  2,461 
and  making  a  total  membership  of  25,986,  with  167 
Chapters. 

This  past  year  we  have  had  an  increase  in  membership 
in  every  part  of  the  Jurisdiction,  the  net  additions  being 
in  the  Yukon  Territory  5,  in  Saskatchewan  193,  in  Mani- 
toba 137,  and  in  the  province  of  Ontario  2,155,  which 
makes  the  net  gain  for  the  year  2,461. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  Annual  Statement  accompany- 
ing this  report  that  in  fees  and  dues  there  has  been 
received  $20,694.44.  In  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer 
and  the  Audit  and  Finance  Committee,  this  amount  is 
fully  set  forth  with  the  disbursements.

During  the  past  year,  under  instructions  issued  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  of  Grand  Chapter,  I  have 
issued  Certificates  of  good  Standing  to  Comps.

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AUDIT  AND   FINANCE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Principals  and  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  A  rch  Masons  of  Canada  : 

Your  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance  in  submitting 
its  sixty-fourth  annual  report,  again  congratulates  Grand 
Chapter  on  its  continued  prosperity  and  the  excellent 
condition  of  its  financial  affairs. 

It  will  be  observed  that  there  was  a  slight  decrease 
in  income  received  from  registrations  and  certificates  as 
compared  with  the  preceding  year,due  to  the  fact  that 
the  preceding  year  was  abnormal  in  the  matter  of 
increased  membership,  however,  the  increased  revenue 
derived  from  annual  dues  and  interest  on  investments 
more  than  off -set  this  amount,  with  the  result  that  the 
sum  of  $6,893.11  has  been  added  to  the  Capital  Account 
of  Grand  Chapter. 

Following  the  recommendation  of  last  year,  your 
Committee  authorized  the  further  investment  of  availa- 
ble surplus  funds,  and  through  the  Grand  Treasurer, 
the  sum  of  $10,765.50  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of 
Victory  Loan  Bonds.  These  bonds  have  a  face  value 
of  811,000.00,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  514  per  cent, 
per  annum,  and  mature  on  November  1st,  1934. 

The  face  value  of  all  municipal  debentures  and  govern- 
ment bonds  now  held  by  Grand  Chapter  amounts  to  the 
sum  of  $53,580.14.  Municipal  debentures  to  the  amount 
of  $1,359.14  will  mature  on  December  1st  next,  and  these 
funds  will  no  doubt  be  re-invested  to  the  advantage  of 
Grand  Chapter. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  revenue  to  be  derived 
from  interest  on  investments  will  permit  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter to  be  generous  in  the  distribution  of  required  benevo- 
lence without  impairing  its  working  capital. 

We  submit  the  General  Balance  Sheet  of  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  the  past  year  as  compiled  by  the 
Auditor,  together  with  his  certificate  as  to  the  correctness 
of  the  accounts  and  verification  of  securities  held  by  the 
Grand  Treasurer.

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GRIEVANCES   AND   APPEALS 

To   the   Most  Excellent   the   Grand    First  Principal,    the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  : 

The  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  beg  to 
report  as  follows  : 

Re  Oakwood  Chapter,  No.  104,  Oakville, 

v. 

W.  K.  Leggatt 

As  a  result  of  a  communication  received  by  the 
Grand  Scribe  E.,  relating  to  the  Scribe  E.  of  White 
Oak  Chapter,  dated  26th  April,  1912,  R.  Ex.  Comp. 
George  H.  Britton,  Grand  Superintendent  of  District 
No.  5,  interviewed  the  Scibe  E.  of  that  Chapter,  W.  K. 
Leggatt,  by  direction  of  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand 
First  Principal.  The  defendant  admitted  that  the  report 
of  the  auditors  of  the  Chapter  showing  a  deficit  of 
$177.50  in  his  accounts,  as  Scribe  E.  was  correct.  He 
also  admitted  that  he  was  short  $320.00  in  his  accounts, 
I  presume,  as  Secretary  of  his  Blue  Lodge,  which  was 
made  up  by  the  members  of  that  Lodge,  after  which  he 
was  given  his  demit  with  the  cause  written  across  the 
face.  He  further  admitted  that  he  used  the  misappro- 
priated moneys  in  his  business.  The  members  of  White 
Oak  Chapter, or  some  of  them,  evidently  wished  to  pursue 
a  similar  course  in  the  Chapter  so  as  to  save  public 
exposure,  but  the  Grand  First  Principal,  after  consulta- 
tion with  members  of  the  Council  would  not  permit  it 
and  appointed  R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  J.  (Judge)  Elliott  a 
Commissioner  to  try  the  case.  The  trial  took  place 
witnesses  examined,  and  the  Commissioner  was  forced 
to  find  the  accused  guilty  notwithstanding  his  confession ; 
and  this  Committee  is  also  forced  to  the  same  conclusion. 
The  trial  appears  to  have  been  a  labor  of  supererogation 
notwithstanding  rules  2,  3  and  4  of  the  Constitution, 
page  87.  Surely  under  rule  107  the  Grand  First  Principal 
could  have  acted  on  the  confession  procured  by  his  own 
Representative  and  have  suspended  the  unfortunate 
Companion  until  the  meeting  of  Grand  Chapter,  and 
Grand  Chapter  would  surely  have  power  to  continue  the 
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suspension  indefinitely  or  expel  as  it  saw  fit.  Such  is  the 
practice  in  the  Criminal  Courts  of  our  land.  If  a 
prisoner  pleads  guilty,  the  Judge  passes  sentence  on 
him  without  further  ado. 

This  Committee  suggests  that  the  suspension  be 
continued  indefinitely  so  as  to  give  the  accused  an  oppor- 
tunity of  making  reparation  and  proving  by  his  conduct 
that  he  has  regained  the  confidence  of  his  Companions. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  and 
Secretary  of  every  Chapter  be  bonded. 

Re  Atwood  Chapter,  No.  149,  G.R.C. 
Murdoch  v.  Chapman 

This  case  is  a  travesty.  The  plaintiff  is  a  practising 
physician  and  Mayor  of  Rainy  River.  The  defendant 
is  Police  Magistrate,  and  as  such  found  the  plaintiff 
guilty  of  violation  of  the  Temperance  Act  and  imposed 
on  him  a  fine  of  $2,000.00  as  well  as  imprisonment.  The 
case  was  appealed,  the  verdict  sustained,  but  the  penalty 
reduced  to  a  fine  of  $1,000.00  and  in  accordance  with 
some  new  legislation  which  the  Police  Magistrate  and  the 
Prosecuting  Attorney  say  they  were  not  aware  of  at  the 
time,  it  having  not  received  the  assent  of  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor-in-Council,  he  was  released  from  jail.  The 
plaintiff  (Murdoch)  laid  a  charge  against  the  defendant 
Chapman  for  unmasonic  conduct,  the  charge  is  in  writing 
and  dated  19th  August,  1920  the  substance  being  that  the 
plaintiff,  Chapman,  made  threats  that  if  he,  Murdoch, 
continued  the  publication  of  articles  in  the  paper,  in  which 
he  was  a  shareholder,but  over  which  he  had  no  control, 
casting  reflections  on  the  defendant,  that  he,  the  defend- 
ant, Chapman,  would"  get  him,"  that  the  defendant, 
Chapman,  endeavored  to  invoke  the  authority  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  and  the 
License  Board  against  the  plaintiff,  Murdoch  ;  that  the 
whole  attitude  of  the  defendant,  Chapman,  during  the 
trial  was  hostile  and  unfair  to  the  plaintiff,  Murdoch  ;that 
the  penalty  was  unjustly  severe  and  excessive  ;  that  the 
defendant  used  every  means  in  his  power  to  bring  contempt 
and  ignominy  on  the  plaintiff  by  keeping  him  in  close  cus- 
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tody  and  not  allowing  him  to  visit  his  patients  when  he  was 
incarcerated  etc.  The  charge  was  tried  by  the  lodge, the  de- 
fendant Chapman  found  guilty  and  suspended.  From  this 
the  defendant  Chapman  appeals.  The  appeal  came  up 
before  this  Committee  at  tfte  last  Convocation  in  London 
and  on  the  report  of  the  Chairman,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  J. 
Gibson  it  was  postponed  until  this  Convocation,  the 
R.  Ex.  Comp.  having  learned  that  a  charge  had  also 
been  made  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  was  being  investi- 
gated there.  The  papers  were  evidently  submitted  to 
the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  who  wrote 
to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  dn  1st  November,  1920,  as  fol- 
lows: "  I  question  very  much  the  advisability  of  a  Royal 
Arch  Chapter  intervening  or  interfering  with  the  conduct 
of  presumably  regularly  conducted  judicial  proceedings 
although  it  would  certainly  seem  that  Comp.  Muidoch 
has  been  prosecuted  in  a  more  stern,  rigorous  and  personal 
manner  than  we  are  accustomed  to  experience  in  the 
so-called  administration  of  justice.  Still,  is  it  not  a  fact 
that  a  conviction,  though  only  under  the  Ontario  Tem- 
perance Act,  has  been  regularly  recorded  against  the 
complainant,  and  I  presume  by  a  Court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  ? 

In  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  the  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Ponton's  surmise  was  correct.  The  charges  made  by 
the  plaintiff,  Murdoch,  against  the  defendant,  Chapman, 
are  such  as  should  be  made  to  the  Honorable  the  Attorney 
General  and  not  here.  Masonry  should  not  try  any 
offence  which  can  be  disposed  of  by  a  Court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  until  it  has  been  tried  and  disposed  of  by  that 
Court.  When  the  matter  came  up  before  the  Grand  Lodge 
the  Grand  Master  refused  to  allow  the  charges  to  be 
tried  for  the  resaons  above  given.  Grand  Lodge  went 
to  a  great  deal  of  expense  in  obtaining  information  about 
the  case  and  we  have  on  our  file  a  copy  of  the  report  made 
by  R.  W.  Bro.  Lt.-Col.  Francis,  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master  of  the  Seventeenth  Masonic  District,  who  resides 
at  Port  Arthur.  He,  accompanied  by  several  Grand 
Lodge  Officers,  made  a  special  journey  to  Rainy  River 
to  investigate  the  facts,  and  this  Grand  Chapter  has  the 
benefit  of  his  report.    One  feature  should  be   mentioned. 
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In  laying  a  charge,  on  one,  whether  he  is  a  lawyer  or 
otherwise,  who  does  not  belong  to  the  Craft,  should  not 
be  allowed  to  draw  the  complaint  or  to  appear  as  Counsel 
at  a  Masonic  trial.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  no  Masonic 
charge  has  been  made  against  the  plaintiff,  Murdoch, 
herein,  though  there  is  registered  against  him  a  conviction 
for  violation  of  the  law.  This  Committee  recommends 
that  the  appeal  of  Chapman  be  allowed  and  that  he 
be  restored  to  his  Masonic  rights.

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CONDITION   OF   CAPITULAR   MASONRY 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Com- 
panions of  the  Crand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Mas- 
ons  of  Canada  : 

Your  Committee  on  the  condition  of  Capitular 
Masonry  beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report. 

It  is  evident  from  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Super- 
intendents that  all  have  realized  the  responsibility 
attached  to  the  office  they  hold  and  that  they  have  dis- 
charged their  duties  with  commendable  intelligence  and 
efficiency. 

Districts  cannot  be  too  careful  in  the  selection  of 
Grand  Superintendents  who  should  be  men  of  outstand- 
ing integrity,  character  and  ability  whose  own  behavior 
should  afford  the  best  example  for  the  conduct  of  others 
and  whose  love  of  the  Order  and  zeal  for  its  advancement 
prompt  them  to  sacrifice  their  time  and  convenience  in 
the  discharge  of  labors  which  necessarily  involve  much 
travelling  and  absence  from  home. 

Harmony  and  Masonic  Spirit 

It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  note  the  frequent 
references  to  complete  harmony  and  true  Masonic  spirit. 

There  is  a  general  appreciation  of  the  fact  that  the 
thing  which  counts  is  whether  we  are  living  up  to  the 
tenets  and  principles  which  we  profess,  whether  we  are 
practising  what  we  preach  and  honestly  doing  our  part 
to  make  the  world  better  and  happier  through  the  promo- 
tion of  universal  friendship,  benevolence  and  brotherly 
love. 

Unless  a  Chapter  through  the  character  and  lives  of 
its  members  is  exercising  an  active  influence  in  the  com- 
munity in  which  it  is  placed,  there  is  little  to  justify 
its  existence  for  the  working  tools  should  not  lie  idle  in 
our  hands. 
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It  has  been  rightly  said  that  Masonry  stands  for 
good  citizenship,  the  promotion  of  patriotism  and  the 
uplift  of  character  through  the  influence  which  the 
Brethren  can  exercise  upon  each  other  and  on  their 
uninitiated  neighbors.  One  who  does  not  exercise 
beneficial  influence  upon  those  with  whom  he  associates 
is  not  a  good  Mason.  Honesty  and  fair  dealing,  virtue 
and  truth  are  the  corner  stones. 

BENEVOLENCE 

Charity  does  not  mean  merely  the  giving  of  alms 
but  in  its  broader  sense  means  that  a  Mason  will  take  the 
erring  and  weaker,  the  less  fortunate,  brother  by  the 
hand  and  lead  him  over  the  rough  and  rugged  road  of 
trial  and  misfortune  to  a  higher  plane  of  peace  and 
happiness.  To  the  genuine  Mason  the  virt\ie  of  universal 
friendship  and  benevolence  should  be  as  expansive  as 
the  Arch  of  Heaven  itself.  It  is,  therefore,  pleasing  to 
learn  that  many  Chapters  have  been  active  in  benevolent 
work. 

R.  Ex  .Comp.  O.  Ellwood  of  St.  John's  Chapter,  London, 
has  been  most  enthusiastic  in  raising  funds  for  a  Sick 
Childrens'  Hospital. 

On  Christmas  Eve  Antiquity  Chapter  of  Toronto 
entertained  a  large  number  of  Children  from  the  West 
End  Creche  with  their  mothers  and  after  a  splendid 
dinner  distributed  gifts,  toys,  and  Christmas  supplies. 

Desire  for  Knowledge 

A  member  of  Grand  Superintendents  report  a  strong 
desire  on  the  part  of  both  Officers  and  Companions 
for  fuller  knowledge  as  to  the  symbolism  and  inner,  mean- 
ing of  the  Ritual. 

Masonic  work  requires  Masonic  knowledge.  To 
confer  a  degree  impressively  and  in  a  way  which  the 
Candidate  will  never  forget  requires  that  the  Officer 
shall  himself  possess  a  thorough  understanding  of  the 
meaning  and  full  appreciation  of  the  symbolism  of  that 
portion  of  the  Ritual  which  he  is  imparting  to  the 
Candidate. 
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The  principal  object  of  Masonry  is  to  make  true 
Masons  in  the  broadest  sense  of  the  term.  Can  this 
effectively  and  adequately  be  done  by  the  conferring 
of  degrees  alone?  Is  there  sufficient  instruction  as  to 
the  character  of  the  Order,  its  traditions,  the  hidden 
meaning  of  the  symbolism  employed  to  teach  great 
moral  lessons  and  as  to  the  inward  spirit  of  an  Institution 
intended  to  shape  and  mould  life  and  actions. 

In  harmony  with  the  recommendations  of  many 
Grand  Superintendents  your  Committee  strongly  urge 
the  mo»e  general  practice  of  having  addresses  of  an 
interesting  and  instructive  nature  given  frequently 
either  in  the  Chapter  Rooms  or  at  the  refreshment 
tables. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  the  charm  that  binds 
Companions  together  in  one  indissoluble  bond  of  affection 
does  not  spring  from  the  ceremonial  observances  of  the 
Institution  however  important,  interesting  and  solemn 
they  may  be.  It  is  something  of  a  higher  and  nobler 
character.  It  is  that  something  which  can  only  be 
felt  and  not  described.  It  is  the  spirit  of  Masonry.  The 
more  we  know,  the  more  fully  we  understand,  the  more 
fully  we  shall  catch  that  spirit  and  let  it  mould  our 
thoughts  and  actions. 

Progress  and  Prosperity 

Notwithstanding  business  depression  and  disturbed 
conditions  during  the  past  year  there  has  been  satisfact- 
ory and  gratifying  progress  throughout  the  entire 
jurisdiction. 

Your  Committee  again  urge  that  no  First  Principal 
shall  aim  at  a  "record-breaking  year."  His  thoughts 
should  be  on  obtaining  the  best  material  for  the  Temple 
and  so  shaping  and  adorning  it  as  to  make  it  a  useful 
and  creditable  part  of  the  structure.  Anxiety  to  have  it 
a  big  year  tends  towards  carelessness  and  indifference 
to  close  a  thorough  scrutiny. 

There  should  be  extreme  caution  and  wise  considera- 
tion of  all  applications  ever  remembering  that  it  is  the 
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internal  not  the  external  qualifications  of  a   man   which 
should  recommend  him  for  acceptance. 

A  wise  selection  followed  by  full  instruction  and  the 
practice  of  whole-hearted  Masonic  friendship  will  go 
far  to  promulgate  among  the  Companions  and  through 
them  to  the  outside  world  those  leading  characteristics 
of    the    Order, — Brotherly    Love,    Relief,    and    Truth. 

Books  and   Finance 

In  almost  every  case  the  Grand  Superintendents 
report  that  the  books  of  the  various  Chapters  are  well 
kept  and  that  the  finances  are  in  good  condition. 

Books   of   Marks 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  know  that  so  many  Chapters 
are  maintaining  Books  of  Marks  and  your  Committee 
again  express  the  hope  that  the  practice  will  become 
universal 

Chapters  of  Instruction 

Chapters  of  Instruction  have  been  held  with  good 
results,  but  the  practice  has  not  been  general.  Some  of 
the  Grand  Superintendents  refer  to  the  extent  of  fraternal 
visiting  both  within  and  without  the  District  and  this 
undoubtedly  compensates  to  some  extent  as  it  both 
promotes  Masonic  feeling,  and  also  by  example  tends  to 
standardize  and  improve  the  interpretation  of  the  Ritual. 

Palestine  Chapter,  St.  Thomas,  has  appointed  an 
Instruction  Committee  to  ensure  all  Members  being 
thoroughly  instructed  in  the  degree  already  taken  before 
being  further  advanced.  This  example  might  well  be 
followed. 

Condition  of  Certain   Chapters 

It  is  pleasant  to  learn  that  Leeds  Chapter,  No.  132, 
Gananoque,  is  now  flourishing  with  an  increasing 
membership.  This  change  has  been  brought  about 
by  the  good  work  of  a  few  faithful  and  zealous  Compan- 
ions who  were  determined  to  put  new  life  into  their 
Chapter. 
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Doric  Chapter,  No.  60,  Newmarket,  is  working  under 
difficulties.  The  attendance  is  small  owing  to  the 
distance  which  Companions  must  travel.  There  is  a 
general  feeling  that  Aurora  would  be  the  better  centre 
as  the  majority  of  Officers  and  future  Candidates  live 
there.    This  is  a  matter  which  should  receive  attention. 

Pembroke  Chapter,  No. 58,  Mattawa,  is  also  reported 
as  not  in  good  condition  though  prospects  are  brighter, 
and  the  same  is  said  with  regard  to  Northern  Lights, 
No.  213,  Timmins.  The  Incoming  Grand  Superintend- 
ent should  make  every  effort  to  effect  an  improvement 
by  obtaining  the  active  co-operation  of  Companions  who 
are  willing  to  work  with  him  towards  the  desired  end. 

Newspaper   Publicity 

Your  Committee  feels  strongly  that  the  publication 
in  newspapers  of  matters  which  should  not  be  mentioned 
outside  the  Chapter  Rooms  is  a  great  and  growing  evil 
which  Grand  Superintendents  should  strongly  discourage. 

Character  of   Reports 

There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  general 
scope  and  character  of  the  Reports  but  it  is  again  pointed 
out  that  while  it  is  proper  to  record  official  visits  and 
the  hospitalities,  courtesies  and  many  other  acts  of 
kindness  shown  to  the  Representatives  of  the  Grand 
First  Principal, yet  the  important  matters  are  the  progress 
of  the  Chapters,  the  cause  of  apathy,  lack  of  interest 
where  such  exist,  the  standard  of  work  and  above  all 
the  extent  of  true  Masonic  spirit  evidenced  in  the 
Companions.  Reports  should  be  business-like  documents, 
should  deal  largely  with  matters  of  interest  and  import- 
ance to  the  Craft  in  general. 

General  Conditions 

During  the  year  there  were  held  2,071  regular  and 
emergent  meetings,  being  an  increase  of  16  over  last 
year.  The  Reports  bear  testimony  to  the  general 
excellence  of  the  work  and  to  the  intelligent  inter- 
pretation of  it  by  Officers  throughout  the  jurisdiction. 
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Eighteen  Chapters  do  not  carry  insurance  being  a 
decrease  of  two.  Again  it  is  strongly  recommended 
that  unless  there  are  special  reasons  which  make  this 
wise  and  prudent  precaution  unnecessary  action  should 
be  taken  at  once  to  adequately  protect  such  Chapters 
from  serious  loss  from  fire. 

Furniture  and  Equipment 

Many  Chpaters,  especially  in  the  smaller  places, 
have  greatly  added  to  and  improved  their  furniture 
and  equipment.  This  will  aid  in  the  proper  and  effective 
conferring  of  degrees. 

Financial  Position 

The  financial  position  of  Grand  Chapter  continues 
to  be  satisfactory.  Surplus  for  the  year  was  $6,893.11, 
which  is  somewhat  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year. 
Full  details  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer

Toronto  District 

Toronto  District  embraces  25  Chapters  and  the  net 
growth  in  membership  during  the  year  was  over  800. 
The  advisability  of  dividing  this  large  District  into 
two  bearing  the  names: — The  Toronto  East  District 
No.  8  and  the  The  Toronto  West  District,  No.  8a  will 
be  considered  at  this  Convocation. 

At  present  a  Grand  Superintendent  must  inspect 
and  oversee  not  only  a  large  and  rapidly  growing 
number  of  City  Chapters  but  also  the  seven  which  are 
in  neighboring  towns  and  which  form  part  of  the  District 
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as  now  constituted.    The  total  membership  of  the  exist- 
ing District  is  5,104.

Most  Excellent  Companion  Herbert  S.  Griffin  on  27th 
June,  1921,  Grand  Chapter  suffered  a  heavy  blow, 
Hamilton  lost  an  esteemed  and  valued  citizen  and  many 
friends  mourn  a  Companion  of  charm,  sincerity  and  sterl- 
ing worth.  Most  Excellent  Companion  Ponton  carried 
on  the  work  and  in  his  many  visits  has  added  to  the 
treasured  friendships  made  during  his  own  term  of 
office  while  his  eloquence  continued  to  inspire  the 
Companions  to  greater  zeal  and  to  stronger  love  for  the 
tenets  and  principles  of  the  Order. 

Grand  Scribe  E. 

Grand  Scribe  E.  has  as  usual  discharged  the  onerous 
duties  of  his  important  office  with  great  ability,  untiring 
energy  and  unfailing  courtesy. 

Saskatchewan  is  a  distant  outpost  and  it  is  interesting 
to  know  that  in  1908  Wascana  Chapter,  Regina,  was  the 
only  one  in  that  Province.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  S.  Gorrell 
and  a  few  enthusiastic  Companions  actively  interested 
themselves  in  the  formation  of  new  Chapters  at  Moose 
Jaw,  Swift  Current,  Saskatoon,  Weyburn,  Areola  and 
elsewhere.  Communication  in  those  days  was  difficult. 
Motors  had  not  come  into  general  use.  Travel  was 
slow  and  tedious  and  the  keen  interest  of  Companions 
in  the  sparsely  settled  sections  which  overcame  all 
difficulties  is  worthy  of  all  praise.  To-day  with  few 
exceptions  all  Chapters  are  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous 
condition.  A  few  are  suffering  from  the  present  after 
war  depression  but  not  in  a  marked  degree. 

A  suggestion  has  come  from  Manitoba  that  the  two 
Provinces  shall  unite  under  a  new  Grand  Chapter  and 
the  proposal  will  be  carefully  considered  by  the  Compan- 
ions of  Saskatchewan  in  the  near  future. 
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Your  Committee  is  glad  to  report  that  all  is  well 
with  Capitular  Masonry  throughout  the  large  area  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Chapter.

With  man's  mistakes  and  wrong  ; 
Seeing  how  all  threads  come 
In  place  in  time's  vast  loom 
And  in  the  finished  web  fulfill 
The  pattern  of  His  perfect  will  ; 
To  whom,  as  one,  is  seen 
What  is,  will  be,  hath  been  ; 
Tranquil  and  lifted  clear 
Above  our  fevered  atmosphere, 
Forever  dwelleth  He 
In  the  sure  peace  of  His  Eternity. 

It  is  with  sadness  of  heart,  we  write  this  report, 
mourning  as  we  do  the  loss  of  our  loved  Brother  and 
Companion. 

M.  Ex.Comp.  Herbert  S.  Griffin,  who  was  elected 
Grand  Z.  of  this  Grand  Body  in  London,  Ont.,  last 
year,  in  his  absence  owing  to  illness,  died  June  27th, 
1921.  He  was  widely  known  and  a  highly  esteemed 
physician  in  the  City  of  Hamilton. 

Our  beloved  Companion  was  born  at  Mount  Pleasant, 
near  Brantford,  Ontario,  sixty-seven  years  ago,  and  was 
the  son  of  the  late  Dr.  W.  S.  Griffin,  who  for  many  years 
was  treasurer  of  the  Methodist  Church  of  Canada,  and 
several  times  President  of  his  Conference. 

At  the  early  age  of  nineteen  Dr.  H.  S.  Griffin  grad- 
uated in  Arts  at  Toronto  University  with  the  silver 
medal  in  Natural  Sciences,  and  afterwards  in  Medicine 
at  the  same  Institution  with  the  gold  and  Star  medal 
He  took  a  Post  Graduate  Couise  in  Columbia  University, 
New  York  and  a  prolongued  course  of  Study  in  London, 
Edinburgh,  Paris  and  Vienna;  and  finally  settled  in 
Hamilton,    Ontario. 
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He  had  twice  been  a  candidate  for  the  Legislature, 
was  a  member  and  trustee  of  the  Centenary  Church 
Past  President  of  the  Hamilton  Medical  Society,  member 
of  the  Hamilton  Club,  the  Thistle  Club,  and  the  Golf 
and  Country  Club.  He  was  representative  of  the  medical 
profession  for  the  counties  of  Wentworth,  Halton  and 
Peel,  and  the  City  of  Hamilton  in  the  Medical  Council 
of  Ontario;  was  past  President  of  the  Council  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  and  was 
representative  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  in  the 
Canada   Medical   Council. 

For  many  years  Dr.  Griffin  was  connected  with  the 
Militia  of  Canada  as  Medical  Officer  of  the  Thirteenth 
Royal  Regiment,  from  which  he  retired  in  1908  with  the 
rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel. 

Dr.  Griffin  was  a  member  of  the  •  Barton  Lodge, 
No.  6,  G.R.C.,  in  Hamilton  for  many  years.  He  passed 
through  the  varous  chairs  and  became  Master  of  the 
Lodge  in  1894.  In  1907  he  was  elected  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master  for  Masonic  District,  No.  8.  He  joined 
The  Hiram  Chapter,  No.  2,  R.A.M.  in  1879,  and  Hamil- 
ton Chapter,  No.  175,  in  1910,  as  a  Charter  Member. 
He  became  First  Principal  Z.  in  the  later  body  in  1918, 
and  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  Grand  Chapter  in  1915.  In  1917  he  was  elected 
Grand  Third  Principal  J. of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada, 
in  1919,  Grand  Second  Principal  H.,  and  in  1921,  Grand 
First  Principal  Z.  He  was  also  Grand  Representative  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  near  the  Grand 
Chapter   cf   Canada. 

He  had  also  been  prominent  in  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  being  a  member  of  Murton 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  of  Hamilton  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix, 
of  which  body  he  was  a  Past  Most  Wise  Sovreiegn  and 
a  member  of  the  Moore  Consistory  32°.  He  was  also 
an  honorary  member  of  th  Supreme  Council  33°.  He 
belonged  to  Godfrey  de  Bouillon  Preceptory,  Knights 
Templars,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Provincial  Grand 
Chapter  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland.  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Griffin's  love  of  Masonry  was  exemplified  by  his  long 
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services  to  the  Craft — handicapped  though  he  was  by 
the  requirements  of  a  large  and  exacting  professional 
practice. 

Our  Grand  Z.  has  departed  this  life  but  his  memory 
will  long  abide  with  us.  One  may  live  as  a  King,  a 
Conqueror,  or  a  Judge,  but  he  must  die  a  man.  Your 
Committee  believe  no  more  fitting  eulogy  of  our  Past 
Most  Excellent  Companion  could  be  written  than  that 
issued  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  N.  Ponton  in  his  circular 
letter  of  July  2nd,  1921,  which  is  set  forth  in  full  in  his 
address  to  this  Grand  body  to-day. 

Forgive  my  grief  for  one  removed, 
Thy  creature  whom  I  found  so  fair. 
I  trust  he  lives  in  the,  and  there 
I  find  him  worthier  to  be  loved.

Almost  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye  this  Grand  Body 
has  been  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  its  Grand 
Third  Principal  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Robert  J.  Gibson,  who 
died  suddenly  last  night  at  the  Royal  Connaught  Hotel 
in  this  City.  He  possessed  great  gifts  of  Companion- 
ship and  friendship  and  won  the  hearts  of  those  with  whom 
he  came  in  contact. 

Our  Right  Excellent  Companion  was  born  in  the 
Village  of  Yorkville  and  he  attended  the  Yorkville  and 
Jesse  Ketchum  Schools  as  well  as  the  Jarvis  Street 
Collegiate  Institute,  Toronto.  Matriculated  from  the 
Weston  High  School,  and  in  1889,  graduated  from  the 
Toronto  University  with  honours  in  Mental  and  Moral 
Science  and  Civil  Policy,  after  which  he  attended  the 
Law  School  at  Toronto,  finally  being  called  to  the  Bar 
in  1892,  since  which  date  he  had  been  a  practising 
Barrister   in   Toronto. 

He  was  initiated  in  York  Lodge,  November  10th, 
1897,  was  Worshipful  Master  in  1903;  was  exalted  in 
York  Chapter,  December  20th,  1898;  was  First  Principal 
in  1901-2.  He  was  also  a  Past  President  of  the  Past 
Master's  Association  of  the  Toronto  Districts  as  well  as 
a  Past  President  of  the  Principal's  Association  of  the 
Toronto  Districts. 
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Among  his  many  other  activities  he  had  been  a 
member  for  many  years  of  the  York  County  Council 
and  an  ex-Warden  of  the  County. 

When  a  man  goes  he  leaves  behind  much  of  himself, 
especially  if  he  has  a  lovable  disposition  such  as  the 
Right  Excellent  Companion  possessed.

The  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  was  pre- 
sented by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  E.  B.  Brown,  as  well  as  a 
Special  Report  respecting  the  application  of  the  Supreme 
Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Queensland  for  fraternal 
recognition,  and  also  recommending  negotiations  for  the 
renewal  of  fraternal  intercourse  with  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Mark  Master  Masons  of  England,  as  well  as  the  ex- 
change of  representatives  with  the  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  of  England. 

It  was  stated  in  the  Special  Report: 

"Two  matters  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of 
this  Committee  since  the  Annual  Convocation  of  1921. 


216        GRAND  CHAPTER  OF  CANADA 

The  Supreme  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Queens- 
land, formed  in  1918,  applied  in  that  year  for  recognition 
by  this  Grand  Chapter.  Action  has  been  deferred  from 
year  to  year,  the  applicant  Grand  Chapter  not  having 
received  recognition  from  the  other  Grand  Chapters 
most  interested.  During  1921,  as  we  learn  from  cor- 
respondence, the  English  and  Scottish  Chapters  in 
Queensland  made  a  movement  for  uniting,  also  under 
the  name  of  "The  Supreme  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter 
of  Queensland."  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  pave  the 
way  to  a  union  with  the  Grand  Chapter  formed  in 
1918;  but  we  have  not  yet  been  advised  that  this 
desirable  result  has  been  reached.  It  is  therefore  rec- 
ommended that  action  be  again  deferred  until  the  next 
Annual  Convocation  of  this  Grand  Chapter. 

The  second  matter  is  brought  up  by  a  letter  received 
from  the  Chairman  of  Foreign  Correspondence  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec,  in  regard  to  non-intercourse 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons  of  Eng- 
land. As  far  as  your  Committee  can  ascertain,  the  edict 
of  non-intercourse  ,has  not  been  revoked.  It  will  be 
noted  also  that  we  have  no  representative  of  the  Grand 
Chapter   of   England  near  our  Grand  Chapter. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  negotiations  for 
fraternal  intercourse  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mark 
Master  Masons  of  England  and  an  exchange  of  repre- 
sentatives with  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  England, 
be  at  once  entered  upon. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  and  fraternally  sub- 
mitted."

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  GRAND 
Z.'s  ADDRESS 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.  and  Companions  of 
the  Grand  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

Your  Committee,  in  the  address  of  the  Most  Ex- 
cellent Grand  First  Principal,  have  heard  with  pleasure 
one  of  the  most  scholarly,  comprehensive,  and  instruc- 
tive addresses  ever  delivered  in  this  Grand  Chapter  and, 
while  we  trust  that  it  is  in  no  way  the  cope  stone  of  his 
endeavors,  we  congratulate  the  Grand  Z.  that  he  has 
laid  another  powerful  stone  in  the  Arch  of  his  distin- 
guished Masonic  building. 

He  asks  for  the  generous  judgment  of  his  Companions 
upon  the  result  of  his  efforts,  which,  with  the  assistance 
of  his  loyal  corps  of  officers,  have  been  brought  to  so 
successful  a  conclusion,  but  we  are  of  the  opinion  that 
generosity  were  too  mild  a  term,  and  would  rather  add 
peans  of  praise  and  gratification,  and  to  congratulate 
Grand  Chapter  upon  its  great  privilege  and  good  for- 
tune at  having  the  opportunity  of  hearing,  pondering 
upon  and  mentally  digesting  this  rare  Masonic  literary 
effort. 

The  lamentable  death  of  that  noble  Mason  and 
kindly  gentleman,  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  our  most 
esteemed  Grand  First  Principal,  Herbert  S.  Griffin,  has 
caused  the  most  tender  thoughts  and  earnest  sorrow  in 
the  hearts  of  this  Royal  Craft,  and  their  feelings  of 
bereavement  could  not  be  better  expressed  by  any 
official  head  than  by  him  who  so  kindly  and  affectionately 
poured  forth  "The  Lamentations  of  Israel"  at  the  great 
loss  to  Capitular  Masonry. 

We  unite  with  the  Grand  First  Principal  in  his  ex- 
pressions of  sorrow  at  a  loss  by  death  of  so  many  excellent 
and  well  tried  Companions,  but  the  torch  of  Truth  held 
high  and  flaring  enjoins  those  who  are  left  behind  to  so 
fight  our  fight,  that  death  shall  not  find  us  unprepared, 
and  that  in  due  time  our  memories  shall  be  accorded 
such  high  honours,  as  are  this  day  given  them. 
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The  presence  of  Grand  Officers  and  Companions 
from  Sister  Jurisdictions  is  a  matter  of  no  slight  mo- 
ment. We  can  well  remember  in  the  past  that  an 
honour  of  this  nature  was  unique,  and  it  was  more  by 
accident  than  design  that  Grand  Chapter  was  delighted 
to  honour  a  distinguished  visitor.  We  are  now  living  in 
a  different  and  vital  dispensation.  The  duty  of  adhe- 
sion, understanding,  and  brotherly  intercourse,  is  now  a 
condition  and  not  a  theory,  and  this  the  Grand  Z.  aptly 
expresses  the  pleasure  of  Grand  Chapter  in  his  closing 
words  of  welcome  of  our  distinguished  guests. 

The  strong,  not  too  strong,  words  of  the  Grand  Z. 
with  regard  to  Masons  carrying  their  Masonry  into 
activities  of  a  non-Masonic  character  meet  with  our 
pronounced  approval — the  incalculable  injury  done  to 
pure  Masonry  by  barnacle  bodies  fostered  by  Masons 
who  ought  to  know  better,  is  apparent  to  all  who  have 
given  the  matter  any  thought.  Masonry  has  to  bear 
all  the  stigma  of  their  misdoings,  while  having  no  con- 
trol over  their  actions.  Sincerely  we  hope  that  this 
wise  counsel  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  will  be  prac- 
tically remembered  by  the  Companions  and  that  they 
shall  be  fruitful  in  their  application. 

We  congratulate  the  Grand  First  Principal  on  the 
fact  that  during  his  term  of  office  the  Royal  Craft  has 
been  a  gigantic  force  for  good,  but  while  not  being  pessi- 
mistic we  should  pause,  when  we  reflect  on  the  great 
increase  in  our  numerical  strength  in  contrast  with  the 
general  lack  of  increase  in  the  total  population  of  the 
country  as  a  whole,  and  would  generally  advise  a  clos- 
ing up  of  the  ranks  and  a  period  of  introspection,  so  that 
we  may  be  assured  that  all  is  well. 

Does  not  the  Grand  Z.  hint  at  obscure  conditions  in 
his  message,  viz.:  (Rushing  and  grouping  of  degrees) 
" Buffoonery,"  the  decadence  of  the  beautiful  ceremon- 
ial of  laying  of  corner-stones  by  Masonic  bodies. 

These  words  were  not  uttered  by  him  for  the  sake  of 
beautiful  phraseology,  but  for  a  purpose.  Think,  Com- 
panions, think — He  has  blazed  the  trail.     Will  you  fol- 
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low,  intelligently,  with  open  minds  guarded  by  your 
knowledge  of  the  Masonic  Art  and  stimulated  by  the 
eternal  quest  of  Truth,  which  is  the  crux  of  Masonic 
endeavor  ? 

Finally,  we  commend  the  Grand  Z.  for  his  unceasing 
and  unselfish  activities  in  the  interest  of  the  Royal  Craft 
and  unite  in  the  hope  that  he  will  long  continue  to  be 
an  honor  and  adornment  to  our  Grand  Chapter.

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HERBERT   S.  GRIFFIN 

(A  Man  with  Scholarly  Attainments) 

Some  one  has  said  that  two  rare  elements  or  factors 
are  indispensable  in  the  preparation  of  a  biography  at 
all  worthy  of  the  name.  The  subject's  life  must  have 
been  both  interesting  and  instructive  in  its  activities 
and  the  biographer  must  have  had  personal  knowledge 
of  the  man  of  whom  he  writes  and  close  intimacy  with 
him.  Further,  a  completed  life  fails  in  its  highest 
purposes  of  instruction  or  inspiration  unless  all  its  parts 
are  placed  in  proper  perspective.  Also,  one  of  the  world's 
greatest  biographers,  Plutarch,  has  said  :  "Nor  is  it 
always  in  the  most  distinguished  achievements  that 
men's  virtues  or  vices  may  be  best  discerned  ;  but  very 
often  an  action  of  small  note,  a  short  saying,  or  a  jest, 
shall  show  a  person's  character  more  than  the  greatest 
sieges  or  the  most  important  battles." 

Thus  it  follows  that  a  mere  memorial  note,  such 
as  this,  circumscribed  and  delimited  by  the  requirements 
of  space  cannot  pretend  to  give  a  fair  picture  of  a  man's 
achievements  or  a  man's  character.  It  can  do  nothing 
more  than  detail  a  few  well-known  facts  about  his  life, 
which  may  serve  as  starting  points  for  thoughts  and 
memories  in  the  minds  of  friends  who  knew  him  and 
loved  him  well. 

Most  Excellent  Companion  Herbert  Spohn  Griffin, 
B.A.,  M.D.,  was  born  at  Mount  Pleasant,  near  Brantford, 
in  1854.  He  was  the  son  of  the  late  Rev.  W.  S.  Griffin 
D.D.,  who  for  many  years  was  Treasurer  of  the  Methodist 
Church  of  Canada,  was  several  times  President  of  the 
Conference  and  for  a  time  was  in  charge  of  the  Methodist 
Book  Room  in  Toronto.  Probably  no  better  known  or 
more  gifted  Divine  ever  lived  in  Canada  and  the  talents 
of  i he  father  were  inherited  by  the  son. 

The  young  man  had  a  brilliant  career  in  Toronto 
L'niversity,  where  he  graduated  at  the  age  of  nine- 
teen, with  the  silver  medal  in  Natural  Science.  He 
immediately  proceeded  with  the  Medical  course,  whence 
he  emerged  with  the  gold  medal  in  Medicine.     He  first 
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began  to  practise  in  Penetanguishene,  but  after  a  short 
time  he  left  that  town  for  further  study  in  his  chosen 
profession.  He  took  a  postgraduate  course  at  Columbia 
University  and  afterwards  studied  in  London,  Edinburgh, 
Paris  and  Vienna.  Returning  he  settled  in  Hamilton, 
w,here  he  remained, growing  in  influence  and  reputation, 
to  the  time  of  his  death.  In  his  profession  he  was  well- 
known  beyond  local  limits,  and  for  many  years  was 
an  elected  member  of  the  Provincial  Medical  Council. 

His  public  activites,  political  and  otherwise,  were 
constant  and  valuable.  He  was  an  ardent  Liberal  and 
contested,  unsuccessfully,  the  Hamilton  seat  in  the 
Dominion  house  in  1902.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  License  Commissioners  for  many  years.  Soon  after 
his  arrival  in  Hamilton  he  associated  himself  with  the 
Thirteenth  Royal  Regiment,  of  which  he  was  Surgeon 
for  years  and  finally  retired  to  the  Reserve  of  officers  with 
the  rank  of  Honorary  Colonel. 

But  his  chief  avocation  and  relaxation  was  Masonry. 
He  was  made  a  Mason  in  Georgian  Lodge,  Penetanguish- 
ene, shortly  after  his  arrival  there,  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
three.  On  returning  to  Hamilton  be  affiliated  with  the 
Barton  Lodge,  of  which  he  subsequently  became  Master. 
He  was  elected  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the 
Hamilton  District  in  1907.  He  was  an  Honorary  In- 
spector General,  33°,  of  the  A.  &  A.  S.  Rite  and  a  past 
presiding  officer  of  Hamilton  Rose  Croix  Chapter.  He 
was  also  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  in  Scotland. 

His  career  in  the  Royal  Craft  was  equally  notable. 
A  member  of  The  Hiram  Chapter,  R.A.M.,  he  was  one  of 
the  charter  members  of  the  Hamilton  Chapter,  of  which 
he  afterwards  became  First  Principal.  He  was  elected 
to  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Canada  at  London  in  1915;  was  chosen  Grand  Third 
Principal  in  1917,  Grand  Second  Principal  in  1919  and 
finally  attained  to  the  rank  of  Grand  First  Principal  in 
February,  1921,  but  only  enjoyed  the  honour  a  few 
months,  for  his  life  ended  on  June  28th  of  the  same  year. 

To  attempt  to  write  here  and  now  an  estimate  of 
Companion    Griffin's   worth    and    character   would    be 
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presumption.  It  is  all  too  early  yet,  while  the  personal 
influence  of  his  life  is  still  so  near,  to  fully  gauge  the 
value  of  his  work.  We  may  safely  say  that  it  was  great  ; 
that  it  will  be  lasting,  no  man  can  say.  Most  Excellent 
Companion  Griffin  was  a  big,  whole-souled  man,  whose 
very  physical  presence  inspired  respect  and  commanded 
attention.  He  was  genial  and  kind  ;  an  unwavering 
friend  to  those  whom  he  thought  worthy.  He  was 
beloved  by  his  patients,  of  whom  he  was  unceasingly 
thoughtful  and  to  whom,  in  their  hours  of  pain,  no 
woman  could  have  been  more  gentle. 

He  had  a  mind  well  trained  and  equipped  by  early 
study  and  he  kept  that  mind  ever  alert  and  active  by 
the  constant  food  and  exercise  of  a  daily  advance  in 
knowledge.  He  was  intensely  ritualistic  and  loved  the 
careful  exemplification  of  the  Masonic  degrees  with  their 
useful  lessons  and  solemn  teachings.  Although  we 
cannot  point  to  any  monumental  work  or  any  material 
memorial  established  by  Companion  Griffin,  and  although 
perhaps,  all  that  can  be  said  of  his  Masonic  life  and  service 
may  be  said  with  equal  truthfulness  of  many  other  breth- 
ren, yet  we  must  agree  that  his  energy  and  faithful 
labour  for  his  profession,  for  his  regiment,  for  his  city  and 
for  his  lodge  have  raised  him  above  the  ordinary  citizen 
as  one  out  of  many. 

So,  too,  we  must  agree  that  all  were  proud  to  point 
to  him  as  one  who  was  worthy  to  be  entrusted  with  the 
Sceptre  of  Zerubbabel  and  who  without  doubt  would 
have  graced  and  dignified  the  highest  office  in  the  Royal 
Craft  by  his  scholarly  attainments  and  his  gentlemanly 
nature.  His  real  value  to  the  Craft  was  in  fact  just 
beginning  to  be  felt  ;  what  he  might  have  done  for 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  we  can  only  guess.  One  thing  we 
do  know,  that  he  loved  his  Masonic  work  and  associations, 
and,  although  his  own  desire,  if  he  could  have  willed  his 
fate,  might  like  ours  have  given  him  a  longer  life  to 
achieve  old  hopes  and  new  aspirations,  yet  he  always 
said  and  felt  that  for  all  he  had  given  to  Masonry  he  had 
received,  with  hundred  fold  increase,  a  bounteous  return 
in  friendships, in  sympathies  and  in  satisfaction. — W.M.L.

REPORT  ON 

FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE 


Companions  of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada: — 

This  is  our  7th  annual  effort  to  interest  you  in  the 
doings  of  other  Grand  Chapters.  We  are  about  to  take 
up  the  Grand  Chapters  one  by  one,  as  the  printed  pro- 
ceedings come  to  us,  read,  mark,  learn,  and  inwardly 
digest  them,  and  then  proceed  to  give  you  some  more 
or  less  coherent  account  of  what  each  Grand  Chapter 
is  doing,  with  such  comments  as  we  think  may  point  a 
moral  if  they  do  not  adorn  the  tale. 

As  usual  we  proceed  alphabetically,  beginning  with — 

ALABAMA. 

The  94th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Albama  was  held  in  Montgomery  on  the  29th  and  30th 
November,  1920.  This  Grand  Chapter  is  known  to 
us  as  an  excellent  one,  and  we  take  pleasure  in  recording 
its  entire  prosperity.  There  are  80  constituent  Chapters 
— 7  having  been  chartered  and  2  having  had  their 
charters  restored  in  1920;  the  total  membership  on  the 
15th  October,  1920,  was  10,765;  and  the  net  gain  for 
the  year  was  2,629.  The  financial  report  is  corres- 
pondingly good;  and  an  increased  amount  was  raised 
by  assessment  for  the  Alabama  Masonic  Home. 

John  Philip  Melvin,  the  Grand  High  Priest  who 
presided  at  this  94th  Grand  Convocation,  was,  we 
learn  from  a  brief  biography  which  accompanies  his 
portrait,  born  in  Tennessee  in  1881.  He  now  lives  in 
Tusaloosa,  Alabama,  and  is  engaged  in  the  coal  business 
there.  "He  is  a  man  of  cheerful  disposition,  quick  to 
make  friends,  generous  and  charitable,  and  an  active 
and  zealous  Masonic  worker."  In  his  address  he  con- 
fesses to  membership  in  the  Order  of  the  Mystic  Shrine, 
but  he  does  not  approve  of  men  being  rushed  through 
the  Chapter  degrees  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  admission 
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to  that  august  body.  Another  confession  made  by  the 
Most  Excellent  is  that  he  "visited"  none  of  the  con- 
stituent Chapters  during  his  year  of  office.  He  did, 
however,  institute  5  of  the  new  Chapters. 

The  address  is  a  brief  one — little  more  than  a  leport 
of  official  acts.  The  Grand  High  Priest  deplores  the 
death  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Basil  M.  Hill,  who 
was  born  in  1850,  and  had  since  1872  resided  in  Spring- 
ville,  Alabama.     He  was  Grand  High  Priest  in  1904. 

M.  E.  Comp.  John  H.  McCormick,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Convo- 
cation to  present  a  plan  of  procedure  whereby  the 
principles  of  Masonry  and  of  American  citizenship  shall 
be  more  thoroughly  and  efficiently  translated  into 
national  life,  submitted  a  report  in  which  the  committee 
recommended  that  each  Chapter  in  the  State  should 
resolve  itself  into  groups,  to  consist  of  from  5  to  12 
members,  to  be  charged  with  certain  duties.  For 
instance,  one  group  should  make  a  careful  scrutiny  of 
and  call  attention  to  any  false  ideals  or  un-American 
teachings  contained  in  any  text-book  used  in  the  public 
schools  within  the  jurisdiction  of  that  Chapter  and  report 
the  same  to  the  High  Priest.  It  should  be  the  duty  of 
a  second  group  to  endeavour  to  see  that  efficient  teachers 
only  were  employed  in  the  public  schools;  to  encourage 
the  payment  of  adequate  salaries  to  such  teachers; 
to  strive  to  have  the  teachers  instruct  our  children 
concerning  the  genios  of  American  institutions,  teaching 
them  loyalty  to  country  and  to  God.  Group  3  should 
ascertain  what  children  in  the  community  are  out  of 
school  and  why,  and  if  because  of  the  need  of  books 
or  proper  clothing  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention 
of  their  Lodges  and  Chapters  that  it  may  be  remedied 
as  far  as  possible  and  each  child  given  an  equal  oppor- 
tunity. "It  should  be  the  duty  of  all  the  groups  to 
ascertain  who  are  Americans  and  who  are  not;  to 
encourage  men  to  return  to  the  Church  of  their  faith 
and  to  relight  the  fires  upon  the  home  altars,  that  we 
may  again  gather  about  the  common  shrine  of  an 
American  home."     The  report  was  adopted. 

We  believe  that  the  subject  of  reports  on  the  fraternal 
dead  needs  reconsideration.     Of  what  value  is  a  report 
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by  a  committee  on  "Necrology"  which  contains  nothing 
but  platitudes  about  the  "Grim  Reaper"  and  the 
"Angel  of  Death"  and  a  couple  of  stanzas  of  a  well- 
known  hymn?  Can  such  a  document  be  called  a  report 
in  any  sense?  A  report  which  gives  some  information 
about  the  members  who  have  departed  during  the  year 
is  of  some  value;  but  in  many  Grand  Chapters  that 
information  is  contained  in  the  address  of  the  Grand 
High  Priest,  and  the  Committee  on  Necrology  has 
nothing  of  substance  left  to  it. 

We  are,  as  usual,  impressed  with  the  excellent  work 
of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Lawrence  H.  Lee  in  preparing 
the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence. "On  the  whole,"  he  says  in  his  cheery  opening, 
"Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  pretty  well  abreast  of  the 
times,  and  is  giving  to  men  that  something  that  the 
experiences  of  the  past  5  years  have  caused  them  to 
seek.  In  no  other  way  can  the  great  accessions  to  its 
ranks  be  rationally  accounted  for."  The  doings  of 
55  Grand  Bodies  are  shrewdly  and  pleasantly  noticed — 
Canada  (1920)  receiving  due  attention  and  gracefully 
worded  praise.

ALBERTA. 

The  proceedings  of  1921  are  interesting  and  well 
chronicled.  The  Grand  Chapter  met  in  Edmonton 
on  the  9th  and  10th  March,  1921,  under  the  presidency 
of  Norman  T.  McLeod,  Grand  First  Principal,  who  in 
his  address  referred  to  the  death  of  Past  Grand  First 
Principal  Andrew  R.  Dickson.  This  distinguished 
Royal  Craftsman  was  Grand  Z.  in  1918,  and  passed  to 
his  reward  on  the  11th  July,  1920,  greatly  regretted. 
Of  him  it  was  said  that  "his  unassuming  good  qualities, 
unfailing  good  nature,  and  faithful  services  will  not 
soon  be  forgotten." 

Perhaps  the  most  interesting  part  of  the  Grand 
Z's  address  related  to  the  reception  of  Lieut. -Col. 
William  Nisbet  Ponton,  out  own  Grand  First  Principal, 
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at  meetings  of  the  Alberta  Chapters  in  the  autumn  of 
1920.    Grand  Z.  McLeod  is  eloquent  upon  this  subject: — 

"M.E.  Companion  Ponton  is  too  well-known  in  the 
Masonic  world  to  need  any  comment  of  mine,  but  I 
am  sure  the  Companions  will  agree  with  me  that  the 
privilege  of  meeting  and  hearing  him  is  appreciated 
here.  His  stirring  address,  the  expression  of  high  and 
noble  sentiments  yet  overflowing  with  the  milk  of 
human  kindness  and  fraternal  love,  will  not  soon  be 
forgotten,  while  the  under-current  of  stern  and  unyield- 
ing loyalty  to  our  Order  and  Flag,  which  at  times  could 
not  be  suppressed,  but  must  have  expression,  will,  I 
hope,  not  be  lost  sight  of.  The  tie  that  binds  us  to  our 
Mother  Grand  Chapter  has  been  drawn  closer  and 
strengthened  fourfold  by  his  visit  to  us." 

Two  more  paragraphs  should  also  be  quoted  from 
the  address,  which  is  indeed  an  excellent  one: — 

"In  comparing  our  progress  with  that  of  other  years 
our  increase  in  membership  of  246  should  be  considered 
very  satisfactory.  There  have  been  no  new  Chapters 
instituted,  so  there  is  no  overlapping  from  that  source. 
In  regard  to  this  phase  of  the  question,  why  not  register 
only  the  exaltations  by  Chapters  working  under  dis- 
pensation? When  charters  are  granted  the  added 
membership  of  those  who  signed  the  application  will  be 
balanced  by  the  withdrawals  of  these  members  from 
their  mother-Chapters.  This  is  not  a  new  idea,  but  is 
in  force  in  some  Jurisdictions." 

"A  survey  of  conditions  existing  in  our  Chapters,  a 
comparison  of  the  attendance  with  the  total  member- 
ship— leaving  out  the  drawbacks  of  travel,  etc.,  in  the 
sparsely  settled  districts,  leaving  out  what  might  be 
termed  the  large  silent  vote,  those  who  are  carrying  on 
the  work  (and  good  work  too)  in  their  own  quiet  way — 
still  shows  a  wide  discrepancy.  It  may  be  that  it  is 
their  innate  modesty  keeps  these  Companions-  away. 
They  may  feel  somewhat  like  the  young  girl  who  left 
her  country  home  to  take  service  in  the  near-by  city, 
with  high  hopes  of  improving  her  condition,  socially  and 
financially.  She  returned  to  her  home  after  a  few  days, 
and,  on  being  questioned  as  to  her  reason  for  doing  so, 
replied  that  'she  could  not  afford  to  work  for  any  family 
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who  could  not  afford  to  employ  better  help  than  she, 
herself,  was.'  To  our  Companions  who  are  staying 
away  from  our  meetings  and  who  are  not  sharing  in  our 
activities  for  any  such  reason  as  this  the  best  and 
easiest  remedy  is  to  cultivate  a  little  interest  in  the 
affairs  and  doings  of  the  local  organisation.  One  of 
the  first  lessons  taught  us  was,  'In  all  important  under- 
takings there  must  be  Wisdom  to  contrive,  Strength 
to  support,  and  Beauty  to  adorn,'  and  I  think  our  pre- 
siding officers  will  consider  we  are,  if  only  by  our  attend- 
ance, displaying  at  least  one  of  these  estimable  virtues, 
as  a  well  filled  Chapter-room  is  a  beautiful  sight,  and  if 
we  acquire  this  one  it  will  not  be  long  before  we,  unknown 
to  ourselves,  develope  a  new  and  healthier  growth  of  the 
other  two,  and  our  'Family'  be  in  a  position  to  employ 
'help'  that  will  not  be  doubtful  of  its  own  qualifications." 

The  report  of  Grand  Scribe  E.  John  E.  Johnson  shows 
the  number  of  constituent  Chapters  as  24,  with  a  total 
membership  on  the  31st  December,  1920,  of  2,491,  and 
a  net  increase  for  the  year  of  246. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foieign  Corres- 
pondence is  signed  by  M.E.  Comp.  S.Y.  Taylor,  Chair- 
man, M.E.  Comp.  M.M.  Downey,  and  R.E.  Comp. 
F.S.  Selwood.  It  is  again  in  topical  form,  and  is  quite 
interesting  as  well  as  instructive.

ARIZONA. 

The  Cty  of  B1'sbee,  in  Arizona,  was  the  place  of 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  the  time  of  holding 
the  31st  Annual  Convocation  was  the  9th  February, 
1921.  The  presiding  genius  was  Edwin  Alvin  Hughes, 
Grand  High  Priest,  from  whose  brief  and  businesslike 
address  the  following  paragraph,  concisely  stating  the 
condition  of  the  Royal  Arch  in  Arizona,  is  taken: — 

"In  spreading  before  you  a  record  of  my  official  acts 
for  the  past  year,  I  have  very  little  to  present,  as  my 
term  has  been  one  of  negation.  No  complaints  have 
come  to  me  and  I  have  been  asked  for  no  decisions. 
This  might  be  indicative  of  great  inactivity  and  lack  of 
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interest  for  Capitular  Masonry  in  Arizona,  were  it  not 
for  the  fact  that  the  reports  of  the  subordinate  Chapteis 
show  a  healthy  increase  in  membership,  and  the  banner 
year  since  the  organisation  of  this  Grand  Chapter, 
there  being  a  net  gain  of  106  members  for  the  year 
1920,  which  in  itself  signifies  that  Peace  and  Harmony 
prevail  among  the  Craft,  and  that  the  Companions  are 
thoroughly  conversant  with  its  laws  and  regulations." 

The  Grand  Secretary's  tabular  statement  shows  10 
active  Chapters,  with  a  total  membership  of  1,119; 
net  gain  in  a  year,  106. 

There  is  no  correspondence  report.

ARKANSAS. 

The  Grand  Chapter  meets  each  year  in  November. 
It  would  perhaps  be  possible  to  have  the  printed  pro- 
ceedings before  the  Masonic  world  in  Januaiy  of  the 
next  year,  and  if  that  were  accomplished  they  would 
be  in  time  for  our  annual  review,  which  is  presented  to 
our  Grand  Chapter  in  February.  We  find,  however, 
in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  Arkansas  for  1920,  that  the  proceedings  for  1919 
were  not  in  type  until  the  25th  February,  1920.  Those 
proceedings  were  reviewed  by  us  in  1921;  and  we  now 
have  the  proceedings  of  1920  for  review  in  1922.  Prob- 
ably we  just  missed  having  them  in  time  for  last  year's 
review.  This  is  typical  of  what  happens  in  the  case 
of  many  Grand  Chapters,  and  accounts  for  the  staleness 
of  many  of  our  reviews. 

The  Grand  Convocation  of  1920  was  the  71st  Annual, 
and  was  held  in  the  City  of  Little  Rock  on  the  18th 
November.  Edgar  A.  McCulloch,  of  Little  Rock, 
Grand  High  Priest,  presided  in  the  Grand  East,  and 
read  an  able  and  highly  interesting  address. 

Arkansas  has  among  its  Past  Grand  High  Priests  an 
eminent  officer  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
United  States — Charles  N.  Rix,  General  Grand  King— 
who  was  received  with  special  honours,  and  in  a  brief 
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response  made  a  reference  to  the  Triennial  Convocation 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  to  be  held  in  Asheville, 
North  Carolina,  on  the  28th  September,  1921 — a  date 
which  in  November,  1920,  seemed  a  long  way  off,  but 
has  now  been  more  than  overtaken. 

Companion  John  H.  Cowles,  Past  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Ken- 
tucky, was  presented,  and  given  a  hearty  welcome  by 
the  Grand  Chapter.  Companion  Cowles  responded  in 
fitting  terms,  acknowledging  the  greeting,  and  gave  a 
very  interesting  address  on  the  Masonic  life  and  history 
of  George  Washington  and  explained  the  plans  and  intent 
of  the  George  Washington  Memorial  Temple  to  be 
erected  to  his  memory  at  Alexandria,  Virginia. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  address  and  on  motion 
duly  carried,  the  sum  of  $1,000  was  appropriated  to 
aid  in  the  work;  payments  of  $200  in  5  annual  instal- 
ments. 

From  the  Grand  High  Priest's  address  we  extract 
the  following  paragraphs,  eloquent  of  progress  and 
prosperity: — 

"Capitular  Masonry  has  been  especially  prosperous. 
The  year  has  not  been  an  especially  eventful  one  in 
any  respect,  and  yet  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary 
will  show  that  it  has  been  the  most  prosperous  one  in 
all  the  history  of  this  Grand  Chapter.  In  that  respect, 
indeed,  the  year  has  been  eventful  to  us.  We  have  had 
a  greater  number  of  exaltations  than  during  any  previous 
year,  and  the  net  gain  in  membership  has  reached  to 
nearly  800.  The  receipt  of  funds  has  far  exceeded  that 
of  any  former  year.  Many  of  the  Chapters  have 
enjoyed  enthusiastic  revivals  of  interest  and  activity, 
surpassing  anything  of  the  kind  that  has  heretofore 
occurred  in  our  history,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  antici- 
pate that  it  will  not  continue. 

"We  may  point  with  pride  and  satisfaction  to  the 
fact  that  Masonry  has  been  and  is  now  a  great  moral 
force  in  this  State,  as  elsewhere.  Its  influence  on 
community  welfare  has  been  admittedly  extensive,  and 
society  at  large  has  been  the  beneficiary  of  its  wholesome 
and  righteous  activities.  It  is  safe  to  assert  that  no 
other    single    organisation   has   contributed    more   than 
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Masonry  to  the  upbuilding  of  society  or  has  led  the 
way  more  directly  to  good  citizenship.  Membership 
in  a  Masonic  Lodge  is,  indeed,  a  mark  of  honour  in 
this  State.  And  Capitular  Masonry  feeds  the  souls 
of  those  hungering  for  further  light.  It  is  an  inspiration 
to  the  worthy  Master  Mason." 

Dispensations  for  two  new  Chapters  were  issued 
during  the  year;  the  charter  of  a  dead  Chapter  was 
arrested  and  that  of  a  defunct  Chapter  restored.  There 
appear  to  have  been  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  88  active 
Chaters,  with  a  total  membership  of  6,407,  and  a  net 
gain  of  1 ,068  for  the  year. 

One  of  the  rulings  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  approved 
by  the  Grand  Chapter,  is  interesting: — 

"4.  A  Chapter  has  the  right  to  demand  of  an  un- 
affiliated Royal  Arch  Mason  residing  in  its  territorial 
jurisdiction  the  surrender  or  destruction  of  an  alleged 
exposition  of  the  Capitular  Degrees  or  an  unauthorised 
ritual  of  said  degrees  in  his  possession,  and,  upon  his 
refusal  to  surrender  or  destroy  the  same  on  demand, 
may  prefer  charges  against  him  and  put  him  on  trial 
for  un-Masonic  conduct." 

The  sum  of  $300  was  voted  to  the  Masonic  Orphans' 
Home  at  Batesville  to  assist  in  building  a  sidewalk 
from  the  city  to  the  Home. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres- 
pondence was  prepared  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
Mark  P.  Olney,  in  brief — almost  telegraphic — form. 
The  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chaptei  of  Canada  in 
1920  are  well-summarised;  but  the  reviewer  is  not  quite 
correct  when  he  writes  that  the  tellers  at  our  elections 
are  called  "sciutinizers" — scrutineers  perhaps.  For  our 
own  part,  we  think  "tellers"  the  better  word.

BRITISH  COLUMBIA. 

It  is  with  pride  and  pleasure  that  we  chronicle  the 
continued  success  and  prosperity  of  this  Grand  Chap- 
ter's younger  daughter — the  Grand  Chapter  of  British 
Columbia — in  her  own  household. 
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The  3rd  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  the  Masonic 
Temple  in  the  City  of  Victoria  on  the  21st  June,  1921. 
The  name  of  the  eminent  Royal  Craftsman  who  pre- 
sided is  one  to  conjure  with,  and  we  wish  that  we  had 
some  fuller  details  of  his  personal  history  to  lay  before 
our  readers  than  are  afforded  by  the  rather  meagre 
account  of  him  given  in  a  preface  to  the  volume  con- 
taining the  printed  proceedings  for  1921.  "Edward  B. 
Paul,"  says  his  anonymous  biographer,  "has  been  for 
a  quarter  of  a  century  a  most  devoted  Masonic  student, 
and  has  been  closely  identified  with  all  branches  of 
Masonic  work.  A  man  of  profound  scholarly  attain- 
ments, he  has  delved  more  deeply  than  the  ordinary 
Masonic  student,  and  has  a  large  fund  of  information 
on  Masonic  history  and  symbolism.  His  lectures  and 
addresses  are  always  a  great  attraction  to  the  students 
of  ancient:  lore,  and  are  listened  to  with  the  interest 
and  attention  justly  due  to  a  Freemason  who  has  been 
honoured  with  the  distinguished  positions  of  Grand 
Master  and  Grand  Z."  Brother  Paul  is  a  British 
Columbia  Mason  by  origin,  having  been  raised  in 
Vancouver  and  Quadra  Lodge,  Victoria,  in  1897.  He 
was  Grand  Master  of  Masons  of  British  Columbia  in 
1910,  and  was  elected  Grand  Z.  in  1920.  "Always 
active  in  a  good  cause"  is  the  final  word  of  the  short 
appreciation. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  Z.  said: — 

"If  any  argument  were  required  to  prove  the  wisdom 
of  the  establishment  of  a  Grand  Chapter  in  British 
Columbia,  I  would  draw  your  attention  to  the  report 
which  will  be  laid  before  you  by  our  R.E.  Grand  Scribe  E. 
on  the  matter  of  the  number  of  members  enrolled  in 
each  Chapter,  the  number  of  exaltations  during  the 
year  under  review,  and  the  increase  in  the  year  1920-21 
over  that  of  1919-20.  By  that  you  will  observe  that 
great  activity  exists  throughout  the  Jurisdiction.  The 
total  number  of  the  exaltations,  during  the  calendar 
year  of  1920,  was  270,  and  the  number  of  members  on 
the  roll  on  December  31,  1920,  was  2,038,  an  increase 
of  296  over  the  number  reported  by  R.E.  Grand  Scribe 
E.  in  his  last  report.  But  those  statistics,  no  matter 
how  instructive  and  interesting,  are  only  a  small  indi- 
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cation  of  the  enthusiasm  exhibited  by  the  Chapters 
which  visits  to  them  disclose.  I  have  found  in  every 
Chapter  inspected  by  me  zeal  and  love  for  Capitular 
Masonry,  emulation  in  the  work,  and  true  Masonic 
spirit,  proving  to  me  that  Most  Excellent  Companion 
Watson's  statement  in  his  address  that  'there  is  a  great 
revival  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry',  is  as  absolutely  true 
now  as  it  was  when  he  made  it.  I  am  certain,  therefore, 
that  the  revival  occurring  immediately  after  the  found- 
ation of  Grand  Chapter  is  no  coincidence,  but  is  the 
result  of  its  establishment." 

The  Grand  Z.  had  visited  many  of  the  Chapters 
during  his  year  of  office,  and  gave  an  interesting  account 
of  his  visits,  adding: — 

"The  general  impression  I  gained  in  my  visits  was, 
as  I  stated  above,  great  enthusiasm  for  Capitular 
Masonry  throughout  the  Jurisdiction.  I  met  many 
real  students  of  Masonry — some  investigating  along 
the  historical  line,  some  devoting  themselves  to  sym- 
bolism, but  all  searchers  for  Truth.  I  sincerely  hope 
that  the  prosecution  of  this  search — the  principal  duty 
of  Freemasons — will  continue,  and  that  our  younger 
Companions  will  come  to  recognise  that  they  can  have 
few  more  fascinating  pleasures  than  those  derived 
from  trying  to  solve  for  themselves  the  great  mysteries 
of  the  Craft." 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  showed  that  two 
new  Chapters  under  dispensation  had  been  organised 
during  the  year  preceding  this  Convocation,  one  at 
Kamloops,  the  other  at  Chilliwack.  This  brought  the 
total  number  of  Chapters  to  19 — all  of  them  active  and 
well-established.  The  total  membership  on  the  31st 
December,  1920,  was  2,038,  and  the  net  increase  for 
the  year  207. 

The  Grand  Treasurer,  R.E.  Comp.  J.  M.  Rudd,  of 
Nanaimo,  reported  a  balance  of  $2,731.42  on  hand — 
roughly,  an  increase  of  $1,000  over  the  balance  at  the 
end  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  ritual  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  is  to  be 
"continued  for  the  present,"  with  the  addition  of  the 
P.M.  degree. 
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The  next   Annual  Convocation  is  to  be  held  at  the 
City  of  Prince  Rupert,  in  June,  1922. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres- 
pondence is  from  the  able  pen  of  Companion  Prescott, 
Grand  Scribe  E.  The  reviews  cover  38  Grand  Bodies 
and  are  excellent  in  form  and  substance.  Our  proceed- 
ings of  1921  receive  extensive  and  favourable  notice.

CALIFORNIA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the 
State  of  California  held  its  67th  Annual  Convocation 
in  the  Masonic  Temple,  in  the  City  of  Long  Beach, 
on  the  19th  and  20th  April,  1921.  There  was  a  good 
attendance;  and,  among  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  present,  were  10  survivors  of  the  earthquake 
and  fire  of  the  18th  April,  1906,  who  were,  in  attendance 
at  Grand  Chapter  and  present  on  the  morning  session 
of  that  date.  Of  the  46  Companions  who  met  together 
on  that  memorable  morning  but  27  now  remained,  19 
having  crossed  the  Bar.  The  10  who  were  present  in 
1921  were  received  with  Grand  Honours. 

The  opening  words  of  the  address  of  Grand  High 
Priest  Harry  Maundrell,  who  presided,  were  as  follows: — 

"The  Capitular  year  just  passed  has  shown  most 
s remarkable  and  gratifying  results,  particularly  in  the 
item  of  membership  gains,  the  splendid  increase  recorded 
in  the  preceding  year  having  been  just  about  doubled. 
This  seems  to  have  arisen  from  the  fact  that  the  great 
wave  of  Masonry,  of  which  we  felt  the  beneficent  results 
in  that  year,  far  from  having  spent  its  force,  seems  to 
have  gathered  and  accumulated  greater  strength  and 
power  as  it  marched  along,  inundating  all  branches  of 
the  Order,  but  none  to  a  greater  extent  than  Capitular 
Masonry.  Our  gains  have  at  least  kept  pace  with,  if 
not  surpassed,  those  of  any  other  branch  of  Masonry, 
and  the  Chapter  seems  now  really  to  be  coming  into  its 
own  and  assuming  the  rank,  the  position,  to  which  it  is 
entitled." 

In  the  month  of  February  preceding  the  meeting, 
the  Grand  High  Priest  said,  "a  man  of  high  ideals  and 
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splendid  character,  a  dignified  gentleman  and  a  true 
friend,"  Colonel  William  Whittingham  Lyman,  who 
was  Grand  High  Priest  in  1913-14,  had  passed  away. 
The  son  of  a  bishop  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  he  was  a 
farmer,  a  school-trustee,  and  a  bank-president,  as  well 
as  a  very  active  Mason. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  was  not  a  long 
one.  The  formal  records  of  his  year's  administration 
were  given  as  an  addendum.  The  last  paragraph  of 
the  address  proper  is  well  worth  quoting: — 

"In  closing  I  wish  to  say,  Companions,  speaking 
Masonically,  that  these  are  stirring  times;  whether  as 
a  result  of  the  upheaval  caused  by  the  Great  War  in 
Europe  or  of  the  superior  intelligence  resulting  from  the 
opportunities  afforded,  and  the  raising  of  the  general 
standard  of  education  by  our  splendid  public  school 
system,  there  seems  to  be  a  stronger  trend  towards 
Masonry  than  any  previous  generation  has  known. 
But,  while  we  are,  doubtless,  greatly  tempted  to  take 
every  advantage  of  the  situation,  and  reach  out  for 
increase,  and  still  further  increase,  of  the  numbers 
marching  under  our  banner,  is  not  this  especially  the 
time  to  institute  a  greater  measure  of  care  in  the  selection 
of  our  members,  and  not  blindly,  without  due  care, 
admit  any  and  every  one  who  does  us  the  honour  to 
knock  at  our  doors?  As  Royal  Arch  Masons  should  we 
not  exercise  greater  caution  than  ever  in  passing  upon 
applications?  The  mere  fact  that  a  man  has  managed 
to  get  by,  to  pass  one  investigating  committee,  and  has 
become  a  Master  Mason,  should  not  of  itself  operate 
to  cause  us  to  dispense  with  all  precautions — especially 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  Lodges  have  found,  before  now, 
that  some  applicants  who  have  managed  to  get  in 
should  never  have  been  admitted.  That  will  not  excuse 
our  laxness,  and  it  will  at  all  times  be  well  to  bear  in 
mind  that  the  welfare,  the  perpetuity  of  our  institution, 
depends  not  so  much  upon  making  members  as  upon 
making  Masons." 

This  is  excellently  well  expressed.  We  have  not  be- 
fore seen  so  clear  an  answer  to  the  proposition  that  a 
man  who  has  been  found  worthy  to  enter  a  Lodge  is, 
without  more,  a  fit  person  for  exaltation. 
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The  report  of  Grand  Secretary  Davies  showed  109 
active  chartered  Chapters  and  2  under  dispensation; 
17,240  members  on  the  1st  April,  1921 ;  and  a  net  increase 
of  2,026  in  a  year — more  than  double  that  reported 
last  year,  at  that  time  the  largest  gain  in  membership 
in  the  history  of  Grand  Chapter.  The  other  reports 
made  to  Grand  Chapter  were  eloquent  of  harmony  and 
progress. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
signed  by  Companion  Hugh  K.  McKevitt,  Chairman,  is 
again  in  topical  form,  and  (of  its  kind)  excellent.

COLUMBIA  (DISTRICT  OF.) 

The  printed  proceedings  of  -the  Grand  Chapter  for 
1921  are  interspersed  with  portraits  of  ruleis  of  the 
Royal  Craft,  accompanied  in  each  case  by  a  sketch  of 
the  subject.  Frank  F.  Major,  elected  Grand  High 
Priest  in  1920  and  found  presiding  at  the  54th  Annual 
Convocation,  held  in  Washington  on  the  9th  February, 
1921,  was  born  in  Washington  in  1866,  and  has  been  in 
the  same  business  house  in  that  city,  in  which  he  now 
occupies  the  position  of  cashier  and  paymaster,  since 
he  was  13  years  old.  "In  the  frequency  of  his  visits  to 
the  constituent  Chapters,  writes  his  biographer,  "M.E. 
Companion  Major  far  exceeded  the  record  of  any  of 
his  predecessors;  and  the  phenomenal  prosperity  enjoyed 
by  the  Chapters  under  his  administration  is  due  in  no 
small  measure  to  the  stimulating  influence  of  his  presence 
at  their  Convocations.  He  retires  with  the  hearty  good- 
will and  esteem  of  his  Companions  and  the  consciousness 
of  duty  well-performed." 

A  very  distinguished  Craftsman,  George  Clarke 
Ober,  died  in  February,  1920.  He  was  born  in  Wash- 
ington in  1860,  studied  medicine  in  Georgetown  Univer- 
sity, and  graduated  with  the  highest  honours  of  his 
class  in  1882.  He  became  a  successful  physician  in 
Washington- and  a  professor  in  the  medical  department 
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of  the  National  University.  He  was  Grand  High  Priest 
in  1904  and  was  afterwards  Grand  Master  and  Grand 
Commander. 

Another  Past  Grand  High  Priest  who  died  in  1920 
was  Walter  B.  Pettus,  born  in  Kentucky  in  1853. 
Schoolmaster,  lawyer,  and  civil  servant,  he  had  lived 
in  Washington  the  greater  part  of  his  adult  life.  He  was 
Grand  High  Priest  in  1914. 

The  list  of  portraits  and  biographies  ends  with  a 
very  eminent  Mason  who  is  still  living — George  Edward 
Corson,  who  was  born  in  Lebanon,  Maine,  in  1841, 
fought  in  the  Civil  war,  and  in  1864  became  a  civil 
servant  in  Washington.  He  had  a  most  useful  and 
brilliant  official  career,  filling  various  positions  of  ever- 
increasing  responsibility  until  he  was  retired  in  August, 
1920.  He  was  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  District  in 
1886,  and  General  Grand  High  Priest  from  1915  till 
1918.  "Possessed  of  a  dignified  yet  pleasing  presence, 
a  genial,  affable,  and  courteous  disposition,  a  broad, 
intellectual,  and  judicial  mind,  and  an  unflagging 
interest  and  energy  in  all  Masonic  activities,  he  has 
filled  the  many  offices  of  trust  to  which  he  has  been 
called  with  conspicuous  ability." 

The  address  of  Grand  High  Priest  Major  at  the  54th 
Annual  Convocation  was  read  by  our  old  friend  Roe 
Fulkerson,  then  Grand  Scribe  and  now  Grand  King — 
the  Most  Excellent  himself  feeling  indisposed  but  not 
retiring  from  the  auditorium.  The  address,  while 
excellent  in  both  form  and  substance,  does  not  contain 
much  that  is  likely  to  be  of  interest  to  outsiders.  The 
figures  which  denote  continued  prosperity  should  be 
given.  The  net  increase  in  membership  for  the  year 
1920  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
— 803.  The  13  constituent  Chapters  had  at  the  end  of 
that  year  an  aggregate  membership  of  5,259. 

We  quote  from  the  address  the  following  paragraph, 
which  has  a  special  interest  for  Canada.  See  how  our 
Ruler  disported  himself  while  in  the  gay  capital: — 

"The  work  of  the  year  was  brought  to  a  close  by  a 
Grand  Royal  Arch  Night  under  the  auspices  of  Mount 
Pleasant  Chapter,  No.  13,  and  the  High  Priests'  Associa- 
ation,  held  in  the  large  ball-room  at  the  Arcade,  14th 
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street  and  Park  road,  N.W.,  on  the  evening  of  December 
30.  The  Chapter  opened  at  6.45  o'clock,  and  the  Grand 
Chapter  officers  conferred  the  Royal  Arch  degree,  after 
which  the  doors  were  thrown  open  to  the  ladies  for 
dancing,  which  continued  until  midnight.  The  affair 
was  pronounced  by  many  to  be  one  of  the  finest  ever 
held  in  this  Jurisdiction.  We  had  as  our  guest  on  this 
occasion  the  Grand  Z.  of  Canada,  M.E.  Companion 
W.  N.  Ponton." 

The  Grand  Visitor  and  Lecturer,  R.E.  Companion 
Orville  Drown,  presented  his  28th  annual  report  of  the 
work  of  his  office,  and  was  voted  an  increase  in  his  salary. 
He  is  in  his  84th  year. 

W.  M.  Jermane,  who  refers  to  himself  as  "an  active 
newspaperman,"  is  the  successor  of  Roe  Fulkerson  at 
the  round  table.  At  this  Convocation  he  presented 
his  fiist  Report  on  Correspondence,  under  the  heading 
"The  Capitular  World,  Doings  of  Various  Grand 
Chapters."  It  is  both  interesting  and  instructive. 
His  views,  as  well  as  his  reviews,  demand  attention,  and 
we  therefore  extract  a  considerable  portion  of  his 
"foreword."  The  statements  are  highly  interesting  and 
if  not  precisely  novel  are  at  least  somewhat  more  daringly 
framed  than  others  we  have  read  to  a  similar  effect. 
Briefly,  his  idea  is  that  a  dull  recapitulation,  even  if 
it  covers  all  important  points,  will  not  be  read,  while  a 
well-written,  more  or  less  vivid,  series  of  articles,  will 
always  command  and  hold  the  attention  of  readers, 
and  so  bring  them  to  take  an  interest  in  Capitular 
affairs.  We  agree  at  all  points  with  Companion  Jermane. 
Let  him  speak  for  himself: —     - 

"Committees  en  Correspondence  in  all  parts  of  the 
United  States  express  regret  because  Excellent  Com- 
panion Roe  Fulkerson,  who  for  10  years  did  that  work 
for  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  has 
seen  fit  to  decline  further  service.  Thai  regret  is  shared 
by  Capitular  Masons  here,  who  would  be  glad  to  have 
the  work  continued  by  the  man  who  knows  so  well  how 
to  do  it.  But  Companion  Fulkerson  is  a  very  busy 
man  Masonically.  In  a  couple  of  years  we  hope  to 
see  him  in  the  office  of  Grand  High  Priest.  Not  long 
after  that  we  hoDe  to  see  him  in  the  office  of  Grand 
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Master.  Meanwhile,  he  has  been  made  the  District 
of  Columbia  Deputy  for  the  Supreme  Council  of  the 
Scottish  Rite,  Southern  Jurisdiction.  The  last  named 
position  calls  for  a  great  deal  of  his  spare  time,  and  it 
is  obvious  that  he  could  not  continue  his  work  as 
correspondent. 

"It  was  Arthemus  Ward  who  said  of  George  Wash- 
ington that  'he  was  a  human  angel  without  wings,  in 
knee  breeches  and  a  three-cornered  hat,  and  we  never 
shall  look  upon  his  like  again.'  That  isn't  Companion 
Fulkerson,  but  it  may  be  some  time  before  his  like 
appears  among  the  company  of  Foreign  Correspondents 
of  Grand  Chapters. 

"All  of  this  goes  straight  to  the  heart  of  the  question 
of  whether  the  reports  of  Foreign  Correspondents  are- 
worth  while.  In  too  many  cases  they  are  not — in 
Blue  Lodge,  Chapter,  and  "Commandery  fields.  The 
theory  upon  which  that  work  is  founded,  however,  is 
sound.  It  is  worth  while  to  carry  to  Masons  in  every 
Jurisdiction  some  account  of  what  is  going  on  Masoni- 
cally  in  other  Jurisdictions.  The  human  animal  is  so 
constituted  that  his  interests  are  narrowly  confined 
to  those  things  with  regard  to  which  he  is  informed. 
Things  about  which  he  knows  little,  or  nothing,  make 
no  appeal  to  him.  In  the  interest  of  unity  of  thought 
and  that  solidarity  of  purpose  which  are  so  essentially 
necessary  in  the  carrying  on  of  Masonic,  as  well  as  of 
all  other,  undertakings,  it  is  highly  desirable  to  have  this 
work  of  correspondence  done.  But,  in  order  to  be 
successful,  it  must  be  well  done.  In  numerous  cases 
it  is  not  well  done,  and  therein  lies  all  the  difficulty. 

"If  Foreign  Correspondents  were  always  selected 
with  special  reference  to  their  fitness  for  the  work  in 
hand,  the  trouble  would  begin  to  disappear.  But  that, 
I  am  sorry  to  say,  isn't  always  the  case. 

"If  these  reports  are  well  written,  and  present, only 
important  and  interesting  information,  omitting  matters 
of  obvious  routine,  and  if,  in  addition,  they  are  accom- 
panied by  proper  interpretative  comment,  they  will 
be  read;  if  not,  they  will  not  be  read.  It  is  highly 
desirable,  of  couise,  to  have  the  work  'built  up'  by  the 
display  of  a  sense  of  humour;  but  that,  desirable  as  it 
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is,  is  not  essential.  Good  work,  true  work,  square 
work,  will  carry  without  it.  That  is  the  situation  in  a 
nutshell.  I  have  had  much  difficulty  in  forcing  myself 
to  read  a  good  many  of  the  reports  of  Foreign  Corres- 
pondents for  1920;  how  much  greater  that  difficulty  is 
in  the  case  of  Companions  who  do  not  read  as  a  matter 
of  duty,  but  to  be  entertained,  may  easily  be  imagined. 

Not  for  anything  that  could  be  given  me  would  I 
name  the  Jurisdictions  in  which  this  work,  in  my  opinion, 
is  not  well  done.  I  do  feel,  however,  that  I  am  war- 
ranted in  saying  that  the  number  is  entirely  too  laige. 
The  attention  which  has  been  given  the  reviews  of 
Companion  Fulkerson  proves  all  that  I  say.  There 
is  in  every  Grand  Jurisdiction  some  Capitular  Mason, 
well  equipped  in  every  way,  whose  service  as  Corres- 
pondent might  be  secured  for  the  asking.  Many  of 
them  are  already  at  work;  if  49  of  them  could  be  enlisted, 
the  question  would  no  longer  be  raised  as  to  whether  the 
reports  of  the  Foreign  Correspondents  were  being  read; 
they  would  be  read,  and  with  interest,  and  the  theory 
upon  which  this  work  is  done  Would  be  fully  sustained." 

Companion  Jermane  pays  a  good  deal  of  attention 
to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  (proceedings  of  1920). 
He  says  that  it  "is  in  a  flourishing  condition  and  that  it 
is  a  pleasure  to  look  over  the  report  of  its  annual  pro- 
ceedings. There  is  much  of  confidence  and  optimism 
in  the  reports  and  a  minimum  of  the  things  that  tend 
to  discourage."

CONNECTICUT. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Connecticut  had  a  full  share 
of  the  prosperity  of  the  year  1920.  Its  membership 
leaped  from  11,593  in  April,  1920,  to  12,953  in  April, 
1921;  and  its  treasury  overflowed.  Where  there  were 
40  chartered  Chapters  there  are  now  44.  It  was  said 
that  all  the  Chapters  gained  in  membership.  In 
Pythagoras  Chapter,  Hartford,  there  were  184  exalta- 
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tions  in  the  year,  and  the  total  membership  was  reported 
at  1,520  Although  the  State  is  not  a  large  one,  the  work 
carried  on  in  the  Masonic  Home  at  Wallingford  is  big 
and  generous. 

In  the  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  M.E. 
Companion  Henry  R.  Tisdale,  at  the  123rd  Annual 
Convocation,  held  in  Hartford,  on  the  10th  May,  1921, 
the  death,  in  January,  1921,  of  Gilbert  Lamb  Hewitt, 
Past  Grand  High  Priest,  was  feelingly  referred  to. 
Born  in  Connecticut  in  1846,  he  lived  the  greater  part 
of  his  life  in  Norwich,  in  that  State,  and  there  carried 
on  business,  first  as  a  wholesale  grocer  and  in  later 
years  as  a  real  estate  and  bonding  agent.  He  was 
found  dead  in  his  bed  in  his  house  in  Norwich  on  a 
January  morning.  He  was  excessively  fond  of  children, 
and  took  a  great  interest  in  the  County  Home  for 
Children,  to  which  he  gave  both  his  time  and  his  money 
in  liberal  measure.  Could  a  Mason  do  better?  He  was 
Grand  High  Priest  in  1890. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  shared  with  the  other  three 
principal  officers  the  duties  of  inspecting  the  constituent 
Chapters.  It  is  perhaps  interesting  to  note  that  the 
highest  percentage  of  members  present  upon  the  occasion 
of  a  visit  from  a  Grand  officer  was  45,  while  the  lowest 
was  6. 

This  Grand  Chapter  was  very  positive  in  deprecating 
the  adoption  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  con- 
stitution of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  instructed 
its  representatives  "to  use  all  honourable  means  to 
defeat  the  same." 

Upon  this  question  Past  Grand  High  Priest  George 
A.  Kies,  as  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  is  quite 
strong.  He  says  that  "the  whole  business  is  founded 
upon  false  premises"  and  "should  be  thrown  overboard." 

The  correspondence  Report  is  the  13th  epistle  of 
Companion  Kies,  and  is  as  vigorous  as  any  of  the  earlier 
ones  which  we  have  perused.  In  reviewing  Canada 
(1920)  he  states  that  "personally  we  only  consider  the 
soil  of  Canada  as  foreign.  The  people  we  welcome  as 
our  own  kin." 
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Among  the  distinguished  visitors  present  at  this 
Convocation  was  our  own  M.E.  Companion  William 
Nisbet  Ponton.

DELAWARE. 

Grand  High  Priest  George  L.  Dickerson  presided  at 
the  53rd  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Delaware,  held  in  the  City  of  Wilmington,  on  the  19th 
January,  1921.  A  portrait  and  a  sketch  of  the  Masonic 
career  of  Companion  Dickerson  are  found  in  the  fore- 
front of  the  printed  proceedings  at  this  Convocation, 
from  which  we  learn  that  he  was  born  in  Wilmington 
in  1881,  and  was  made  a  Mason  in  the  same  city  in 
1908.  He  was  Master  of  his  blue  Lodge  in  Wilmington 
in  1913,  High  Priest  of  his  Chapter  in  1915,  and  has 
since  been  climbing  the  ladder  of  promotion  in  Grand 
Chapter.  We  are  left  to  gather  impressions  of  his 
personality  from  his  portrait  and  address,  and  we 
hazard  the  guess  that  he  is  a  business  man.  The  address 
read  by  him  contains  no  more  than  a  summary  of  his 
official  acts,  but  it  is  well  put  together — it  may  be 
described  as  a  good  business  document. 

The  new  Chapter  in  Dover  was  warranted  at  this 
meeting.  "The  Companions  of  Kent  Chapter,"  said 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Warrants,  which  was 
adopted,  "while  working  under  dispensation  have 
acquitted  themselves  in  such  a  manner  as  to  warrant  the 
expectation  of  their  forming  a  strong  and  healthy 
constituent  of  this  Grand  Chapter."  The  new  Chapter 
while  undei  dispensation  exalted  28  Companions  and 
retained  5  of  the  original  charter-members,  making  a 
total  of  33.  There  are  only  4  other  active  Chapters — 
one  of  them,  St.  John's  (Wilmington),  has  927  members 
— and  the  total  membership  of  the  5  Chapters  amounted 
at  the  end  of  1920  to  1,910,  being  a  net  gain  of  150  for 
the  year. 
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Touching  tributes  were  paid  by  the  Grand  High 
Priest  and  others  to  the  memory  of  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  Adam   Henry   Berlin,   who   died   in   November, 

1920.  He  was  Grand  High  Priest  in  1909.  From  1888, 
when  he  came  to  Wilmington,  until  his  death,  he  was 
Principal  of  the  High  School.  He  was  an  able  and 
enthusiastic  teacher  and  a  lover  of  the  Fiaternity. 

Thomas  J.  Day,  Past  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest, 
presented  his  5th  annual  report  on  Correspondence. 
An  able  and  careful  writer,  he  reviews  tactfully  and  cour- 
teously the  proceedings  of  48  Grand  Chapters,  of  which 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  (1920)  is  one.  He  highly 
approves  of  the  action  of  the  Colorado  Grand  Chapter 
in  enacting  that  the  Chapters  shall  not  be  open  to 
Master  Masons  of  less  than  a  year's  standing,  and 
prohibiting  soliciting  of  Master  Masons  or  others  by 
chapter  members.

ENGLAND. 

The  present  reviewer  has  not  in  his  6  or  7  years  of 
incumbency  of  the  office  until  now  seen  any  report  of 
the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  England.  One  report 
has,  almost  accidentally,  reached  him.  It  was  addressed 
to  a  former  Grand  Scribe  E.  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Canada — one  who  was  in  office  many  years  ago.  He  is 
probably  not  now  resident  in  Canada,  if  still  alive, 
and  the  Post  Office  authorities,  with  commendable 
sagacity,  forwarded  the  document  to  the  present  Grand 
Scribe  E.  The  report  tells  of  a  Quarterly  Convocation 
held  at  Freemasons'  Hall,  London,  on  the  3rd  August, 

1921.  The  Pro  First  Grand  Principal,  Lord  Ampthill, 
presided.  There  is  nothing  of  special  interest  in  the 
proceedings.

We  have,  as  usual,  some  fugitive  sheets,  describing 
the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master 
Masons  of  England  and  Wales  and  the  Colonies  and 
Dependencies  of  the  British  Crown.  They  belong  to 
the  year  1921,  and  contain  nothing  of  special  interest.

FLORIDA. 

The  75th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Florida  was  held  in  Jacksonville  on  the  17th  and 
18th  May,  1921.  Dr.  Henry  O.  Snow,  Grand  High 
Priest,  presided,  and  was  supported  by  16  Past  Grand 
High  Priests.  He  said  in  his  address  that  there  were  now 
5,609  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  Florida  and  42  Chapters — - 
net  gain  in  a  year,  1,100. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  William  Clarence  Andress 
died  in  September,  1920,  in  Jacksonville,  where  he  had 
lived  since  1895.     He  was  Grand  High  Priest  in  1915. 

The  year  had  been  a  very  prosperous  one. 

We  have  not  found  anything  of  striking  importance 
in  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

A  well-rounded  and  thorough  report  on  Fraternal 
Correspondence,  by  Ely  P.  Hubbell,  of  Bradentown,  is 
contained  in  the  appendix  to  the  volume  of  proceedings 
— 147  pages.  "The  effort,"  he  says  in  his  introduction, 
"has  been  to  present  significant  and  interesting  items 
which  point  out  conditions  in  the  various  Jurisdictions 
and  suggest  the  general  trend  in  the  progress  of  Capitula 
Masonry,  together  with  such  comment  as  to  us  seemed 
proper,  and  always  in  the  true  spirit  of  fraternity.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  reviews  proper  will  be  found  a  few 
additional  "Comments"  of  a  more  general  nature." 

The  proceedings  of  our  Grand  Chapter  in  1920 
receive  a  great  deal  of  attention  at  the  hands  of  Compan- 
ion Hubbell;  and  his  "comments"  at  the  end  of  his  report 
are  judicious  and  shrewd.

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GEORGIA. 

Joseph  Cholmondeley  Greenfield,  of  Atlanta,  who 
was  mentioned  in  our  notice  of  Georgia's  proceedings  a 
year  ago  as  having  been  elected  Grand  High  Priest, 
died  during  his  term  of  office,  on  the  20th  December, 
1920.  He  was  born  in  Montreal,  Canada,  in  1863. 
His  father  was  a  native  of  England  and  an  officer  in  the 
British  army.  He  was  educated  in  Kingston,  Canada, 
and  went  to  Georgia  in  1886.  He  did  not  become  a 
Mason  until  1895;  but  his  advance  in  all  the  branches 
was  rapid.  We  are  not  told  what  his  business  or  pro- 
fession was,  but  apparently  his  home  was  in  Fayette- 
ville,  where  he  was  buried. 

Henry  Banks,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  who  also 
died  during  the  year — on  the  3rd  June,  1920 — was  a 
noted  Mason.  He  was  born  in  Georgia  in  1845;  served 
in  the  Confederate  army  in  the  civil  war;  began  his 
Masonic  career  in  Atlanta  in  1867;  was  Grand  High 
Priest  in  1902;  Grand  Master  of  Georgia  Masons  in 
1909;  and  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  General  Grand 
Captain  of  the  Host  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of 
the  United  States.  His  death  occurred  in  Atlanta. 
In  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Memorials  it  was  said 
that  it  was  doubtful  whether  there  was  a  Mason  in 
America  better  known  and  more  highly  respected  and 
loved  than  Henry  Banks. 

Welby  C.  Jordan,  Grand  King  and  Acting  Grand 
High  Priest,  presided  at  the  99th  Annual  Convocation 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Georgia,  held  in  the  convention 
Hall  of  Dempsey  Hotel,  Macon,  on  the  27th  and  28th 
April,  1921.  The  first  reference  in  his  address  was 
naturally  to  the  passing  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  and 
the  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  of  whom  he  spoke  with 
great  respect  and  affection.  He  then  referred  to  5 
Chapters  duly  constitued  during  the  year,  and  7-  dis- 
pensations issued  for  new  Chapters.  He  recommended 
a  liberal  appropriation  to  the  Home  for  Old  Masons. 
The  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  which  was 
adopted,  recommended  that  $2,000  be  given  to  the 
Scottish  Rite  Hospital  for  Crippled  Children  as  an 
endowment  to  provide  a  memorial  to  be  known  as  the 
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Joseph  C.  Greenfield  Bed,  the  increment  only  from  this 
fund  to  be  used;  and  that  $4,000  be  added  to  the  amount 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  building  the  Royal 
Arch  Home  for  Indigent  Masons,  their  Wives  and 
Widows. 

Edgar  A.  McHan,  who  is  both  Grand  Secretary  and 
Grand  Lecturer,  reporting  as  Grand  Lecturer,  told  of 
the  continued  and  increased  prosperity  and  efficiency 
of  the  constituent  Chapters.  So  far  as  appears,  he  did 
not  report  as  Grand  Secretary,  and,  apart  from  tabular 
statements,  without  any  summing  up,  we  have  no 
information  as  to  the  numerical  progress  of  this  Juris- 
diction in  1920. 

The  Acting  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  address  makes 
this  general  statement: — 

"During  the  year  our  Grand  Chapter  has  steadily 
advanced  in  all  material  well-being.  Among  our 
Chapters  there  has  been  greater  zeal  and  activity,  the 
work  is  more  intelligently  performed,  and  year  by  year 
we  grow  and  increase  in  all  the  essential  elements  need- 
ful to  a  real  and  genuine  healthful  condition  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  in  this  State." 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  sumbitted 
by  Companion  Charles  L.  Bass  (he  wishes  us  to  call  him 
"Charlie"),  is  in  his  best  style,  and  that  is  saying  much. 
Forty-one  Grand  Chapters  are  delightfully  dealt  with 
in  58  pages.  Although  this  Grand  Chapter  met  in 
April,  our  proceedings  of  the  previous  February  were 
before  him,  and  he  registered  appreciation  of  them  and 
even  more  than  appreciation.  We  quote  the  concluding 
words  of  an  able  report: — 

"We  have  reviewed  another  year's  record  with 
pleasure.  It  has  been  a  year  of  unusual  prosperity. 
Everywhere  there  has  been  growth.  In  the  early  pro- 
ceedings the  note  of  joy  at  the  cessation  of  war  is  heard. 
In  the  later  ones  a  note  of  discouragement  and  dis- 
appointment is  found  at  the  continued  restlessness  and 
uncertainty  prevailing  throughout  the  world;  yet  there 
rings  clear  the  optimistic  note  that  all  must  come  right 
because  of  faith  in  Jehovah. 

"British  Columbia  has  been  welcomed  by  all. 
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"The  proposed  extension  of  power  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  in  the  suggested  amendments  to  its 
constitution  is  generally  not  favoured."

IDAHO. 

In  welcoming  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Idaho  to  Coeur 
d'Alene,  where  the  13th  Annual  Convocation  was  held 
on  the  19th  and  20th  May,  1921,  Companion  George 
F.  Weeks,  of  Coeur  d'Alene  Chapter,  said  that  he  offered 
the  delegates  a  ' 'wonderful  welcome,"  and  he  thus 
explained  the  phrase: — 

"When  I  say  wonderful  welcome,  I  mean  it  all,  for 
no  other  city  in  the  State  can  offer  such  a  variety  of 
welcome  as  we  can.  Take  our  great  hills  to  the  east 
of  us,  from  which  flows  the  marvellous  wealth  of  silver 
and  lead  that  mounts  up  into  the  millions;  then  our 
great  valleys  to  the  west,  where  we  raise  the  wheat  that 
helps  to  feed  the  world;  our  orchards  and  gardens,  our 
scores  of  lakes,  where  we  invite  you  to  fish  with  us. 
Our  great  wealth  of  white  pine,  counted  by  the  billion 
feet;  our  health-giving  climate,  than  which  there  is  none 
better;  and  best  of  all,  our  real  Americans,  for  we  are 
distinctively  an  American  city." 

Grand  Mi:!i  Priest  Lewis  W.  Ensign  read  an  excel- 
lent address,  in  the  course  of  which  he  said  that  the 
Chapters  of  the  State  were  generally  prospering.  The 
returns  showed  that  every  Chapter  exalted  at  least  one 
team  during  the  year. 

Perry  C.  Marshall,  Grand  Secretary,  reported  a 
membership  on  the  21st  December,  1920,  of  2,196,  and 
a  net  gain  of  385  in  that  year.  The  number  of  Chapters 
is  now  22,  a  dispensation  for  a  new  one  having  been 
issued  during  the  year. 

The  Annual  Fraternal  Correspondence  Report  is 
presented  by  Companion  George  E.  Knepper,  a  vigorous 
writer,  who  is  not  afraid  to  speak  his  mind.  Canada 
(1920)  receives  a  good  deal  of  attention.  It  is  Com- 
panion Knepper's  second  report,  and  even  better  than 
his  first.  We  are  inclined  to  agree  with  him  in  his 
reflection    upon    the    futility    of    certain    conventional

expressions  of  humility  used  by  Grand  Officers  in  their 
addresses.  We  do  not  think,  however,  that  such  ex- 
pressions betray  insincerity.  The  best  men  occasionally 
lapse  into  conventionality  if  they  are  not  on  their  guard.

ILLINOIS. 

Bigness  is  not  the  only  characteristic  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Illinois.  Everything  is  on  a  large  scale,  and 
everything  seems  to  be  well  done.  We  have  written 
aforetime  of  the  systematic  inspections  and  schools 
of  instruction;  also  of  the  Royal  Arch  Memorial  Hospital 
at  Sullivan.  The  Grand  Chapter  still  abounds  in  Good 
works,  and  with  increasing  financial  prosperity  is  doing 
more  and  more  for  its  members  and  their  dependants. 
In  the  address  of  Andrew  Duff  Webb,  of  whom  we  gave 
a  brief  sketch  a  year  ago,  and  who  was  the  presiding 
genius  at  the  72nd  Annual  Convocation,  held  in  Chicago 
on  the  27th  and  28th  October,  1921,  we  find  a  terse  state- 
ment of  the  position  of  this  Grand  Chapter  and  its 
aims: — 

"The  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  among  the 
Chapters  and  for  your  executive  officers.  Indeed  we 
have  surpassed  any  previous  year  in  gain  in  member- 
ship, there  having  been  more  than  10,000  exaltations; 
again  our  cash  receipts  have  exceeded  any  previous 
year,  they  being  more  than  $50,000.  So  I  may  say  that 
we  have  again  easily  maintained  the  lead  over  all 
other  Grand  Chapters. 

•  "We  are  a  great  big  body  of  God-fearing,  com- 
panionable, law-abiding  men,  who  love  our  country, 
our  fraternity,  and  our  fellow-men;  who  are  going  to 
stand  for  the  things  that  are  right,  rather  than  the 
things  that  are  wrong;  who  are  going  to  uphold  justice 
rather  than  injustice;  who  will  maintain  morality  rather 
than  immorality;  who  will  not  mistreat  but  rather  help 
the  poor;  who  will  not  accept  wages  that  are  not  our 
just  due;  who  will  not  overcharge  or  underpay. 

"Companions,  as  long  as  we  continue  steadfast  and 
immovable  in  these  principles  we  may  expect  to  flourish 
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as  the  green  bay  tree,  to  increase  in  numbers,  in  wealth 
in  prestige,  and  in  the  favour  of  God." 

The  address  is  not  otherwise  remarkable — a  plain 
business  summary. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  statistics  showed  217  active 
chartered  Chapters  and  8  under  dispensation;  total 
membership  on  the  30th  June,  1921,  73,067;  net  increase 
in  a  year,  10,893.  This  efficient  Grand  officer  said 
in  his  report  that  it  had  been  confidently  predicted  that 
the  increase  of  9,722  in  the  previous  year  would  never 
again  be  equalled.  It  had  not  only  been  equalled  but 
excelled  by  more  than  1,000. 

In  the  Obituary  Report  it  was  said  that  the  Grand 
Chapter  had  not  lost  by  death  a  single  Grand  officer 
or  Past  Grand  officer  during  the  year.  In  the  ranks, 
however,  733  fell,  of  whom  42  were  Past  High  Priests  of 
Chapters.  We  have  a  certain  sympathy  with  those 
who  draw  up  these  obituary  reports.  It  is  so  difficult 
to  avoid  conventional  banalities.  The  following  is  a 
specimen  bromidical  paragraph: — 

''This  Committee  reports  with  profound  sorrow  that 
the  scythe  of  the  Silent  Reaper,  with  its  unrelenting 
sweep,  has  cut  the  brittle  thread  of  life  and  has  borne 
to  the  Grand  Chapter  above  42  Past  High  Priests  of 
subordinate  Chapters  during  the  past  year.  Their 
names  are  written  on  a  roll  of  honour  as  the  names  of 
those  who  wrought  in  the  quarries  with  fervency  and 
zeal  and  who  produced  good  work,  true  work,  square 
work." 

A  very  earnest  and  inspiring  address,  intituled  an 
"Oration,"  was  delivered  by  Grand  Chaplain  George 
H.  Yule.  He  urged  the  need  for  a  resurrection  of 
moral  standards  in  America. 

At  this  Convocation  a  veteran  of  nearly  80  was 
elected  and  installed  as  Grand  High  Priest.  Wilbur 
Clay  Hadley  was,  we  are  told,  born  in  Madison  County, 
Illinois,  in  1842.  He  began  as  a  farmer,  was  after- 
wards a  schoolmaster,  and  in  1871  became  a  general 
storekeeper  in  Collinsville,  the  town  or  city  nearest  to 
the  farm  on  which  he  was  born.  In  1891  he  organised 
the  State  Bank  of  Collinsville  and  became  its  president. 
He   still   holds   that   position,   having  outlived   all   the 
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original  shareholders,  directors,  and  officers.  His  Mas- 
onic career  is  naturally  largely  connected  with  Collins- 
ville,  where  he  was  initiated  in  1874.  He  was  High 
Priest  of  Unity  Chapter  in  that  city  for  30  years.  He 
has  been  climbing  the  ladder  of  promotion  in  Grand 
Chapter  since  1915,  and  his  promotion  has  apparently 
not  been  accelerated  on  account  of  his  years,  which 
he  doubtless  bear  lightly.  His  courage  in  undertaking 
so  big  a  job  is  admirable. 

We  welcome  the  3rd  annual  correspondence  report 
of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Everett  R.  Turnbull — the 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations,  1921. 
After  an  interesting  and  thoughtful  introduction, 
Companion  Turnbull  takes  us  with  him  in  a  journey 
around  the  Masonic  world.  Canada  (1921)  was  one 
of  his  stopping  places,  and  he  did  not  fail  in  appreciation 
of  the  excellences  of  Canada's  Grand  Chapter.

IRELAND. 

Very  Excellent  Companion  Henry  E.  Flavelle,  Grand 
Registrar  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Ireland 
since  1898,  died  during  1920,  much  regretted,  and  was 
succeeded  by  Companion  Henry  C.  Shellard,  who  had 
been  Companion  Flavelle's  assistant  for  the  whole 
period  of  his  tenure  of  office.  In  Ireland  the  Grand 
Registrar  is  the  principal  executive  officer,  corresponding 
to  Grand  Scribe  E.  or  Grand  Secretary  in  other  Grand 
Chapters.  We  have  before  us  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  for  1920.  The  first  item  in  the  report  is  a 
letter  from  Lord  Muskerry,  the  Most  Excellent  Grand 
King,  to  whom  the  report,  which  is  signed  by  the  new 
Grand  Registrar,  had  been  submitted  before  general 
publication.  The  Grand  King  is  the  First  Principal 
Officer,  the  others  being  the  Deputy  Grand  King,  the 
Grand  High  Priest,  and  the  Grand  Chief  Scribe.  The 
Stated  Grand  Convocations  are  held  quarterly.  We 
have  no  record  of  the  proceedings  at  these  Convocations, 
and  the  information  afforded  by  the  Grand  Registrar's 
report  is  rather  meagre.     Some  light,  however,  is  thrown

on  the  workings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  by  the  concluding 
portion  of  the  Grand  King's  letter: — 

''Under  our  Constitution,  though  a  Brother  must 
take  the  Mark  degree  before  exaltation  to  the  Royal 
Arch,  there  is  nothing  to  oblige  a  Mark  Master  Mason 
to  continue  and  become  a  Royal  Arch  Mason,  and 
sometimes,  though  very  rarely,  Brethern  do  not  go 
forward  for  exaltation.  Such  a  case  was  brought  to 
my  notice  towards  the  end  of  last  year,  and  under  the 
circumstances  which  arose  in  this  case  I  was  asked  to 
give  a  ruling  to  meet  them. 

"Accordingly — I  rule  that  Grand  Chapter  laws 
number  53,  54,  and  55  apply  to  Mark  Master  Mason 
Lodges  in  the  same  way  as  they  apply  to  R.A.  Chapters. 

"The  Grand  R.A.  Chapter  of  England  holds  its 
Convocations  on  the  same  day  as  our  Grand  Chapter 
(except  in  July),  and,  as  I  was  in  London  in  May  last, 
I  visited  the  Grand  Chapter  and  received  a  fraternal 
welcome.  It  was  very  interesting,  and  I  found  our 
English  Companions  interested  and  curious  about  our 
Irish  working.  I  hope  at  some  future  time,  in  con- 
junction with  the  M.E.  Pro.  Grand  First  Principal, 
Lord  Ampthill,  to  settle  an  exchange  of  visits,  so  that 
we  may  see  their  working  and  they  ours.  I  am  sure  this 
would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  Order,  and  would 
promote  good  working." 

It  is  also  revealed  in  the  report  that,  by  Grand 
Chapter  law,  there  is  a  system  of  promotion  of  the 
Grand  officers  up  to  the  office  of  Grand  High  Priest — 
the  Grand  King  and  Deputy  Grand  King  being  quasi- 
permanent  officers.  Thirteen  warrants  to  establish 
new  Chapters  were  issued  during  1920,  and  no  warrants 
were  surrendered.  One  of  the  warrants  was  for  a  new 
Chapter  in  Dublin — a  commentary  on  the  situation  at 
the  centre  of  disturbance. 

Notwithstanding  that  1919  was  a  record  year  in  the 
history  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Ireland,  1920  exceeded 
it  as  regards  receipts,  the  amount  received  from  all 
sources  in  1920  being  £1,784  14s.  Id.,  an  advance  of 
more  than  £150  over  1919.

KANSAS. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Joseph  Duncan  Fell, 
Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Kansas  from 
March,  1920,  to  February,  1921,  was  born  near  Prescott, 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario;  and,  although  he  was  taken 
by  his  parents  to  Illinois  at  the  tender  age  of  3  years, 
he  may  be  claimed  as  a  Canadian  at  least  by  nativity. 
As  a  young  man  he  went  to  Kansas,  became  interested 
in  lumber,  and  is  now  president  and  general  manager 
of  the  Chicago  Lumber  and  Coal  Company  in  Con- 
cordia, where  he  has  lived  for  35  years.  He  was  born 
as  long  ago  as  1861,  but  his  portrait  shows  a  face  still 
youthful — a  keen  and  strong  type.  He  became  a 
Mason  in  Concordia  in  1896,  and  has  held  .office  in  all 
branches  of  Masonry. 

So  much  is  told  us  in  a  sketch  of  the  life  and  work 
of  this  Ruler  of  the  Royal  Craft,  who  presided  at  the 
56th  Annual  Convocation,  held  in  Wichita  oji  the  14th 
and  15th  February,  1921. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  High  Priest  said: — 

"While  the  year  has  been  one  of  uncertainty,  de- 
pression, and  hesitation  in  business  and  financial  circles, 
I  am  happy  to  state  that  these  conditions  have  not  affect- 
ed Capitular  Masonry  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  Our 
march  has  been  steadily  forward,  and  the  Royal  Craft 
in  Kansas  is  stronger  today  then  ever  before  in  our 
history.  During  the  year  not  a  note  of  discord  has 
come  to  the  attention  of  your  Grand  High  Priest  and 
peace  and  harmony  prevail  among  the  Royal  Craft. 
It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  unprecedented 
activity  and  prosperity  among  the  subordinate  Chapters 
of  our  State.  The  amount  of  work  done  has  been  much 
larger  than  in  any  previous  year  in  our  history — the 
exaltations  number  3,001,  our  net  gain  has  been  2,789, 
and  our  membership  on  December  31,  1920,  was  16,249; 
but,  while  our  growth  in  recent  years  has  been  rapid, 
the  fact  that  no  discord  is  reported  among  the  .Craft 
leads  me  to  believe  that  the  Chapters  are  exercising  their 
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usual  wise  discretion  and  that  only  material  fit  for  the 
builder's  use  is  being  accepted." 

There  appear  to  be  92  constituent  Chapters. 

The  Grand  Secretary,  R.E.  Companion  Albert  K. 
Wilson,  of  Topeka,  presents  the  Report  on  Correspon- 
dence, which  is  a  good  piece  of  work.  The  proceedings 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  for  1920  are  appreci- 
atively reviewed.  Companion  Wilson's  recovery  from 
a  severe  illness  which  kept  him  away  from  this  Convo- 
cation is  noted  in  the  volume  before  us — it  was  his  first 
absence  for  more  than  30  years.

KENTUCKY. 

The  physical  qualification  of  a  candidate  for  the 
Chapter  degrees  was  discussed  by  Grand  High  Priest 
Sam  K.  Veach,  of  Carlisle,  in  his  address  read  at  the 
103rd  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Kentucky,  in  Louisville,  on  the 
19th  and  20th  October,  1920.  The  concrete  case  was 
that  of  a  Master  Mason  and  member  in  good  standing 
of  a  Kentucky  Blue  Lodge,  who  had  petitioned  for 
admission  to  a  Chapter.  He  had  unfortunately  lost 
his  sight  while  serving  in  the  army.  The  Grand  High 
Priest  was  asked  whether  it  was  possible  to  receive  this 
blind  Mason  into  a  Chapter.  The  answer  was,  in 
effect,  that  the  private  Chapter  to  which  application 
had  been  made  was,  under  the  Constitution  of  Grand 
Chapter,  the  sole  judge  of  the  candidate's  qualifications; 
the  Grand  High  Priest  added — and  we  hope  but  are  not 
told,  that  the  private  Chapter  agreed  with  him — 
"Personally,  I  would  have  received  this  young  Brother. 
His  desire  to  join  the  Chapter  was  in  pursuit  of  truth. 
And  I  think,  as  he  could  hear  and  feel,  he  could,  have 
been  instructed  and  taught  in  a  way  that  would  have 
been  satisfactory  to  him  and  most  probably  a  benefit 
to  him." 

"The  past  year,"  said  the  Grand  High  Priest,  "has 
been  the  most  prosperous  in  the  history  of  this  Grand 
body:  the  increase  in  membership  has  been  phenomenal, 
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reports  of  subordinate  Chapters  showing  a  net  increase 
of  2,488;  otherwise  the  year  has  been  uneventful;  and, 
so  far  as  I  am  advised,  the  Royal  Craft  was  never  more 
solidified  in  the  battle  for  right." 

The  total  membership  of  the  111  Chapters  was 
14,174  on  the  30th  September,  1920. 

The  question  of  the  adoption  of  the  ritual  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  was  left  over  until  after  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  in  September, 
1921. 

Dealing  with  the  proposed  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  a  special 
committee  recommended  approval,  subject  to  a  condition 
which  looks  almost  like  a  defeasance,  viz.,  that  the 
amendments  shall  not  be  operative  until  ratified  by  the 
action  of  three-fourths  of  the  constituent  Grand  Chap- 
ters.    The  report  was  adopted. 

A  large  sum — neaily  $1,000,000 — has  been  recently 
subscribed  for  the  erection  of  a  new  Masonic  Widows 
and  Orphans'  Home  in  Kentucky,  which  is  not  to  sup- 
plant but  to  be  in  addition  to  the  Old  Masons'  Home  at 
Shelby ville.  The  Grand  Chapter  is  lending  efficient 
aid. 

"The  Doings  of  other  Grand  Chapters,"  44  of  them, 
are  recounted  in  excellent  form  by  W.  W.  Clarke,  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence.  The  proceedings  of 
our  own  Grand  Chapter  of  1920  are  noticed  in  appreci- 
ative and  even  flattering  words.

LOUISIANA. 

The  74th  Annual  Grand  Convocation  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Louisiana  was  held  in  New  Orleans  on  the 
15th  and  16th  February,  1921.  Of  the  proceedings 
thereat  there  is  not  much  to  tell  which  will  interest 
outsiders. 

Grand  High  Priest  John  W.  Armstrong,  of  Welsh, 
delivered  an  address  in  which  he  said  that  the  year 
just  past  had  been  uneventful.  The  net  gain  in  member- 
ship, 723,  was  about  equal  to  the  gains  of  the  three 
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previous  years  combined.  The  gross  membership 
reported  by  the  Grand  Secretary  was  5,811.  There 
appear  to  be  now  50  Chapters,  three  new  ones  having 
been  chartered  at  this  Convocation. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  John  Stanley  Thibaut  died 
a  day  or  two  after  the  meeting  of  Grand  Chapter  in 
1920.  He  was  a  lifelong  resident  of  Donaldsville, 
Louisiana,  having  been  born  there  in  1860;  by  pro- 
fession a  physician,  he  was  a  most  successful  practitioner 
in  Donaldsville  and  its  district,  from  early  manhood 
until,  in  1896,  having  great  financial  ability,  he  organised 
the  Bank  of  Ascension,  and  became  its  cashier  and  vice- 
president,  in  which  offices  he  continued  until  his  death. 
This  bank  is  now  one  of  the  strongest  financial  insti- 
tutions in  the  State.  He  was  Grand  High  Priest  in 
1917. 

An  even  more  distinguished  Royal  Craftsman,  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  Herman  Cope  Duncan,  passed  away 
in  December,  1920.  We  are  not  told  the  year  of  his 
birth,  but  it  must  have  been  at  least  as  early  as  1847, 
for  he  was  made  a  Mason  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania, 
in  1868.  He  went  to  New  Orleans  in  1869,  and  there 
became  a  member  of  Jefferson  Lodge.  After  50  years' 
membership  in  that  Lodge  he  was  the  guest  of  honour 
in  1919  at  a  reception  held  by  hib  Lodge.  The  Chapter 
degrees  were  conferred  upon  him  in  New  Orleans  in 
1870,  and  he  was  Grand  High  Priest  in  1888,  1889,  and 
1890.  He  appears  to  have  been  a  clergyman,  and  was 
Grand  Chaplain  and  Foreign  Correspondent  for  many 
years.  His  correspondence  report  for  1920  was  noticed 
in  our  review  of  1921;  and  we  are  familiar  with  his 
writings  of  previous  years.  He  had  an  excellent  style 
and  had  studied  the  art  of  condensation  with  success. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  address  said  that  he 
had  been  asked  for  rulings  or  decisions  by  a  number 
of  Chapters,  and  had  in  each  case  "applied  the  present 
law."  He  did  not  state  what  his  rulings  were;  and  it 
may  be  that  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Law  and 
Jurisprudence  were  good-naturedly  poking  fun  at  the 
Most  Excellent  when  they  reported  that  "they  felt  that 
no  other  course  was  open  than  to  approve  and  endorse 
the  rulings  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  even  though  they

were  not  expressed.  The  Committee  at  the  same  time 
complimented  that  officer  upon  his  self-confidence  and 
his  certainty  that  such  rulings  were  in  absolute  accord 
with  the  law  of  the  Grand  Chapter."  The  report  was 
"received."  We  cannot  help  thinking  that  the  Grand  High 
Priest  was  wise  in  not  publishing  his  decisions.  Are  we 
not,  both  in  the  law  Courts  and  in  Masonic  Grand 
Grand  Bodies,  rather  overburdened  with  reported 
decisions? 

We  do  not  know  whether  to  blame  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary or  the  printer  for  this  wonderful  sentence  in  the 
Grand  High  Priest's  address  (p.  13  of  the  proceedings) : — 
"I  would  of  liked  to  of  done  more." 

Companion  John  A.  Davilla,  Grand  Secretary, 
succeeds  the  lamented  Duncan  as  correspondence 
scribe.  Although  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Cor- 
respondence has  two  other  members,  both  Past  Grand 
High  Priests,  we  guess  that  the  burden  of  the  work 
fell  upon  Companion  Davilla,  for  the  Report  on  Foreign 
Correspondence  concludes  with  these  words  over  the 
signature  of  John  Davilla,  Chairman: — 

"It  is  pleasing  indeed  to  note  the  growth  in  the 
Craft  everywhere,  and  it  has  been  more  than  a  pleasure 
to  have  read,  and,  I  hope,  absorbed,  the  lofty  and 
soul-inspiring  sentiments  expressed  by  the  executives 
of  the  different  Grand  Chapters.  I  feel  closer  to  my 
fellow-men,  and,  I  hope,  closer  to  my  Maker,  for  the 
experience."

MAINE. 

Fred  C.  Chalmers,  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Maine  from  May,  1920,  to  May,  1921,  was 
born  in  Bangor,  Maine,  in  1870,  and  still  lives  there, 
practising  the  gentle  art  of  photography.  By  faithful 
study  and  close  application  he  has  made  a  success  of 
his  chosen  profession,  and  has  been  in  Masonry  a 
zealous  worker  and  a  devoted  student  of  the  Craft. 
He  was  initiated  in  1894,  was  Master  of  his  Lodge  in 
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1903,  and  Senior  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  1914.  Exalted  in  1896,  he  became  High  Priest  of 
his  Chapter  in  1910,  and  was  in  1914  appointed  to  a 
minor  office  in  Grand  Chapter,  from  which  he  rose 
step  by  step  until  elected  Grand  High  Priest.  Wheiever 
he  has  been,  his  genial  personality  has  always  won  for 
him  warm  friends.  Thus  writes  the  biographer  of 
Grand  High  Priest  Chalmers  in  connection  with  a 
portrait  of  him  found  in  the  front  part  of  the  book 
containing  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  at 
its  96th  Annual  Convocation,  held  in  Portland  on  the 
3rd  and  4th  May,  1921.  The  Grand  Chapter  was,  as 
the  Grand  High  Priest  said  in  his  address,  formed 
in  1822,  and  had  nearly  reached  the  hardly  venerable 
but  eminently  respectable  age  of  100.  For  some  reason, 
Grand  Chapter  did  not  meet  in  1834  and  1835,  nor  in 
1841,  1842,  and  1843,  at  the  time  of  the  so-called  Morgan 
excitement. 

The  death  of  M.E.  Comp.  William  Nathan  Howe, 
in  February,  1921,  was  feelingly  referred  to — he  was 
Grand  High  Priest  in  1904  and  1905. 

During  the  year  1920  there  had  been  1,932  exal- 
tations, bringing  the  total  membership  of  the  65  active 
chartered  Chapters  up  to  14,297,  and  showing  a  net 
gain  of  1637  for  the  year.  The  Royal  Craft,  said  the 
Most  Excellent,  was  prosperous,  but  there  weie  a  few 
Chapters  whose  officers  and  members  showed  so  little 
interest  in  the  work  as  to  make  them  a  detriment  to  the 
rest  of  the  Masonic  family.  Whether  new  life  could 
be  interjected  into  them  or  not  remained  to  be  seen. 

The  year  was  not  an  eventful  one,  and  the  proceed- 
ings at  the  Annual  Convocation  presented  no  other 
feature  of  special  interest. 

An  excellent  Report  on  Correspondence,  reviewing 
the  proceedings  of  51  Grand  Chapters,  was  piesented 
by  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Thomas  H.  Bodge,  and  is 
found  printed  in  the  appendix.  Our  proceedings  of 
1920  are  very  fully  and  appieciatively  noted,  and  ex- 
tracts from  Canadian  addresses  and  reports  are  freely 
made.     There  is  a  good  deal  to  attract  these  two  Giand 
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Chapters  each  to  the  other,  in  addition  to  tenitoiial 
propinquity.

MARYLAND. 

The  plain  tale  of  prosperity  and  progress  which  is 
revealed  by  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Maryland  at  its  123rd  Annual  Convocation, 
held  in  Baltimore  on  the  18th  November,  1920,  may  be 
briefly  told. 

Grand  High  Priest  Charles  C.  Horner  the  younger, 
of  whom  we  gave  some  account  a  year  ago,  presided  at 
this  Convocation  and  read  an  address  which  was  little 
more  than  a  business  statement  with  the  merits  of 
clearness  and  conciseness.  He  strongly  advocated  an 
improved  system  of  inspection  of  the  constituent 
Chapters  by  regularly  appointed  and  well-qualified 
inspectors,  and  this  was  assented  to  by  Grand  Chapter. 

The  statistics  of  the  Grand  Secretary  show  24  Chap- 
ters, with  an  aggregate  membership  of  6,979,  and  a  net 
increase  in  1920  of  1,389. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  again  prepared 
by  the  Reverend  and  Excellent  Companion  Henry 
Branch.  It  is  concise  but  informing.  "Canada"  (1920) 
is  well-treated.  We  find  nothing  of  special  moment  to 
quote. 

The  advent  of  a  new  Chief  Ruler  is  always  interest- 
ing, and  we  like  the  Maryland  practice  of  sketching  the 
career  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  elect.  We  have  before 
us  both  a  portrait  and  a  brief  biography  of  Louis  Dorsey 
Gassaway,  who  was  at  this  Convocation  elected  to  and 
installed  in  that  high  office.  He  was  born  at  Annapolis, 
Maryland,  in  1862,  graduated  in  arts  from  St.  John's 
College  in  1881,  then  entered  the  employment  of  the 
Farmers  National  Bank  in  Annapolis,  and  rose  steadily 
until,  in  1906,  he  became,  and  he  now  is,  cashier  of  that 
important  financial  institution.  His  progress  in  Mas- 
onry has  been  equally  steady.  He  was  made  a  Mason 
in  1888,  became  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  1889;  was 
High  Priest  of  Mount  Vernon  Chapter  in  1892  and  in 
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many  subsequent  years;  and  now  has  reached  the 
pinnacle  of  the  Royal  Craft.  One  who  evidently  knows 
Companion   Gassaway  intimately  writes: — 

"Descended  from  a  line  of  Maryland's  most  worthy 
and  distinguished  citizens,  his  pleasing  genial  manner 
and  active,  clearsighted,  analytical  mind  have  made  him 
a  valuable  asset  in  all  religious,  business,  social,  and 
fraternal  organisations,  and  it  can  most  justly  be  said 
that  these  priceless  attributes  have  been  so  nicely 
gauged  in  him  by  nature,  education,  and  experience, 
that  it  would  be  hard  to  say  that  there  was  an  excess 
of  this  or  lack,  of  that,  so  exactly  has  the  balance  been 
adjusted. 

"The  Companions  of  Maryland  and  the  Craft  in 
general  are  to  be  congratulated  in  securing  the  services 
of  one  whose  knowledge  of  the  ancient  customs  and 
landmarks  of  the  Craft  are  so  thorough,  whose  splendid 
mental  equipment,  whose  love  for  justice  tempered  with 
mercy,  added  to  his  long  experience  in  financial  matters, 
so  ably  qualify  him  for  the  exalted  station  of  Grand 
High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Roval  Arch  Chapter  of  Mary- 
land."

MICHIGAN. 

The  proceedings  are  always  interesting,  and  the 
interest  is  added  to  by  our  geographical  nearness  and 
familiar  knowledge  of  many  of  the  Masonic  notables  of 
the  State.  At  our  Convocation  of  1921  we  received 
as  distinguished  visitors  the  Grand  High  Priest,  Grand 
Secretary,  and  Grand  Lecturer  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Michigan;  and  at  the  73rd  Annual  Convocation  of 
that  Grand  body,  held  in  Lansing  on  the  17th  and  18th 
May,  1921,  our  own  Grand  Second  Principal,  R.E. 
Comp.  Richard  H.  Spencer,  was  present  and  received 
a  most  cordial  welcome.  The  proceedings  of  that 
Convocation  are  now  to  be  chronicled. 

It  was  presided  over  by  Charles  John  Gray,  Grand 
High  Priest,  a  fellow -subject  of  ours  at  least  by  bitth, 
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for  he  was  born  in  Jeisey,  one  of  the  Channel  Islands, 
in  1873.  He  was  apparently  educated  in  England, 
for  we  heai  of  him  at  Woolwich  and  at  Cambridge,  and 
as  a  youth  he  entered  the  Admiralty  branch  of  the 
civil  vservice  by  competitive  examination.  In  1893, 
he  came  to  Seaforth,  in  this  Province  of  Ontario,  but 
did  not  stay  long  there.  He  went  to  Detroit,  studied 
dentistry  in  the  Medical  College  there,  and  graduated 
in  1898,  after  which  he  received  post-graduate  instruc- 
tion in  London,  Edinburgh,  and  Paris.  In  1900  he 
settled  in  Petoskey,  Michigan,  and  has  since  followed 
the  dental  profession  with  marked  success.  He  married 
a  Canadian  lady  in  1901.  When  the  war  came,  he  was 
commissioned  as  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Dental  Corps, 
U.S.  Army,  and  served  at  the  front,  le turning  to 
Petoskey  a  major  after  forming  part  of  the  army  of 
occupation  in  Germany.  He  first  saw  Masonic  light  in 
Petoskey  in  1901,  and  made  rapid  advance  in  all 
branches.  He  was  elected  Giand  High  Priest  in  May, 
1920,  and  did  admirable  work  fo.  the  Royal  Craft  during 
his  year  of  office. 

In  his  able  address  this  Ruler  of  the  Royal  Craft 
said  that  the  official  year  which  closed  in  December, 
1920,  was  the  best  from  all  standpoints  that  this  Grand 
Chapter  had  experienced.  The  spirit,  energy,  and 
vim  displayed  by  the  members  had  been  a  constant 
source  of  satisfaction.  The  fraternal  spirit,  too,  had 
caught  hold  in  a  remarkable  manner,  and  the  way  in 
which  stronger  Chapters  had  helped  their  weaker 
neighbours,  and  the  efforts  made  by  others  to  diffuse 
light  and  information,  had  been  largely  responsible  for 
the  excellent  condition  which  existed.  The  exaltations 
for  the  year  numbered  5,743,  the  net  gain  was  5,169, 
and  the  Grand  Chapter  had  a  membership  of  36,146 
at  the  close  of  1920.  There  wrere  then  158  chartered 
Chapters  and  4  under  dispensation. 

The  deaths  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  George  Hill 
and  Honorary  Past  Grand  High  Priest  David  Woodward 
were  fittingly  deplored.  The  former  had  81  years  of 
useful  life  and  was  60  years  a  Mason.  His  Grand  High 
Priesthood  was  in  1883.  David  Woodward  was  born 
in  New  York  in  1825,  and  had  reached  the  remarkable 
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age  of  96  when  he  died  in  Clinton,  Michigan,  in  March, 
1921.  For  51  consecutive  years  he  had  attended  the 
meetings  of  Grand  Chapter;  he  was  given  his  honorary 
rank  in  1911. 

We  quote  the  frank  words  of  the  Grand  High  Priest 
on  the  subject  of  benevolence: — 

"A  review  of  the  benevolences  of  this  Grand  Chapter 
for  a  term  of  years  will  not  reflect  great  lustre  on  this 
body.  The  Grand  Lodge  is  maintaining  an  excellent 
Home  at  Alma.  This  Grand  Chapter  is  doing  practi- 
cally nothing.  In  my  journeys  about  the  State  I  have 
been  struck  with  the  stories  of  children  of  Masons  left 
fatherless  and  motherless,  and  with  widows  striving 
beyond  endurance  to  keep  a  roof  over  their  children 
and  to  educate  them.  On  several  occasions  I  have 
drawn  on  the  fund.  The  Chapters  throughout  the  State 
have  cases  that  also  demand  attention,  but  are  too 
timid  to  mention  their  need.  The  time  has  come  for 
this  body  of  38,000  Chapter  Masons  to  embark  upon  a 
constructive  plan  for  its  benevolences.  The  education 
of  these  orphan  children  or  the  financial  assistance 
necessary  to  bring  them  to  the  time  when  they  can  do 
for  themselves,  the  relief  of  the  widows,  where  necessary, 
and  the  broadening  of  our  viewpoint  on  benevolences, 
are  all  necessary.  I  recommend  that  the  incoming 
Grand  High  Priest  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to 
investigate  this  matter  and  report  its  findings  at  the 
1922  meeting.  I  recommend  that  orders  be  drawn  on 
the  general  fund  in  favour  of  the  following  interests  for 
the  amounts  stated  against  their  names: — 

"George   Washington    Memorial   Associa- 
tion     $1,000 

"The  Salvation  Army,  for  use  in  its  work 
in  Michigan 1,000 

"The  Fellowcraft  Club,  Ann  Arbor 100." 

The  recommendations  were  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Chapter. 

Charles  A.  Conover,  Grand  Secretary,  a  very  emin- 
ent, learned,  and  able  Mason,  commends  the  Order  of 
De  Molay  for  Boys,  in  these  words: — 

"For  many  months  I  have  been  watching  the  growth 
and   activities   of  this   new   Order   for   Masonic   boys. 
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On  a  recent  visit  to  Kansas  City,  where  it  originated,  I 
was  able  to  get  first-hand  information  direct  from  the 
members  of  the  National  Council.  It  at  once  appealed 
to  me  as  one  of  the  greatest  of  recent  moves  in  the 
interests  of  our  boys.  This  Order  is  for  boys  from  16 
to  21  years,  the  most  trying  period  in  a  boy's  life.  It 
teaches  Clean  Living,  Patriotism,  Filial  Love  and  Duty, 
the  Public  School  as  the  Bulwark  of  Liberty,  Religious 
Observances,  Care  of  Sick  and  Suffering,  and  Reverence 
and  Protection  for  Womanhood." 

The  Grand  Lecturer,  Past  Grand  High  Priest  George 
W.  Leedle,  reported  that  he  had  held  more  than  100 
schools  of  instruction  during  the  year,  had  travelled 
8,720  miles,  and  made  102  visits  to  Chapters.  He  was 
much  impressed  with  the  improvement  in  the  work 
and  the  enthusiasm  that  met  him  everywhere. 

Grand  Secretary  Conover  is  also  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence.  He  reported  that  nothing  had  occur- 
red to  disturb  the  harmony  of  the  Grand  Chapters  of 
the  World,  and  then  went  on  to  speak  of  the  new  move 
which  he  had  made  in  the  previous  year,  introducing  an 
essay  in  the  place  of  the  usual  storied  review  of  foreign 
proceedings.  His  first  treatise,  which  was  on  "The 
Selection  and  Registration  of  Masons'  Marks,"  had 
been  received  with  great  favour.  He  had  been  "fur- 
nishing stuffing  for  the  back  of  the  proceedings"  for  19 
years,  and  had  received  "more  favourable  and  indeed 
sometimes  flattering  comment  in  this  one  year  than  all 
of  the  other  years  combined."  His  paper  this  year  was 
"A  Treatise  on  the  Building  and  Completion  of  King 
Solomon's  Temple  and  the  Ceremonies  attending  its 
Dedication,"  accompanied  by  several  selected  articles 
bearing  upon  the  general  subject,  all  of  which  are  printed 
in  the  appendix  to  the  proceedings.  We  have  care- 
fully read  these  very  interesting  and  scholarly  writings, 
and  take  pleasure  in  commending  them  to  the  attention 
of  all  Masons  who  can  obtain  a  copy.  The  remarks 
on  the  character  of  Solomon  will  perhaps  surprise  some 
readers.  The  following  is  not  Companion  Conover's 
own  estimate,  but  is  quoted  from  the  Jewish  Encyclo- 
paedia: "A  critical  sifting  of  all  the  sources  leaves  the 
picture  of  a  petty  Asiatic  despot,  remarkable  only  for 
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a  love  of  luxury  and  for  polygamous  inclinations.  His 
weakness  is  shown  by  inability  to  check  the  revolts  of 
subjected  people." 

This  treatise  or  essay  is,  as  we  have  indicated,  very 
valuable;  but  it  is  a  substitute  for  a  correspondence 
report  only  in  the  sense  that  it  takes  up,  in  "the  back 
of  the  proceedings,"  the  place  formerly  occupied  by  that 
report.  If  both  were  published,  no  one  would  com- 
plain unless  it  were  those  who  wished  to  keep  down  the 
expense  of  printing.  To  drop  the  correspondence  report 
is  one  thing.  To  include  in  the  proceedings  an  essay 
on  a  Masonic  subject  is  another  and  quite  a  different 
thing.  There  seems  to  be  an  implication  that  the 
correspondence  report  is  valueless,  and  that  gives  us 
an  uneasy  feeling  that  we  of  the  Round  Table  are  wasting 
our  time  and  the  money  of  our  Grand  Chapters.

MINNESOTA. 

The  59th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Minnesota  was  held  in  St.  Paul  on  the  12th  October, 
1920,  under  the  presidency  of  Ira  E.  King,  Grand  High 
Priest,  who  said,  in  the  course  of  a  short  address,  that 
his  year  of  office  had  been  the  most  prosperous  that 
Capitular  Masonry  had  had  in  the  State  of  Minnesota, 
not  only  financially  but  in  the  growth  of  the  Order. 
The  Grand  Secretary's  statistics  showed  an  aggregate 
membership  of  the  78  Chapters  amounting  to  12,085 
and  a  net  gain  of  1,149  in  a  year. 

A  veteran  Mason  of  Minnesota  died  in  Minneapolis 
in  September,  1920.  George  W.  Cooley  was  born  in 
New  York  in  1845,  went  to  Minnesota  in  1864,  and  did 
early  engineering  and  road -building  work  in  the  State. 
In  1906  he  was  appointed  State  Engineer,  in  1907 
toured  Europe  to  study  good  roads,  and  on  his  return 
laid  out  the  present  road  system  in  Minnesota.  He 
was  made  a  Mason  in  Minneapolis  in  1868,  a  Royal 
Arch  Mason  in  1869,  and  was  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priest  in  1877  and  1878. 
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There  is  little  else  to  record.  A  short  report  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Companion 
Irving  Todd,  in  which  the  proceedings  of  "Canada" 
(1920)  are  appreciatively  noticed.

MISSISSIPPI. 

The  Reverend  Martin  Ball  of  Clarksdale,  Grand 
High  Priest,  presided  at  the  73rd  Annual  Convocation 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  Missis- 
sippi, held  in  the  City  of  Jackson,  on  the  24th  February, 
1921.  In  his  address  the  Grand  High  Priest  recorded 
progress  and  complete  harmony.  "The  Chapter-year," 
he  said,  "closes  with  aroused  interest  in  Capitular 
Masonry  and  noticeable  concern  in  those  things  that 
make  for  the  advancement  and  perfection  of  Masonic 
life,  as  well  as  a  significant  increase  in  the  numerical 
strength  of  the  Craft." 

"A  destructive  fire  came  to  the  Orphans'  Home  at 
Meridian,  which  threw  gloom  over  the  Craft  everywhere. 
Even  in  that  there  was  cause  for  rejoicing,  as  none  of 
the  children  were  injured.  Masons  all  over  the  State 
were  ready  to  respond  to  the  call  for  help,  and  this 
institution,  "the  pride  and  joy  of  every  Masons's  heart, 
must  have  anything  and  everything  the  custodians  ask 
for." 

Oliver  Lee  McKay,  now  firm  in  his  seat  as  Grand 
Secretary,  reported  a  membership  of  5,958,  and  a  net 
gain  for  1920  of  683.  There  appear  to  be  66  constituent 
Chapters. 

It  was  resolved  by  Grand  Chapter  that  $6,000  be 
appropriated  to  the  Masonic  Home — $3,000  to  be  used 
in  repairing  and  improving  the  Harry  Howard  Hospital 
and  $3,000  to  complete  the  improvement  of  the  grounds; 
and  that  $1,000  be  appropriated  each  year  to  create  a 
building  fund  to  build  additional  dormitory  space  in  the 
Grand  Chapter  building  of  the  Masonic  Home. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  W.  H.  Carter,  showed  improvement  in  nearly 
all  the  Chapters. 
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The  Grand  High  Priest  was  and  no  doubt  is  much 
beloved  by  his  Companions.  A  resolution  of  apprecia- 
tion of  his  services  was  proposed,  spoken  to  by  many 
Companions,  and  enthusiastically  adopted.  It  is  re- 
corded that  Companion  Ball  ''made  a  beautiful  response, 
continuing  until  choked  down  by  emotion  and  tears — 
a  scene  long  to  be  remembered  by  the  Companions 
present." 

We  are  strengthened  in  our  contention  that  the 
personality  of  a  Ruler  of  the  Craft  is  one  of  the  most 
interesting  things  about  it,  and  that,  without  an  under- 
standing of  that  personality,  we  can  scarcely  realise 
the  meaning  and  strength  of  movements  and  events 
that  are  recorded. 

Companion  Ball's  successor  is  not  a  clergyman, 
though  from  his  portrait  we  might  think  he  was.  Henry 
Clay  Yawn,  elected  Grand  High  Priest  at  this  Con- 
vocation of  1921,  was  born  in  1859  in  Alabama,  but 
invaded  Mississippi  at  an  early  age,  and  was  educated 
at  Columbia  College  in  that  State,  from  which  he  gradu- 
ated in  1885.  He  was  at  first  a  schoolmaster,  and  after 
wards  a  lumberman,  at  a  place  called  Lumberton,  in 
Mississippi,  where  he  still  lives.  He  was  Grand  Master 
of  Mississippi  Masons  in  1907,  and  has  had  a  distin- 
guished career  in  all  branches  of  Masonry. 

Oliver  Lee  McKay,  already  mentioned,  hails  from 
Meridian,  and  is  Correspondence  Reviewer  as  well 
as  Grand  Secretary.  He  reviews  the  proceedings  of  40 
Grand  Jurisdictions,  with  the  skill  and  ability  mam- 
ested  in  his  11  previous  annual  reports.  "Canada 
1920"  is  honoured  by  a  lengthy  notice,  with  numerous 
quotations,  interspersed  with  complimentary  remarks. 
Mississippi  is  perhaps  beyond  the  cable-tow  of  our 
Past  Grand  Z.  Ponton;  if  he  should  venture  so  far  south, 
he  will  find  a  fervent  admirer  in  a  man  whose  reputation 
is  world-wide— Companion  McKay.  A  few  graceful 
words  from  the  Mississippi  writer's  "conclusion"  may 
well  be  quoted: — 

"The  year  1920  has  been  a  most  remarkable  one  for 
Capitular  Masonry,  from  the  standpoint  of  member- 
ship and  finance,  as  reflected  in  reports  of  Grand  High 
Priests.     We  cannot  recall  the  closing  of  a  year  at  which 
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the  spirit  of  optimism  was  so  generally  prevalent  through- 
out the  field  of  Capitular  endeavour,  and  trust  that  the 
growth  in  membership  evidences  a  structure  whose 
foundation-stone  is  personal  character  reflecting  therein 
the  beauty  and  glory  of  God."

MISSOURI. 

Some  Grand  High  Priests  emphasise  one  side  of 
Masonry  and  some  another.  The  Grand  High  Priest 
of  Missouri  (1920-21)  was  a  great  visitor.  He  made 
what  he  called  "visitations"  to  very  many  of  the  con- 
stituent Chapters,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee 
appointed  to  consider  his  address,  his  visits,  particularly 
those  to  Chapters  which  had  never  previously  been 
visited  by  any  Grand  High  Priest,  had  a  direct  and 
significant  effect  in  the  large  increase  in  exaltations  dur- 
ing the  year.  Herbert  William  Powers  was  the  name  of 
this  Grand  High  Priest,  and  we  have  learned  more  of 
him  than  we  usually  do  of  Grand  High  Priests.  Earnest- 
ness and  zeal  are  writ  large  upon  the  face  and  head 
presented  to  us  in  phototype,  and  in  a  biographical 
sketch  we  are  told  that  he  was  born  in  1859  in  Iowa,  of 
a  '  'deep-dyed  American"  family.  His  father  moved  to 
the  State  of  Kansas  in  1869,  and  young  Powers  was 
educated  there,  and  there  began  to  qualify  as  an  archi- 
tect. He  apparently  lived  for  a  time  in  Colorada  and 
there  served  as  an  officer  in  the  National  Guard.  His 
Masonic  career  began  in  Kansas  in  1886;  in  1889  he 
moved  to  Missouri,  and  "located"  in  St.  Louis  in  1893. 
He  still  lives  and  practises  as  an  architect  in  St.  Louis. 
His  biographer  attaches  especial  importance  to  one 
thing : — 

"And  last  but  not  least,  our  Companion  has  been 
the  moving  spirit  towards  the  establishment  of  a 
Chapter  of  the  Order  of  DeMolay,  in  St.  Louis,  for  boys, 
sons  of  Master  Masons,  and  their  chums.  The  St. 
Louis  Chapter  has  been  drilled  by  him  to  a  very  high 
degree  of  proficiency,  and  now  registers  about  600 
bright,  enthusiastic,  obedient.  God-loving,  home-loving, 
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and  school-loving  boys,  who  in  time  will  cross  the 
threshold  of  maturity  and  enter  upon  the  civic  duties 
of  manhood  with  a  finer  conception  of  what  is  before 
them  than  any  of  us  ever  had." 

The  address  of  Grand  High  Priest  Powers  at  the  75th 
Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Missouri, 
held  in  Sedalia,  on  the  26th  and  27th  April,  1921,  contain 
a  full  account  of  his  visits.  He  referred  with  pride  to  the 
5,118  exaltations  of  his  year  and  the  total  membership 
of  25,814.  From  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  we 
learn  that  there  are  109  chartered  Chapters  and  that  the 
net  gain  for  1920  was  4,717. 

The  deaths  numbered  248,  and  two  at  least  of  the 
lamented  deceased  were  eminent  members  of  the  Royal 
Craft. 

Arthur  Middleton  Hough,  who  was  born  in  Jefferson 
City,  Missouri,  in  1848,  died  in  the  same  city  in  July, 
1920.  In  1878  he  there  began  the  practice  of  law,  which 
he  continued  with  marked  success  until  his  death. 
To  him  in  large  measure  his  native  city  owed  its  public 
library.  His  gifts  of  a  park  to  Jefferson  City  and  $5,000 
to  the  Masonic  Home  of  Missouri  showed  his  public 
spirit  and  his  devotion  to  Masonry.  He  was  president 
of  the  Jefferson  City  Humane  Society  from  its  organisa- 
tion, and  probably  entered  more  largely  into  the  civic 
life  of  the  city  than  any  other  citizen  in  the  last  20 
years.  He  was  Grand  Master  of  Missouri  Masons  in 
1895  and  Grand  High  Priest  in  1900. 

Xenophon  Ryland,  Senior  Past  Grand  High  Priest, 
was  a  remarkable  man.  Born  in  Lexington,  Missouri, 
in  1844,  he  died  at  his  home  in  Higginsville,  Missouri, 
in  October,  1920.  His  father  was  a  Judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Missouri  and  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge — the  only  instances  in  the  100  years  of 
Missouri  Masonry  of  father  and  son  holding  the  same 
great  office.  He  fought  in  the  civil  war,  afterwards 
became  a  lawyer,  and  was  Probate  Judge  of  Lafayette 
County  from  1882  till  1891.  He  probably  did  not  return 
to  practice  at  the  Bar,  for  we  are  told  that  in  1892  he 
was  elected  and  installed  as  State  Evangelist  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  was  afterwards  the  regular 
pastor  at  Higginsville,  where  he  died.     He  was  Grand 
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Master  in  1876 — when  he  was  Grand  High  Priest  we 
are  not  told.  "Strong  and  manly  he  gave  al!  his  powers 
to  the  service  of  God  and  his  fellow-men." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  suggested  that  the  Triennial 
Convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
United  States  in  1924  should  be  held  in  Kansas  City, 
Missouri,  the  abiding  place  of  William  F.  Kuhn,  who 
will  doubtless  be  General  Grand  High  Priest  from 
1921  to  1924.  Though  a  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  the 
Missouri  Grand  Chapter,  Companion  Kuhn  was,  as 
Deputy  General  Grand  High  Priest,  included  among  the 
distinguished  visitors  at  this  Convocation.  Our  old 
friend  Charles  A.  Conover,  General  Grand  Secretary, 
was  one  of  the  real  visitors,  journeying  from  Michigan 
for  the  purpose  of  being  present. 

The  sum  of  $200  was  appropriated  as  a  contribution 
to  the  fund  for  the  erection  of  a  building  for  the  Acacia 
Fraternity  in  Columbia,  the  home  of  the  University  of 
Missouri. 

We  have  said  something  on  previous  occasions  of  the 
good  work  of  the  Reverend  John  Henderson  Miller, 
of  Kansas  City,  as  Fraternal  Correspondent.  Com- 
panion Miller's  report  of  1921,  covering  the  proceedings 
of  55  Grand  Chapters  in  1920 — sometimes  also  in  1919 — 
is  before  us,  and  is  up  to  his  usual  high  mark.  He 
writes  very  pleasant  things  about  our  own  Grand  Chap- 
ter, reviewing  the  proceedings  of  1920.  His  concluding 
remarks  are  timely: — 

"The  unusual  growth  in  membership  in  nearly  every 
centre  of  large  population  in  the  United  States  is  of 
interest  to  every  Royal  Arch  Mason. 

"Many  of  our  Grand  Chapters  have  grown  beyond 
all  expectation,  and  60  subordinate  Chapters,  located 
in  the  country  between  the  Pacific  Ocean  and  the 
Atlantic  Coast  and  the  Great  Lakes  and  Chesapeake 
Bay,  have  from  1,000  to  3,000  members  and  aie  still 
growing.  These  60  will  soon  grow  into  70  and  then  80 
in  this  great  honour  roll,  for  not  a  few  are  now  nearing 
the  1,000  goal. 

"While  rejoicing  at  the  growth,  we  must  recognise 
the  situation  as  grave,  owing  to  the  difficulty  in  handling 
such  large  bodies,  and  the  danger  of  inefficient  instruc- 
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tion    and    lack    of    individual    personal    attention    and 
assistance. 

"The  question  is  raised  as  to  how  to  meet  the 
situation.  Your  correspondent  sees  but  one  safe  and 
sane  plan,  and  that  is  to  organise  new  Chapters,  enough 
of  them  to  satisfy  all  demands."

NEBRASKA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Ne- 
braska assembled  in  its  54th  Annual  Convocation  in  the 
Chapter-hall  of  the  Masonic  Temple,  Omaha,  on  the 
15th  December,  1920;  Alpha  Morgan,  Grand  High 
Priest,  presided;  representatives  from  40  of  the  53 
chartered  Chapters  were  present.  The  meeting  was 
continued  and  closed  on  the  following  day. 

This  Convocation  was  distinguished  by  the  presence 
of  the  General  Grand  High  Priest  and  the  Deputy 
General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  the  United  States — Companions  Frederick  W. 
Craig  and  William  F.  Kuhn.  Both  of  these  high  digni- 
taries addressed  Grand  Chapter,  but  we  are  not  told 
what  they  said. 

The  address  of  Grand  High  Priest  Morgan  was  well- 
reasoned  and  practical.  He  said  that  the  increase 
in  membership  had  been  beyond  that  of  any  previous 
year.  He  recorded  the  death  in  November,  1920,  of 
Past  Grand  Scribe  James  R.  Cain  senior,  who  was 
Grand  Master  of  Nebraska  Masons  in  1881  and  whose 
son  was  Grand  Master  in  1912. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  spoke  feelingly  of  the  high 
purposes  of  the  George  Washington  Memorial  Associa- 
tion and  of  the  Nebraska  Masonic  Homes  at  Plattsmouth 
and  Fremont.  A  dispensation,  he  said,  had-  been 
granted  in  April,  1920,  for  a  new  Chapter  in  Omaha. 

The  report  of  Grand  Secretary  Francis  E.  White 
was  interesting.  He  reported  53  chartered  Chapters 
and  one  under  dispensation;  total  membership,  6,890; 
net  gain  in  a  year,  762. 
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John  Harper,  Grand  Lecturer,  made  a  report  which 
showed  strenuous  and  effective  work  during  the  year. 

There  is  no  correspondence  repoit,  and  little  in  all 
the  reports- made  to  interest  outsiders;  at  the  same 
time  it  is  evident  that  Nebraska  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
is  a  live  thing.

NEVADA. 

The  opening  words  of  Grand  High  Piiest  George  W. 
Robinson  in  addressing  the  Excellent  Companions  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Nevada  at  its  48th  Annual 
Convocation,  held  in  Reno,  on  the  7th  and  8th  June, 
1921,  are  significant:  they  show  the  condition  and  the 
spirit  of  the  general  body: — 

"Forty-eight  years  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  this 
Jurisdiction — nearly  a  lifetime,  more  than  a  lifetime  for 
some — have  rolled  by.  What  have  we  to  show  for  them? 
Numbers  we  cannot  boast  of,  neither  in  Chapters  nor 
membership,  but  numbers  are  not  everything.  We  are 
not  rich  in  money,  but  there  are  things  more  to  be 
prized  than  riches.  The  only  measure  of  progress  is 
in  the  degree  of  loyalty  to  the  cause,  enthusiasm  for  the 
great  purposes  of  the  Royal  Craft,  devotion  to  its 
ideals.  This  may  be  found  in  a  small  Jurisdiction  as 
well  as  in  a  large  one.  As  long  as  we  remain  an  institu- 
tion based  on  the  ideals  of  sacrifice  and  service  we  must 
progress,  adverse,  circumstances  may  retard,  but  the 
result  is  certain." 

The  Grand  Secretary's  figures  are:  9  constituent 
Chapters;  population,  579;  net  gain  in  a  year,  17. 

The  passing  of  two  of  the  prominent  Royal  Crafts- 
men of  the  Jurisdiction  was  fittingly  deplored.  Past 
Grand  High  Priest  Robert  Lardin  Fulton  died  at  Oak- 
land, California,  in  October,  1920.  He  was  born  in 
Ohio  in  1847;  had  a  career  in  "railroading;"  in  1875 
became  land  agent  in  Nevada  for  the  Central  Pacific,  and 
assisted  materially  in  the  development  of  Nevada.  A 
quiet,  gentle,  humorous  man,  with  superb  strength  of 
mind   and   an   abounding  love   for   his   fellow-man,   he 
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entered  Masonry  at  an  early  age,  and  was  Grand  High 
Priest  of  Nevada  in  1887.  The  other  notable  deceased 
of  the  ye#r  was  John  Dempster  Hammond.  He  also 
had  made  his  home  in  California,  at  Berkeley,  and  died 
there  in  December,  1920,  having  been  born  in  1841. 
A  pioneer  Methodist  minister  in  the  west,  he  was  at  one 
time  also  a  State  Senator,  and  his  services  rendered  to 
Nevada  Masonry  were  of  a  high  order.  From  1878 
until  1886  he  was  Grand  Secretary  of  both  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  the  Grand  Chapter  and  writer  of  the  corres- 
pondence reports. 

The  year's  oration,  on  the  topics  "Crime,  Duty, 
Justice,  as  applied  to  present-day  Conditions,"  was 
delivered  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Walter  E.  Pratt, 
and  was  listened  to  with  close  attention  and  marked 
approval. 

The  Report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  by  Edward 
D.  Vanderlieth,  the  Grand  Secretary.  We  have  been 
reading  his  reports  now  for  some  years  and  regard  them 
as  among  the  best.  Of  Canada,  he  finds  much  to  say — 
it  is  Canada  in  1920 — and  it  is  all  eulogistic.  We  are 
proud  of  what  he  finds  it  in  his  heart  to  say,  for  we  think 
him  a  competent  appraiser.  His  reviews  comprehend 
53  Grand  bodies;  most  of  them  are  short,  but  a  great 
deal  is  told  by  him  in  a  few  words — he  has  the  art  to 
condense  satisfactorily.

NEW  JERSEY. 

We  confess  to  a  little  disappointment  in  regard 
to  the  New  Jersey  proceedings  for  1920,  which  now  lie 
before  us.  There  is  no  want  of  progress,  no  lack  of 
harmony,  no  apparent  falling  off  in  enthusiasm.  What 
we  miss  is  something  about  which  we  can  write,  some- 
thing to  approbate  or  reprobate.  , 

Trenton  was  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  New  Jersey  at  its  65th  Annual  Convocation, 
on  the  11th  May,  1921;  and  J.  Vreeland  Haring,  Grand 
High  Priest,  presided,  and  read  the  customary  address; 
but,  before  doing  so,  welcomed  a  number  of  distinguished 
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visitors,  among  whom  was  our  zealous  Ponton,  Immedi- 
ate Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Canada,  who,  as  one  speaker  said,  had  beaten  a  path 
to  the  New  Jersey  Annual  Convocation,  but  who  had 
by  no  means  worn  out  his  welcome,  as  was  apparent. 
His  speech  in  answer  to  the  welcome  he  received  was  an 
eloquent  one.  It  is  printed  in  extenso  in  the  pro- 
ceedings— and  is  full  of  the  best  Masonic  feeling. 

From  the  address  of  Grand  High  Priest  Haring  we 
take  leave  to  quote  a  few  paragraphs : — 

"In  New  Jersey  Royal  Arch  Masonry  was  never 
more  flourinhing  than  it  is  at  this  very  moment.  A 
thrill  of  fraternal  life  has  stirred  all  of  our  Chapters; 
a  few,  which  had  seemed  afflicted  with  incipient  inac- 
tivity and  had  appeared  dormant  for  a  while,  now  have 
a  long  line  of  petitioners  craving  enlistment  in  our 
worthy  cause,  and  the  rhythmic  sound  of  the  chisel 
and  mallet  is  heard  in  the  rich  quarries  of  every  Chapter. 

"Five  new  Chapters  under  dispensations  are  now 
strong  and  vigorous;  others  are  still  in  the  formative 
stage  and  will  appeal  for  recognition  in  the  very  near 
future. 

"This  activity  is  not  sporadic,  but  is  a  steady  natural 
growth;  the  result  of  a  forward  movement,  and  an 
unrestrained  desire  for  an  acceptance  of  the  philosophy 
and  principles  of  Freemasonry,  and  the  beautiful  teach- 
ings embodied  in  our  Royal  Art. 

"It  has  been  my  privilege  to  visit  every  Chapter  in 
our  State,  including  those  under  dispensation;  not  out 
of  curiosity,  but  that  I  might  greet  our  Companions 
in  their  own  Masonic  Homes,  and,  by  personal  in- 
spection and  observation,  discover,  if  possible,  the 
prevailing  condition  of  the  Craft,  give  a  word  of  encour- 
agement, cheer,  or  admonition  as  occasion  required. 

"As  a  result  of  this,  I  feel  warranted  in  making  the 
assertion  that  in  no  other  Jurisdiction  can  more  loyal 
Royal  Arch  Masons  be  found  than  our  Capitular 
Companions  here  in  New  Jersey." 

One  of  the  events  of  the  year,  as  narrated  by  the 
Grand  High  Priest,  was  a  reception  in  Mount  Vernon 
Chapter,  Jersey  City,  on  the  occasion  of  the  50th 
anniversary  of  the  election  of   Marcus  Higginbotham 
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to  the  office  of  Grand  High  Priest.  A  beautiful  "Perfect 
Ashlar,"  in  marble,  with  gold  mountings,  was  presented 
to  Companion  Higginbotham  by  the  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  New  Jersey,  whose  spokesman  was  our  old 
friend  Henry  S.  Haines,  Past  Grand  High  Priest.  The 
following  paragraphs  from  the  remarks  of  Companion 
Haines  in  making  the  presentation  contain  something 
which  we  have  not  before  found — a  something  which 
goes  beyond  and  has  a  deeper  significance  than  the  mere 
words — charming  and  graceful  as  they  are,  express: — 

"If  we  can  conscientiously  credit  ourselves  with  a 
goodly  share  of  these  virtues,  and  justly  claim  the 
title  of  a  Mason,  we  may  still  inquire  of  ourselves  if 
we  possess  these  attributes  in  a  marked  degree,  and 
therefore  merit  the  title  of  Arch  Masons,  a  term  which 
implies  a  greater  excellence  in  the  qualities  possessed, 
or  a  stronger  devotion  to  a  purpose,  whether  good  or 
evil.  Thus  we  speak  of  Arch  Dukes  such  as  Maxi- 
milian, the  unfortunate  aspirant  to  a  crown  in  Mexico; 
of  Arch  Deacons  such  as  Farrar,  the  gifted  author  and 
divine;  of  Arch  Traitors,  such  as  Benedict  Arnold  and 
others  of  more  recent  years;  of  Arch  Enemies  such  as 
Satan,  who  offered  Jesus  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth 
if  he  would  bow  down  and  worship  him,  and  that 
despotic  demon  of  Prussia,  the  German  Kaiser,  who 
would  gladly  accept  those  terms;  of  Arch  Bishops  such 
as  Becket  of  Canterbury,  who  died  an  unyielding  and 
unflinching  martyr  to  his  faith;  and  lastly  of  Arch 
Angels  such  as  Michael,  who  assembled  the  angelic 
hosts  of  heaven  to  combat  and  conquer  the  Spirit  of 
Evil  personated  by  the  dragon  in  the  Apocalypse. 

"If  we  can  assume  for  ourselves  the  proud  title  of 
Arch  Masons,  we  may  still  ask  if  the  qualities  that  make 
us  such  are  ours  in  a  superlative  degree  and  would 
justify  us  in  prefixing  the  word  "Royal"  to  our  appella- 
tion. The  word  "Royal,"  as  here  employed,  has  no 
reference  to  kings  or  queens,  but  to  excellence  which 
cannot  be  surpassed;  and,  as  here  applied  to  the  attri- 
butes of  Masonry,  it  signifies  the  very  highest  degree  of 
Masonic  devotion  and  Masonic  virtue. 

"Rare  as  this  attainment  is,  we  may  yet  safely 
believe  that  there  are  some  Companions  among  us  who 
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measure  up  closely  to  the  standard  I  have  set;  and  I 
have  one  of  these  particularly  in  mind  to-night,  whose 
name  is  a  household  word  in  this  Masonic  community, 
and  need  not  be  spoken  to  make  him  known;  but  it  is 
one  we  so  love  to  hear  that  I  shall  utter  it:  'Most  Excel- 
lent Marcus  Higginbotham.'  " 

The  report  of  Grand  Secretary  Peter  McGill — his 
11th  annual  report — gave  interesting  figures:  49  consti- 
tuent Chapters;  membership  at  the  end  of  1920,  13,146; 
net  gain  in  that  year,  2,543.  Only  one  Chapter  repoited 
a  decrease  in  membership,  and  that  was  a  slight  one 
which  had  since  been  made  up. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  again  comes 
from  the  facile  pen  of  Companion  Haines,  and  is  quite 
delightful  reading.  We  are  sorry  that  he  has  not 
included  "Canada,"  either  1920  or  1921,  in  his  reviews. 
There  has  doubtless  been  some  miscarriage  in  the 
mails.

NEW  MEXICO. 

A  very  good  address  was  made  by  Reuben  Perry, 
Grand  High  Priest,  at  the  23rd  Annual  Convocation 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  Mexico,  held  in  Albuquer- 
que on  the  24th  February,  1921.  He  said  that  Capitular 
Masonry  in  New  Mexico  was  prosperous.  The  net 
growth  in  membership  was  194 — the  largest  number  of 
accessions  during  any  recent  year.  The  report  of  the 
Grand  Secretary  shewed  17  constituent  Chapters  with 
a  total  membership,  at  the  end  of  1920,  of  1,538. 

There  is  no  correspondence  report.

NEW  YORK. 

The  close  relations  between  the  Grand  Chapters 
of  New  York  and  Canada  have  been  maintained.  At 
the  124th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  former  Grand 
Chapter,  held  (as  invariably)  in  the  Masonic  Temple, 
on  the  north-west  corner  of  Maiden  lane  and   Lodge 
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street,  Albany,  on  the  1st  and  2nd  February,  1921,  our 
then  Grand  Z.,  William  Nisbet  Ponton,  was  again  a 
visitor,  and  there  was  unrestricted  reciprocity  when 
our  Grand  Chapter  met  later  in  the  same  month,  in 
London,  Ontario.  One  of  the  best  passages  in  Com- 
panion Ponton's  short  speech,  in  acknowledgment  of 
the  welcome  which  he  was  accorded,  was  this:  "Heaven 
shuts  its  gates  to  him  who  comes  alone.  The  lone  man, 
the  isolated  man,  is  like  a  disconnected  telephone.  I 
always  think  it  requires  two  men  and  God  to  make  a 
Royal  Arch  Mason." 

Jerome  L.  Cheney,  of  Syracuse,  Grand  High  Priest, 
presided  at  the  1921  Convocation  aforesaid,  and  re- 
ceived many  distinguished  visitors.  He  began  his 
address  by  saying  that  from  a  material  standpoint  the 
year  1920  had  been  the  greatest  in  the  history  of  the 
Grand  Chapter;  and  then  referred  to  the  death  in  May, 
1920,  of  Marshall  Freeman  Hemingway,  who  presided 
over  the  Grand  Chapter  in  1912  and  had  been  Grand 
Lecturer  for  more  than  6  years.  Companion  Heming- 
way was  born  in  Michigan  in  1854.  He  removed  to 
Troy,  New  York,  when  a  young  man,  and  engaged  in 
newspaper  work  and  later  in  municipal  politics.  In 
1913  he  retired  from  newspaper  work  to  devote  all 
his  time  to  fraternal  activities.  "Marshall  F.  Heming- 
way," said  the  Grand  High  Priest,  "personified  the 
spirit  of  Fraternity.  He  was  steadfast  in  friendship, 
cheerful  in  comradeship,  and  helpful  in  the  time  of 
need."  William  L.  Dickenson,  Grand  Royal  Arch 
Captain,  was  appointed  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  to 
act  as  Grand  Lecturer  until  this  Convocation,  and  was 
then  continued  in  office  for  the  ensuing  year,  dropping 
out  of  the  line  of  promotion  which  might  lead  to  the 
great  office  of  Grand  High  Priest. 

While  Companion  Cheney's  address  is  a  careful  and 
comprehensive  one — an  excellent  business  summary — 
we  do  not  find  anything  more  in  it  which,  in  our  opinion, 
would  be  of  interest  to  the  general  reader. 

The  efficient  Grand  Secretary,  Charles  C.  Hunt,  report- 
ed that  returns  had  been  received  from  all  of  the  213 
chartered  Chapters  and  4  Chapters  under  dispensation, 
and  that  all  had   paid  their  dues.     There  were   7,800 
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exaltations  in  1920,  only  764  deaths,  and  a  net  increase 
of  6,800  in  the  aggregate  membership  of  the  Chapters, 
bringing  it  to  55,295  on  the  27th  December,  1920. 
The  most  gratifying  feature  of  this  activity  was  that 
it  had  not  been  confined  to  the  larger  Chapters,  nor  to 
the  great  centres  of  population,  but  had  been  diffused 
•generally  throughout  the  State.  For  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  so  far  as  the  records 
showed,  every  Chapter  had  conferred  degrees. 

The  R.E.  and  Reverend  Companion  Pierre  Cushing, 
Grand  Chaplin,  delivered  an  inspiring  address  on  the 
theme  "Masonry  and  Reconstruction."  He  said  that 
our  part  as  Masons  in  the  great  task  of  reconstruction 
was  to  discover  anew  the  foundations  of  the  moral 
edifice  in  ourselves  and  in  society  around  us. 

A  special  committee  presented  a  report,  which  was 
approved  by  Grand  Chapter,  recommending  that  the 
famous  amendments  to  the  constitution-  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  should  not  be  adopted. 

The  proceedings  are  for  the  greater  part  devoid  of 
interest — they  are  of  the  routine  order.  Not  so  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence, 
by  Companion  Arthur  Warren,  his  second  annual 
review.  Some  cheerful  words  in  his  exordium  may  be 
quoted : — 

"We  are  especially  anxious  that  this  report  shall 
prove  of  real  interest  and  value  to  the  Craft  of  our  own 
Jurisdiction.  Let  us  put  an  end  to  the  all  too  common 
but  wholly  misleading  and  incorrect  statement  that  no 
one  ever  reads  a  Foreign  Correspondence  Report.  If 
ever  such  a  condition  did  exist  it  is  not  going  to  exist 
this  year  with  reference  to  this  report." 

We  have  enjoyed  and  profited  by  the  reading  of 
Companion  Warren's  report.  In  dealing  with  the 
proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  in  1920 
he  is  lavish  of  appreciation  and  praise.

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NORTH  CAROLINA. 


"The  land  of  the  Sky"  seems  to  be  the  name  adopted 
to  describe  the  locality  of  the  meeting-place  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  North  Carolina  for  its  73rd  Annual 
Convocation,  on  the  10th  and  11th  May,  1921 — 
Asheville.  Both  a  summer  and  a  winter  resort  for 
visitors,  it  is  not  unknown  to  Canadians.  It  was  there 
that  the  General  Grand  Chapter  held  its  Triennial 
Convocation  in  September,  1921. 

J.  M.  Oldham,  of  Charlotte,  Grand  High  Priest, 
presided  at  this  Convocation.  In  his  address  he  said 
that  the  year  has  been  very  successful  as  to  gains  in 
members  and  income.  The  increase  in  fees  had  brought 
increased  revenue,  and  the  apportionment  of  this  would 
be  a  duty  as  well  as  a  privilege.  A  feeling  of  friendship 
and  brotherly  love  prevailed  throughout  the  Juris- 
diction. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  shewed  a  cash  balance 
of  $6,571.97;  and  the  Grand  Secretary  reported  51 
Chapters  with  a  total  membership  of  6,536  and  a  net 
gain  for  the  year  of  729. 

The  appropriations  included  $500  for  the  Masonic 
and  Eastern  Star  Home  and  $600  for  the  Oxford  Orphan 
Asylum. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  John  H.  Anderson,  of 
Fayetteville,  a  recent  graduate  from  the  ranks,  some- 
what unwillingly  undertook  the  Fraternal  Correspond- 
ence Review.  He  signed  it  "J.  H.  Anderson,  Corres- 
pondence Committee  (not  Chairman  but  IT)."  Most 
of  us  are  IT  we  may  say,  though  some  are  officially 
described  as  Chairmen — why,  we  know  not.  Compan- 
ion Anderson  also  confesses  that  the  report  is  the 
first  literary  effort  of  his  life.  He  goes  through  the 
proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapters  in  the  usual  alpha- 
betical order,  and  when  he  comes  to  Canada  (1920) 
says  that  the  address  of  the  Grand  Z.  is  full  of  beautiful 
thoughts  and  inspiration — wishing  it  were  possible  to 
produce  more  of  it,  he  quotes  two  eloquent  passages. 
Fairly  enough  he  adds  that  "it  would  seem  that  the 
Craft  in  Canada  is  suffering  from  the  same  indifference 
that  we  are,  as  the  average  attendance  at  the  Convo- 
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cations  is  only  20  out  of  an  average  membership  of 
134." 

The  first  impressions  of  a  Round  Table  recruit  are 
always  interesting.  We  venture  to  quote  some  remarks 
of  Companion  Anderson,  made  in  his  introduction,  but 
obviously  written  after  he  had  completed  his  journey 
through  the  Capitular  world : — 

"In  reading  the  proceedings  I  find  the  same  con- 
ditions that  exist  in  North  Carolina  to  exist  in  most 
of  the  other  Grand  Jurisdictions;  the  same  weak  spots, 
the  same  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  subordinate 
officers  to  fit  themselves  for  the  position  of  High  Priest, 
and  the  same  desire  to  rush  through  the  degrees. 

"I  have  endeavoured  to  present  the  best  points  in 
the  addresses  of  the  several  Grand  High  Priests  and  the 
legislation  of  the  Grand  Chapters  that  would  be  of 
interest  to  us. 

"Some  of  the  decisions  have  not  only  been  contrary 
to  our  Capitular  law,  but  repugnant  to  my  idea  of 
Masonic  law.  Only  in  rare  cases  have  I  commented  on 
the  decisions,  as  I  felt  that  the  Grand  High  Priests  of 
the  several  Grand  Chapters  were  in  a  better  position  to 
judge  the  merits  of  the  cases  and  decide  them  under 
their  own  laws. 

"While  the  task  has  been  great,  I  am  amply  repaid 
by  the  feeling  that  I  have  added  to  my  store  of  Masonic 
knowledge;  and,  after  reading  the  many  inspiring  ad- 
dresses, I  am  better  enabled  to  instruct  my  less  informed 
brethren  and  have  a  broader  and  more  extended  view 
of  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  a  Mason."

NORTH  DAKOTA. 

The  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Chapter  are  always 
interesting.  One  reason  is  that  the  more  or  less  formal 
record  is  illuminated  by  flashes  from  the  battery 
of  the  Grand  Secretary,  one  Walter  L.  Stockwell,  a 
much-esteemed  Craftsman  and  "a  mon  o'  pairts."  For 
instance,  though  it  is  almost  a  general  custom  to  preface 
the  printed  volume  with  a  portrait  of  the  presiding 
Grand  High  Priest,  or  perhaps  the  newly-elected  one,

it  is  not  every  Grand  Secretary  who  thoughtfully  adds 
a  few  words  of  biography;  and  very  few  indeed  are 
gifted  with  the  ability  to  present  the  subject  as  a  living, 
breathing,  human  person.  Grand  Secretary  Stockwell 
thus  presents  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  North  Dakota 
for  1920:— 

"John  Hanson  Gary  Turner,  our  32nd  Grand  High 
Priest,  is  a  native  of  Canada,  having  been  born  at 
Parkhill,  Middlesex  county,  Ontario,  February  12th, 
1866.  His  father,  the  Rev.  Ezra  Turner,  was  an 
honoured  pioneer  clergyman  of  the  northern  part  of 
this  State,  who  served  as  a  member  of  the  convention 
which  framed  the  Constitution  of  North  Dakota. 
His  mother  was  Eleanor  Hagerman.  Companion  Tur- 
ner came  to  Dakota  Territory  with  his  parents  in  1883, 
and  located  on  a  homestead  one  mile  west  of  the  present 
city  of  Bottineau.  He  received  his  preliminary  edu- 
cation in  the  public  schools  of  Ontario,  and  his  post- 
graduate course  has  been  in  the  larger  school  of  experi- 
ence. On  December  17th,  1890,  he  married  Edith 
Emily  Hawkes,  and  of  this  union  9  children  have  been 
born,  5  girls  and  4  boys,  the  eldest  a  daughter  aged  29 
and  the  youngest  a  little  girl  of  6.  Two  of  the  sons 
responded  to  the  call  of  the  country. 

"During  the  earlier  years  of  Companion  Turner's 
manhood,  lie.  was  engaged  in  the  train  service  of  the 
Great  Northern  Railroad.  The  years  from  1895  to 
1902  were  devoted  to  farming,  but  since  then  he  has 
resided  in  Bottineau,  operating  a  transfer  line  and 
representing  the  Home  Oil  Company.  He  has  identified 
himself  actively  with  the  life  of  Bottineau,  and  enjoys 
the  respect  of  his  fellow-citizens. 

"For  the  past  15  years  he  has  devoted  himself 
enthusiastically   to   the  work  of   the  various   Masonic 

bodies  of  Bottineau Companion  Turner  is 

an  excellent  ritualist  and  has  given  unreservedly  of  his 
time  and  effort  to  the  Masonic  bodies  of  his  home 
community.  He  was  the  second  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Council  of  North  Dakota,  serving  during  the  year 
1917.  At  present  he  is  the  Grand  Junior  Warden  of  the 
Grand  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar.  His  year  of 
service  as  Grand  High  Priest  has  been  marked  by  his 
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great  interest  and  fidelity  to  CapitularMasonry.  During 
the  last  two  months  of  his  year  as  Grand  High  Priest 
he  visited  all  but  4  or  5  Chapters,  devoting  himself 
heartily  to  securing  better  rendition  of  the  ritual. 
We  are  confident  that  splendid  results  will  accrue  from 
this  work. 

"Companion  Turner  enjoys  the  respect  and  esteem 
of  all  his  associates." 

Deft  touches  are  added  by  the  Grand  Secretary  here 
and  there  in  the  course  of  the  proceedings.  Thus  the 
statement  that  the  32nd  Annual  Convocation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  North  Dakota 
was  held  on  the  25th  and  26th  January,  1921,  is  embel- 
lished with  the  remark  that  the  beautiful  Masonic 
Temple  at  Grand  Forks  was  the  scene  of  the  meeting 
and  that  "the  attendance,  interest,  and  enthusiasm 
manifested  proved  conclusively  the  wisdom  of  the  change 
to  a  winter  meeting." 

The  address  of  Grand  High  Priest  Turner  was  modest, 
as  might  be  expected  from  a  Canadian  by  birth  and 
schooling— we  do  not  say  "by  education,"  for  the  best 
part  of  that,  we  take  it,  was  acquired  after  school-days 
had  closed,  and  is  indeed  not  yet  completed. 

We  quote  two  paragraphs  from  the  address: — 
"In  accounting  for  my  stewardship  I  feel  a  reasonable 
degree  of  satisfaction.  We  started  the  year  with  an 
entirely  new  ritual,  involving  many  important  changes; 
we  are  ending  it  with  the  ritual  fairly  well  mastered  by 
all  of  the  Chapters  I  have  visited  throughout  the 
State.  This  could  not  have  been  accomplished  without 
the  co-operation  of  the  officers  and  members  of  con- 
stituent Chapters.  I  am  sure  I  express  the  feeling  of 
my  fellow  Grand  Officers  in  expressing  our  appreciation 
of  this  hearty  co-operation. 

"The  Grand  Secretary's  records  show  a  net  increase 
of  membership  during  the  past  year  of  324,  which  is  a 
normal  healthy  growth  and  speaks  volumes  for  the 
future  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  North  Dakota.  Dis- 
pensations have  been  granted  for  two  new  Chapters 
and  the  year  1921  ought  to  show  greater  life  and  interest 
throughout  this  Grand  Jurisdiction." 
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It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  North  Dakota  is  a 
neighbour  of  Manitoba,  the  latter  being  still  under  the 
sway  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada.  Grand  High 
Priest  Turner  tells  of  a  visit  made  by  him  to  Corinthian 
Chapter  No.  101,  G.R.C.,  at  Boissevain,  Manitoba,  on 
the  9th  October,  1920 — the  occasion  of  the  official 
visit  of  our  own  Grand  Z.,  William  Nisbet  Ponton. 
Companion  Turner  was  received  with  every  mark  of 
respect  and  was  most  favourably  impressed.  In  return 
he  invited  Companion  Ponton  to  visit  the  North  Dakota 
Grand  Chapter  at  this  Convocation;  the  invitation  was 
regretfully  declined — with  an  intimation  that  Com- 
panion Ponton  would  like  a  renewal  for  1922 — in  a 
graceful  letter,  which  was  read  as  part  of  the  address  of 
Grand  High  Priest  Turner. 

From  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  we  find  that  there 
are  24  chartered  Chapters  and  3  under  dispensation; 
membership  at  the  end  of  1920,  3,844;  net  gain,  324. 

The  Fraternal  Correspondence  Report  was  again — ■ 
for  the  7th  time — presented  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
E.  George  Guthrie,  who,  as  we  have  before  remarked, 
writes  easily  and  well  and  is  very  thorough  in  his  reviews. 
The  proceedings  of  48  Grand  Chapters  are  noticed. 
"Canada"  (1920)  is  not  forgotten — indeed  the  review  is 
appreciative  and  flattering  to  an  unusual  degree.  In 
one  place  in  this  report  Companion  Guthrie  alludes  to 
his  own  North  Dakota  as  "the  Fliekertail  State."  Will 
some  one  rise  to  explain? 

A  year  ago  in  our  review  of  North  Dakota  (p.  xcii.) 
the  printer  made  us  refer  to  the  "first  Annual  Convo- 
cation of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  North  Dakota,"  instead 
of  "the  thirty-first."  We  apologise — for  the  printer. 
Do  you  recognise,  Companions  of  the  Round  Table, 
that,  after  you  have  read  and  returned  your  proofs, 
some  one  else  has  the  power  of  making  you  appear 
ridiculous?

NOVA  SCOTIA. 

Pleasing  progress  has  been  made  by  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Nova  Scotia  since  our  last  report.  The 
52nd  Grand  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  Digby  on 
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the  7th  June,  1921.     The  presiding  Grand  High  Priest, 
Wilbert  A.  Creelman,  making  the  annual  address,  said: — 

"Our  meeting  place  to-day,  on  the  historic  shore  of 
the  Annapolis  Basin,  is  one  of  the  many  beautiful 
summer  resorts  of  our  Province;  and,  as  our  Annual 
Convocations  are  held  in  June,  the  best  month  of  the 
year  for  enjoying  the  beauties  of  nature,  which  are 
here  so  lavishly  displayed,  we  are  confident  that  our 
Convocation  here  will  be  among  those  pleasant  and 
profitable  gatherings  not  soon  to  be  forgotten." 

Passing  to  a  consideration  of  the  events  of  the 
year,  he  noted  the  deaths  of  20  Companions.  Among 
those  passing  on  was  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Joseph 
Robert  Bennett,  who  died  on  the  evening  of  the  8th 
June,  1920,  shortly  after  the  closing  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  meeting,  at  which  his  accustomed  presence  was 
missing.  Companion  Bennett  was  born  in  Halifax, 
Nova  Scotia,  in  1846.  and  there  the  greater  part  of  his 
active  and  useful  life  was  spent.  For  the  44  years 
preceding  his  death  he  was  outside  superintendent  of 
one  of  the  largest  shipping  firms  in  Halifax.  He  was 
Grand  High  Priest  in  1917.  Bennett  was,  as  the  Grand 
High  Priest  said,  "loved  by  all  for  his  kindliness  of  heart, 
his  readiness  to  help,  and  his  untiring  work  for  the 
advancement  of  Capitular  Masonry." 

Two  new  Chapters  in  Montague,  Prince  Edward 
Island,  and  Dartmouth,  Nova  Scotia,  respectively,  had 
been  constituted  and  consecrated  during  the  year,  both 
with  excellent  prospects. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  the  Jurisdiction  includes 
Prince  Edward  Island  and  Newfoundland  as  well  as 
Nova  Scotia. 

The  increase  in  membership  during  the  year  had 
been  very  satisfactory,  the  net  gain  being  263,  and  the 
total  membership  of  the  20  constituent  Chapters  2,471. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  had  visited  during  his  year 
all  the  Chapters  in  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward 
Island,  but  had  not  been  able  to  compass  Newfoundland, 
where  Shannon  Chapter  is  still  the  only  one,  and  where 
the  Grand  High  Priest  has  a  representative— W.  Barker, 
Past  Grand  Scribe — who  reported  Shannon  in  a  flour- 
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ishing  condition,  and  gave  ample  particulars  in  support 
of  his  statement. 

Among  the  visits  made  by  the  Most  Excellent  in 
Nova  Scotia  was  one  to  his  own  mother  Chapter, 
Keith,  No.  4,  at  Truro,  upon  the  occasion  of  the  50th 
Anniversary  of  its  organisation.  An  interesting  incident 
of  this  celebration  is  recounted  in  the  address: — 

"The  sole  remaining  member  of  those  who  as  charter 
members  first  raised  the  Royal  Arch  in  Keith  Chapter, 
the  Rev.  W.  T.  Wilkins,  now  of  Trenton,  Ont.,  was  the 
honoured  guest  of  the  Chapter,  and  when  responding 
to  the  toast  of  "Keith  Chapter"  wore  the  same  regalia 
he  had  worn  at  its  organisation  50  years  ago.  I  was 
given  the  honour  of  presenting  the  members  of  Keith 
Chapter  and  their  ladies  to  this  veteran  Companion, 
and  later  at  the  banquet  of  presenting  him  with  a  ring 
from  the  members  of  Keith  as  a  souvenir  of  this  50th 
Anniversary.  Companion  Wilkins  was  also  identified 
with  this  Grand  Chapter  while  a  member  of  Keith,  as 
he  was  its  first  Grand  Chaplain." 

An  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by  the  addition 
of  an  article  providing  for  the  division  of  the  Jurisdiction 
into  6  districts  (Prince  Edward  Island  being  one  and 
Newfoundland  another),  and  for  the  annual  appoint- 
ment by  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  a  Grand  Superintend- 
ent for  each  district,  was  proposed,  voted  upon,  and 
carried. 

Brenton  F.  Porter,  Grand  Secretary,  writes  the 
Foreign  Correspondence  reviews — 5 1  of  them — in  master- 
ly style.  Of  our  own  Grand  Chapter  in  1920  he  tells  a 
good  deal,  and  is  lavish  in  quotation  from  the  brilliant 
periods  of  Grand  Z.  Ponton.  Companion  Porter's 
report,  as  it  appears  to  us,  is  an  important  contribution 
to  Masonic  literature,  and  should  be  widely  read. 

We  are  proud  to  recognise  in  the  new  Grand'  High 
Priest  a  fellow-undergraduate  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  in  the  seventies.

OHIO. 


In  Dayton,  Ohio,  on  the  5th  October,  1921,  the 
officers  and  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  assembled 
at  the  Miami  Hotel  and  were  escorted  to  the  Masonic 
Temple  by  Reed  Commandery  No.  6,  Knights  Templars, 
led  by  Culbertson's  band  from  the  National  Soldiers' 
Home.  The  105th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Ohio  was  the  occasion  of  the  assembling. 
Grand  Chapter  was  opened  in  ample  form  and  con- 
tinued in  session  for  two  days.  This  is  one  of  the  big 
Grand  Chapters,  but  not  the  biggest.  There  were  some 
distinguished  visitors,  speeches  were  made,  and  much 
business  was  transacted.  Companion  Rufus  S.  Jones, 
Grand  High  Priest,  delivered  an  excellent  address  in 
which  he  said  that  there  is  a  demand  to-day  for  careful 
and  painstaking  service  on  the  part  of  every  man  who 
has  the  interest  .of  humanity  at  heart,  and  every  oigan- 
isation  that  seeks  to  elevate  mankind  by.  its  teachings. 
He  asked  the  assembled  Companions,  "Do  you,  as 
officers  in  your  several  Chapters,  appreciate  the  oppor- 
tunities and  responsibilities  which  are  yours?" 

The  increase  in  membership  for  the  year  was  7,297, 
which  was  1,612  less  than  the.  previous  year,  but  3,142 
more  than  any  other  year  in  the  history  of  the  Grand 
Chapter.  There  are  196  active  chartered  Chapters  and 
4  under- dispensation.  The  total  number  of  members 
on  the  31st  July,  1921,  was  68,054. 

The  passing  of  two  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  Lewis 
Philip  Schaus,  who  was  Grand  High  Priest  in  1904, 
and  James  Wilken  Iredell,  Grand  High  Priest  in  1888, 
1889,  and  1890,  was  feelingly  alluded  to  by  the  present 
Most  Excellent  in  his  address.  Companion  Iredell  was 
a  great  figure  in  Ohio  Masonry.  He  was  born  in  1841 ; 
and  the  years  of  his  long  life  were  busy  ones.  He  was 
the  principal  figures  in  the  movement  for  the  building 
of  a  Masonic  Home,  which  culminated  in  1890. 

At  this  Convocation  large  sums  were  appropriated 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Home,  which  is  at  Springfield, 
and  the  reports  of  the  officers  and  trustees  showed  how 
excellently  the  work  of  the  Home  is  prospering. 
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There  is  perhaps  not  a  great  deal  in  the  large  volume 
before  us  which  will  interest  outsiders,  but  we  cannot 
refrain  from  a  passing  tribute  of  admiration  for  the 
Report  on  Necrology  by  Grand  Chaplain  Frank  G. 
Mitchell,  of  Urbana.  In  our  view,  it  is  just  what  such 
a  report  should  be,  and  may  well  serve  as  a  model  to 
other  writers.  It  deals  faithfully  with  the  distinguished 
dead  of  the  year,  does  not  omit  reference  to  the  less 
distinguished,  and  contains  no  trite,  conventional, 
phrases  such  as  "Pallida  Mors"  or  "Silent  Reaper." 

We  have  had  occasion  before  to  express  admiration 
for  the  work  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Orion  P.  Sperra 
as  Foreign  Correspondent,  and  his  report  made  at  the 
1921  Convocation  is  in  no  way  inferior  to  his  former 
deliverances.  The  proceedings  of  50  Grand  bodies  are 
carefully  reviewed.  His  remarks  about  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Canada  (1921),  while  laudatory,  are  not 
indiscriminate — he  knows  what  is  good  and  what  is  not.

OKLAHOMA. 

The  32nd  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Oklahoma  was  held  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  Bartles- 
ville,  on  the  19th  and  20th  May,  1921.  The  meeting- 
place  is  thus  described  by  an  anonymous  writer — we 
suspect  the  Grand  Secretary: — 

"The  Companions  who  attended  the  32nd  Annual 
Convocation  will  always  remember  their  visit  to  the 
city  of  beautiful  homes.  Most  assuredly  were  they 
impressed  with  the  compact  structure,  not  only  of  the 
buildings,  but  of  the  people  of  Bartlesville  and  their 
many  interests,  social  and  commercial.  There  were 
miles  of  shaded  pavements,  long  rows  of  comfortable 
homes,  the  second  largest  smelters  in  the  world,  stately 
county  and  municipal  buildings,  5  banks,  with  more 
than  $10,000,000  deposits,  a  wonderful  city  park — and, 
what  is  more,  a  generous  and  cordial  welcome  from  her 
16,000  happy  and  prosperous  citizens.  Bartlesville 
did  herself  proud  in  entertaining  the  Grand  Chapter. 
Her  900  Master  Masons,  600  Royal  Arch  Masons,  and 
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400  Knights  Templar  constituted  an  entertainment 
committee,  which  functioned  in  every  respect.  It  was 
a  wonderful  entertainment,  by  a  wonderful  host,  in  a 
wonderful  town.  Peace,  propserity,  and  length  of  days 
to  Bartlesville  and  her  hospitable  populace!" 

And  another  hand,  that  of  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
Eugene  Hamilton,  describes  briefly  the  career  and  quality 
of  Harold  B.  Downing,  who,  as  Grand  High  Priest, 
presided  at  this  32nd  Annual  Convocation.  Companion 
Downing  was  born  in  Iowa  in  1877,  and  took  his  school 
and  college  course  there,  graduating  in  1901  from  the 
Law  School  of  the  University  of  Iowa.  In  Iowa,  too, 
he  saw  Masonic  light,  and  (we  suppose)  practised  as  a 
lawyer.  He  went  to  Oklahoma  in  1908,  and  settled  at 
Atoka,  removing  later  to  Oklahoma  City,  where  he  now 
lives.  He  brought  his  Masonry  with  him,  and  was  a 
tower  of  strength  to  the  Craft  in  Atoka.  He  is  active 
and  prominent  in  all  branches  of  Masonry.  But  we 
must  quote  what  his  biographer  says  of  his  character 
and  achievements: — 

"He  is  quiet,  but  untiring,  zealous,  and  resourceful. 
When  he  sees  something  needed  for  the  benefit  and 
advancement  of  Masonry,  no  matter  how  impossible 
the  accomplishment  seems  to  others,  he  says  'it  can  be 
done'  and  goes  to  work  to  do  it  and  usually  succeeds. 
He  is  studious  and  thoughtful.  When  he  thinks  out  a 
proposition  and  comes  to  a  conclusion  he  is  not  easily 
turned. 

"The  year  of  his  incumbency  as  Grand  High  Priest 
was  the  most  successful  one  in  the  history  of  Capitular 
Masonry  in  Oklahoma,  and  this  success  was  in  a  large 
part  due  to  his  zeal  and  fervency.  He  spent  his  time 
and  strength  in  advancing  its  cause,  and  his  election 
to  the  Grand  East  was  not  a  formal  advancement  in 
line,  but  it  was  recognised  as  a  deserved  reward  for 
unselfish  and  substantial  work. 

"He  is  one  of  those  men  to  whom  official  honour 
means  opportunity  for  work  and  performance  of  duty. 
He  is  a  Masonic  student,  deeply  imbued  with  its  spirit. 
In  all  things  he  is  a  courteous  gentleman.  The  Grand 
Chapter,  in  honouring  him,  has  also  honoured  itself." 
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The  address  read  by  Companion  Downing  bears  out 
this  estimate  of  him.  With  the  deepest  sorrow,  he 
refeired  to  the  deaths  of  three  of  the  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  of  Oklahoma:  Edmond  Henry  Doyle  (1842-1921), 
Grand  High  Priest  in  1890  and  1891;  Isham  Hamilton 
Goss  Hulme  (1850-1920),  Grand  High  Priest  in  1909 
and  1910;  and  Jabez  Holmes  Mann  (1855-1921),  Grand 
High  Priest  in  1918  and  1919. 

The  year  had  been  a  prosperous  one  and  full  of 
activity;  and  this,  in  the  view  of  the  Grand  High  Priest, 
was  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  work  done  by  the  Dis- 
trict Deputies. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  had  dealt  energetically  with 
the  inactive  Chapters — consolidations,  arrests  of  char- 
ters, and  arrests  of  the  gavels  of  slothful  High  Priests, 
amounted  to  a  sort  of  general  house-cleaning;  and  plans 
were  made  for  forming  new  Chapters  where  the  fields 
should  be  found  to  be  ripe. 

The  increase  both  in  exaltations  and  net  gain  had 
once  more  set  a  new  record.  The  membership  at  the 
end  of  1920  was  9,964,  and  the  net  ga|n  for  the  year 
1,818.     There  appear  to  be  80  constituent  Chapters. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  made  several  practical  sug- 
gestions and  recommendations,  most  of  which  were 
adopted. 

A  distinguished  visitor,  William  F.  Kuhn,  Deputy 
General  Grand  High  Priest  and  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  of  Missouri,  delivered  an  address  upon  the 
general  subject  of  Capitular  Masonry,  with  especial 
reference  to  its  relation  to  the  symbolic  degrees  and  the 
mannei  of  conferring  the  Royal  Arch.  The  important 
differences  between  the  ritual  formerly  in  use  and  that 
recommended  by  the  General  Grand  Chapter  were  dis- 
cussed. It  was  an  instructive,  inspiring,  and  entertain- 
ing address,  and  well  received  by  the  Companions. 
M.E.  Companion  Kuhn  was  made  an  honorary  member 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Oklahoma. 

The  Report  of  the  Comnvttee  on  Fraternal  Cor- 
respondence was  written  by  Companion  William  Noble, 
his  third  annual  report,  and  a  very  good  one,  in  which 
seriousness  and  gayety  are  nicely  blended.  In  reviewing 
''Canada   1920"   Companion   Noble  convicts  us  of  an 
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error  in  our  reference  to  the  Oklahoma  proceedings  of 

1919.  Again,  we  must  blame  the  printer  for  making 
us  say  "15"  instead  of  "51,"  but  it  seems  that  it  should 
have  been  52.  The  reference  is  to  the  number  of  Juris- 
dictions reported  on  by  Companion  Noble — a  matter 
not  now  of  importance.  We  are  glad  to  see  that  Com- 
panion Noble  is  still  upon  the  books  as  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  in  spite  of  a  threatened  with- 
drawal.

OREGON. 

Frank  W.  Settlemier,  of  Woodburn,  known  to  us 
as  Grand  Master  of  Oregon  Masons  in  1918,  was  elected 
Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Oregon  in 

1920,  and  presided  at  the  61st  Annual  Convocation, 
held  in  Portland,  on  the  13th  June,  1921.  He  was  born 
at  Woodburn  in  1873,  and  now  lives  on  the  spot  where 
he  was  born  and  where  all  his  life  has  been  spent.  He  is 
presumably  a  farmer,  and  is  certainly  an  active  Mason. 

In  his  address  he  recorded  with  regret  the  death  of 
Past  Grand  High  Priest  Edward  Elmer  Kiddle,  who 
died  at  his  home  in  Island  City,  Oregon,  in  December, 
1920.  He  was  Grand  High  Priest  in  1909-10— a  suc- 
cessful business  man,  and  highly  respected. 

The  address  was  of  businesslike  character;  it  closed 
with  these  paragraphs  which  may  well  be  quoted : — 

"At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  5,799  Com- 
panions  within  this  Grand  Jurisdiction — a  gain  of  820. 
All  Chapters  except  two  made  gains,  and  two  neither 
lost  nor  gained. 

"Having  visited  every  Chapter,  more  than  ever  do 
I  see  the  need  of  a  method  of  Masonic  instruction  and 
education  throughout  all  of  the  constituent  Chapters 
to  the  end  that  the  ceremonies  through  which  the 
candidate  has  passed  may  become  and  be  intelligible  to 
him  and  the  Companions.  Neglect  of  the  young  Mason 
and  the  entire  absence  of  Masonic  educational  facilities 
induces  waning  interest  among  members  and  small 
attendance  in  Chapters. 
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"Either  the  Grand  High  Priest  or  his  proxy  should 
visit  each  Chapter  each  year  to  instruct  in  both  the 
ritual  and  keeping  of  the  records.  Some  Chapters  had 
never  before  been  visited  by  a  Grand  High  Priest  or 
representative  and  were  sadly  in  need  of  instruction." 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  showed  38  chartered 
Chapters  and  one  under  dispensation. 

The  annual  address  of  the  Grand  Orator,  Ex.  Comp. 
George  T.  Cochran,  was  upon  "The  Destruction  of  the 
Temple." 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was  piesented 
by  Companion  Walter  O.  Haines.  Three  years  have 
elapsed  since  Oregon  last  printed  such  a  report.  Com- 
panion Haines's  introduction  is  explanatory: — 

"When  we  were  appointed  to  fill  the  office  so  long 
held  by  our  beloved  Companion  Henry  B.  Thielsen,  we 
knew  that  the  task  would  not  be  an  easy  one.  For 
such  a  place  as  Foreign  Correspondent  one  should  have 
years  of  experience.  We  have  felt  the  lack  of  the  Reports 
on  Correspondence  for  the  past  three  years,  as  one  soon 
gets  out  of  touch  with  the  various  Grand  Jurisdictions 
without  such  a  report  as  our  Companion  Thielsen 
used  to  furnish.  We  have,  however,  done  our  best  in 
our  own  way  and  trust  that  the  result  will  be  of  some 
value 

"As  our  appointment  came  at  our  last  Annual 
Convocation,  some  of  the  proceedings  that  came  during 
the  earlier  part  of  the  year  were  missed,  and  we  have  no 
report  on  these  Jurisdictions.  We  have  not  tried  to 
review  any  but  the  1920  proceedings,  except  in  the  case 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  whose  last  Convocation 
was  held  in  1918. 

"The  matters  of  greatest  interest  in  all  the  Juris- 
dictions are  the  new  General  Grand  Chapter  ritual  and 
the  proposed  General  Grand  Chapter  constitution. 
These  are  discussed  under  the  General  Grand  Chapter, 
but  in  addition  we  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  19  of  the  Grand  Chapters  have  adopted  the  ritual  and 
that  ritual  will  soon  be  the  one  most  used,  if  indeed  it 
is  not  already  so." 
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The  proceedings  of  40  Grand  Chapters  are  reviewed, 
with  care  and  ability.  Canada  is  not  one  of  the  40, 
but  Alberta,  British  Columbia,  Nova  Scotia,  and  Quebec 
are  included.  Companion  Haines,  under  "Quebec," 
quotes  from  a  sermon  by  Canon  Shatford,  who  is  one 
of  our  great  Masonic  orators;  but  says  nothing  of  M.E. 
Comp.  E.  T.  D.  Chambers,  who  is  perhaps  the  greatest, 
as  he  is  the  oldest,  of  the  Grand  Reviewers  of  this 
continent.

PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  volume  for  1920  is  before  us;  it  contains  the 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Holy  Royal 
Arch  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  at  the  Quarterly  Com- 
munications of  the  4th  March,  the  4th  June,  the  2nd 
September,  and  the  2nd  December;  of  a  Special  Com- 
munication held  on  the  29th  November  to  celebrate  the 
125th  anniversary  of  the  Grand  Chapter;  and  of  the 
Annual  Communication,  on  St.  John's  Day,  the  27th 
December,  1920.  All  of  these  Communications  were 
held  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  Philadelphia,  and  at  all 
of  them,  David  J.  Davis,  of  Scranton,  Grand  High 
Priest  in  his  second  year  of  office,  presided. 

At  the  first  Quarterly  the  Grand  Secretary  reported 
that  the  aggregate  membership  of  the  constituent 
Chapters  at  the  end  of  1919  was  44,049,  and  the  net 
gain  in  a  year  3,789. 

The  anniversary  celebration  in  November  was 
begun  on  the  28th  (Sunday)  by  Divine  Service,  held  in 
the  Arch  Street  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Phila- 
delphia. The  topic  of  the  address  (by  the  Rev.  John 
G.  Wilson,  D.D.)  was  "The  Life  Worth  While." 

On  the  following  day,  at  the  Special  Communication, 
distinguished  visitors  from  many  Grand  Chapters  were 
received.  Among  these  were  Frederick  W.  Craig, 
General  Grand  High  Priest,  and  William  Nisbet  Ponton, 
Grand  Z.  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada.  The 
Grand  Chapter  was  open  with  music,  a  procession,  and 
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prayer,  after  which  Grand  High  Priest  Davis  welcomed 
the  distinguished  guests  in  an  eloquent  speech. 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  A.  G.  Criswell  Smith  made 
an  historical  address,  dealing  briefly  with  the  Grand 
Chapter  from  its  origin  in  1795,  and  more  particularly 
with  the  period  since  the  celebration  of  the  100th 
anniversary,  the  first  hundred  years  having  already 
been  historically  treated.  The  conclusion  of  this 
address  will  bear  quotation: — 

"As  we  review  the  past  we  are  convinced  of  the  fidel- 
ity of  those  who  have  been  called  to  positions  of  trust 
and  responsibility  in  this  Grand  Chapter.  They  have 
kept  the  faith  of  the  fathers  in  Freemasonry,  and 
have  endeavoured  judiciously  to  teach  our  less  informed 
Brethren  the  beauties  of  this  ancient  Craft.  The 
most  kindly  respect  and  cordiality  has  been  exercised 
towards  us  by  other  Jurisdictions,  as  evidenced  in  the 
reviews  of  proceedings,  the  exchange  of  representatives, 
and  the  frequent  fraternal  visits  of  Grand  Officers  of 
our  neighbouring  Jurisdictions. 

"We  rejoice  to-day  in  the  consummation  of  this 
happy  event  in  the  history  of  Capitular  Masonry  in 
this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  we  may  exclaim,  as  did  the 
Psalmist  of  old:  'My  cup  runneth  over.  Surely  good- 
ness and  mercy  shall  follow  me  all  the  days  of  my  life; 
and  I  will  dwell  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  forever.'  ' 

Thomas  McConnell  junior,  Past  Grand  High  Priest 
and  Grand  Treasurer,  then  gave  an  address  on  "Free- 
masonry," a  well-conceived  deliverance,  on  the  broadest 
lines.     Take  this  paragraph: — 

"And  now,  forgetting  the  forms  and  ceremonies,  the 
landmarks,  the  rules,  regulations  and  edicts,  as  well 
as  the  mysteries  and  family  secrets,  I  intend  to  talk  with 
you  for  a  while  about  real  Freemasonry,  its  spirit  and 
meaning;  its  great  lessons  of  secrecy,  obedience,  fidelity; 
its  respect  for  womanhood;  its  faith,  hope,  charity;  its 
broad  brotherhood,  humanity,  and  tolerance;  and, 
fianally,  its  insistence  upon  acknowledgment  of  God; 
these  things  which  quicken  the  dry  bones  and  have  been 
and  will  be  the  source  of  its  power  and  influence." 

Pennsylvania  is  one  of  the  three  State  Jurisdictions 
which  do  not  recognise  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of 
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the  United  States  (the  other  two  are  Virginia  and 
Texas).  The  welcome  to  the  General  Grand  High 
Priest  was,  as  usual,  eloquent  and  enthusiastic. 

The  banquet,  on  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  was 
largely  attended.  The  speeches  are  reported  in  the 
volume  before  us,  and  are  excellent  specimens  of  post- 
prandial eloquence.  The  General  Grand  High  Priest 
said  that  there  never  was  a  time  when  Masonry  was  so 
interesting  and  so  understood  as  it  is  to-day. 

The  printed  record  of  the  celebration  is  interleaved 
with  portraits  cf  many  of  the  Pennsylvania  dignitaries. 
We  are  particularly  interested  in  that  of  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  William  B.  Meredith,  with  whose  writings 
we  are  familiar.  He  was  Grand  High  Priest  in  1907 
and  1908,  and  is,  like  most  of  the  eminent  Pennsylvan- 
ians  portrayed,  a  man  of  very  dignified  and  intellectual 
appearance. 

At  the  Annual  Communication  on  St.  John  the 
Evangelist's  Day  the  retiring  Grand  High  Priest  made 
an  address  reviewing  the  work  of  the  year. 

The  reviews  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence  are  the  work  of  five  Royal  Craftsmen, 
of  whom  Companion  Meredith  is  the  chief.  He  is 
himself  the  reviewer  of  our  proceedings  in  1920,  and 
quotes  liberally  from  the  "admirable"  address  of  Grand 
Z.  Ponton,  whom  he  met  at  the  anniversary  and  pro- 
nounces to  be  "in  every  sense  of  the  word  a  man  and 
a  Mason." 

Altogether  49  Grand  Jurisdictions  are  reviewed  with 
appreciation  and  discrimination. 

The  volume  for  1920  is  a  bulky  one,  extremely  well 
arranged  and  well  printed  on  superfine  paper. 

The  Grand  Chapter  is  wealthy  and  its  benefactions 
are  large.

QUEBEC. 

The  reports  from  Quebec  always  make  pleasant 
reading.  The  possession  of  the  oldest  and  best  reviewer 
— in  University  days  we  should  have  bracketed  Cham- 
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bers  and  Haines  equal  firsts  in  the  first  class — is  not 
Quebec's  only  asset:  she  has  had  a  long  line  of  Grand 
First  Principals  who  would  do  credit  to  any  Grand 
Chapter,  and  it  is  remarkable  that  the  supply  keeps 
up.  We  have  no  doubt  that  in  all  Masonic  bodies  there 
are  men  of  parts,  but  they  do  not  always  come  to  the 
front — worse  luck!  This  is  a  subject  upon  which  we 
could  find  a  good  deal  to  say,  but  it  is  not  the  subject 
in  hand. 

The  44th  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Quebec,  held  in  Montreal  on  the  23rd  March, 
1921,  was  presided  over  by  M.E.  Companion  Walter 
J.  Francis,  of  Montreal,  Grand  High  Priest,  and  he 
made  so  excellent  an  address  that  it  is  a  pleasure  to 
quote  from  it.  We  begin  by  telling  something  of  the 
notables  of  Grand  Chapter  who  died  in  1920  and  the 
early  part  of  1921,  as  they  are  depicted  for  us  by  the 
Grand  High  Priest.  There  were  no  fewer  than  six: 
George  Brodie,  who  was  Grand  Supreme  Superintendent 
of  Stadacona  District  in  1909  and  1910;  Edward  Orson 
Dyer,  Grand  Z.  in  1916  and  1917;  Charles  Knowles, 
Grand  H.  in  1890;  John  McLean,  Grand Z.  in  1906  and 
1907;  Charles  J.  Williams,  Grand  Pursuivant  in  1899; 
and  Isaac  Henry  Stearns,  Grand  Z.  in  1880. 

Isaac  Henry  Stearns  died  in  Montreal  on  the  15th 
February,  1921,  at  the  ripe  age  of  83,  after  rendering 
increasing  service  during  six  decades  in  all  the  Orders 
of  Freemasonry.  "Seldom  has  any  man  enjoyed  the 
opportunities  for  service  that  were  given  him,  and  in 
those  services  he  never  failed." 

On  the  7th  May,  1920,  in  Montreal,  died  John 
McLean.  "Enthusiastic  in  Masonic  circles  and  sincere 
as  a  citizen,  he  was  highly  esteemed,  and  his  departure 
was  deeply  mourned." 

Of  Edward  Orson  Dyer  we  may  say  vidimus  tantum. 
He  passed  away  at  the  early  age  of  49  years,  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  where  he  was  engaged  in  practice  as 
a  physician,  having  moved  from  Knowlton  and  the 
Eastern  Townships  a  year  previously.  "Untiring  in 
his  devotion  to  his  profession,  and  modest  in  his  de- 
portment,  Most   Excellent  Companion   Dyer  won    the 
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respect  and  esteem  of  all  who  knew  him,  and  those  who 
knew  him  best  loved  him  most." 

After  discoursing  reverently  of  the  departed,  Com- 
panion Francis  expressed  his  regret  that  during  8  months 
of  the  year  which  had  passed  since  his  election  as  Grand 
Z.  he  had  been  unable,  by  reason  of  illness,  to  perform 
his  duties.  He  expressed  his  gratitude  to  the  colleagues 
who  had  ' 'carried  on"  for  him,  and  his  thankfulness  at 
having  been  restored  to  health. 

He  went  on  to  say  that  since  the  last  Convocation 
the  world  had  been  passing  through  a  reconstruction 
stage  following  the  cessation  of  the  war.  Unrest 
socially  and  commercially  had  been  prevalent.  At 
times  it  had  been  difficult  to  trace  the  hand  of  progress; 
nevertheless  Capitular  Masonry  had  experienced  a 
year  of  unparalleled  prosperity,  not  only  in  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Quebec,  but  everywhere. 

"The  pleasure  of  prosperity  has  been  further  in- 
creased by  several  notable  anniversary  gatherings. 
Prevost  Chapter,  No.  3,  celebrated  its  100th  anniver- 
sary on  the  23rd  September,  1920,  while  Montreal 
Chapter,  No.  7,  and  Royal  Albert  Chapter,  No.  8, 
held  their  50th  anniversary  festivities  on  the  16th 
December,  1920,  and  the  31st  February,  1921,  respec- 
tively. Further  to  commemorate  the  occasion,  Mont- 
real Chapter  presented  an  anniversary  jewel  to  each  of 
the  members  of  the  Grand  Council.  All  of  these  gather- 
ings were  overflowing  with  that  goodwill  and  happiness 
which  characterise  such  festivities.  Our  congratula- 
tions and  the  congratulations  of  all  the  Companions  are 
due  to  these  Chapters  on  having  passed  such  important 
historical  milestones.  We  wish  them  long  life  and 
prosperity." 

"The  Annual  Church  Service  of  the  Montreal  Dis- 
trict was  held  in  the  Church  of  St.  James  the  Apostle 
on  the  21st  November,  1920.  The  sermon  was  preached 
by  The  Rev.  Allan  P.  Shatford,  now  First  Principal  Z. 
of  Royal  Albert  Chapter,  the  Rector  of  the  Church,  his 
subject  being  "The  Loss  and  the  Discovery." 

Dispensations,  the  Grand  Z.  said,  had  been  granted 
during  the  year  for  two  new  Chapters,  one  in  Montreal 
and  one  in  Westmount,  and  both  were  carrying  on  well. 
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He  added  these  words,  which  indicate  a  very  wise 
policy : — 

"I  have  received  the  definite  impression  that  other 
dispensations  in  connection  with  the  Montreal  District 
will  be  asked  for  at  an  early  date.  If  so,  I  shall  be 
highly  gratified,  because  some  of  the  larger  Chapters 
will  be  greatly  benefited  by  the  formation  of  new  bodies 
which  will  reduce  the  present  large  classes  of  candidates." 

The  Grand  Z.  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  mem- 
bership of  Grand  Chapter  should  be  50  per  cent,  of  that 
of  Grand  Lodge  instead  of  being  about  20  per  cent. 

The  following  general  remarks  made  at  the  end  of 
the  address  will  well  repay  perusal: — 

"While  there  are  numerous  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  that  complete  and  beautiful  system  of  morality 
of  which  we  are  so  justly  proud,  I  would  direct  your 
attention  to  two  in  particular — Friendship  and  Know- 
ledge. 

"Friendship  is  to-day  one  of  the  greatest  aids  to 
service,  which  should  be  the  chief  object  and  aim  of 
every  good  citizen — service  to  God,  service  to  our  coun- 
try, and  service  to  our  fellow-men.  Friendship  inspires 
mutual  confidence  and  makes  service  easier  to  render. 
It  can  only  be  obtained  in  its  full  sense  in  our  subordinate 
bodies  where  the  membership  is  comparatively  small  in 
numbers.  My  ideal  of  any  Masonic  body  is  one  in 
which  every  member  is  well  acquainted  with  every 
other  member,  and  in  which  each  candidate  for  admission 
may  soon  become  really  and  truly  a  member  of  that 
Masonic  family.  It  is  only  under  such  conditions  that 
the  Chapters  can  render  a  maximum  of  service.  I  have 
already  spoken  of  an  ideal  number  of  candidates  per 
year.  To  illustrate  my  point  and  to  give  bounds  to 
my  views,  I  would  say  that  I  believe  an  enthusiastic 
Chapter  of  about  150  members  taking  in  15  or  18 
members  a  year,  may  render  more  real  service'  to  the 
Royal  Craft  and  to  the  community  than  a  larger  one. 

"Knowledge  is  easier  to  disseminate  when  there 
is  that  perfect  acquaintance  and  fellowship  to  which 
I  have  just  referred.  In  the  larger  bodies  personal 
intimacy  is  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  obtain.  Further, 
by  the  very  nature  of  things,  in  the  larger  bodies  capable 
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workers  cannot  be  given  an  opportunity  to  render 
service  and  perfect  themselves  in  the  work.  I  can 
imagine  nothing  that  will  dampen  the  ardour  of  an 
enthusiastic  ritualist  more  quickly  than  to  be  required 
to  sit  on  the  side  year  after  year  and  be  content  to 
listen  to  the  work  of  a  comparatively  few.  The  smaller 
bodies  to  which  I  have  referred  give  ample  opportunity 
for  competent  workers  to  make  positive  advancement 
in  Masonic  art. 

"And  now,  Companions,  as  a  general  recommenda- 
tion, I  should  like  to  see  definite  steps  properly  taken 
by  the  Past  Grand  Officers,  the  Past  Principals,  and  the 
presiding  officers  of  the  Chapters,  to  advise  the  newer 
Master  Masons  of  the  position  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
in  the  great  Masonic  system,  and  of  the  benefits  to  be 
derived  by  them  as  a  result  of  advancement.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  of  our  unanimity  on  the  matter  of  the 
importance  of  the  Royal  Craft,  and  if  this  is  properly 
conveyed  to  the  Master  Masons  the  time  will  quickly 
disappear  when  we  shall  be  receiving  only  one  out  of 
five  of  those  who  have  been  raised  to  the  sublime  degree 
of  Master  Mason." 

The  Grand  Scribe  E.,  R.E.  Companion  W.  W. 
Williamson — who  is  as  painstaking  and  accurate  as  his 
predecessor  and  has  produced  a  small  volume  which  is 
a  treat  to  the  reader — gives  the  statistics  for  the  year 
1920:  constituent  Chapters,  15;  population,  2,459; 
net  increase,  283.  The  gain  for  1919  was  205,  which 
was  by  far  the  greatest  in  the  history  of  the  Order  up 
to  that  time. 

The  Grand  Principals  were  all  re-elected  for  another 

year. 

"Gratitude  to  the  Most  High  for  the  preservation 
which  permits  him  to  prepare  his  34th  Annual  Review 
of  the  Proceedings  of  Sister  Grand  Chapters,  and  to 
his  Grand  Chapter  for  so  prolonged  a  maintenance  in 
important  office,  are  the  predominating  sentiments  that 
occupy  the  heart  of  the  undersigned  as  he  enters  upon 
the  task  now  before  him." 

In  these  words  M.E.  Companion  E.  T.  D.  Chambers, 
to  whom  we  have   referred  above,   begins   his  report. 
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We  have  read  it  carefully — indeed  we  were  scarcely  able 
to  leave  it  down — and  presume  to  say  "Well  done!" 

In  the  course  of  an  interesting  introduction  Com- 
panion Chambers  says: — 

"The  present  writer  is  rather  disposed  to  believe 
that  the  lessons  taught  in  the  degree  figurative  of  the 
rebuilding  of  the  Temple,  being  those  which  are  essential 
to  the  reconstruction  of  society  to-day,  have  caused 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  to  flourish  within  the  last  two  or 
three  years  as  never  before  in  the  history  of  our  organisa- 
tion, and  that  all  this  goes  to  show  that  the  institution 
is  founded,  as  one  reviewer  puts  it,  upon  the  basic 
principles  that  appeal  to  men  who  come  into  contact 
with  men  and  things  on  a  large  scale,  and  that  they  may 
turn  to  Masonry  and  find  there  the  principles  and 
fundamentals  of  Brotherhood." 

This  is  a  view  which  we  have  not  met  before,  and  we 
are  impressed  with  it — it  affords  food  for  reflection. 

Companion  Chambers  writes  delightfully  of  our 
Grand  Chapter  (1920)  and  quite  too  kindly  of  our  own 
humble  efforts. 

We  find,  under  "Michigan,"  that  this  veteran  re- 
viewer agrees  with  us  in  regarding  as  of  exceeding  value 
the  essays  of  Charles  Conover  on  Masonic  subjects,  but 
thinks  they  should  be  rather  an  addition  to  than  a 
substitute  for  a  regular  review.  "The  Royal  Arch 
Mason,"  he  says,  "who  is  a  student  of  the  art,  and  who 
has  also  at  heart  the  good  of  the  Royal  Craft,  will  not 
desire  to  remain  in  ignorance  of  its  doings  and  its  welfare 
in  other  Jurisdictions  than  his  own." 

Under  "District  of  Columbia"  (1920)  he  writes:— 

"Companion  Roe  Fulkerson  presented  his  tenth, 
and  alas!  his  last  Report  on  Correspondence,  for  he 
announces  his  retirement  from  office.  He  was  the 
wittiest  writer  and  one  of  the  clearest  thinkers  of  the 
entire  Guild  of  Foreign  Correspondents."

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RHODE  ISLAND. 


We  had,  in  our  1920  report,  reviews  of  Rhode  Island 
proceedings  in  1918  and  1919,  but  we  had  nothing  in 
1921.  The  1920  book  has  now  come  to  hand  and  we 
may  have  the  1921  volume  before  we  close. 

At  a  special  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch 
Chapter  of  Rhode  Island,  held  in  the  Masonic  Temple, 
Wakefield,  on  the  25th  June,  1919,  for  the  purpose  of 
constituting  Unity  Chapter,  an  address  on  "The  Place 
of  True  Reverence  in  Masonry"  was  delivered  by 
Grand  Chaplain  George  B.  Thomas. 

The  122nd  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter was  held  in  Freemasons  Hall,  Providence,  on  the 
9th  March,  1920.  Grand  High  Priest  Joseph  Lawton 
(portrait  and  biography)  presided  and  received  many 
distinguished  visitors,  among  them  being  the  then 
Grand  Z.  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada, 
M.E.  Companion  Ponton.  From  the  Grand  High 
Priest's  address  we  cull  the  following  passages: — 

"Capitular  Masonry  in  this,  as  I  believe  to  be  the 
case  in  all  Jurisdictions  in  this  country,  is  flourishing  as 
it  has  never  done  before.  The  mighty  force  of  its 
influence  for  uplift  and  stability  is  being  realised,  and 
thousands  of  Brethren  are  seeking  its  lessons,  Thus  It 
behooves  us,  Companions,  to  see  that  those  teachings 
are  correctly  portrayed  and  to  take  the  necessary  time 
in  our  work  to  be  thorough  with  our  instructions,  to 
the  end  that  we  may  create  a  lasting  and  binding  impres- 
sion. Better  fewer  Chapter  Masons  of  stability  than 
a  multitude  of  lukewarm  pilgrims  who  have  not  absorbed 
the  beauties  and  truths  of  our  Art. 

"I  regret,  indeed,  that  impaired  health  took  from 
me  a  whole  month  during  the  past  fall  and  prevented 
my  attending  more  frequently  the  Convocations  of 
several  of  the  Chapters.  I  have  however  visited  all 
but  one  Chapter  in  the  Jurisdiction  and  been  present 
at  several  Convocations  of  some  Chapters." 

Joseph  Lawton  was  born  in  Phenix,  Rhode  Island,  in 
1875.  He  is  commercial  superintendent  of  the  Pro- 
vidence Telephone  Company — evidently  a  man  of 
understanding  and  vigour,  a  keen  business  man,  yachts- 
man, and  Mason. 
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Of  constituent  Chapters  there  appear  to  be  12 
chartered  and  3  under  dispensation,  with  an  aggregate 
membership  of  6,005,  and  a  net  gain  in  one  year  of  624. 

There  is  no  correspondence  review.

SCOTLAND. 

At  the  Annual  Convocation  for  the  installation  of 
Grand  Office-Bearers,  held  in  Royal  Arch  Masons' 
Hall,  Edinburgh,  on  the  20th  March,  1920,  the  Earl  of 
Cassilis  was  again  installed  as  First  Grand  Principal, 
Archibald  Lang  as  Depute  First  Grand  Principal,  John 
Sime  as  Second  Grand  Principal,  and  D.  Lowe  Turnbull 
as  Third  Grand  Principal.  Sir  Robert  King  Stewart, 
Past  First  Grand  Principal,  performed  the  ceremony. 
After  the  First  Grand  Principal  had  made  a  brief  address 
and  the  Companions  had,  "with  more  than  usual 
significance  and  fervour,"  sung  the  last  three  verses  of 
the  122nd  Psalm,  "Pray  that  Jerusalem  may  have 
peace  and  felicity,"  Grand  Chapter  was  closed  in 
peace  and  harmony,  and  the  Companions,  after  unrobing, 
proceeded  to  the  banqueting  hall,  where  the  festival  of 
the  Vernal  Equinox  was  celebrated.  The  First  Grand 
Principal  occupied  the  chair,  and  there  were  about 
180  Companions  present.  Masonic  jewels  were  worn, 
but  no  regalia. 

While  everything  is  not  quite  the  same  as  with  us 
and  our  American  Companions,  the  points  of  similarity 
are  striking.  At  the  banquet,  for  instance,  when  the 
toast  of  "The  Supreme  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Scotland" 
was  submitted  by  Companion  Thomas  Hannan,  a 
Scottish  clergyman,  he  associated  with  it  the  name  of 
the  First  Grand  Principal,  who  was  a  distinguished 
soldier  in  the  war,  "and  the  chorus  of  'Boys  of  the 
Old  Brigade,'  sung  by  a  Companion,  was  heartily  taken 
up."  In  response  to  the  toast,  Lord  Cassilis  reviewed 
the  work  of  the  year — that  is  the  year  1919 — which 
had  been  a  very  active  one.  "Last  year,"  he  said, 
"was  looked  upon  as  a  bumper  year,  but  this  year  our 
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cup  is  fuller.  The  increase  of  income  for  the  year  was 
£2,539.  18s.  9d.,  and  the  net  addition  to  our  funds 
£1,533.  13s.  6d.     The  exaltations  last  year  were  9,843. 

We  issued  last  year  25    charters    for    Royal 

Arch  Masons We  have  also  had  an  increase 

in  the  number  of  Provincial  Grand  Chapters,  and  I 
have  been  fairly  busy  this  last  year  in  doing  my  best  to 
increase  them." 

The  Grand  Z.  referred  also  to  the  severance  of  re- 
lations with  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United 
States  of  America — it  is  not  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
of  North  America,  as  he  seems  to  think — and  12  State 
Grand  Chapters.  The  cause  of  that  trouble  was  that 
a  charter  was  granted  by  the  Scottish  Grand  Chapter 
to  a  body  of  Masons  in  the  Philippine  Islands  in  1913. 
Lord  Cassilis  made  the  admission — a  handsome  one  for 
a  Scot — that  "if  Supreme  Chapter  had  known  the 
particulars  it  would  have  been  more  careful  about 
granting  this  charter."  "There  is  one  point,"  he  went 
on,  "that  must  be  safeguarded.  As  our  Lodges  in  the 
Philippines  have,  I  hear,  since  the  story  began,  joined 
the  American  Constitution,  I  think  there  will  not 
be  any  difficulty  in  our  Chapter  joining  the  American 
Constitution  and  setting  up  a  Grand  Chapter  in  the 
Philippines,  but  if  that  is  the  case  the  rights  of  our 
Chapter  there  must  be  preserved.  That  is  the  essence 
of  any  agreement  we  may  come  to." 

The  occasion  was  a  very  special  one.  As  the  Grand 
Z.  said:  "We  are  holding  this  banquet  partly  as  our 
centenary  banquet,  which  should  have  been  observed 
in  1917  if  the  Huns  had  allowed  us,  and  partly  as  a  peace 
banquet."  There  were  a  great  many  toasts  and 
speeches,  very  fully  reported  and  all  brief.  At  the  end 
the  Grand  Z.  said:  "We  have  had  a  very  pleasant  even- 
ing, and  I  think  we  have  celebrated  our  centenary 
very  well." 

We  have  also  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  Annual 
Convocation  of  1921,  held  in  Royal  Arch  Masons* 
Hall,  Edinburgh,  on  the  21st  March.  At  this  Convo- 
cation the  Earl  of  Cassilis  was  for  the  9th  time  installed 
as  First  Grand  Principal.  A  banquet  followed  the 
installation  ceremonies,  as  before,  and  again  the  First

Grand  Principal  reviewed  the  work  of  the  year,  saying 
among  other  things  that  the  number  of  exaltations  was 
much  greater  in  1920  than  in  1919 — viz.,  11,103  as 
against  the  figures  given  above,  9,843.  In  regard  to 
foreign  relations  some  improvement  was  noted  in  these 
words : — 

"Our  relations  with  the  United  States  of  Amerca 
have  not  been  in  all  respects  satisfactory,  but  the 
majority  of  the  Grand  Chapters  still  maintain  friendly 
relations,  and  we  are  even  in  Informal  correspondence 
with  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  With  New  Zealand 
we  have  a  discussion  in  hand,  but  the  friendliest  of 
feeling.  With  Queensland  we  have  to  face  the  fact 
that  they  are  establishing  a  Grand  Chapter  of  their 
own,  and  it  is  probable  that  our  Daughter  Chapters 
there  are  going  to  join  in  this.  Well,  much  as  we 
regret  losing  them — we  regret  this  exceedingly — at  the 
same  time  it  will  not  be  right  to  prevent  them  doing 
what  they  think  is  the  proper  course,  and  by  this 
momentary  severance  we  are,  perhaps,  really  paving 
the  way  to  a  greater  union." 

In  the  proceedings  of  the  June  (1921)  Quarterly 
Convocation,  we  find  this  minute: — 

"It  was  agreed  to  recognise  the  newly  constituted, 
or  about  to  be  constitued,  Grand  Chapter  of  Queensland, 
on  the  terms  suggested  by  the  sub-committee,  and  that 
the  same  terms  should  be  offered  to  the  Grand  Chapters 
of  Western  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and,  when  and  if 
formed,  at  the  Philippine  Islands.  As  regards  Queens- 
land, any  recognition  of  the  Grand  Chapter  organised 
by  a  very  small  number  of  mushroom  Chapters  with 
charters  from  the  unrecognised  local  Grand  Chapter  of 
New  South  Wales,  was  repudiated." 

We,  too,  must  await  developments  in  Queensland, 
though  the  "mushroom"  organisation  has  found  some 
slight  recognition  in  the  United  States. 

The  last  reports  which  have  come  to  us  from  Scot- 
land are  of  the  Quarterly  Convocation  of  the  16th 
September,  1921 ;  of  a  "Pro  Re  Nata"  Convocation  held 
at  Bonnyrigg  on  the  17th  September,  1921,  for  the 
purpose  of  consecrating  a  new  Chapter  at  that  place, 
with  the  delightful  name  of  "Chapter  Laird  o'Cockpen;" 
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and  of  a  Special  Convocation  held  in  Edinburgh  on  the 
28th  October,  1921,  at  which  reports  of  the  constitution 
and  erection  of  the  Province  of  the  Western  Mediter- 
ranean, to  include  the  Chapter  at  Malta,  and  of  the 
Consecration  of  Kaffiatian  Celtic  Chapter,  505,  King- 
williamstown,  Cape  Colony,  were  received.

SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

There  is  good  matter  in  the  printed  proceedings  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  South  Carolina  for  1921;  it  is 
in  fact  not  so  much  affected  as  other  and  larger  Grand 
Chapters  by  the  dulness  which  prevailed  in  that  year. 
Samuel  T.  Lanham,  at  the  end  of  his  second  yeai  of 
office,  presided  at  the  110th  Annual  Grand  Convocation, 
which  was  held  in  Newberry  on  the  12th  April,  1921. 
"As  we  proceed,"  he  said,  "to  review  the  closing  year 
of  the  eleventh  decade,  and  reflect  with  pardonable 
pride  upon  more  than  a  century  of  honourable  history, 
let  us  here  highly  resolve  that  the  heritage  which  has 
been  faithfully  tiansmitted  to  us  shall  be  conveyed  to 
posterity  unimpaired,  and  that  this  Grand  body  shall 
continue  to  be  a  strong  factor  in  the  making  of  moral 
manhood  and  a  positive  force  foi  civic  righteousness  in 

South     Carolina We     meet    to-day    under 

conditions  very  different  from  those  which  existed  one 
year  ago.  A  period  of  unprecedented  prosperity  came 
to  an  abrupt  end  in  the  autumn  of  1920,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  an  era  of  hard  times       And  it  would 

seem  that  the  events  of  the  past  four  years  have  been 
big  with  portentous  warning — the  great  war;  the  awful 
scourage  of  epidemic  influenza;  the  ravages  of  the 
boll-weevil,  bringing  a  prosperous  people  to  poverty 
and  distress;  and  the  present  financial  emergency,  con- 
suming the  accumulated  savings  of  many  years,  and 
appointing   the    next   generation    to    a   life   of   labour, 

hardship,    and   self-denial It   is   inevitable, 

of  course,  that  the  unfavourable  times  upon  which  we 
have  fallen  should  have  some  effect  upon  the  prosperity 
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of  any  organisation.  But  in  the  perusal  of  the  statistical 
report  showing  the  figures  for  the  year,  you  will  fine- 
cause  for  gratitude  and  thanksgiving." 

The  Grand  Secretary  in  his  report  said  that  all 
the  Chapters  had  made  their  returns  and  paid  their 
dues;  and  there  was  a  steady  growth  in  nearly  all. 
While  the  increase  was  only  888,  a  little  under  that 
of  the  previous  year,  the  general  situation  was  very 
encouraging.  There  appear  to  be  39  constituent  Chap- 
ters with  an  aggregate  membership  roll  of  5,687. 

Companion  Jennings  K.  Owens,  who  represented 
this  Grand  Chapter  at  the  1921  convention  of  the 
George  Washington  Masonic  National  Memorial  Associ- 
ation, made  an  enthusiastic  report: — 

"This  meeting  was  not  only  intensely  interesting  but 
a  very  important  one.  The  contract  between  the 
Association  and  Alexandria-Washington  Lodge  was 
ratified.  The  spirit  shown  by  the  Brethren  of  Alex- 
andria-Washington Lodge  was  beautifully  unselfish. 
The  priceless  possessions  of  this  Lodge  are  delivered  to 
the  Association  as  perpetual  custodian,  the  Lodge 
retaining  merely  the  legal  title.  The  Association  agrees 
to  provide  a  suitable  and  satisfactory  Lodge-room  for 
Alexandria- Washington  Lodge. 

"A  new  constitution  and  by-laws  were  adopted. 
There  is  probably  an  important  change  as  to  member- 
ship. I  cannot  give  full  details  in  this  report  but  would 
say  that  the  constitution  and  by-laws  recognise  the 
'Blue  Lodge'  as  the  basis  of  membership.  This,  in  my 
judgment,  is  proper  and  in  strict  conformity  with  the 
usages  and  landmarks  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  South 
Carolina.  Certain  other  memberships,  individual  and 
otherwise,  were  provided  for." 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  James  L.  Michie  ably  reviews 
the  "Proceedings  of  Sister  Jurisdictions."  Fifty-six 
Grand  Jurisdictions  came  before  him  for  praise  or  blame, 
and  he  regretted  that  there  were  five  others  which  might 
have  come  but  did  not.  We  wrote  "praise  or  blame," 
but  it  is  largely  praise,  for  he  is  a  kindly  Scot,  with  a 
sense  of  humour  which  makes  his  writings  delightful 
and  never  leads  him  astray.  Of  the  Order  of  High 
Priesthood,  of  which  we  of  course  know  nothing,  having 
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no  High  Priests  in  our  Jurisdiction,  Companion  Michie 
writes  feelingly,  and  gently  takes  a  brother-correspond- 
ent to  task  for  alluding  to  the  "frivolities"  of  the  Order. 
Nothing  less  frivolous  than  the  ceremonies,  as  described 
by  Companion  Michie,  could  be  well  imagined,  and  we 
pin  our  faith  to  "oor  brither  Scot." 

We  admit  the  strict  logic  of  his  remark  upon  our 
method  of  selecting  Grand  Superintendents  of  Districts. 
Under  "Canada  1920,"  he  says  that  those  Superintend- 
ents are  the  personal  representatives  of  the  Grand  Z., 
and  he,  and  he  alone,  should  have  the  power  of  selecting 
his  own  representatives  without  any  recommendation 
from  his  Companions.  Logic  apart,  the  system  works 
well,  and  has  the  additional  advantage  of  bringing  the 
Companions  of  the  district  together — a  district  is  often 
a  big  territory — and  bringing  them  to  the  annual 
meetings  of  Grand  Chapter.

SOUTH  DAKOTA. 

The  proceedings  at  the  32nd  Annual  Convocation 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  South  Dakota  appear  to  an 
outsider  to  have  been  somewhat  tame,  but  they  were 
doubtless  satisfactory  to  the  delegates  present,  for  a 
tale  of  complete  harmony  and  unsurpassed  prosperity 
was  told.  The  meeting  was  at  Watertown  on  the  16th 
June,  1921.  The  presiding  Grand  High  Priest,  Arthur 
B.  McKeel,  of  Mitchell,  made  a  very  brief  address, 
confining  himself  strictly  to  an  account  of  the  events  of 
the  year.  The  most  striking  record  was  of  dispensations 
granted  to  5  new  Chapters,  3  of  which  were  chartered 
at  this  Convocation.  The  Grand  Secretary  gives  the 
statistics:  40  chartered  Chapters  and  2  under  dispen- 
sation; 5,603  members;  net  gain  in  a  year,  749. 

There  is  a  new  Richmond  in  the  correspondence 
field.  Charles  L.  Brockway,  of  Sioux  Falls,  as  we 
recorded  a  year  ago,  has  succeeded  the  veteran  reviewer 
Louis  G.  Levoy.  Companion  Brockway's  report  is  a 
short  one:  he  reviews  45  sets  of  Grand  Chapter  pro- 
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ceedings,  all  of  the  United  States,  and  makes  no  allusion 
to  any  British  or  foreign  Grand  Chapters.  A  taste  of 
his  quality  may  be  obtained  from  the  following  portion 
of  his  conclusion: — 

"This  writer  cannot  forgo  the  privilege  of  con- 
gratulating Companion  Conover  on  his  departure  from 
the  beaten  tracks  of  the  correspondence  report.  Believ- 
ing as  I  do  that  the  highest  and  best  service  that  can  be 
rendered  the  Craft  at  this  time,  when  there  is  so  much 
insistence  upon  Masonic  study  and  education,  is  the 
presentation  in  readable  form  of  information  concerning 
the  facts  of  the  history,  traditions,  and  symbolism  of  the 
institution,  and  placing  it  within  the  reach  of  the 
Craft,  it  occurs  to  me  that  this  Companion  has  pointed 
the  way  to  something  worth  while.  Among  the  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  there  are 
scores  of  earnest  Companions  devoted  to  the  interests 
of  the  Craft,  having  the  knowledge,  or  abundant  means 
of  obtaining  it,  and  the  ability  to  put  the  facts  in  read- 
able form,  and  thus  greatly  assist  in  the  dispensing  of 
true  Masonic  light  to  their  less  informed  brethren. 
Such  a  course  would  supply  the  means  of  holding  the 
interest  created  by  the  injunction  repeatedly  given 
candidates  and  members,  to  study  Masonry."

TENNESSEE. 

The  address  of  Grand  High  Priest  Angus  Gordon 
Bowen — of  whom  we  gave  some  account  a  year  ago — 
at  the  92nd  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Tennessee,  held  in  Nashville,  on  the  24th  January, 
1921,  contains  so  many  interesting  things  and  is  in 
every  way  so  excellent  that,  taking  it  indeed  as  a  model 
for  all  Grand  Rules,  we  make  no  excuse  for  sharing  at 
least  a  part  of  it  with  our  readers.  We  give  first  some 
words  from  the  exordium: — 

'T  will  not  trespass  upon  your  time  by  making  a 
general  survey  of  the  world  at  large,  nor  will  I  distract 
your  mind   from  the  matters  which  should  claim  the 
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attention  of  members  of  this  Grand  Body,  and  for  the 
consideration  of  which  you  have  been  sent  here  from 
your  respective  subordinate  Chapters.  If  my  report 
shall  merely  enumerate  my  own  official  acts  and  shall 
bring  before  you  for  intelligent  consideration  the  record 
of  the  past  year  in  Capitular  Masonry — the  condition 
and  needs  which  now  exist — it  will  of  necessity  be  long 
and  make  demands  upon  your  patience;  for  the  record 
of  the  past  year  in  Capitular  achievement  is  the  greatest 
in  the  annals  of  the  Grand  Chapter." 

He  reported  the  revival  of  several  moribund  Chapters, 
the  granting  of  dispensations  to  three  new  ones,  and  the 
arrest  of  the  charters  of  others  which  were  found  to  be 
beyond  redemption.  Making  a  general  survey  of  the 
condition  of  the  Royal  Craft,  he  said  that  during  the 
year  1920  Capitular  Masonry  had  touched  "the  highest 
point  of  its  flood-tide;"  it  had  had  the  largest  increase  in 
membership,  the  greatest  number  of  exaltations,  in  the 
history  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction.  There  had  been 
1,230  exaltations  with  a  net  increase  in  membership 
of  1,117.  (The  Grand  Secretary  gave  the  number  of 
Chapters  as  S3  and  the  aggregate  membership  as  7,808). 
Some  Chapters  which  reported  no  exaltations  at  the 
last  Grand  Convocation  reported  to-day  the  largest 
number  in  their  history.  Clarksville  reported  none 
last  year — this  year  51.  Several  years  ago  Carthage 
Chapter  was  entirely  dormant;  she  now  ranked  easily 
among  the  best  Chapters  in  the  State. 

To  the  influence  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  J.  H.  McClister,  the  Grand  High  Priest 
attributed  in  large  measure  the  unprecedented  growth 
of  Capitular  Masonry  throughout  the  State. 

In  mentioning  the  deaths  of  Past  Grand  High 
Priests  Isaac  Jones  Thurman,  of  McMinville,  Archibald 
N.  Sloan,  of  Chattanooga,  and  others,  the  Grand  High 
Priest  used  language  which  may  well  be  copied : — 

"We  close  this  Chapter  with  no  sadness  in  our 
hearts;  our  Companions  had  finished  their  work,  they 
were  entitled  to  rest.  Peace  to  their  ashes!  The  in- 
spiration of  their  lives  will  urge  us  on  to  higher  accom- 
plishment, and  the  memory  of  their  companionship  will 
gladden  and  please — not  sadden  us.     We  face  our  tasks 
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not  sad  but  strong,  not  with  tears,  but  with  hope,  as  we 
linger  over  their  lives.  We  are  better,  stronger,  happier 
that  they  have  lived." 

And,  speaking  of  the  proposed  George  Washington 
Memorial,  he  said: — 

"A  memorial  of  marble  and  stone  is  beautiful  to 
gaze  upon,  but  in  the  course  of  time  its  foundations  will 
crumble  and  its  fabric  decay;  a  memorial  of  loving 
deeds,  of  charity  extended  to  the  needy,  a  gift  to  others 
without  expecting  to  receive  again,  will  endure  so  long 
as  the  records  of  God  endure.  I  desire  to  recommend 
to  this  Grand  Chapter,  whose  charity  should  be  bound- 
less, that,  instead  of  donating  $100  to  the  Washington 
Memorial,  you  cable  vS250  to  help  feed  the  millions  of 
Chinese  who  are  dying  for  want  of  something  to  eat. 
In  the  name  of  the  Father  of  all  men  I  ask  you  to  grant 
me  this  memorial  for  my  term  of  office." 

The  Grand  Chapter  did  both— gave  the  $100  and  the 
$250.  v 

But  the  great  enterprise  of  the  year  was  the  inquiry 
made  by  a  special  committee  of  Grand  Chapter  into  the 
"educational  facilities  of  Tennessee,"  pursuant  to  a 
resolution  passed  at  the  Convocation  of  1920.  The 
sum  of  vSl,000  was  set  aside  for  the  use  of  the  committee 
in  pursuing  their  researches,  but  they  used  no  part 
of  that  sum,  although,  as  they  reported,  the  investiga- 
tion had  been  long  and  difficult.  An  extraordinary 
condition  of  illiteracy  was  revealed  by  the  report. 
That  Tennessee's  educational  facilities  were  disgrace- 
fully inadequate  was  well-known  to  persons  interested 
in  education;  but  the  war  brought  the  first  knowledge 
of  this  condition  to  the  attention  of  its  people  generally; 
they  "were  astounded  to  learn,"  says  the  report,  "of 
one  prominent  county  where  2,900  men  were  called  in 
the  draft  and  2,300  of  them  had  no  education  beyond 
the  third  grade.  In  another  leading  county  20 '  per 
cent,  of  the  drafted  men  could  neither  read  nor  write. 
One  division  of  overseas  men  is  said  to  have  carried 
500  native-born  Tennesseans  who  could  neither  read 
nor  write." 

"The  concrete  remedy,"  went  on  the  report,  after 
the  recital  of  many  interesting  facts,  "for  a  revitalised 
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school  system  in  Tennessee,  is  consolidated  schools  and 
better  roads.  The  elimination  of  the  one-room  school- 
house  is  indispensable.  Rebuild  the  schools  system, 
and  the  roads  will  follow." 

Adopting  the  recommendation  of  the  special  com- 
mittee, Grand  Chapter  affirmed  its  belief  in  the  free 
and  compulsory  education  of  the  children  of  the  State 
in  public  primary  schools  supported  by  national  taxa- 
tion, "upon  which  all  children  shall  attend  and  be 
instructed  in  the  English  language  only  without  regard 
to  race  or  creed,"  and  pledged  the  efforts  of  the  members 
to  promote  by  all  lawful  means  the  organisation,  exten- 
sion, and  development  to  the  highest  degree,  of  such 
schools. 

A  further  recommendation  for  the  creation  of  a 
Commission  on  Education,  consisting  of  three  members 
of  Grand  Chapter,  and  an  educational  committee  of 
three  members  in  each  subordinate  Chapter,  to  continue 
the  study  of  educational  conditions,  initiate  plans  for 
the  development  of  a  State-wide  Masonic  interest  in 
education,  participate  in  the  advancement  of  all  forward 
educational  movements,  and  co-operate  with  all  other 
Masonic  activities  along  this  line,  was  also  adopted. 

A  third  recommendation,  that  the  Commission 
should  consider  the  advisability  of  establishing  a 
scholarship  for  the  benefit  of  some  pupil  of  the  primary 
school  in  connection  with  the  Masonic  Home  at  Nash- 
ville, to  enable  such  a  child  to  obtain  a  college  education, 
was  likewise  adopted,  and  $600  was  voted  for  that 
purpose. 

Frank  E.  Bartley,  Grand  King,  was  elected  and 
installed  as  Grand  High  Priest  for  1921.  He  was 
born,  we  are  told,  in  Randolph  county,  Missouri,  in 
1872;  lived  on  a  farm  until  he  was  12  years  old,  when, 
with  the  remainder  of  his  family,  he  moved  to  Morris- 
town,  Tennessee.  Here  he  received  his  education  in 
the  city  schools,  and  afterwards  attended  Tusculum 
College.  We  are  not  told  what  his  occupation  is. 
It  does  not  appear  that  he  has  attained  office  in  the 
other  Grand  Masonic  Bodies  of  the  State;  but  he  is  a 
comparatively  young  man,  and  his  portrait  indicates 
intellectual   strength,   so  that  we  may  expect  to  hear 
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next  year  that  he  has  done  good  work  in  the  year  1921, 
now  drawing  to  its  close. 

"Immediately  following  the  close  of  the  1920  Annual 
Convocation,  our  airship  began  its  second  flight  in 
the  atmosphere  of  Capitular  Masonry,  and,  after  a 
twelve-months'  cruise,  has  again  reached  its  hangar. 
It  has  been  a  pleasant  trip,  and  much  valuable  informa- 
tion has  been  gathered.  During  the  year  we  have 
descended  55  times  and  communed  with  the  Knights 
of  the  Round  Table  who  represented  the  following 
Grand  Jurisdictions." 

Thus  writes  Most  Excellent  Companion  C.  H. 
Smart,  beginning  his  second  annual  review  ol  the 
proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapters  of  the  world.  He 
descended  in  Toronto  on  the  25th  Febiuary,  1920, 
found  our  Grand  Chapter  at  work — to  carry  on  the 
pleasant  conceit — and  was  pleased  to  express  his  approv- 
al of  what  he  saw  and  heard.  Anent  a  remark  of  our 
own,  he  shrewdly  observes  that  the  surviving  members 
of  a  defunct  Chapter  may  possible  be  better  off  in  some 
other  Chapter — but,  on  the  other  hand,  "they  may 
assist  in  killing  that  one  too."

TEXAS. 

For  some  reason  unexplained  we  have  missed  the 
proceedings  of  the  Texas  Grand  Chapter  for  1919.  In 
1920  we  reviewed  the  proceedings  of  1918;  we  had  noth- 
ing in  1921;  and  now  in  1922  we  have  a  somewhat 
belated  report  of  Texas  in  1920 — a  large  volume  in  which 
the  transactions  of  the  71st  Annual  Convocation  of 
the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Texas  are  set  forth. 
The  Excellent  Companions  convened  in  Waco  on  the 
6th  December,  1920,  and  continued  in  session  on' that 
and  the  two  next  following  days. 

In  Grand  High  Priest  F.  P.  Marshall's  address  he 
expressed  appreciation  for  the  distinguished  preferment 
to  which  he  had  come,  saying  that  to  "have  the  honour 
and  privilege  of  presiding  over  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Texas,  the  greatest  Jurisdiction  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
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in  the  world,  is  an  honour  greater  than  a  kingly  crown." 
The  Grand  High  Priest  hails  from  Nacogdoches,  Texas, 
and  is  called  "Judge"  in  some  correspondence  which 
is  printed,  from  which  we  may  infer  that  he  belongs  to 
the  legal  profession.  He  needs  not  to  prove  his  asser- 
tion that  Texas  is  the  greatest  Jurisdiction— he  admits  it. 

The  address  was  well-prepared  and  comprehensive. 
It  included  an  occount  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Summer 
Schools  of  Instruction,  which  "were  not  so  well  attended 
as  they  should  have  been;"  a  reference  to  the  Home  for 
Aged  Masons  at  Keystone;  and  a  narrative  of  the  dis- 
cussion which  has  been  going  on  about  Mexico  City 
Chapter  No.  225,  of  Mexico  City,  Mexico,  which,  though 
in  foreign  territory,  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Texas. 

The  deaths  of  two  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  feel- 
ingly mentioned.  B.  F.  Dwiggins  died  of  apoplexy  at  his 
home  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  in  December,  1919.  He  was 
born  inTennessee  in  1853,  and  was  Grand  High  Priest  in 
1916.  Rufus  Price  was  one  of  the  oldest  Grand  High 
Priests;  he  presided  over  Grand  Chapter  in  1890. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  showed  285 
chartered  Chapters  and  8  working  under  dispensations 
— 6  of  which  were  instituted  since  the  24th  June,  1920. 
Of  the  chartered  Chapters,  243  reported  a  gain  in 
membership;  22  showed  a  loss;  and  10  remained  the 
same.  A  number  of  the  Chapters  made  unprecedented 
gains — 208  in  the  year  being  the  highest  recorded. 
The  total  membership  of  all  the  Chapters  is  given  as 
33,313,  and  the  net  gain  for  the  year  as  4,989. 

But  the  outstanding  feature  of  this  Grand  Chapter 
is  the  Home  for  Aged  Masons  at  Arlington,  Texas, 
which  is  supported  by  the  Grand  Chapter  and  for  which 
Grand  Chapter  is  responsible,  though  it  seeks  the 
co-operaUon  of  all  Masons.  A  very  encouiaging  repor, 
was  presented  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  difficulty  about  Mexico  City  Chapter  was 
settled  by  a  resolution  of  Grand  Chapter  authorising 
the  revocation  of  the  charter. 

Of  P.  M.  Riley,  who  makes  his  first  appearance  as 
reviewer,  we  know  that  he  is  a  Past  Grand  High  Priest, 
a  physician,  and  manager  of  the  Home  for  Aged  Masons 
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at  Arlington.  He  is  likewise  an  able  reviewer.  Read 
his  introduction  addressed  to  the  "Gentlemen  of  the 
Round  Table:"— 

"I  was  commissioned  by  the  proper  authority,  to 
wit,  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Texas,  to  come  here  and  take  such  place  as  you  would 
grant  me.  I  have  been  coming  a  year.  The  way  has 
not  been  straight,  but  I  have  stayed  in  it.  It  has  carried 
me  over  the  most  of  North  America  and  across  the  seas 
and  back.  I  have  seen  much  of  real  interest  and 
much  that  instructed.  I  have  not  been  scared,  I  have 
not  been  angry,  I  have  not  trembled  for  the  safety  of 
the  Ark.  Good  fellowship  has  enswathed  me  all  the 
way.  I  made  some  notes  as  I  came  along.  I  beg  leave 
to  place  them  on  the  Table  and  will  take  any  place  you 
may  assign  me." 

The  proceedings  of  46  Grand  Bodies  are  very  satis- 
factorily noticed.  Among  these  is  "Canada  1920." 
The  reviewer  refers  to  words  of  M.E. Companion 
Ponton  as  "apples  of  gold  in  pitchers  of  silver,"  and 
says  that  "Canada  is  alive,  and  whatsoever  liveth  grow- 
eth."

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  courtesy  of  Grand 
Secretary  Charles  A.  Conover,  of  Coldwater,  Michigan, 
in  sending  us  an  early  .copy  of  the  book  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United 
States  at  its  38th  Triennial  Convocation,  held  in  Ashe- 
ville,  North  Carolina,  on  the  28th  and  29th  September, 
1921.  This  Grand  Chapter  stands  apart  from  all 
others,  not  only  by  reason  of  its  unique  position  as  the 
mother  of  most  of  the  State  Grand  Chapters,  not  only 
because  of  its  meeting  only  once  every  three  years,  and 
not  only  on  account  of  its  enormous  membership  and 
venerable  age — its  origin  was  in  the  year  1797 — but 
chiefly  because  of  the  quality  of  its  membership.  Con- 
sider: those  who  met  in  Asheville  the  other  day  were 
the  elect  of  the  elect,  not  merely  the  rulers  and  past 
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rulers  of  Chapters,  but  the  rulers  and  past  rulers  of 
Grand  Chapters  throughout  the  great  Masonic  territory 
to  the  South  of  Canada — Canada's  nearest  neighbour 
and  close  ally. 

We  are  justified  in  describing  with  some  minuteness 
the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  and  historic  body  as  we 
find  them  recorded. 

But  first  let  us  briefly  refer  to  the  externals  of  the 
velume  which  lies  before  us.  It  may — as  it  should — 
serve  as  a  model  for  other  Grand  Chapters.  The  best 
of  paper  is  used,  the  print  is  super-excellent,  and  the 
proof-sheets  have  been  read  with  consummate  care. 
The  arrangement,  too,  is  all  that  can  be  desired,  the 
formal  memorial  pages  are  in  excellent  taste,  and  the 
index  has  been  carefully  and  thoroughly  prepared. 
These  things  are  not  accidental,  but  are  the  fruit  of 
incessant  labour  and  watchfulness  upon  the  part  of  the 
Grand  Secretary  and  his  staff.  The  result  is  such  that 
no  reviewer  or  even  ordinary  reader  can  fail  to  be 
intrigued. 

The  City  of  Asheville,  wherein  Grand  Chapter  was 
convened,  is  the  resort  of  the  Southern  people  in  the 
summer  months  when  they  wish  to  escape  the  hot 
weather  and  of  the  Eastern  people  and  the  people  of 
the  Middle  West  in  the  winter  when  they  wish  to 
escape  the  rigours  of  the  northern  winter.  So  said 
Alexander  B.  Andrews,  a  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of 
North  Carolina,  in  welcoming  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  to  Asheville,  which  had,  for  reasons  of  conveni- 
ence, been  substituted  for  Raleigh  as  the  place  of 
meeting.  It  seems  that  the  Royal  Arch  degree  was 
conferred  as  early  as  1785  in  North  Carolina,  and  that 
the  Chapters  at  Fayatteville  and  Wilmington  in  1815 
accepted  charters  from  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  North  Carolina,  said  Companion 
Andrews,  had  adopted  "Service  to  Mankind"  as  its 
guiding  star,  and  he  quoted  the  words  of  Samuel  W. 
Foss,  which  we  find  frequently  quoted  in  Masonic 
speeches,  and  which  we  may  as  well  give  now,  in  a 
place  where  we  are  licensed  to  be  discursive: — 
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"Let  me  live  in  the  house  by  the  side  of  the  road, 

"Where  the  race  of  men  go  by, 
"The  men  who  are  good,  and  the  men  who  are  bad, 

"As  good,  and  as  bad,  as  I. 
"I  would  not  sit  in  the  scorner's  seat, 

"Nor  hurl  the  cynic's  ban, 
"Let  me  live  in  the  house  by  the  side  of  the  road, 

"And  be  a  friend  of  man." 

The  address  of  the  General  Grand  High  Priest  to 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  was  couched  in  plain  and 
simple  language.  We  shall  presently  quote  a  part  of 
it,  but  must  first  give  some  description  of  Frederick  W. 
Craig,  who  was  in  1918  elected  to  that  high  office.  He 
was  born  in  Maine  in  1854  and  received  a  good  school 
and  college  education  in  Maine  and  Massachusetts. 
In  1876  he  went  to  Iowa,  where  he  was  at  first  a  school- 
master. He  afterwards  entered  the  Iowa  College  of 
Law,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1879,  and  was  admitted 
to  the  Bar  of  Iowa  and  afterwards  to  the  Bar  of  the 
United  States.  He  practised  in  Des  Moines  and 
earned  a  considerable  reputation  as  a  lawyer.  For 
several  years  past  he  has  been  connected  with  certain 
banking  interests,  successfully  operating  a  chain  of 
banks  in  Iowa.  He  was  made  a  Mason  in  Des  Moines 
in  1883,  was  Master  of  his  Lodge  in  1890,  and  Grand 
Master  of  Iowa  Masons  in  1910.  His  progress  in  the 
Royal  Craft  was  more  rapid.  Exalted  in  1885,  he 
became  High  Priest  of  his  Chapter  in  1887,  and  Grand 
High  Priest  of  Iowa  in  1893.  In  1894  he  first  held  minor 
office  in  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  during  the 
24  years  which  followed  advanced  steadily  step  by 
step  until  the  highest  position  was  his  in  1918.  It 
will  be  observed  that  he  was  not  quite  40  when  he 
became  head  of  the  Iowa  Grand  Chapter.  It  is  probably 
true  that  only  a  man  who  makes  his  mark  at  an  early 
age  can  hope  to  reach  the  end  of  his  apprenticeship  in 
General  Grand  Chaptei,  getting  a  step  every  three 
years,  before  he  has  become,  by  reason  of  old  age,  unfit 
for  strenuous  work.  Companion  Craig  himself  did  not 
attain  high  office  in  Blue  Masonry  until  he  was  56. 
If  there  had  been  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  he  would  not 
have  arrived  at  the  first  place  until  he  was  80.     The

following  characterisation  of  this  eminent  Craftsman 
is  taken  from  an  appreciative  biography  found  in  the 
volume  before  us.  The  biographer  is  anonymous,  but 
the  style  (being  the  man)  leads  us  to  suspect  Grand 
Secretary  Conover: — 

"The  success  that  has  come  to  Companion  Craig 
is  not  accidental,  but  is  the  result  of  well-directed 
effort  along  the  pathway  of  duty.  He  has  ever  been  a 
strong  believer  in  the  practical  teachings  of  our  Order, 
and  the  command  to  "feed  the  hungry,  clothe  the 
naked,  and  bind  up  the  wounds  of  the  afflicted"  has  not 
been  formal  sentiment  but  a  sacred  duty,  which  he 
has  striven  at  all  times  to  perform.  Although  he  has 
already  served  as  an  officer  in  the  official  line  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  for  a  period  of  27  years  he  is 
a  strong  and  vigorous  man,  both  mentally  and  physically. 
He  is  possessed  of  a  keen  and  logical  mind,  well  stored 
with  Masonic  knowledge  and  familiar  with  its  precedents 
and  traditions. 

"He  is  a  lawyer  of  wide  learning  and  is  endowed 
by  nature  with  the  elements  which  constitute  an  orator, 
first,  a  retentive  memory,  and,  second,  a  well  modulated 
voice  and  graceful  delivery.  His  Masonic  life  has  been 
a  succession  of  honours,  unsought,  and  worn  with 
becoming  modesty  and  fidelity." 

In  the  address  of  the  General  Grand  High  Priest 
the  deaths,  both  in  1920,  of  Henry  Banks,  General 
Grand  Captain  of  the  Host,  and  Joseph  Edward  Dyas, 
Past  General  Grand  High  Priest,  were  fittingly  deplored. 
A  year  ago  we  made  some  references  to  these  distin- 
guished Masons. 

In  giving  an  account  of  his  visits  to  various  Grand 
Chapters,  the  Grand  High  Priest  mentioned  that  made 
to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  in  November, 
1920,  when  it  celebrated  its  125th  anniversary.  We 
have  described  the  proceedings  under  "Pennsylvania;" 
Companion  Craig  adds  something  interesting:  "Pen- 
nsylvania is  not  a  part  of  our  General  Grand  Chapter 
Jurisdiction;"  but  "considerable  sentiment  was  expressed 
by  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania  in 
favour  of  making  that  body  a  member  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter,  and  it  may  be  hoped  that  such  action 
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may  at  some  time  be  accomplished."  Virginia  and 
Texas,  the  other  non-juring  Grand  Chapters,  are 
probably  hopeless,  and  we  should  have  thought  that 
Pennsylvania  was  too. 

Upon  the  question  of  constitutional  amendments  the 
Grand  High  Priest  said : — 

"The  adoption  or  rejection  of  a  new  constitution 
and  statutes  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  is  a  question 
of  the  greatest  importance  and  commands  your  most 
intelligent  consideration.  The  proposed  enactments 
were  printed  in  full  as  one  of  the  appendices  in  the 
proceedings  of  1918.  In  my  judgment,  some  of  the 
provisions,  if  enacted,  would  not  be  in  the  interest 
of  harmony  and  should  be  eliminated,  while  others  would 
be  for  the  simplification  of  the  law  and  might  well 
become  a  part  of  the  law.  I  bespeak  your  most  careful 
consideration  of  the  whole  question." 

We  shall  see  what  came  of  this. 

Then  about  the  breach  of  relations  with  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Scotland,  the  Grand  High  Priest  spoke 
thus: — 

"No  particular  change  in  the  relations  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  United 
States  of  America  and  the  Supreme  Grand  Royal 
Arch  Chapter  of  Scotland  has  taken  place  since  our 
Baltimore  Convocation  in  1918.  In  my  judgment, 
if  a  plan  could  be  devised  whereby  the  members  of 
Keystone  Chapter  of  Manila,  which  holds  its  charter 
from  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland,  could 
be  honourably  absorbed  by  our  Luzon  Chapter  No.  1 
of  Manila,  the  difference  could  soon  be  ended.  In  view 
of  the  action  taken  by  our  General  Grand  Chapter  in 
1918,  I  have  been  barred  from  engaging  in  any  movement 
looking  to  such  an  end. 

"In  an  informal  and  unofficial  way  it  has  come  to 
me  that  at  one  time  during  my  term  of  office  the  authori- 
ties of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  were 
considering  a  plan  for  a  conference  with  the  authorities 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  to  the  end  of  arriving  at 
some  mutually  satisfactory  settlement  of  the  differences 
now  existing  between  them.  Circumstances  deferred 
or  cancelled  the  plan.     Informally,  also,   I  am  led  to 
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believe  that  if  the  members  of  said  Keystone  Chapter 
at  Manila,  P. I.,  could  be  taken  into  other  Chapters  the 
whole  question  could  be  at  once  solved. 

"The  General  Grand  Chapter  desires  peace  and 
harmony  and  fraternal  relations  with  the  Supreme 
Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland,  as  well  as  with  the  rest  of 
the  Capitular  world.  The  severance  of  fraternal 
relations  was  by  action  of  General  Grand  Chapter  in 
Convocation;  would  it  not  then  be  well,  in  view  of  the 
informal  information  that  has  come  to  me  as  above 
stated,  to  give  some  power  to  the  next  General  Grand 
High  Priest,  or  other  authority,  to  make  a  proper  settle- 
ment of  the  controversy  with  the  Supreme  Grand  Royal 
Arch  Chapter  of  Scotland  if  that  body  should  make 
reasonable  proffer  therefor?  I  ask  the  reference  of  this 
subject  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence." 

Under  "Scotland,"  as  above,  there  is  a  reference  to 
the  same  subject.  The  parties  to  the  dispute  should  be 
brought  together.  To  bring  them  together  may  require 
the  same  sort  of  skill  that  was  exercised  by  Bar  when 
Lord  Decimus  Tite  Barnacle  and  Mr.  Merdle  were 
brought  together  in  the  latter's  drawing-room  after  a 
.very  special  dinner. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  recommend  that, 
in  the  event  of  the  complete  withdrawal  of  Keystone 
Chapter  and  any  and  all  other  Chapters  under  the 
Scottish  Constitution  located  in  the  Philippine  Islands, 
from  those  Islands  and  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter,  the  General  Grand  High  Priest  should 
be  authorised  and  empowered  to  arrange  for  a  proper 
healing  of  the  members  of  any  such  Chapters,  and  those 
holding  demits  therefrom,  so  that  they  may  be  able  to 
affiliate  with  the  Chapter  or  Chapters  under  immediate 
obedience  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  to  take 
all  other  necessary  steps  to  accomplish  such  end.  The 
report  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  condition  precedent  is,  in  effect,  an  acknowledg- 
ment by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  of  the  prior 
jurisdiction  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  in  the 
Philippines,  and  this  acknowledgment  the  Scottish 
body  may  be  willing  to  make — and  it  may  not.     The 
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proceedings  in  Scotland  to  which  we  have  referred  were 
of  course  earlier  than  this  Convocation  at  Asheville. 

Luzon  Chapter  No.  1  (Manila)  is  only  one  of 
a  number  of  Chapters  immediately  under  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  in  various  parts  of  the  world.  General 
Grand  High  Priest  Craig  said  that  he  had  not  found  it 
possible  to  visit  any  of  these  Chapters;  but  Past  Grand 
High  Priest  Grafton  M.  Acklin  of  Ohio,  making  a  trip 
to  the  far  East,  bore  credentials  for  visits  to  the  Chapters 
at  Honolulu,  Shanghai,  and  Manila,  and  had  reported 
the  making  of  visits  to  them  and  being  received  with 
great  courtesy  as  the  representative  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter.  Shanghai,  Companion  Acklin  wrote, 
was  a  very  active  Masonic  centre.  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  Arthur  D.  Prince  of  Massachusetts  was  com- 
missioned to  visit  the  Chapters  in  the  West  Indies  and 
the  Canal  Zone  as  representative  of  the  General  Chapter, 
and  he  also  reported  favourably  of  his  reception  and  of 
the  Masonic  conditions  at  these  "Cross-roads  of  the 
world." 

The  general  Grand  High  Priest  had  this  to  say  of 
the  De  Molay  movement,  of  which  something  has  been 
told  above: — 

"For  long  decades  our  institution  has  taught  that 
Masonry  is  a  progressive  science.  By  many  adherents 
of  the  Fraternity,  as  the  years  have  passed,  doubts  have 
been  expressed  as  to  the  truth  of  the  above  statement. 
The  DeMolay  Movement  for  boys — the  sons  of  Masons 
and  their  chums — so  recently  inaugurated  and  crowned 
with  such  abundant  success,  leads  one  to  concede  the 
truism  that  Masonry  is  a  progressive  science.  Without 
reciting  the  great  accomplishments  of  the  movement 
I  simply  draw  your  attention  to  it  at  this  time  so  that, 
if  deemed  best  to  do  so,  some  expression  of  sympathy 
therewith  may  be  made  at  this  Convocation." 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  highly  commended 
"the  words  of  the  General  Grand  High  Priest  relative 
to  the  Order  of  De  Molay,  and  recommend  that  this 
General  Grand  Chapter  uige  the  various  Grand  Chapters 
to  suggest  that  their  constituent  Chapters  foster  the 
movement  in  their  various  Grand  Jurisdictions." 
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Nothing  was  said  by  Companion  Craig  of  the  Order 
of  the  Eastern  Star,  but  a  resolution  was  presented  by 
Past  Grand  High  Priest  Robert  F.  Stevenson  of  Missouri, 
"that  this  body  heartily  endorses  and  commends  the 
purposes  and  aims  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star." 
This  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  who 
made  (and  the  General  Grand  Chapter  adopted)  the 
following  somewhat  evasive  recommendation: — "Your 
committee  feels  that  the  good  work  of  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star  is  so  well-known,  its  value  so  self-evident, 
that  it  needs  no  more  endorsement  from  the  General 
Grand  Body  than  does  morality,  mother-love,  or  gentle 
manners."  We  do  not  seem  to  get  much  "forrarder" 
in  our  quest  for  the  truth  as  to  the  Eastern  Star — 
nicely-worded  compliments  and  glittering  generalities 
leave  us  just  where  we  were.  We  note  passim  that  our 
old  friend  Roe  Fulkerson,  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
is  one  of  the  committee  thus  recommending.  If  he  did 
not  himself  frame  the  report,  his  sense  of  humour  would 
lead  him  to  rejoice  in  it. 

Returning  to  the  General  Grand  High  Priest's 
address,  we  find  him  "mildly"  commending  the  endeav- 
ours of  the  George  Washington  Masonic  National 
Memorial  Association  and  saying  that  "the  reports 
show  a  pleasing  gain  and  progress  in  the  laudable  pur- 
poses of  the  association" — praising  it  with  faint  damns, 
as  our  local  humourist  has  it. 

He  is  a  little  more  enthusiastic  anent  the  Masonic 
Service  Association  of  the  United  States,  saying: — 

"The  aim  of  the  organisation,  briefly  stated,  is  to 
aid  the  Craft  in  times  of  great  distress  and  cultivate  the 
spirit  of  study  in  the  Fraternity.  At  this  time  the 
energy  of  the  association  is  being  more  strongly  directed 
toward  the  latter  object.  The  well  wishes  and  aid  of 
all  members  may  well  be  given  to  such  noble  pur- 
poses." 

Companion  Craig's  conclusion  well  expresses  the 
feeling  of  every  ruler  of  the  Craft  when  he  lays  down 
the  sceptre: — 

"I  began  my  official  career  in  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  in  the  month  of  August,  1894.  In  closing  an 
official  term  one  naturally  feels  pleasure  that  his  duties

and  responsibilities  are  to  be  laid  down,  and  a  tinge  of 
regret  that  the  close  relations  with  the  body  over  which 
he  has  presided  must  in  a  sense  be  lessened.  In  a  period 
of  such  duration  it  is  but  natural  that  many,  yea,  most, 
of  the  strong  men  of  the  earlier  day  have  passed  and  their 
places  been  taken  by  those  who  are  younger.  But  why 
have  regrets  over  the  ways  of  nature?  With  younger 
life  comes  growth  and  strength  and  we  again  rejoice." 

The  address,  as  every  one  will  see  from  the  extracts, 
will  not  serve  as  an  inspiration  to  the  Royal  Craft. 
It  is  somewhat  cold — there  is  little  of  the  fervid  senti- 
ment which  we  find  elsewhere;  but  it  will  be  admired 
for  its  faultless  diction  and  the  manifest  candour  and 
absolute  sanity  of  its  author. 

The  Grand  Secretary  in  his  report  said  that  a  new 
Chapter,  at  Anchorage,  had  been  formed  in  Alaska 
under  dispensation  from  the  General  Grand  High  Priest; 
this  Chapter  had  been  doing  good  work  and  had  filed 
a  petition  for  a  charter.  The  prayer  of  the  petition  was 
granted  at  this  Convocation. 

Returns  and  per  capita  dues,  the  Grand  Secretary 
reported,  had  been  received  from  every  constituent 
Grand  Chapter  for  the  last  triennial  term,  and  in 
nearly  every  case  a  substantial  increase  was  shown  in 
membership  and  revenue. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Oregon  again  petitioned  for 
a  charter  from  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  averring 
that  Oregon  "is  the  only  (.rand  Chapter  in  the  United 
States  that  recognises  the  authority  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  as  the  supreme  power  and  authority 
in  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  the  United  States  of  America" 
— and  was  again  refused. 

The  "Towner-Sterling  bill,"  pending  in  Congress> 
"which  has  for  its  purpose  the  improvement  of  educa- 
tional facilities  in  the  nation,  and  which  said  bill  would 
surely  contribute  to  the  educational  advancement  of 
the  youth  of  the  land,"  was  endorsed  by  the  whole 
body  in  Convocation. 

Arthur  D.  Prince,  Pa9t  Grand  High  Priest  of  Massa- 
chusetts, presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
"Memorials  of  the  Dead,"  which  we  can  scarcely  com- 
mend   as   a    model    for   Grand    Chapter   reports.     We 
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find  such  bromidical  expressions  as  "How  rapid  the 
flight  of  time!"  "The  equal  swiftness  of  the  Angel  of 
Death,"  and  a  considerable  amount  of  quoted  verse. 
That  the  quoted  words  are  of  a  better  kind  than  some  of 
those  we  have  read  elsehwere  must  be  admitted ;  but  we 
seriously  think  that  a  superior  school-boy  essay  on 
"Pallida  Mors"  is  out  of  place  in  a  great  gathering  of 
men  of  business  and  men  of  intellect  for  a  well-defined 
purpose.  Honour  the  dead  of  course,  tell  of  their 
lives  and  actions,  but  why  bore  us  to  tears  with  a  set  of 
platitudes  about  death?  Moreover,  this  report  has  a 
special  fault  which  we  have  met  elsewhere  but  did  not 
expect  to  find  in  a  report  presented  to  so  august  a 
body — an  open  reference  to  the  Cross  of  Calvary,  a 
quotation  from  the  hymn  beginning,  "When  I  survey 
the  wondrous  cross,"  and  the  first  article  of  the  Apostles' 
Creed,  expressive  of  belief  in  the  Trinity.  The  member- 
ship of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  is,  no  doubt,  over- 
whelmingly Christian;  but  the  formularies  of  Masonry 
are  so  broad  as  to  justify  the  inclusion  of  at  least  Jews 
and  Mohammedans  in  its  ranks;  and  it  is  surely  neither 
discreet  nor  brotherly  to  introduce  into  such  a  document 
the  profession  of  an  exclusively  Christian  faith. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
was  read  by  Past  Grand  High  Priest  E.  George  Guthrie 
of  North  Dakota  and  adopted.  It  recommended  the 
recognition  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  British  Columbia 
and  the  deferring  till  the  next  Triennial  Convocation 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  the  consideration  of  the 
matter  of  recognition  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Queens- 
land. 

There  is  a  great  deal  in  the  proceedings  about  the 
new  ritual  authorised  by  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 
We  have  read  various  opinions  about  the  merits  of  it 
in  the  reports  of  the  State  Grand  Chapters.  The 
proof  of  the  pudding  is  in  the  eating.  In  the  afternoon 
of  the  first  day  of  this  Convocation,  the  members 
assembled  in  the  Consistory-room,  where  Grand  Officers 
and  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Missouri  "pre- 
sented a  beautiful  exemplification  of  the  Royal  Arch 
degree  as  set  forth  in  the  new  ritual.     The  good  work 
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done  won  many  friends  for  the  new  ritual  and  the  man- 
ner of  its  exemplification." 

On  the  second  day  of  the  Convocation,  the  special 
committee  appointed  to  revise  the  constitution  and 
laws  submitted  a  report  supplemental  to  that  presented 
at  the  Triennial  Convocation  held  in  Baltimore  in 
1918,  the  latter  having  been  the  subject  of  much  contro- 
versy during  the  three  years  that  have  elapsed.  The 
following  sections  of  the  constitution  as  recommended 
by  the  supplementary  report  may  be  quoted: — 

"Sec.  10.  The  General  Grand  Chapter  has  and 
possesses  no  other  powers  than  such  as  are  indispens- 
ably necessary  to  the  exercise  of  its  general  powers,  and 
consistent  with  the  nature  of  the  relations  subsisting 
between  the  State  Grand  Chapters.  It  can  exercise 
no  doubtful  powers,  nor  any  powers  by  implication 
merely;  and  all  Masonic  powers  not  hereby  granted 
to  it  are  reserved  to  the  Grand  and  Subordinate  Chap- 
ters of  the  several  States,  or  to  Royal  Arch  Masons 
individually. 

"It  shall  have  no  power  of  discipline,  admonition, 
censure  or  instruction  over  the  Grand  Chapters,  nor 
any  legislative  powers  whatever,  not  hereby  specially 
granted,  nor  any  authority  to  suspend  the  proceedings 
of  any  State  Grand  Chapters,  nor  shall  entertain  any 
complaint  against  a  Grand  Chapter  preferred  by  any 
Subordinate  Chapter  or  individual  Mason  in  that 
Jurisdiction  or  elsewhere;  but  it  may,  upon  proper  ref- 
erence to  it  of  any  matter  of  controversy  between 
any  two  or  more  Grand  Chapters,  and  even  where 
the  question  is  not  one  of  Masonic  law,  custom  or  usage 
(both  or  all  such  Grand  Chapters  consenting  to  such 
reference),  act  as  final  arbiter  between  them,  and  settle 
such  controversy." 

"Sec.  13.  It  shall  have  power  to  decide  all  ques- 
tions of  Masonic  law,  usage  and  custom  which  may  arise 
between  any  two  or  more  Grand  Chapters,  or  in  any 
of  the  Subordinate  Chapters  under  its  own  immediate 
jurisdiction,  and  all  that  may  be  referred  to  it  for  its 
decision  by  any  Grand  Chapter,  by  formal  vote;  and 
its  decisions  so  made  shall  be  deemed  and  regarded  as 
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those  of  the  supreme  judicial  tribunal  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  in  the  last  resort." 

The  fate  of  the  report  is  this  briefly  recorded : — 

''After  the  presentation  of  the  report  and  some  dis- 
cussion had  thereon,  the  following  motion  was  made  by 
Companion  Francis  E.  White,  P.G.H.P.  of  Nebraska: — 

"  'I  move  that  further  consideration  of  the  report 
of  the  committee  be  indefinitely  postponed.' 

"A  division  on  the  question  was  then  called  for  but 
failed  to  cany,  upon  which  the  vote  was  taken  upon 
the  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone,  which  was  carried 
by  the  following  vote:  yeas  143,  nays  94." 

And  this  is  the  rather  abrupt  end,  if  it  is  the  end, 
of  a  great  controversy,  which  has  been  the  sustenance 
of  the  reviewers  for  three  years! 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  which 
was  submitted  on  the  second  day  of  the  Convocation, 
contains  some  interesting  figures.  It  is  remarkable, 
when  we  consider  the  long  ladder  that  must  be  climbed 
in  order  to  attain  the  highest  office  in  General  Grand 
Chapter,  that  4  Past  General  Grand  High  Priests  were 
present — James  Washington  Taylor,  Arthur  Gayton 
Pollard,  Bernard  Gratz  Witt,  and  George  Edward 
Corson.  The  names  of  292  officers,  representatives, 
and  permanent  members  of  General  Grand  Chapter 
were  recorded.  All  Grand  Chapters  were  represented 
except  Delaware,  Nevada,  and  Wyoming.  The  sub- 
ordinate Chapters  represented  by  their  own  membeis 
were  3.  The  44  Grand  Chapters  were  entitled  to  4 
votes  each,  and  the  11  subordinate  Chapters  to  one 
vote  each.  The  total  voting  strength  was  357.  The 
vote  of  237  on  the  constitutional  amendments  was 
relatively  a  small  one. 

A  still  smaller  vote  was  cast  on  the  naming  of  the 
place  for  the  next  meeting,  in  1924.  The  invitations 
received  were  from  Denver,  Colorado;  Little  Rock, 
Arkansas;  Portland,  Maine;  and  San  Francisco,  Cali- 
fornia. The  Committee  on  Time  and  Place  of  Next 
Meeting  recommended  Denver;  but,  upon  a  vote  of 
119  to  67,  an  amendment  to  the  report  in  favour  of 
Portland  was  carried.     From  our  standpoint  the  choice 
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is  a  good  one.     Why  should  there  not  be  a  Canadian 
delegation  present? 

The  election  of  officers  and  their  installation  duly 
took  place.  There  was  general  promotion  along  the 
line  of  succession,  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Sec- 
retary being  of  course  re-elected.  Owing  to  the  death 
of  one  of  the  Grand  Officers,  two  new  ones  were  added 
to  the  list — Mattison  Boyd  Jones,  of  Los  Angeles, 
California,  General  Grand  Master  of  the  Second  Veil, 
and  John  H.  Anderson,  Fayatteville,  North  Carolina, 
General  Grand  Master  of  the  First  Veil.  If  Companion 
Anderson  should  live  until  1948,  he  will  probably  be 
General  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  attendant  festivities  were  as  follows: — 

On  the  first  day,  the  Correspondents  of  the  Round 
Table  lunched  together  at  the  Battery  Park  Hotel, 
Asheville.     (We  should  like  to  have  been  present). 

At  3.30  p.m.  on  the  same  day,  tea  and  an  organ 
recital  at  Grove  Park  Inn,  and  after  the  recital  a  drive 
to  Sunset  Mountain. 

In  the  evening  of  that  day,  a  special  reception  to 
the  General  Grand  High  Priest  and  staff  by  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Iowa  at  the  Battery  Paik  Hotel. 

On  the  evening  of  the  second  day,  a  banquet  to  the 
officers  and  representatives  of  the  General  Grand 
Council  and  General  Grand  Chapter  and  their  ladies 
by  the  Grand  Council  and  Grand  Chapter  of  Noith 
Carolina  at  the  Battery  Park  Hotel. 

On  the  third  day  (but  the  Grand  Chapter  finished 
its  business  on  the  second  day),  there  was  an  excursion 
to  Cherokee  and  a  barbecue  luncheon  on  the  Fair 
grounds. 

The  menu  at  the  banquet  is  given — simple  but,  one 
would  say,  toothsome.

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UTAH. 

In  1920  we  reviewed  Utah  of  1919;  in  1921  we  had 
no  Utah;  now  we  have — and  hail  with  gladness — Utah 
both  1920  and  1921. 

The  1920  Convocation  was  the  9th  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  youthful  Grand  Chapter  of  Utah,  and  was  held 
in  the  Masonic  Temple,  Salt  Lake  City,  on  the  5th 
May.  The  presiding  Grand  High  Priest,  Charles  F. 
Dinsmore,  said  in  his  address  that  mong  the  Companions 
who  had  passed  away  during  the  year  was  Arvis  Scott 
Chapman,  the  Grand  Correspondent,  whose  death 
occurred  5  days  after  the  last  Convocation,  and  to 
whose  life  and  writings  we  referred  in  1920. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  showed  the  con- 
stituent Chapters  as  still  only  6,  with  an  aggregate 
membership  of  818,  and  a  net  gain  for  the  year  of  34. 

Peter  Atherton  Simkin,  the  successor  of  the  lamented 
Chapman  as  Correspondence  Reviewer,  humourously 
tells  us — he  addresses  a  few  words  to  his  brother  cor- 
respondents— how  he  prepared  a  review  of  foreign 
proceedings  and  how  it  was  not  printed  owing  to  the  high 
price  of  printing. 

The  Convocation  of  1921 — the  10th  Annual — was 
held  in  the  same  place,  on  the  4th  May  of  that  year. 
Lee  B.  Wright,  who  had  been  elected  and  installed  as 
Grand  High  Priest  in  1920,  presided  and  in  his  address 
used  the  following  language  explanatory  of  the  position 
of  Grand  Chapter  and  its  prospects: — 

"Our  net  gain  in  membership  for  the  year  is  119. 
Compared  with  larger  Jurisdictions  that  number  is 
not  imposing,  but  it  amounts  to  approximately  16  per 
cent,  or  nearly  double  the  increase  in  any  other  year 
since  the  institution  of  this  Grand  Chapter.  No  new 
Chapters  have  been  formed  during  the  year,  so  that 
our  increase  in  numbers  is  attributable  solely  to  the 
interest  shown  in  our  institution  and  the  labour  of  the 
officers  and  members  of  the  constituent  Chapters. 

"One  petition  for  a  dispensation  to  form  a  new 
Chapter  has  been  prepared  and  signed,  but  has  not 
been  presented  to  your  Grand  High  Priest.  That  will 
be  done  in  the  near  future,  and  there  is  need  for  and  room 
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for  one  and  possibly  two  others  which  should  be  formed 
in  the  Jurisdiction  within  the  coming  year.  So  we 
have  reason  to  believe  that  when  we  again  meet  a  still 
more  favourable  report  will  await  us. 

"We  have  made  official  visitations  to  every  Chapter 
within  the  Jurisdiction  during  the  year,  and  the  cordial 
reception  and  uniform  courtesy  extended  to  us  on  each 
occasion  has  evidenced  the  interest  in  and  love  of  the 
Companions  for  this  institution.  Each  of  those  occas- 
ions deserves  a  separate  acknowledgment  and  mention 
in  our  permanent  record.  There  are  some  advantages 
in  having  a  Jurisdiction  small  enough  that  the  Grand 
Chapter  can,ina  body,  make  such  visitations  as  is  custom- 
ary here  and  know  such  a  large  propoition  of  the  Com- 
panions by  their  first  names." 

This  time  Companion  Peter  A.  Simpkin  did  not 
disappoint  the  circle.  He  not  only  made  his  report, 
but  "faith  he  prented  it,"  and,  though  short,  it  is 
excellent.  The  proceedings  of  43  Grand  Bodies  are 
described  with  fidelity  and  in  a  lively  way. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  (1920)  receives  an 
admiring  tribute  of  which  we  may  well  be  proud. 

In  presenting  this  report  to  Grand  Chapter,  Com- 
panion Shnpkin  said : — 

"Necessity  for  brevity  finds  the  review  in  simplest 
outline,  no  excerpt  or  extended  comment  being  possible. 
One  hopes  for  a  mitigation  of  abnormal  conditions  that 
will  make  possible  a  fit  review.  Some  Convocations 
may  be  reviewed  in  a  few  paragraphs,  others  may  call 
for  pages.  The  only  topical  review  worthy  of  name  is 
that  of  California,  and  it  consumes  as  much  space  as 
the  ordinary  review. 

"Brilliant,  timely,  fine  things  have  been  said  that 
your  Committee  would  fain  have  quoted.  It  is  hoped 
that  reference  to  such  utterances  will  send  the  Capitular 
student  to  the  Grand  Chapter's  files,  and  the  Grand 
Secretary  will,  one  is  sure,  be  glad  to  lend,  even  by 
mail,  copies  to  be  returned  after  reading."

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VERMONT. 


The  Vermont  proceedings  of  1921  are  contained  in 
a  small  volume.  The  Grand  Chapter  is  itself  not  large, 
but  it  is  prosperous  and  up  and  doing.  There  are  30 
chartered  Chapters,  all  of  which  made  returns  in  time 
for  the  104th  Annual  Convocation,  held  in  Burlington, 
on  the  17th  June,  1921.  Of  the  30  Chapters,  28  showed 
work;  and  there  were  in  all  553  exaltations  during  the 
year.  The  number  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  good 
standing  in  the  Chapters  was  reported  as  5;362,  and  the 
net  gain  for  the  year,  469. 

Charles  A.  Lang,  Grand  High  Priest,  wTho  presided 
at  this  Convocation,  made  an  excellent  address,  but 
we  find  nothing  in  it  to  interest  readers  outside  of 
Vermont,  except  a  reference  to  the  eminent  dead  of  the 
Jurisdiction.  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Silas  H.  Danforth 
was  born  at  Fairfield,  Vermont,  in  1856,  and  died  at 
St.  Albans  in  March,  1921.  He  was  Grand  High  Priest 
in  1914.  Delos  M.  Bacon,  also  a  Past  Grand  High 
Priest,  died  at  St.  Johnsbury  a  few  days  before  this 
Convocation.  No  particulars  are  given  in  respect  of 
his  life. 

It  is  useless  to  refer  to  a  report  on  the  proposed 
changes  in  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter — the  controversy  having  been  settled  in 
September,  1921. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
(Eugene  S.  Weston,  P.G.H.P.)  is  brief  but  well  written 
and  interesting.     Canada  (1921)  is  not  forgotten.

VICTORIA. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Freemasons  of  Victoria,  1920-1921,  are 
contained  in  a  neat  volume,  printed  in  red  ink,  which 
reached  us  in  December,  1921. 

The  first  Convocation  described  was  held  in  Mel- 
bourne on  the  21st  July,  1920,  Most  Eminent  Companion 
W.  P.  Bice,  Grand  Z.,  presiding.     In  his  address  he  said 
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that  the  outstanding  event  since  the  last  Convocation 
was  the  visit  of  the  Prince  of  Wales.  "The  14,000 
Freemasons  of  Victoria  who  assembled  at  the  exhibition 
building  on  the  3rd  June,  1920,  to  commemorate  the 
Prince's  visit  to  Melbourne  will  never  forget  the  wonder- 
ful sight  and  the  extraordinary  enthusiasm  of  the 
largest  meeting  of  Freemasons  that  has  ever  assembled." 

The  second  quarterly  meeting  was  held,  in  the  same 
place  and  under  the  same  auspices,  on  the  20th  October, 
1920.  On  this  occasion  Companion  Bice  said:  "Since 
our  July  Convocation  a  Masonic  event  of  great  import- 
ance has  been  celebrated  at  Sydney,  namely,  the  Cen- 
tenary of  Lodge  Australian  Social  Mother,  No.  1, 
together  with  the  installation  of  the  Grand  Master  of 
New  South  Wales.  At  these  important  events  all 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Australian  States  and  New 
Zealand  had  official  representation."  The  Grand  Z. 
said  also  that  Freemasonry  in  Victoria  had  sustained  a 
severe  loss  in  the  sudden  death  on  the  1st  October  of 
Right  Eminent  Companion  Herbert  Manning  Knight, 
P.G.H.,  who  had  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  been 
one  of  the  leaders  in  Craft  and  Royal  Craft  Masonry — 
a  tower  of  strength.  Remarks  of  the  Grand  Z.  in  the 
same  address  on  the  subject  of  progress  and  numbers 
are  such  as  we  often  find  in  American  reports  but  have 
a  special  significance,  coming  from  the  Antipodes: — 

"Although  we  have  been  making  a  steady  advance 
during  recent  years,  our  progress  and  numbers  suffer 
materially  by  comparison  with  the  Grand  Chapters  of 
America.  The  large  number  of  our  Master  Masons  who 
are  content  to  remain  stationary,  and  apparently  with- 
out the  ambition  to  take  either  the  Mark  Master  or 
Royal  Arch  degrees,  appears  to  indicate  clearly  that 
Craft  Masonry  in  this  territory  is  not  giving  the  Master 
Mason  anything  like  the  full  share  of  instruction  to 
which  he  is  entitled  for  complete  equipment  and  Masonic 
education;  it  should  be  more  often  pointed  out  that  his 
education  is  not  complete  without  the  Mark  and  Royal 
Arch  degrees." 

The  next  quarterly  assembly  was  on  the  19th  Janu- 
ary, 1921.  Companion  Bice,  again  presiding,  lamented 
the    departure    of    another    Past    Grand    H.,    Clement 
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William  Renard,  who  had  vacated  the  office  only  9 
months  earlier,  and  who  "made  hosts  of  friends  by  his 
genial  disposition  and  evident  sincerity."  An  interest- 
ing paragraph  in  the  Grand  Z.'s  address  at  this  Convo- 
cation was  in  the  following  words : — 

"Before  our  next  Convocation,  the  State  of  Victoria 
will  have  welcomed  our  new  Goverrfor,  the  Earl  of 
Stradbroke,  a  most  distinguished  Freemason,  in  whose 
welcome  we  will  most  heartily  join.  He  will  come  to 
us  as  one  who  rendered  valiant  service  to  King  and 
Empire  during  the  great  war,  while  during  his  absence 
abroad  his  wife  played  a  noble  part,  and  his  beautiful 
home  helped  many  a  soldier  on  the  road  to  recovery. 
As  a  Freemason  he  holds  the  rank  of  P.G.  Scribe  N.  in 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  England;  he  is  Provincial  Grand 
Master  of  Suffolk  in  the  Craft;  he  is  also  Provincial 
Grand  Mark  Master  of  East  Anglia  (comprising  Norfolk, 
Suffolk,  and  Cambridge),  and  on  1st  June  last  was 
reappointed  Pro-Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Mark 
Lodge  of  England  and  Wales.  In  addition  to  these 
important  offices,  he  is  also  an  active  member  and 
holds  office  in  many  of  the  higher  degrees.  During  the 
year  we  shall  look  forward  with  great  pleasure  to  his 
attendance  at  some  of  our  meetings,  and,  when  the 
opportunity  presents  itself,  to  an  active  association  with 
Victorian  Freemasonry  in  all  its  branches;  we  in  the 
Royal  Arch  would  especially  welcome  him  as  our  First 
Grand  Principal." 

Death,  loving  a  shining  mark,  carried  oft  two  more 
eminent  members  of  the  same  rank  in  the  Royal  Craft 
between  the  January  Convocation  and  that  of  the 
20th  April,  1921 — R.  Em.  Comp.  Adam  George  Dunlop, 
P.G.H.,  and  R.  Em.  Sir  Henry  Weedon,  P.G.H. 

At  this  April  Convocation,  the  Grand  Z.  again 
spoke  of  progress,  and  reported  that  the  membership 
was  gradually  but  surely  increasing.  He  said  that  the 
quality  of  the  members  and  the  keen  interest  displayed 
were  very  encouraging.  During  the  year  past  he  had 
consecrated  5  new  Chapters,  bringing  the  number  of 
active  Chapters  up  to  30;  and  the  membeiship  showed 
a  net  increase  of  239 — the  largest  on  record.  At  the 
end  of  1920,  the  membership  was  1,613. 
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Companion  Bice  was  re-elected  and  re-installed  as 
Grand  Z.;  and  V.  Em.  Comp.  The  Eail  of  Stradbroke, 
P. G.S.N,  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  England, 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Victoria,  was  received  as  a 
visitor  and  cordially  welcomed.

VIRGINIA. 

The  113th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Virginia  was  held  at  the  Masonic  Temple,  Richmond, 
on  the  26th  and  27th  October,  1920;  M.E.  Companion 
John  T.  Cochran,  Grand  High  Priest,  presided.  He 
lives  in  a  place  called  The  Plains,  and  was  Grand 
Lecturer  before,  during,  and  after  his  year  of  office  as 
Grand  High  Priest.  His  address  as  Grand  High  Priest 
and  his  report  as  Grand  Lecturer  were,  at  this  Convo- 
cation, combined  and  compressed  into  one  document. 
"Never,"  he  said,  "in  the  history  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
has  our  Order  been  in  a  more  healthy  and  flourishing 
condition.  Everywhere  the  Chapters  are  active  and  the 
Officers  and  members  are  wide-awake,  zealous,  and 
enthusiastic.  Reports  from  subordinate  Chapters  show 
1,709  exaltations,  a  larger  number  than  in  any  previous 
year." 

The  notable  among  the  deceased  in  1920  included 
Frederick  Greenwood,  who  was  born  at  Reistertown, 
Maryland,  in  1837;  he  went  to  Norfolk,  Virginia,  in 
early  life,  there  engaged  in  the  jewelry  business,  and  was 
at  the  time  of  his  death  president  of  an  important  com- 
mercial company  there;  he  became  a  Mason  in  Norfolk 
in  1865,  was  Grand  High  Priest  in  1899-1900,  and  was 
active  in  other  branches  of  Masonry. 

Another  Past  Grand  High  Priest  who  died  in,  1920 
was  Thomas  Carter.  He  too  was  a  veteran,  having 
been  born  in  1844  in  Pittsylvania  county,  Virginia,  and 
in  early  life  moved  to  Danville,  where  he  became  a 
successful  business  man  and  an  active,  energetic,  and 
influential  Mason.  He  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest 
in  1893. 
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The  Grand  High  Priest  gave  an  account  of  the 
visits  made  by  him  in  his  dual  capacity  to  the  con- 
stituent Chapters.  "In  all  Chapters  visited,"  he  said, 
"I  have  endeavoured  to  impress  upon  the  members 
the  importance  of  conferring  all  degrees  in  a  dignified 
and  impressive  manner,  to  the  end  that  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  our  candidates  may  be  imbued  with  the  teach- 
ings, beauties,  and  sublime  moral  truths  of  our  insti- 
tution." 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  that  all  of  the  65 
"going"  Chapters  had  made  their  reports  and  paid  their 
dues  for  the  current  year.  The  total  membership  was 
reckoned  at  11,173,  and  the  net  gain  for  1920,  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  at  1,501. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Cor- 
respondence was  presented  by  R.  Ex.  Companion 
Joseph  W.  Eggleston  and  is  printed  in  the  appendix  to 
the  proceedings.  Only  28  Jurisdictions  came  before 
the  learned  reviewer,  for  reasons  which  he  explained. 
Perhaps  because  he  had  less  material  than  usual,  he 
devoted  a  great  deal  of  attention  to  our  proceedings  for 
1920,  and  honoured  us  by  extensive  quotation.  In 
the  remarks  about  South  Carolina  which  he  quotes, 
the  term  "rank  outsider"  is  not,  as  the  context  shows, 
intended  to  apply  to  any  one  but  the  writer  himself. 
Companion  Eggleston  has  contrived  to  make  his  reviews 
very  interesting  reading;  that  is  partly  due  to  his  pleasant 
way  of  writing  and  partly  to  his  judicious  selection  of 
material.

WASHINGTON. 

The  37th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Washington  was  held  in  Seattle  on  the  2nd  and  3rd 
May,  1921,  and  was  presided  over  by  Frederick  Lau 
Janeck,  Grand  High  Priest.  The  proceedings  were 
brief  and  not  of  special  interest  to  outsiders.  The 
increase  in  membership  had  been  beyond  that  of  any 
previous  year  The  Grand  Secretary's  figures  were: 
exalted,  1058;  affiliated,  146;  reinstated,  52;  demitted, 
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79;  suspended,  4;  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues, 
83;  died,  66;  giving  a  membership  on  the  31st  December, 
1920,  of  6,001,  and  a  net  gain  of  1,064.  There  appear 
to  be  39  constituent  Chapters. 

Nathan  Smith  Porter,  Past  Grand  High  Priest,  was 
one  of  the  66  who  died  in  1920.  We  are  told  very  little 
of  his  life.  His  Masonic  career  began  in  1880,  and  he 
was  Grand  High  Priest  in  1904. 

M.  Ex.  Companion  Frederick  W.  Craig,  General 
Grand  High  Priest,  was  a  visitor  at  this  Convocation, 
but  what  he  said  is  not  recorded. 

The  Grand  Orator,  Ex.  Comp.  Robert  Edgar  Sullivan, 
gave  an  interesting  address,  which  is  printed,  upon  the 
origin  and  vitality  of  Masonry. 

Yancey  Crawford  Blalock,  Grand  Secretary  and 
Correspondence  Reviewer,  was  present  at  this  Convo- 
cation, and  the  minutes  show  that  he  presented  the 
Report  on  Correspondence,  which  was  ordered  to  be 
printed  with  the  proceedings.  Accordingly  we  looked 
at  the  end  of  the  book  for  his  report,  and  found  instead 
this  sad  announcement,  signed  by  a  new  Grand  Sec- 
retary : — 

"The  following  Report  on  Correspondence  was 
prepared  by  Companion  Blalock  prior  to  his  death, 
and  found  among  the  files  of  his  office.  Doubtless  the 
proceedings  of  the  other  Grand  Chapters  would  have 
been  reviewed  by  him  were  it  not  for  his  sudden  death 
so  soon  after  our  Annual  Conovcation. 

"Evidently  he  pursued  the  course  followed  in  the 
previous  year  of  making  his  ieport  largely  statistical  to 
economise  on  the  cost  of  printing. 

"It  is  his  31st  report  and  the  finis  of  a  long  career  of 
usefulness  to  the  Companions  of  Washington." 

That  is  all  the  information  we  have  as  to  the  death 
of  this  eminent  Mason.  The  report  follows — a  series 
of  brief  reviews,  24  in  all,  of  which  "Canada"  is  not  one. 
We  must  wait  a  year  for  further  information  about  the 
deceased  Blalock,  whose  work  had  always  a  charm  for  us.

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WEST  VIRGINIA. 

The  Grand  Chapter  prospers  and  haimony  prevails 
in  it,  but  there  is  little  else  to  tell.  The  50th  Giand 
Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  the  Masonic  Temple, 
Huntington,  on  the  8th  and  9th  November,  1920.  Of 
Thomas  Martin  Turner,  of  Martinsburg,  Grand  High 
Priest,  who  presided,  we  gave  a  brief  account  a  year 
ago.  His  address  was  excellent  but  does  not  call  for 
quotation  or  comment,  except  perhaps  on  account  of 
the  introduction  of  a  new  Masonic  word,  for  which 
perhaps  the  printer  is  responsible — "Capitulary"  as 
an  adjective  qualifying  "Masonry."  We  have  already 
met  "Capitularian,"  as  meaning  a  Chapter  Mason,  but 
"Capitulary"  is  surely  not  needed. 

The  membership  of  the  44  constituent  Chapters 
grew  in  1920  to  9,351— a  gain  of  966. 

Walter  J.  Boydston  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest 
and  installed  at  this  Convocation.  We  have  a  portrait 
of  him  and  a  short  biolgraphy,  from  which  we  learn 
that  he  was  born  and  raised  in  the  City  of  Fairmont, 
where  he  still  resides  and  practises  as  a  dentist.  From 
the  fact  that  he  graduated  from  the  Baltimore  College 
of  Dental  Surgery  in  1900,  we  may  infer  that  he  was 
born  in  the  late  seventies,  and  he  is  represented  in 
his  portrait  as  of  youthful  appearance.  He  became  a 
Master  Mason  in  1903  and  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  1904. 
His  biographer  says  that  he  stands  high  in  his  chosen 
profession  and  as  a  man  and  a  citizen  is  looked  upon  as 
a  leader.  Dental  surgeons,  we  notice,  are  often  to  the 
fore  in  Masonry.  They  probably  know  how  to  "fill 
vacancies"  acceptably — and  their  advancement  is  not 
all  due  to  "pull."     (No  copyright).

WISCONSIN. 

The  71st  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Wisconsin  was  held  in  Mil- 
waukee on  the  15th  and  16th  February,  1921.  A  year 
ago  the  printer  made  us  describe  the  proceedings  then 
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before  us  as  those  of  the  76th  Annual  Convocation, 
nstead  of  the  70th. 

Edward  T.  Hayhurst,  Grand  High  Priest,  presided 
at  the  71st  Convocation  and  read  a  well-prepared  and 
comprehensive  address  in  which  he  said  that  the  past 
year  had  been  one  of  progress.  The  growth  of  the 
Order  was  the  largest  in  its  history;  and  peace,  harmony, 
and  goodfellowship  prevailed  throughout  the  entire 
Jurisdiction.  "To-day,"  he  said,  "we  have  97  chartered 
Chapters  and  5  under  dispensation,  with  a  total  mem- 
bership of  17,043,  a  gain  of  2,164  for  the  year." 

Samuel  Wright,  who  was  Grand  High  Priest  in  1895, 
and  therefore  a  veteran  of  the  Royal  Craft,  presented 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence 
in  brief  form.  The  notice  of  "Canada"  (1920)  is 
particularly  short,  but  commendatory.

WYOMING. 

The  13th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  young  and 
vigorous  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
Wyoming  was  held  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  Lander,  on 
the  14th  July,  1921. 

The  Grand  High  Priest,  Charles  W.  Sheldon,  of 
Sheridan,  presided  and  delivered  a  short  but  interesting 
address  reviewing  the  work  of  the  year  1920-21.  He 
spoke  first  of  the  death  in  February,  1921,  at  Cheyenne, 
of  a  beloved  Companion,  Excellent  Grand  Chaplain 
George  C.  Rafter,  "whose  virtue  and  integrity  were  of 
the  highest  order,  whose  charity  was  broad  enough  to 
cover  the  sins  of  a  multitude,  and  whose  life  was  filled 
with  charity  and  brotherly  love."  Companion  Rafter 
was  born  in  St.  Lin,  Lower  Canada,  in  1838.  Many 
visits  to  the  Chapters  were  made  by  the  Grand  High 
Priest  during  his  year  of  office.  Of  these  he  gave  an 
account,  and  said  that  in  all  of  them  he  had  "sought, 
not  to  entertain  nor  be  entertained,  but  to  make  plainer 
the  hidden  truth  of  Capitular  Masonry." 

The  Grand  Secretary's  statistics  showed  14  constitu- 
ent Chapters,  with  a  total  membership  of  1,708,  and  a 
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net  gain  foi  the  year  of  239  He  said  that,  considering 
the  somewhat  unsettled  and  depressed  conditions  that 
had  prevailed,  the  net  gain  in  membership  showed  that 
satisfactory  growth  and  progress  had  been  made  during 
the  official  year.  The  net  financial  gain,  amounting  to 
$752.57,  also  showed  that  some  progress  had  been  made 
in  these  days  of  high  prices,  especially  in  the  items 
of  printing  and  paper.  "Statistics  and  figures,"  wrote 
Grand  Secretary  Samuel  Corson,  a  Past  Grand  High 
Priest,  "are  only  indexes  by  which  we  register  and 
record  numerical  and  financial  growth,  but  we  are 
abundantly  gratified  to  find  that  the  general  conditions 
existing  in  our  Chapters  are  very  satisfactory,  and  a 
healthy  spirit  of  enthusiasm  and  interest  continues  to 
be  manifested  in  each  Chapter  of  this  Grand  Juris- 
diction." 

Companion  Corson,  as  Committee  on  Correspond- 
dence,  presented  his  second  annual  report,  which  is 
most  carefully  prepared,  well  written,  and  highly  inter- 
esting. "Canada"  1920 — it  might  have  been  1921, 
the  short  gap  between  February  and  July  being  well 
bridged — receives  appreciative  and  favourable  notice.

CONCLUSION. 

The  journey  around  the  Capitular  world  has  not  been 
as  interesting  as  in  former  years,  and  yet  we  have  found 
some  things  to  make  us  sit  up.  We  venture  the  opinion 
that  the  sort  of  dulness  which  is  often  a  concomitant 
of  prosperity  has  crept  over  the  Grand  Chapters.  Our 
readers  may  perhaps  think  that  the  dulness  is  in  our- 
selves. The  foregoing  pages  contain  an  unbroken  record 
of  growth  in  membership  and  swollen  treasuries.  Scot- 
land and  Illinois  lead  in  "net  gains,"  both  showing  at 
least  a  10,000  increase  in  one  year.  But  the  growth 
everywhere  is  phenomenal.  We  have  been  looking 
chiefly  at  the  reports  of  Chapters  which  met  in  the 
first  half  of  1921.  In  the  latter  half  it  may  be  that 
growth  in  numbers  was  not  so  well-marked.  It  will 
probably  be  found  when  all  the  returns  are  in  that  1921 
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was  not  so  gainful  a  year  on  the  whole  as  1920 — econo- 
mic reasons  for  this  will  occur  to  every  one — but  even 
in  1921  there  must  have  been  a  remarkable  growth; 
and  this  applies  to  Canada,  the  United  States  of  America, 
Great  Britain,  Ireland,  and  the  Australasian  Dominions. 

Since  1918  we  have  been  interested  readers  of  dis- 
cussions in  the  reports  of  the  United  States  Grand 
Chapters  upon  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  con- 
stitution of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United 
States.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  explain  that  these 
proposals  had  for  their  objects — an  increase 
of  the  powers  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter.  In  the 
State  Grand  Chapters  which  owe  allegiance  to 
the  General  Grand  Chapter — three  of  the  State  Grand 
Chapters  do  not — the  feeling  was  evidently  largely 
against  the  proposals.  The  proceedings  reviewed  above 
contain  many  references  to  these  proposals,  but  we  have 
not  often  referred  to  them,  because  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  itself  met  in  September,  1921,  in  regular 
triennial  session,  and  the  fate  of  the  proposals  was 
then  decided.  We  mention,  however,  one  remark  of  a 
thoughtful  writer,  viz.,  that  the  effect  of  passing  the 
amendments  would  be  to  reduce  the  State  Grand  Chap- 
ters to  the  status  of  District  Grand  Chapters  such  as 
exist  in  Great  Britain  and  her  colonies  and  dependencies. 

The  amendments,  with  modifications,  were  duly 
proposed  when  the  General  Grand  Chapter  met,  and 
were  rather  ignominiously  snuffed  out.  We  have 
heard  that  the  debate  upon  them  was  brief. 

Our  review  of  the  proceedings  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  which  will  be  found  above,  under  the  heading 
"United  States  of  America,"  is  an  unusually  full  one, 
and  we  ask  our  Companions  to  read  it.  There  are  mat- 
ters of  importance  in  it,  apart  from  the  amendments 
which  excited  so  much  interest  for  three  years. 

The  Order  of  De  Molay  for  boys,  the  sons  of  Masons 
and  the  sons'  chums,  is  a  new  institution.  It  may  not 
perhaps  become  world-wide,  but  it  has  made  a  good 
start,  and  is  commended  by  the  now  Immediate  Past 
General  Grand  High  Priest,  Frederick  W.  Craig,  of 
Des  Moines,  and  by  Charles  A.  Conover,  Grand  Secre- 
tary of  that  body  as  well  as  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
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Michigan.  (See  "Michigan"  and  "United  States  of 
America.") 

Other  interesting  matters  dealt  with  in  the  reviews 
are  the  celebration  of  the  125th  anniversary  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania,  the  apparently  never- 
ending  controversy  over  Scottish  usurpations  (as  they 
are  called)  in  the  Philippines,  and  an  educational  cam- 
paign in  Tennessee  undertaken  by  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  that  State,  where  unfortunately  illiteracy  has  pre- 
vailed to  an  alarming  extent. 

Of  the  reviewers,  probably  the  most  highly  esteemed 
for  their  work  are  Haines  of  New  Jersey  and  Chambers 
of  Quebec,  and  we  have  noted  at  least  one  thought 
expressed  by  each  of  them  which  is  new  and  striking. 
Companion  Chambers  draws  a  parallel  between  the 
Rebuilding  of  the  Temple  and  the  present-day  recon- 
struction of  the  world;  and  Companion  Haines  calls 
attention  to  the  word  "Arch,"  connoting  "chief"  as  in 
"Archbishop,"  and  says  that  an  "Arch  Mason" — the 
word  "Royal"  is  not  used  in  the  sense  of  "Kingly," 
but  merely  adds  strength  to  the  Arch — should  be  a 
very  special  kind  of  Mason,  an  "Archmason,"  or  a 
Supermason. 

In  reading  the  reports  of  so  many  Grand  Chapters 
we  cannot  help  speculating  upon  the  characters  and 
attainments  of  the  Chief  Rulers.  Why  in  some  Juris- 
dictions is  there  a  never-failing  supply  of  men  of  intellect 
to  fill  the  great  office  of  Grand  First  Principal  or  Grand 
High  Priest  and  why  in  other  Jurisdictions  do  they  put 
up  with  inferior,  sometimes  almost  illiterate,  rulers? 
Can  any  one  answer  this  question?
